Top officials and donors likely to be involved in a potential Hillary Clinton presidential run will gather in New York City Friday for a meeting of the 
pro-Clinton super FAC Ready for Hillary. 


The group’s national finance council will meet behind closed doors at a Times Square hotel all day for a program that will feature panels of top 
Democratic strategists, along with speeches from elected officials who are supporting the former secretary of state. In addition to former Clinton 
aides like Craig Smith and Harold Ickies, and Obama field guru Mitch Stewart — all of whom have already been deeply involved with Ready for 
Hillary — the meeting will also feature other strategists who might be involved in an official campaign. 


That includes outgoing Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee Executive Director Guy Cecil, California Democratic strategist Ace Smith, Emily’s 
List President Stephanie Schriock, and former Clinton aide and msnbc host Karen Finney. Paul Begala and James Carville, the dynamic duo who 
worked on Bill Clinton’s 1 992 presidential campaign, will also be on hand. 


Ready for Hillary, which started in January of 201 3, has been working to build a list of grassroots supporters and gather endorsements of Clinton. 
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Other super PACs backing Hillary Clinton will also be represented. David Brock, who founded the pro-Clinton rapid response group Correct the 
Record will speak at the event. Priorities USA, the high-dollar super FAC that ran devastating ads against Mitt Romney, has now pledged support 
for Clinton. The group will be represented at Friday’s gathering by executive director Buffy Wicks and fundraiser Jonathan Mantz. 


Chris Lehane, a Clinton White House aide who now advises Democratic mega-donor Tom Steyer will participate in a panel as well. Also Obama 
Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack, a former governor of the key early presidential state of lowam will speak about why he’s “ready for Hillary.” 


The meeting will also include dozens of major donors to the super PAC. 


While the super PAC is likely to wind down its operations soon, the people present Friday will likely all be involved in a Clinton presidential run, thus 
the meeting may help lay some framework for a coming campaign.

Tax documents for the non-profit show that combined contributions and grants grew from $51 .5 million in 201 2 to $1 44.4 million in 201 3, according 
to a review by The Associated Press. 


Itemizations for the 2013 records show that nine donors gave a total of $64 million — including four who each gave $9.9 million or more. One 
person donated $1 5 million. The names of all nine were blacked out on the IRS form; tax-exempt groups don't have to list their donors. 


The Clinton Foundation does reveal who gives it money but not by specific amounts. According to data from the foundation website, 12 of last 
year's donors were among groups and individuals who have given $5 million or more since 1997. 


The foundation's chief financial officer, Andrew Kessel, credited the money spike to the foundation’s merger with Bill Clinton’s other charitable 
project, the Clinton Global Initiative.

[Subtitle:] Former Virginia Sen. Jim Webb announces presidential exploratory committee 


Former Sen. Jim Webb of Virginia on Thursday announced that he’s forming a presidential exploratory committee, becoming the first prominent 
Democrat to make a formal foray into the 2016 contest. 


Webb, a Marine combat veteran who served as President Ronald Reagan’s Navy secretary, left the Republican Party in disgust over the Iraq War. 
Narrowly defeating GOP Sen. George Allen in 2006, Webb arrived in the Senate as a leading Democratic voice on foreign policy and national 
security issues. But frustrated with the slow pace of Senate life, Webb left the chamber after just a single term, although he vowed to remain 
involved in the national debate. 


At the time, few expected that a Webb presidential bid lay in store, but the former senator believes that his appeal to white, working class voters 
and his foreign policy expertise offer him unique advantages in a field likely to include former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton, who’s seen 
as the prohibitive Democratic frontrunner. Tapping into progressive angst that Clinton opts for cautious centrism over bold leadership, Webb has 
indicated that he’ll pitch himself as a leader who rejects small-bore politics. 


“There is a big tendency among a lot of Democratic leaders to feed some raw meat to the public on smaller issues that excite them, like the minimum 
wage, but don’t really address the larger problem,” Webb recently told The New Yorker’s Ryan Lizza. “A lot of the Democratic leaders who don’t 
want to scare away their financial supporters will say we’re going to raise the minimum wage, we’re going do these little things, when in reality 
we need to say we’re going to fundamentally change the tax code so that you will believe our system is fair.” 


Similarly, in his exploratory committee announcement, Webb said, “A strong majority of Americans agree that we are at a serious crossroads. In 
my view the solutions are not simply political, but those of leadership. I learned long ago on the battlefields of Vietnam that in a crisis, there is no 
substitute for clear-eyed leadership.” 


“We need bold leadership that can tap into this talent, for the good of the country. We need people who will put the well-being of ail of our citizens 
ahead of any special interest group, and who understand how to manage our complex federal system of government,” he added. 


In accordance with his effort to portray himself as a bold leader and policy innovator, Webb said that he was ahead of the curve on income 
inequality, an issue that has galvanized the progressive base of the Democratic Party; foreign policy; and criminal justice reform. 


“In 2007, 1 gave the response to President Bush’s State of the Union address. I put economic fairness for our working people and small business 
owners at the front of my response, noting the immense and ever-growing disparities in income between corporate executives and those who do 
the hard work. When I graduated from college the average corporate CEO made twenty times what his workers made,” Webb said. “Today that 
number is greater than 300 times. The inequalities between top and bottom in our country are greater than at any time in the last hundred years. 
And the disparities between those at the very top and the rest of our society have only grown larger since the economic crash of late 2008 and 
early 2009.” 


In addition, Webb noted that he advocated a greater role for Asia in U.S. foreign policy well before the Obama administration, with Clinton as 
secretary of state, announced its much-ballyhooed “pivot to Asia.” 


Notably, Webb offered a not-so-thinly-veiled jib at Clinton, whose election many fear would entrench dynastic politics in the U.S. 


“Our Constitution established a government not to protect the dominance of an aristocratic elite, but under the principle that there should be no 
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permanent aristocracy, that every single American should have equal protection under the law, and a fair opportunity to achieve at the very 
highest levels while at the same time reducing ill-considered foreign ventures that have drained trillions from our economy and in some cases 
brought instability instead of deterrence,” Webb said. 


Among those “ill-considered foreign ventures” Webb opposes is the U.S. intervention in Libya, which Clinton enthusiastically backed during her 
State Department tenure. Speaking of Syria and Libya with Lizza, Webb said, “I was saying in hearings at the time, What is going to replace it? 
What is going to replace the Assad regime? These are tribal countries. Where are all these weapons systems that Qaddafi had? Ffobably in Syria. 
Can you get to the airport at Tripoli today? Probably not. It was an enormous destabilizing impact with the Arab Spring.” 


While Webb will position himself to Clinton’s left, he has engendered suspicion among many liberals throughout his career. In 2008, when Webb 
was reportedly under consideration to serve as then-Sen. Barack Obama’s running mate, The New Republic’s Richard Just assailed Webb’s 
worldview as “fundamentally illiberal” and “downright creepy,” citing Webb’s chest-thumping Scots-lrish nationalism, past opposition to women 
serving in combat (expressed in an article titled “Women Can’t Fight”), and his apologism for the Confederacy. 


Elizabeth Warren he is not.

The on-paper version of former Virginia senator Jim Webb checks a lot of the boxes on the "Does this person look presidential?" checklist 
(available by the metric ton at any major news outlet). A decorated Vietnam veteran and secretary of the Navy under Ronald Reagan, Webb, as a 
Democrat, unseated an incumbent Republican senator in the swing state of Virginia. And he has a good head of hair and a charming touch of 
drawl in his voice as he announces his candidacy and pitches a return to the political center. 


"Is it possible," he asks, "that our next President could actually lay out a vision for the country, and create an environment where leaders from both 
parties and from all philosophies would feel compelled to work together for the good of the country, despite all of the money and political pressure 
that now demands they disagree?" His answer, you will be surprised to learn, is: Yes. 


Webb's got some bona fides on a "centrist" pitch. When he was in the Senate, according to analysis from GovTrack.us, he was among the 
Democrats furthest to the right ideologically in his Congress. The Democratic Party's newly embraced panic over the votes of working-class 
whites is a drum Webb began beating in 2010, as Bloomberg's Dave Weigel noted on Thursday. 


But Webb is also much more inexperienced in electoral politics than you might think. All of the references above to his being a former senator skip 
over the fact that he served one term, from 2006 to 201 2, choosing not to run again. And when he won in 2006, it was by the skin of his teeth; or, 
perhaps more accurately, by someone else's skin entirely. Sen. George Allen's weird reference to a Democratic tracker, who was an Indian 
American, was one of the first scandals to go Internet-video-viral. And yet Webb still only barely beat Allen (R-Va.), by just over 9,000 votes out of 
2.3 million cast - in 2006, a strong Democratic wave election. Democrats won the House by an eight-percentage-point margin. Webb couldn't 
manage a one-point margin against the "macaca" guy. 


What's more, Webb actually underperformed with the constituencies that he was tut-tutting about in 201 0, relative to the national totals. He won 
voters with incomes under $50,000 by eight points, according to exit polls; Democratic House candidates nationally won them by 12. Webb actually 
lost among voters who made less than $1 00,000 and won those making more, the inverse of the rest of his party. If Webb wants to argue that he 
knows how to lure working-class voters, he can't point to numbers to make that case. 


Webb was a great candidate for Democrats in Virginia in 2006. The state was just transitioning from more-Republican to more-Democratic than the 
nation as a whole in presidential elections, meaning that it wasn't a sure thing for either party to win. Webb could critique George W. Bush on the 
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unpopular Iraq War from the space of being a veteran and a former Reagan military official. (Regardless, he did worse than national Democrats 
among voters who thought Iraq was an important issue.) That was helpful in 2006. In 2016, it's not clear that his national security credentials will 
seem similarly useful, especially if he's going up against a former secretary of state named Hillary Clinton. 


If nothing else, Webb's candidacy is evocative of another former presidential contender: Wesley Clark. Clark became a bit of a darling when a 
possible candidacy first emerged. A former Army general, he seemed well-poised to lead the party's efforts to position itself as able to fix the 
problems with the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. He checked off a lot of boxes on that checklist, too, but his campaign never really got off the 
ground. 


There are other reasons for skepticism - that we assumed in September might prevent Webb from making this announcement at all. (The word 
"Confederacy" makes an appearance, which is not one of the things most Democrats look for in a candidate.) 


We have come to the point at which we say, "you never know," which is the last box on the "How to write about 2016" checklist (also available in 
bulk). And you don't ever know. But maybe if we could look at more than one election that Webb barely won, we'd be able to know a bit better.

[Subtitle:] Democrats say addressing the country’s wage gap should top Clinton's platform if she runs for president. 


She’s a groundbreaking political figure and worldwide celebrity who carries one of the most venerable names in American politics. 


But before Hillary Clinton can announce another pursuit of the presidency, she must fuse together an agenda that goes deeper than her singular 
potential to shatter the glass ceiling and move to the Oval Office. 


As Clinton learned the hard way in 2008, running on political inevitability is fraught with risk. 


Given she would arguably enter a 2016 White House race as an even stronger front-runner, it behooves her to outline a concrete vision of how 
she would address the country’s most vexing problems. 


The tension between her centrist instincts and an emboldened liberal wing of the Democratic Party makes this task more complicated, but no less 
crucial. Resident Barack Obama’s persisting unpopularity and Democrats’ unsettling losses in this year’s midterm elections only heighten the 
expectations for what’s next. 


“It’s going to be important for Hillary because she’s been around a long time,” says Al From, a former adviser to President Bill Clinton and founder of 
the moderate Democratic Leadership Council. “She needs a rationale for her candidacy.” 


There are almost as many ideas floating around for Clinton to consider as there are people offering them up, and most of them are interconnected. 
Here’s a look at her potential platform. 


The Wage Gap 
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Despite the array of ideas, there’s almost unanimity among Democratic policy experts and politicians that at the top of any Clinton campaign agenda 
should be a way to confront the country’s widening wage gap. 


Spurred by a relentless drumbeat from progressive hero Sen. Elizabeth Warren, Clinton almost surely will have to address rising economic 
inequality at the outset of a potential campaign. 


Median incomes have remained flat over the past 10 years. Simply acknowledging this bluntly and directly could go a long way with progressives 
itching for a more populist approach to an uneven recovery. 


“The first thing is to recognize the nature of the problem. This is not simply an issue of inequality. Inequality was increasing in the 1 980s and 1 990s 
when everyone’s incomes were rising. What’s happening in this period is the higher incomes are rising rapidly, but nobody else is making 
progress,” says Rob Shapiro, the principal economic adviser to Bill Clinton during his first White House campaign. “I think this is why every election 
is a wave election. Politicians haven’t done anything to help with the biggest problem facing households: Why very substantial productivity gains 
hasn’t translated into broad income progress.” 


Jared Bernstein, who formerly served as Vice President Joe Biden’s chief economic policy adviser, recommends “a policy architecture which re- 
connects economic growth and more broadly shared prosperity.” 


The political goal would be to convince middle-wage, working Americans they have a realistic chance of claiming their fair share of the pie. There 
are several policy tools Clinton could choose from to address this. 


Job Training 


One that holds potential for garnering support across political factions is a nationwide job-training program. 


It’s a refrain heard across the country: There are jobs available, but employers struggle to find skilled workers to fill them. 


Former Gov. Michael Dukakis, the 1 988 Democratic nominee for president, says he knows of a long-term care facility in southeastern 
Massachusetts - the state he led - that can’t fill 300 open positions because of a skills deficit. 


He says Clinton could reach out to employers across the country to craft a carefully designed survey that identifies their needs, and then marry 
the findings with a program providing specific training in designated areas, such as health care. 


“They aren’t jobs that require college degrees; they don’t even require associate degrees. But they require intensive training: three months, four 
months, five months, six months,” Dukakis says. “These are health care-related jobs. They’re damn good jobs that carry benefits, average about 
$75,000 a year. They’re middle-skill jobs.” 


College Affordability 


Almost as essential to addressing the country’s skills gap is making sure the next generation can enter the workforce without having to dig out 
from under a massive amount of debt. 


As a new grandmother, Clinton could comfortably deliver a personal pitch that making college more affordable should become a national priority. It’s 
not an issue that dominates cable talk shows, but Warren, D-Mass., has given it pizazz over the last year by drafting legislation saying college 
loans should be issued at the same low interest rates that Wall Street banks receive. 


That may be a bridge too far for Clinton, but other left-leaning policy wonks see rising student debt as significant enough of an economic 
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emergency that they’re floating dramatic solutions. 


“The cost of a college education is totally out of control,” Shapiro says. “I think we need to move to a system of free tuition for anyone who is 
accepted to a public college or university in their home state.” 


Shapiro says that cost could be covered by simply replacing it with the millions of dollars in grants and loans divvied out annually. 


Dukakis’ approach of advocating for direct loans to students isn’t as radical, but his point is the same: “Get the banks out of this,” he says. 


Clinton may borrow from Warren’s policy framework on this issue, even if she’s not willing to adopt all of its pillars together. 


An Infrastructure Stimulus 


Clinton also could feel pressure to go back to the well for another stimulus package, Obama’s first domestic achievement during his presidency. 


The $787 billion infusion of government funds didn’t stop a gradual uptick in unemployment, but without it, the Great Recession could have been 
much worse, according to liberals. 


Some left-leaning economists now are rekindling the idea that when the private market underperforms in job creation, it’s the government’s role to 
temporarily try to make up the difference. 


“A pretty deep dive into infrastructure investment would be smart on a pretty wide variety of levels,” Bernstein says. 


Former House Minority Leader Dick Gephardt, D-Mo., says extending high-speed Internet capacity to rural areas could help reinvigorate small-town 
America. At the time of a 201 2 Federal Communications Commission report, about 6 percent of the country’s population lived in areas without 
benchmark fixed broadband service. 


“A lot of young people can start their businesses with technology, but they can’t do it without speed and capacity. Getting them information 
infrastructure is critical. A large chunk of that generation is being left behind,” Gephardt says. 


It’s hard to see Clinton floating a stimulus anywhere near the size of the 2009 legislation, but a more targeted package focused on rail, roads, 
bridges and technology could be an idea she carefully considers to produce an economic jolt. 


Taxes 


As in almost every election for Democrats, some of the most politically dicey questions Clinton will face relate to tax policy. 


Will she run hard against the GOP claim that taxes and regulations are a burden on economic growth? 


Will she propose any rate cuts at a time when entitlement reform also will be a core part of the debate? 


Will she go big and propose an overhaul of the entire tax system? 


Even some moderate Democrats are floating the elimination of the burdensome payroll tax in order to incentivize employers to hire more workers. 
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“It’s a regressive tax. I think we ought to eliminate it and replace it with a green tax," From says. 


Steve Rosenthal, a Democratic operative with close ties to labor, says Clinton should grant tax breaks to companies that agree to keep their CEOs’ 
pay only 1 00 times greater than that of their median workers’ salaries. The breaks would reward corporations who take the wage gap seriously. 


But Shapiro thinks any tax policy adjustment is more politically perilous now, because it likely draws a candidate into the debate over Social 
Security and Medicare cuts. 


“In the old Clinton days, you could get away without doing much with entitlements - you can’t do that anymore. So it’s a little tougher politically,” he 
says. 


Bernstein argues that any type of tax reform should be revenue neutral or draw more money into the government’s kettle in order to be fiscally 
prudent for the future. 


This wide array of opinions demonstrates the deep fissures that lay even within the Democratic establishment regarding taxes, not to mention the 
traditional divide with Republicans. 


But if Clinton runs, the initial vision she sets will test whether she can balance the desires of ascendant liberals in her party with the needs of the 
cautious centrists keeping an eye on catering to that nonideological swing voter. 


“I don’t think she will take this strident anti-business populism, but I think there will be a populist notion to the message,” From says. 


“Democrats are cross-pressured because of their connections to Wall Street. They’ve been reluctant to go too far out on these issues,” Rosenthal 
acknowledges. “It’s difficult.”

With an eye on a potential 2016 bid for the White Flouse, Kentucky Sen. Rand Fhul continues to test whether his libertarian-leaning message can 
attract new voters to the Republican Party. FHis appearance on liberal commentator Bill Maher’s FIBO talk show last Friday (along with this 
interview) helped fuel the notion that unlike most other key figures from either major party, Paul is willing to talk with audiences who may not be 
disposed to agree with him. 


Of course, there are plenty who scoff at the idea of a Tea Party icon being the face of a sweeping coalition. Skepticism has been especially fierce 
— including at this site — when Paul has attempted to reach out to African-American voters, with critics noting Paul’s disapproval (as a Senate 
candidate four years ago) of a key provision of the 1 964 Civil Right Act barring discrimination among private business. 
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On the other hand, for a younger generation of voters feeling ignored by Democrats, Paul’s present-day position on U.S. drug laws and criminal 
justice reforms have appeal:

The senator, who has been referred to as the “most interesting man in Washington,” seems intent on testing whether a candidate who has openly 
courted the fringe of American politics can successfully attract wider support in this current political climate. 


Paul talked to Salon this week about this attempt to broaden his appeal, particularly to non-white and young voters, why his party establishment still 
seems to have Romney fever, and whether he’d give up his Senate seat to seek the White House in 2016. Our conversation follows, lightly 
condensed and edited. 


Your appearance on Bill Maher’s show last week suggests you intend to court liberals and independents if you run for 
president. How can a proud member of the Tea Party really achieve this? 


You know, I think there is a great deal of possibility for any candidate who can get out of either party, that doesn’t neatly fit in either party’s mold. 
So I think if you had a Democrat unusual enough to get through the primary system but to appeal to people outside of the Democrat mold, they could 
do well. Same goes for a Republican. And I’ll often tell people that a plurality of Americans now no longer consider themselves either Republicans 
or Democrats, so if you’re a Republican and wanted to get Bill Maher’s vote, it’s probably a difficult sell, but the fact that he’s open and willing 
because he’s frustrated with both sides, I think is emblematic of a lot of people, particularly young people. I don’t think they’re wedded to one party 
or the other, and so I think the biggest obstacle to somebody coming out that could attract people from the middle is getting through the primary 
system, because you’ve got to get through a primary system that, on both sides, you know, sort of demands ideological purity, and then if 
someone is outside of those bounds, it’s more difficult to get through the primary system. 


But if you do, I’m convinced — and basically the pitch I give to people is, look, you want somebody that reaches beyond the bounds of the 
Republican Party because that’s how you win general elections. So I think there’s an argument to be made even in a primary that you want 
somebody who can reach beyond the typical boundaries of party. And frankly for us as the Republican Party, I think the demographics of the 
country are such that if the trend lines of our lack of ability to get African-American votes and our decreasing ability to get Hispanic votes, if those 
trend lines continue, I think we won’t be able to win presidential elections, period. So I’m doing a lot of things, I’m doing, not only because I think the 
issues are right and I believe them, but I also believe in the electoral success that whoever runs or whoever is our nominee for president will have 
to be someone who disrupts the normal demographic voting patterns. 


You made a pretty bold statement, for a Republican, about the situation in Ferguson, speaking out against the militarization of 
police. Since then, what are your thoughts about how state and local authorities are handling the situation? 


You know, I think there still needs to be legislation, because I think the whole surplus military defense being given to the police is a bad idea. You 
know, we had a hearing about a month ago on this in Homeland Security, and I asked, frankly, I believe the guy who was the head of FEMA at the 
time, I said, you know, what do police need with 12,000 bayonets? And he didn’t have a very good answer. [Laughs] He said we’re studying it, 
and it’s like, how much studying do you need to do to find out that the police don’t need bayonets? 


And he kind of acknowledged it, but it’s a problem with government, it’s like if you’re in charge of this, wouldn’t you just tomorrow or today make 
the decision we’re no longer going to give out bayonets? 


When it comes to race, how do you explain to potential new supporters some past controversies - like your comments on the 
Civil Rights Act and a former aide’s neo-Confederate past — that you know Democrats and others will bring up should you seek 
the White House? 


Well, I think that I simply point to my record. I don’t think there has been anybody who has been a bigger defender of minority rights in the Congress 
than myself, and that’s not saying others aren’t trying as well. But I think you can see a history and a litany of bills that I’ve put forward to not only 
restore voting rights, but to try to prevent people from the tragedy of losing their employability through felony convictions and other things. 
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People will always do things for partisan purposes, and I think some of that drummed up in the beginning for partisan purposes when I was 
running for office. But no, I don’t think there’s anything out there that people are going to say, “Oh, look at this, this means that you’re a racist,” or 
something, and I think if they do, they probably pigeonhole themselves as being unreasonable by making that kind of comment. 


A number of Beltway publications such as Time magazine have dubbed you the most interesting person in D.C. But others have 
covered your flirtation with fringe theories such as the National Weather Service buying ammunition and the UN seizing firearms. 
How do you explain those earlier statements for voters willing to give you a shot but potentially concerned by these ideas? 


You know, I think the over-militarization of local police forces is also true of the over-militarization of the federal government, so I don’t really run 
and hide from the comment that I think there are 48 federal agencies that have SWAT teams. 


So, for example, in my book, “Government Bullies,” we write about a SWAT team being sent to an organic food store outside of L.A. This is the 
USDA, so the Department of Agriculture has a SWAT team, and they went out there to confiscate unpasteurized milk. You have a crowd of people 
who, for one reason or another, like to drink it straight from the cow and think it’s better for them, but to me it’s sort of their business what they 
want to do. But we actually do have a SWAT team for the USDA. Fish and Forest, the US Fish and Forestry . . . what is it called . . . Anyway, 
they’ve got a SWAT team. They went into Gibson Guitar basically with a SWAT team based on a regulation in India that they said they were in 
violation of the regulation in India. 


So, yeah, I do think the government is over-militarized and we’ve over-criminalized things, not just in the drug war, but in everything. I mean, we 
write in the book of a guy who was putting . . . elevating . . . raising the elevation with fill dirt, clean dirt, and he was put in jail for conspiracy to 
violate the Clean Water Act for 1 0 years, and he’s still in prison. So we’ve gone overboard, not only on the war on drugs, but on the over- 
criminalization that things, that even if you think they ought to be illegal, ought to be civil fines. And I think actually if you comply with the civil fine, or 
whatever, you ought to be able to . . . you shouldn’t have like criminal sentences. I think that’s crazy for a lot of this stuff. 


Looking at 2016, Kentucky law forbids a candidate’s name from appearing on the ballot more than once (e.g., running for 
president and Senate at the same time). Given that Democrats in the state House maintain control of that chamber, how do you 
expect to get around the law if you do indeed run for president? 


Well, we’re definitely running for reelection for the U.S. Senate and we’ll actually have an announcement on that probably next week, but we will 
run for reelection. On the other, there are various possibilities that have been discussed in the media on how to do it. There’s a possibility that the 
Republican Party could choose to have a convention, in which case there would not be a primary ballot to be on twice, and that would overcome, 
really, I think, the problem there. But some of that discussion is ongoing and some of it hasn’t been finalized. 


Which do you favor? 


Well, I think making the playing field equal for people across the United States. That’s one reason why we think there’s a constitutional question 
here. Should people who live in Minnesota get the chance to vote for one of their favorite sons or daughters twice, and people in Kentucky not? So 
I think eligibility for office has to be uniform across the states. There was a term limits case many years ago, and even though I favor term limits, I 
think they made the right decision, that Washington state could not restrict their congressman to three terms and Kentucky have no limit on terms. 
The Constitution set the requirements for eligibility for office that states can’t modify for federal office; they can modify for state office, but I think 
that’s actually a case that could be won, but it’s also just a fairness issue. You know, there’s two dozen people who have run for both offices, 
both presidency and a local office in their state, and I think people, if they were presented with the idea of fairness, would say, you know what, 
why would we punish someone who’s from our state versus someone who’s from Connecticut or Wisconsin or Texas? 


Fellow Republican Sen. Marco Rubio faces a similar situation in Florida, and suggested he would not seek reelection if he ran for 
president. Under any scenario would you be willing to give up your Senate seat for a White House bid? 


I think every individual’s got to make up their own mind, and I don’t have any comment on what his decision is, because I don’t think it’s really clear 
what his decision is from that, but you know, that’ll be something that he has to determine over time. But I think there have been a number of people 
that have been on the ballot more than once and there is a fairness issue that we shouldn’t allow some states to do it and other states not to. And I 
really think the court will side with that as well, because the court has consistently upheld that federal elections, the eligibility for office, you know, 
the Congress ... the Constitution actually sets how old you are and exactly who can be eligible for both Senate and for Congress, those are 
federal rules, not state rules, so I think there will be a tough time with the law and that. But we’d probably just as soon not get involved with that 
law, and still have a decision-making process, whether or not we’re going forward with it. So we’ll address that probably in the spring. 
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As you consider running for president in 2016, big GOP donors and elites have responded by desperately pushing Mitt Romney 
and other establishment types to get in the race. Are you disturbed by the fact that elites in your party are reacting this way? 


You know, I think there’s been a history in, probably in both parties, of trying to go for what’s safe, you know. So, on the Democrat side you could 
make the same argument for Hillary Clinton. You may not get a lot of new ideas, you may not get a lot of innovation, you may get really a rehashing 
of old things, old policies, but she’ll be the safe bet, she’s well-known, she has universal name recognition. The same can happen on the 
Republican side, but I think there’s an argument on our side, at least, that safe hasn’t won. 


We tried safe the last couple of times, meaning the, sort of the establishment. I don’t have anything against Romney, I like Romney, I supported him, 
but we need someone that goes beyond safe to try to attract new constituencies. And so whether I’m that person or not is yet to be determined, 
but I think, I fully and strongly believe, and I think a lot of people who support the party believe that we will have to reach out to new constituencies, 
whether that’s African-Americans, Hispanics, young people, women, you name it. We’re going to have to reach out to new constituencies.

WASHINGTON - Today, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) released the Second Integrated 
Urban Air Toxics Report to Congress - the final of two reports required under the Clean Air Act (CAA) to inform 
Congress of progress in reducing public health risks from urban air toxics. 

“This report gives everyone fighting for clean air a lot to be proud of because for more than 40 years we have 
been protecting Americans ❖ preventing illness and improving our quality of life by cutting air pollution - all 
while the economy has more than tripled,” said EPA Administrator Gina McCarthy. “But we know our work is not 
done yet. At the core of EPA^s mission is the pursuit of environmental justice - striving for clean air, water and 
healthy land for every American; and we are committed to reducing remaining pollution, especially in low- 
income neighborhoods.” 

Using national emissions and air quality data, the Urban Air Toxics Report shows the substantial progress that 
has been made to reduce air toxics across the country since the Clean Air Act Amendments of 1990. 

• 66 percent reduction in benzene; 

• nearly 60 percent reduction in mercury from man-made sources like coal-fired power plants 

• An 84 percent decrease of lead in outdoor air, which slows brain development in children; 

• The removal of an estimated 1 .5 million tons per year of air toxics like arsenic, benzene, lead and nickel from 
stationary sources and another 1 .5 million tons per year (about 50 percent) of air toxics from mobile sources. 
This is significant because air toxics (also referred to as hazardous air pollutants or HAPs) are known or 
suspected of causing cancer and can damage the immune, respiratory, neurological, reproductive and 
developmental systems; 

• And, approximately 3 million tons per year of criteria pollutants, like particulate matter and sulfur dioxide, have 
been reduced from cars and trucks as co-benefits of air toxics reductions. 

Reducing toxics is a top priority for EPA, and even with this progress, we continue to improve our 
understanding of them, so we can effectively reduce remaining risks, particularly in overburdened communities. 
EPAOs Plan EJ 2014, is making sure environmental justice is addressed in programs and policies across the 
agency. EPA is working closely with state, local and tribal agencies to promote area-wide and regional 
strategies to address air toxics and support a number of community-based programs that help communities 
understand, prioritize and reduce exposures to toxic pollutants in their local environment. For example, in 
Indianapolis, we are working with partners on the ground through an EPA grant for the “Building Lead Safe 
Communities” Project in the Martindale-Brightwood and Nearwest neighborhoods. WeOre addressing the risk 
of toxic lead exposure in children through outreach efforts and compiling block level soil lead data, identifying 
hotspots utilizing air sampling and developing synergistic local solutions. 

Additionally, recent EPA actions will further address toxic pollution in communities. Since 2005, EPA has taken 
steps to address air emissions from stationary sources that include major reductions from boilers, power plants, 
and Portland cement facilities. For example, the 201 1 Mercury and Air Toxics Standards will prevent about 
90 percent of the mercury in coal burned in power plants from being emitted to the air. The 2007 Mobile 
Source Air Toxics rule is projected to reduce toxics emitted from highway vehicles and nonroad equipment, 
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which are known or suspected to cause cancer or other serious health and environmental effects, by 330,000 
tons in 2030, including 61 ,000 tons of benzene, and VOC emissions (precursors to ozone and PM2.5) by over 
one million tons. We expect reductions in air toxics from cars and trucks to grow to 80 percent by the year 2030 
as we get newer, cleaner vehicles on the road. 

The proposed updates to emission standards for petroleum refineries would reduce emissions from the 150 
petroleum refineries across the U.S., many of which are located near communities. It would also reduce 
emissions of chemicals such as benzene, toluene and xylene by 5,600 tons per year. These efforts, along with 
the implementation and adoption of new and existing national rules for stationary and mobile sources of 
pollution, will improve public health for all Americans by providing further reductions in air toxics.

Minority Populations and Low-Income Populations). The Forum will also examine innovative 
efforts by the City of Los Angeles and the State of California to ensure that each community 
enjoys strong environmental protections. 

Speakers will include multiple Los Angeles-area Members of Congress and representatives of 
health and environmental organizations. A full list is available below. 

Environmental justice has become a pressing concern in American communities around the 
country. According to a 2012 NAACP report, as reported by the Earth Island Journal, "78 
percent of African Americans live within 30 miles of a coal-fired power plant, as compared to 
56 percent of non-Hispanic whites. 71 percent of African Americans live in counties that 
violate federal air pollution standards, as compared to 58 percent of the white population."

Dear Members of the Georgetown University Community: 

I write to share with you an update on our community's work to establish a dialogue on Georgetown’s historical ties to the institution 
of slavery. 

Earlier today, I charged a Working Group on Slavery, Memory, and Reconciliation. Fr. David Collins, S.J., Ph.D., a member of our 
History Department, will lead this working group. He is joined by faculty, staff, students, alumni, and other members of the Jesuit 
community. I am deeply grateful to Fr. Collins and the entire working group for their leadership on these very important issues. 

I have asked this working group to provide advice and recommendations to me on how best to acknowledge and recognize 
Georgetown's historical relationship with the institution of slavery; examine and interpret the history of certain sites on our campus, 
to include Mulledy Hall; and convene events and opportunities for dialogue. It is my hope that their work will assist our community 
in gaining a fuller understanding of the historical record and the contemporary aspects of race and culture in our nation. You may 
read more about the work of this group here. 

As I shared in mv message in August , this is an occasion for reflection and deep contemplation about the history of our 
University, including those moments in our history that are challenging, complex, and run counter to the values we seek to uphold. 
We are at our very best when we support each other in the difficult work of confronting history and racism and when we engage the 
resources of our Catholic and Jesuit identity to provide a context and a foundation for our work. 

I wish to thank our community for the ways you have thoughtfully and respectfully engaged these issues in these first weeks of the 
semester, and for your continued commitment to creating a better and stronger Georgetown community.

Consensual affairs 

Gennifer Flowers — a model and actress whose claims of a long-term affair nearly wrecked 
Clinton’s first run for the presidency in 1992. (Clinton denied her claims at the time, but under oath 
in 1998 he acknowledged a sexual encounter with her.) 

Monica Lewinsky — intern at the White House, whose affair with Clinton fueled impeachment 
charges. This was a consensual affair, in which Lewinsky was an eager participant; she was 22 when 
the affair started and Clinton was her boss. 

Dolly Kyle Browning — A high school friend who said in a sworn declaration that she had had a 
22-year off-and-on sexual relationship with Clinton. 

Elizabeth Ward Gracen — a former Miss America who said she had a one-night stand with 
Clinton while he was governor — and she was married. She went public to specifically deny reports 
he had forced himself on her. 

Some might argue that because Lewinsky and Gracen had relations when Clinton was in a position of 
executive authority, Clinton engaged in sexual harassment. 

Allegations of an unwanted sexual encounter 

Paula Jones — A former Arkansas state employee who alleged that in 1991 Clinton, while 
governor, propositioned her and exposed himself. She later filed a sexual harassment suit, and it was 
during a deposition in that suit that Clinton initially denied having sexual relations with Lewinsky. 
Clinton in 1998 settled the suit for $850,000, with no apology or admission of guilt. All but $200,000 
was directed to pay legal fees. 

Juanita Broaddrick — The nursing home administrator emerged after the impeachment trial 
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to allege that 21 years earlier Clinton had raped her. Clinton flatly denied the claim, and there 
were inconsistencies in her story. No charges were ever brought. 

Kathleen Willey — The former White House aide claimed Clinton groped her in his office in 1993, 
on the same day when her husband, facing embezzlement charges, died in an apparent suicide. (Her 
story changed over time. During a deposition in the Paula Jones matter, she initially said she had no 
recollection about whether Clinton kissed her and insisted he did not fondle her.) Clinton denied her 
account, and the independent prosecutor concluded “there is insufficient evidence to prove to a 
jury beyond a reasonable doubt that President Clinton’s testimony regarding Kathleen Willey was 
false.” Willey later began to claim Clinton had a hand in her husband’s death, even though her 
husband left behind a suicide note. 

Note that no court of law ever found Clinton guilty of the accusations. 

Peter Baker, in “The Breach ,” the definitive account of the impeachment saga, reported that 
House investigators later found in the files of the independent prosecutor that Jones’s lawyers had 
collected the names of 21 different women they suspected had had a sexual relationship with Clinton. 
Baker described the files as “wild allegations, sometimes based on nothing more than hearsay claims 
of third-party witnesses.” But there were some allegations (page 138) that suggested unwelcome 
advances: 

“One woman was alleged to have been asked by Clinton to give him oral sex in a car while he was the 
state attorney general (a claim she denied). A former Arkansas state employee said that during a 
presentation, then-Governor Clinton walked behind her and rubbed his pelvis up against her 
repeatedly. A woman identified as a third cousin of Clinton’s supposedly told her drug counselor 
during treatment in Arkansas that she was abused by Clinton when she was baby-sitting at the 
Governor’s Mansion in Little Rock.” 

The Bottom Line 

Trump’s claim is a bit too vague for a fact check. In any case, we imagine readers will have widely 
divergent reactions to this list of admitted affairs and unproven allegations of unwanted sexual 
encounters. But at least you now know the specific cases that Trump is referencing.

For awareness - here's the exchange from Friday night on Maddow: 

RACFIEL MADDOW: On the issue of finding a path between the left and right, finding what is doable, what is not 
doable, I am a true blue liberal and I am allowed to say that. It is okay. But one of the things that I have been 
struck by during the Obama Administration is that a lot of the civil rights achievements of this administration have 
actually been undoing things that were done during the Clinton Administration. Whether it was with "Don't Ask, 
Don't Tell," or the Defense of Marriage Act, or the tough-on-crime mandatory sentences. 

Former President Clinton is progressive on all those issues now, but policies that he signed for politically 
practical reasons in the 90s have taken the political miracle of Barack Obama's election and a decade of 
progressive activism to unwind those things, to get back to zero. 

And so I know that you and President Clinton are different people. I know that you're not responsible for what he 
did as President, but is your approach to civil rights issues the same as his or is it different? 

HILLARY CLINTON: Well I have to say a word about the issues you have mentioned. My take on it is slightly 
different. On the Defense of Marriage, I think what my husband believed and there was certainly evidence to 
support it, is that there was enough political momentum to amend the Constitution of the United States of 
America.

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We are going to have a very rigorous debate in this election because the Republicans are all on record as trying 
to reverse the progress that has occurred, a lot of it because of decisions that the court has finally made, both 
for good and for bad.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA

in 1996, I signed the Defense of Marriage Act. Although that was only 17 years ago, it was a very 
different time. In no state in the union was same-sex marriage recognized, much less available as 
a legal right, but some were moving in that direction. Washington, as a result, was swirling with all 
manner of possible responses, some quite draconian. As a bipartisan group of former senators 
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stated in their March 1 amicus brief to the Supreme Court, many supporters of the bill known as 
DOMA believed that its passage “would defuse a movement to enact a constitutional amendment 
banning gay marriage, which would have ended the debate for a generation or more.” It was under 
these circumstances that DOMA came to my desk, opposed by only 81 of the 535 members of 
Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come before the Supreme Court , and the justices must decide whether 
it is consistent with the principles of a nation that honors freedom, equality and justice above all, 
and is therefore constitutional. As the president who signed the act into law, I have come to believe 
that DOMA is contrary to those principles and, in fact, incompatible with our Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as being between a man and a woman, same-sex 
couples who are legally married in nine states and the District of Columbia are denied the benefits 
of more than a thousand federal statutes and programs available to other married couples. Among 
other things, these couples cannot file their taxes jointly, take unpaid leave to care for a sick or 
injured spouse or receive equal family health and pension benefits as federal civilian employees. 
Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their communities and, like all couples, aspire to live in committed, 
loving relationships, recognized and respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included a statement with the admonition that “enactment of this 
legislation should not, despite the fierce and at times divisive rhetoric surrounding it, be 
understood to provide an excuse for discrimination.” Reading those words today, I know now that, 
even worse than providing an excuse for discrimination, the law is itself discriminatory. It should be 
overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our landmark civil rights decisions are fresh enough that 
the voices of their champions still echo, even as the world that preceded them becomes less and 
less familiar. We have yet to celebrate the centennial of the 19th Amendment, but a society that 
denied women the vote would seem to us now not unusual or old-fashioned but alien. I believe that 
in 2013 DOMA and opposition to marriage equality are vestiges of just such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a crossroads often enough to recognize the right path. We 
understand that, while our laws may at times lag behind our best natures, in the end they catch up 
to our core values. One hundred fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil War, President Abraham 
Lincoln concluded a message to Congress by posing the very question we face today: “It is not 
‘Can any of us imagine better?’ but ‘Can we all do better ?”’ 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that spirit, I join with the Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many other dedicated men and women who have engaged in 
this struggle for decades in urging the Supreme Court to overturn the Defense of Marriage Act.

I've lived through many national conventions and have found that it's critical that all delegates, 
especially those representing losing candidates, emerge from the convention feeling that they have 
won something, achieved something tangible. I think this is terribly important especially with people 
like Bernie's sometimes self-righteous ideologues. We want them to go home happy and enthusiastic 
in working their asses off for Hillary. 


Hillary has already smoothly pivoted to incorporate some important elements of Bernie's ideas and 
rhetoric into her own message. Thus I don't think the 2016 Platform is a sufficiently tangible prize for 
the Bernie wing of the convention. I think they have to be given something that they can claim as a 
singular success. I think I know something that would painlessly work. 


As you probably know I was the guy who drafted the "super delegate" provisions of the party's 
delegate selection rules. It was an outgrowth of the McGovern 1972 convention where very few of 
our elected officials were delegates. After the debacle, the "regulars," the Party establishment, 
wanted a big chunk of guaranteed representation at future conventions ( as much as 25%) The 
liberal wing was firmly opposed to this, saying it was undemocratic. Through the Mikulski, Winograd 
and Hunt Commissions I worked out a compromise giving ex- officio delegate status to Democratic 
members of the House and Senate, Democratic Governors and big- city Mayors. That would have 
totaled about 10% of the convention, what I thought was a reasonable compromise. 


The liberals were ok with it but the Democratic State Chairmen's Association wanted to add party 
officials to this new class of ex-officio delegates. 
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When the new delegate selection rules were voted on by the DNC, it is not shocking that the DNC 
ADDED THEMSELVES as automatic delegates. That drove the percentage up to over 15%. It has 
crept up even a bit higher now. 

( wouldn't the republicans like to have that now!) 


So here's my idea. Bernie and his people have been bitching about super delegates and the huge 
percentage that have come out for Hillary. Since the original idea was to bring our elected officials to 
the convention ex-officio 

( because of the offices and the constituencies they represent), why not throw Bernie a bone and 
reduce the super delegates in the future to the original draft of members of the House and Senate, 
governors and big city mayors, eliminating the DNC members who are not State chairs or vice- 
Chairs. (Frankly, DNC members don't really represent constituencies anyway. I should know. I served 
on the DNC first as Executive Director and then as an elected member for 1 0 years.) 


So if we "give" Bernie this in the Convention's rules committee, his people will think they've "won" 
something from the Party Establishment. And it functionally doesn't make any difference anyway. 
They win. We don't lose. Everyone is happy. 


Anyway, I don't know if Robbie is focusing on the convention at this point but the Bernie people have 
a lot of passion and we should try to keep them marginally on board. Just saying...

The terms of engagement for year-end changes to Dodd-Frank are being gamed out in various quarters around 
the Hill, with the CR's December 1 1 expiration now less than a month away. Last year, the spending bill came at 
a price - and that was before the GOP took over the Senate. 

For the first time since its passage in 2010, a significant amendment to Dodd-Frank (DFA) was enacted last year 
when the Section 716 swaps "push-out" provision was repealed. It was accomplished in an 1 1th-hour deal to 
get the must-pass "Cromnibus" over the finish line at year end. The deal upset Sen. Warren and 21 of 54 
Democrats voted against the bill even though its approval came less than three hours before a midnight 
deadline that threatened a federal shutdown. 

Gone was the requirement that some derivatives trades made by bank holding companies be conducted outside 
the units that hold deposits and enjoy the benefits of deposit insurance. 

Within weeks, Warren torpedoed an administration nomination to a key Treasury post overseeing Dodd-Frank. 
Though the nominee's views were not dissimilar from Warren's, he had spent the bulk of his years at Lazard, a 
blue chip Wall Street firm (and, possibly worse, French). No one has been nominated to the post since. 

House Financial Services has reported bills weakening, limiting, underfunding, or repealing various parts of DFA 
frequently this session, passing ten more similar measures in a marathon mark-up last week. But none of these 
has a chance of being picked up in the Senate, let alone of enactment on a standalone basis while Obama is 
President. 

In the Senate, the most comprehensive set of legislative limits to DFA yet to clear a major Committee, written by 
Senate Banking Chair Richard Shelby, cleared the panel on a 12-10 party-line vote in May. The bill has eight 
major titles and provisions ranging from increasing the SIFI designation threshold to changing the method of 
selecting the NY Fed President to requiring exams for community banks every 18 months instead of annually.

A party line 12-10 vote in committee isn't enough to get such a sweeping bill to the floor and Shelby knows it. 
Reformers and industry have both taken a close interest in the congressional struggle to refund the government 
with eyes on December 1 1 . The appropriations rider strategy has worked before. Shelby has now publicly 
stated that the appropriations process, with the implied threat of a government shutdown, offers the “best shot” 
of getting it enacted. Riders under discussion cover a range of issues including the Fiduciary Rule, the legal 
basis for nonprofit groups to challenge discriminatory housing and mortgage-lending practices, and CFPB 
governance. 

Seeking to put a tag on the price Democrats paid in last year's CR sweepstakes, Sen. Warren and Rep. Elijah 
Cummings of Maryland, ranking Democrat on the House Overnight and Government Reform Committee 
published a letter this week from FDIC estimating that the 1 5 banks currently registered as swap dealers along 
with their subsidiaries hold up to $9.7 trillion of the types of derivatives that would have been pushed out under 
Section 716 (totaling 4.4 percent of all outstanding derivatives contract holdings at federally insured banks, 
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comprised of $6.1 trillion in credit derivatives, $1 trillion in commodity derivatives and $2.6 trillion in equities 
derivatives, per the FDIC letter). 

But in the quieter corners of the Capitol, with GOP majorities in both ends, a group of moderate Democrats is 
negotiating with Republicans, risking the wrath of Warren and maybe the Democratic base. The group includes 
Sens. Donnelly, and Heitkamp, coordinated by Tester, occasionally Warner. Donnelly said work is happening 
"everyday." Sherrod Brown: "everybody's talking to everybody." 

Shelby is trying to find the price that the CR can bear, in terms of heft and scope of viable changes to Dodd- 
Frank. 

Sen. Moran: "That's been the discussion really from the beginning: How expansive can this be, and beyond 
community banks what more can be accomplished? The parameters have been narrowed, but, still, finding that 
sweet spot is in discussion." 

Treasury Secretary Lew on Tuesday: "We are open to discussions about things that are truly technical but we 
are very much opposed to anything that would undermine any of the core architecture of Dodd-Frank. The line 
between the two is sometimes hard to define." 

If it is only regulatory relief for community banks, it's like a win-win, most Democrats would agree. If it's a tenfold 
increase in the SIFI trigger, harder to say If it's closer to the scope and scale of Shelby's bill, a stormy December 
is in the forecast.

We haven't received WJC's feedback on this memo but I spoke on Friday with President Jonathan's guy and 
explained that CGI can be helpful and that if donor funding were identified in advance we could consider a CF 
program; and that WJC spends a great deal of time advocating for Haiti funding and it therefore may not be a 
great fit at this time for them to ask WJC to simultaneously advocate for Nigeria funding since it's a largely 
overlapping set of donors for both Haiti and Nigeria. I left door open to the Eminent Persons Group but made 
clear CGI and CF considerations could occur even if the Eminent Persons Group doesn't work out. He said they 
appreciate it and he's going to discuss it with Jonathan and come back to us. Sounds like this a good 
opportunity to get them more involved at CGI and elevate this issue more for the participating companies, 
philanthropists, NGOs, etc, who could be helpful for Jonathan in Nigeria. Hope this helps, Ami

Subject: STATEMENT FOR YOUR APPROVAL 

I have asked the State Department to make public the nearly 55,000 pages 
of my government-related emails that we gave to the Department last year. I 
do hope that when the Department makes my emails available to the public, 
what's in them will answer questions that have been raised and show how 
hard everyone at the Department of State was working for this country. 

I have always preferred in-person or telephone conversations, which are more 
collaborative and personal, but over time I have learned that email is 
sometimes an efficient way to communicate quickly, or even at all, and in the 
Senate I began to use email regularly. 

When I got to work as Secretary of State, I wanted the simplicity of using 
one device. I opted to use my personal email account; it enabled me to reach 
people quickly and keep in regular touch with my family and friends more 
easily, given my travel schedule. My own usage was widely known, as my 
address was visible on every email I sent. To address requirements to keep 
records of my work emails, it was my practice to email government 
employees at their government email address. That way, they would be 
captured and preserved in the Department's system. 

Looking back, it would have been better if I had used a state.aov account 
and carried two devices instead of opting for the convenience of one 
Blackberry with one account. 

Late October 2014, 21 months after I left office, I received a request from the 
Department for copies of my work-related emails. My team reviewed my 
entire email account and identified nearly 55,000 pages of emails that were 
in any related to work. In early December, they were all provided to the 
State Department, and it is these emails that I have asked the Department 
to make available to the public. While I provided hard copies of my work 
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email, nearly all of them were available on the state.aov system. That is 
why my emails were provided to Congress last summer in response to 
Congressional requests, long before the hard copies were requested by the 
Department. 

I know there have been reasonable questions about all of this, along with 
more than a little confusion, so I am also sharing a detailed set of answers 
with the best information we could gather in one place. 

Finally, let me say again that when all is said and done and everyone is able 
to read the emails, I want the public to see the great work we did at State 
that I am so proud of.

More Than Half Of 'Democrats For McCain' L ist 
Have GOP Ties 


In an effort to demonstrate his broad political appeal, Sen. John McCain on Saturday released a list of 
"prominent Democrats and Independents" who were supporting his candidacy. 

The whole concept was disputed from the get-go. None of the names were particularly prominent, Politico's Ben 
Smith observed. And Greg Sargent at Talking Points Memo noted on Tuesday that many of the officials "have 
often supported Republicans in the past, suggesting that there's little if any meaning to their support for McCain 
over Obama." 

Sargent highlighted seven such individuals, including Bill Veroneau, former mayor of Concord, New Hampshire, 
who originally had endorsed Republican Mitt Romney for president; former state Rep. Steve Wenzel of 
Minnesota, who worked on Republican Gov. Tim Pawlenty's transition team; and former Massachusetts state 
Rep. Brian Golden, who endorsed President Bush in both 2000 and 2004. 

It turns out that Sargent only scratched the tip of the iceberg. A review of the list of the new "Democrats and 
Independents" who have joined "Citizens for McCain" shows that more than half of the 30 members have either 
obvious ties to the Republican Party or are regularly touted by GOP politicians as Democratic defectors. 

Take, for example, former Phoenix Mayor Paul Johnson, who actually contributed McCain (as well as GOP Rep. 
Trent Franks) in 2004. Like Johnson, Phil Hubbard, a former Democratic state legislator, also finds himself on 
McCain's new list. He also has a track record of backing Republicans. 

Former Sheriff of Highlands County Howard Godwin, whose support McCain touted, endorsed Bush in 2004, 
serving on the president's National Steering Committee of "Democrats for Bush." The same holds true for 
Mississippi City Clerk Judi May, County Supervisor Gary Dearman, and Alderman Bill Mosby -- all former 
"Democrats for Bush," all current "Democrats for McCain." 

Former State Representative Brian Golden of Massachusetts, likewise, endorsed Bush in 2004 and, to top it off, 
aided Bush's recount efforts in Florida during the 2000 campaign, according to the Boston Globe. 

Other McCain Democrats have expressed past support for surrogates and supporters of the Arizona 
Republican. Former Lt. Governor and State Supreme Court Justice Alexander Keith backed his state's governor 
Tim Pawlenty in the 2002 gubernatorial race, telling the Star Tribune, "I love this guy; he can stay at my house if 
he wants to." Sticking in Minnesota, former Rep. Tim Penny (now a McCain supporter) left the Democratic Party 
in 2002 to run as an Independent in the 2002 gubernatorial race. 

Meanwhile, other McCain Democrats have freely backed GOP candidates in the past, even publicly expressing 
their preference for the conservative brand, while even more have contributed to Republican candidates while 
not offering a dime to their Democratic counterparts. 

Taken as a whole, approximately 17 members of McCain's 30-person list have credible ties to Republican 
politics, either through endorsements, financial donations or actual jobs. Of course, it's not unexpected that 
McCain would tout these individuals -- they are supporting him as opposed to Barack Obama, But the idea that 
this list is evidence of McCain's overwhelming bipartisan appeal is political hyperbole.

More Financial Revelations in Fatally-Flawed Walker Scheme 


Madison -- In an attempt to push through his unpopular Budget Repair Bill, Gov. Scott Walker has tried to set 
a Friday deadline for passage by falsely claiming that lack of action will cost taxpayers money: 

"If we don't pass that by this weekend, if we fail to be able to achieve those savings, that opens the 
door for a large number of layoffs for state workers," Walker said. [Wisconsin State Journal, 2/22/11] 

However, a recent memo by the Legislative Fiscal Bureau illustrates that Gov. Walker’s bond refinancing 
scheme has nothing to do with saving taxpayers any money. Instead of making a scheduled $165 million 
debt payment that is due on May 1 , Walker wants the state to borrow the money to make the payment by 
taking out a new 10-year loan for the same amount. The Legislative Fiscal Bureau estimates that the interest 
costs for taxpayers in just the first two years of the ten-year loan will total $14,010,000 ( http:// 
legis. Wisconsin. gov/lfb/Misc/201 1_02_22WILeg . pdf ). 

"While Gov. Walker and his administration talk about how his plan will 'save' taxpayers money, in reality 
taxpayers will be paying higher interest costs over the next ten years," said Scot Ross, One Wisconsin Now 
Executive Director. "In reality it's only by defeating this bill that we will save Wisconsin taxpayers money, as 
well as save important bargaining rights for Wisconsin workers." 

All of this comes after Gov. Walker signed into law $140 million in new special interest spending, and follows 
his continuing refusal to accept the concessions provided over a week ago by working men and women that 
more than solves the budget dilemma. 

Gov. Walker's plan also directly contradicts the promises that he made repeatedly during his campaign and 
since he became Governor to not borrow money to balance the budget: 

Soon, we will lay out our plans for the next state budget and we will successfully tackle the three 
billion dollar deficit. We will do it without raids on segregated funds, or excessive borrowing. [Walker 
Inaugural Address, 1/3/11] 

Our budget repair bill will lay the foundation for a structurally sound budget that doesn't rely on short- 
term fixes and other gap measures that only delay the pain and create perilous uncertainty. [Walker 
State of the State Address, 2/3/1 1] 

We're going to do the right thing. We're going to balance the budget the right way. We're not going 
to push it off to the next generation. [Walker press conference, 2/21/11] 

"While there may be legitimate policy reasons for refinancing the debt, especially in the face of an 
economic collapse caused by Wall Street greed and George W. Bush's mismanagement, this isn't the way to 
go," said Ross. "Gov. Walker should be honest with the people that his plan is nothing more than obtaining a 
new loan. To say that the refinancing ‘saves' taxpayers money is as dishonest as saying that his budget repair 
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bill preserves collective bargaining rights."

Subject: An Open Letter to the Georgetown Law Community 


An Open Letter to the Georgetown Law Community from Professors Randy Barnett and Nick 
Rosen kranz 


[Note in response to the email sent to the entire Georgetown Law community, in violation of 
the stated policies governing such emails (here and here ), we sought and received 
permission to post this response in an attempt to remedy the harm caused by the initial breach 
of our norms.] 


From Professor Nick Rosenkranz: 


The news of Justice Scalia's death was a terrible blow to me. He was a hero of mine ever 
since law school. When I interviewed to clerk for him, I was too nervous to get the job. But in 
the following years, I had the honor of getting to know him. We had lunch together at his 
favorite pizza place, AV Ristorante. He spent an hour with me discussing the thesis of my first 
article. We sat next to each other at a lunch in New York, a lunch in London, and a dinner at 
the National Archives. I once argued before him at the Court. He cited my amicus brief in his 
concurrence in Bond v. United States. We once sang a song together, believe it or not: Oh, 
Danny Boy. 

These may sound like small moments, and they were. But I remember each of them 
vividly, because Justice Scalia was a hero of mine. These were some of the greatest highlights 
and proudest moments and happiest memories of my legal career. It is devastating to lose a 
loved one, but, in a way, it is just as devastating to lose a hero. I was in shock and mourning 
on Saturday. I suppose I still am. 


From Professor Randy Barnett: 


I first met Justice Scalia when I left the Cook County States Attorney's Office to become 
a research fellow at the University of Chicago Law School. There I was privileged to join the 
faculty "round table" for lunches, where then-Professor Scalia was one of the most engaging of 
discussants. Because my research was on contract law theory and I aspired to be a contracts 
professor, he graciously allowed me to sit in on his class the day he taught the Peevyhouse 
case. 

Although I argued the medical marijuana case of Gonzales v. Raich before the court in 
2004 - and was deeply disappointed when he voted with the more progressive justices against 
my clients - it was not until joining the Georgetown faculty in 2006 that I got to know him 
much better in a variety of venues. These include his visiting my seminar of 22 students to 
discuss his new book, along with three public appearances at the Law Center where I 
introduced him. Although I respected and admired him greatly, I perhaps did not appreciate the 
depth of my affection for him until I heard of his death. 
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Like Nick, I was in shock and mourning, but thanks to the insensitive acts of a member 
of our faculty, neither we nor our students have been allowed to grieve in any type of peace. 


From Professors Rosenkranz and Barnett: 


The afternoon of the Justice's death, Georgetown Law issued a statement on its home 
page: " Georgetown Law Mourns the Loss of U.S. Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia ." The 
statement was short, and anodyne, with just a few nice personal recollections by the Dean. 
This is a standard procedure: Georgetown generally issues such a statement upon the death of 
any Justice, and several top law schools issued similar statements upon the death of Justice 
Scalia. We read it and thought nothing of it. 

At 10:00pm that evening, Professor Mike Seidman sent the following email to the entire 
faculty on our private email list: "Our norms of civility preclude criticizing public figures 
immediately after their death. For now, then, all I'll say is that I disagree with these 
sentiments and that expressions attributed to the 'Georgetown Community' in the press 
release issued this evening do not reflect the views of the entire community." To this, no 
member of the faculty voiced any response or objection, either on our list or to either of us 
privately. 

Then, two days later, Professor Gary Peller wrote to echo and amplify Mike's point: 


Dean Treanor and Colleagues: 


Like Mike Seidman, I also was put-off by the invocation of the "Georgetown 
Community" in the press release that Dean Treanor issued Saturday. I imagine 
many other faculty, students and staff, particularly people of color, women and 
sexual minorities, cringed at headline and at the unmitigated praise with which the 
press release described a jurist that many of us believe was a defender of privilege, 
oppression and bigotry, one whose intellectual positions were not brilliant but 
simplistic and formalistic. 


I am not suggesting that J. Scalia should have been criticized on the day of his 
death, nor that the "community" should not be thankful for his willingness to meet 
with our students. But he was not a legal figure to be lionized or emulated by our 
students. He bullied lawyers, trafficked in personal humiliation of advocates, and 
openly sided with the party of intolerance in the "culture wars" he often invoked. In 
my mind, he was not a "giant" in any good sense. 


[T]he "Georgetown Community" that I feel a part of ... would never have claimed 
that our entire community mourns the loss of J. Scalia, nor contributed to his 
mystification without regard for the harm and hurt he inflicted. That community 
teaches critique, not deference, and empowerment, not obseqiuosness. [sic]

Both Prof. Seidman and Prof. Peller put the phrase "Georgetown Community" in quotation 
marks, but it actually appears nowhere in the press release. The only sentiment in the press 
release that is plausibly attributed to the Georgetown community, as opposed to the Dean, 
appears in the title: "Georgetown Law Mourns the Loss of U.S. Supreme Court Justice Antonin 
Scalia." Professors Seidman and Peller thus thought it important to let their colleagues know, 
immediately, that they do not. Within minutes, Randy then replied to the list: 


Gary writes: 


But there is also a lived community that we inhabit, within the interstices of the 
formal and contractually defined roles, a community that exists in our relations with 
each other and with our co-workers and our students, a community that is 
constituted in our hallways and class rooms and lunch rooms, and in our affection 
for and commitment to one another, and, for many of us, a vision of how we could 
all be together in the law school, disagreeing often but always trying to be sensitive 
and empathic to all members of our community. 


Given that I, for one, respected and admired Justice Scalia even where I disagreed with 
him strongly (and believe he was none of the things that Gary listed in his email although 
he had his personal faults like everyone else), and given that I mourned his loss on 
Saturday to the extent that I turned down an appearance on the CBS Evening News 
because I could not gather my emotions and collect my thoughts in time, I believe that, 
by his message, Gary has violated his own professed standard of sensitivity and empathy. 
Whatever offense the Dean's press release may have caused him and others is nothing 
compared to hurt his message has caused me this afternoon. 


Perhaps Nick and I are the only ones who felt this way about Justice Scalia on Saturday. 
That's perfectly OK. But were Georgetown Law a genuinely diverse intellectual institution, 
I doubt any faculty member could have been so callous on this occasion. 


I am now going to try to go back to what I was working on. 


Minutes later, Professor Peller emailed Randy privately: 


Randy, 


I am so sorry to have caused you hurt, Randy. I did consider such a possible effect on 
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those with affection for J. Scalia, and thought that waiting until today would be 
appropriate. Please accept my apology, as I have great affection and respect for you as a 
colleague. 


Gary 


Soon after, a few professors posted messages to the faculty defending the Dean's message to 
varying degrees, and several more expressed their sympathies off list. But a third professor 
chimed in to agree with Professors Seidman and Peller. 

Now, as a right-leaning professors in legal academia, we have developed quite thick skin. 
We had to. We would have thought that we were inured to this sort of thing. Yet we admit 
that we found these emails deeply upsetting. They caught us in a moment of particular 
weakness and vulnerability. 

For one's colleagues to write, within hours of the death of someone one knows, likes, and 
admires, that he was a "defender of privilege, oppression and bigotry, one whose intellectual 
positions were not brilliant but simplistic and formalistic," is startlingly callous and insulting, 
not only to his memory but to those of us who admired him. To hear from one's colleagues, 
within hours of the death of a hero, mentor, and friend, that they resent any implication that 
they might mourn his death - that, in effect, they are glad he is dead - is simply cruel beyond 
words. But, though the insult and cruelty of our colleagues was grievous, at least only two of 
us had to bear it. 

Unfortunately, the next day, recognizing full well that he would "cause ... hurt [to] those 
with affection for J. Scalia," and in violation of Georgetown email policy, Prof. Peller forwarded 
his email and Prof. Seidman's to the entire student body at Georgetown Law, some 2000 
students. Of those, at least a few hundred are conservative or libertarian. These students 
received an email yesterday, from a Georgetown Law professor, just three days after the death 
of Justice Scalia, which said, in effect, your hero was a stupid bigot and we are not sad that he 
is dead. 

Although this email was upsetting to us, we could only imagine what it was like for these 
students. Some of them are twenty-two year-old ILs, less than six months into their legal 
education. But we did not have to wait long to find out. Leaders of the Federalist Society 
chapter and of the student Republicans reached out to us to tell us how traumatized, hurt, 
shaken, and angry, were their fellow students. Of particular concern to them were the students 
who are in Professor Peller's class who must now attend class knowing of his contempt for 
Justice Scalia and his admirers, including them. How are they now to participate freely in class? 
What reasoning would be deemed acceptable on their exams? 

We note that Prof. Peller's email to the student body was posted at 3:05pm. Within 90 
minutes, sometime before 4:37pm (when the first comment was posted), Peller's email was 
published by Tikkun Daily, a website for which he writes, under his bi-line, accompanied by a 
600 word "Editor's Note" by Michael Lerner, under the title " Powerful Illusions: A Critical 
Look at the Legacy of Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia ." Clearly, Professor Peller's intent 
was to generate a public controversy, with him at its center. The "hurt [to] those with affection 
for J. Scalia" - including hundreds of Georgetown students - was either intended by him or was 
acceptable collateral damage. 

We waited to publish any response until Dean Treanor could have a chance to react. We 
appreciated the fact that he was in a delicate position. And we spoke to him at length in 
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separate phone conversations about what we thought an appropriate response from the 
administration should be. 

To help him think the question through, Nick first tried to put the issue in context, 
reiterating that this incident is symptomatic of a larger problem in academia: the utter lack of 
intellectual diversity among faculty, and the deep intolerance for views that dissent from the 
liberal orthodoxy. This incident can only be understood against that backdrop. There are some 
people on earth who should not be mourned when they die. Adolf Hitler was such a person. 
Justice Scalia was not. (See, for example, the moving tributes by Harvard law professor 
Cass Sunstein and Justice Ruth Bader Ginsbura .) 

The problem is that the center of gravity of legal academia is so far to the left edge of the 
political spectrum that some have lost the ability to tell the difference. Only on a faculty with 
just two identifiably right-of-center professors out of 125, could a professor harbor such vitriol 
for a conservative Justice that even Justice Ginsburg adored. Only on a faculty this unbalanced 
could a professor willfully or knowingly choose to "hurt ... those with affection for J. Scalia," 
including countless students, just days after the Justice's death. If more of us were here, the 
impropriety of this act would have been far more obvious, but also less threatening to our 
students. 

To suggest the appropriate response, each of us independently offered the following 
analogy: What would be the reaction if either of us had sent a similarly-worded email to the 
entire student body, in violation of Georgetown email policy, upon the death of Justice 
Thurgood Marshall - saying that he was a bigot, and his "intellectual positions were not 
brilliant but simplistic"? Is there any doubt that the Georgetown reaction would justly be swift, 
dramatic, and severe? 

Nick also reminded the Dean about the recent controversy at Yale, which began with an 
email as well. In that case, a faculty member sent an email to the student body that some 
subset perceived as a "micro-aggression": perhaps adults can be trusted to choose their own 
Halloween costumes. In our case, a faculty member sent out an email to the student body — 
in violation of Georgetown policy — which was clearly the most grievous imaginable macro- 
aggression against all conservative students and faculty: in effect, your hero was a stupid 
bigot , and we are not sad that he is dead. 

In the Yale case, students protested and demanded substantial change, and the President 
of Yale took several dramatic actions to remedy what he perceived to be a climate of 
intolerance on campus, issuing this extraordinary statement . Nick argued that this incident 
calls for remedies at least as substantial, and an equally powerful statement. 

The Dean has issued no such statement. In his email today, he has reiterated his 
personal feelings of loss, which we appreciate. But now he quite pointedly and understandably 
declines to speak on behalf of the "Georgetown community." Nor does he acknowledge that 
this incident is symptomatic of a deeper problem. He says only that "it is a time for mourning." 
But he makes no mention of Prof. Peller's callous behavior, in violation of Georgetown policy. 

He offers neither apology nor reassurance to the hundreds of students who were deeply hurt by 
this incident. Perhaps, after this incident, the Dean is now wary of speaking on behalf of 
Georgetown Law. Perhaps, this too is what Prof. Peller desired to achieve, in which case he has 
again succeeded. 

Sadly, as just two professors on a faculty of 125, we are in no position to offer much 
reassurance to our students, beyond reporting that we have heard on the faculty email list, and 
privately, from a few of our Georgetown colleagues who objected to these messages. All we 
can do, really, is convey our solidarity with our wonderful students. We share your pain. We 
share your anger. We stand with you. You are not alone. Be strong as Justice Scalia was 
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strong. Remember, he heard far worse about himself than we have, and yet never wavered in 
both his convictions and his joy for life. 

But make no mistake: Civil discourse at Georgetown has suffered a grievous blow. It is a 
time for mourning indeed.

Candidates and DHS Not in Contact About Transition 
By Joanna Anderson, CQ Staff 

The Department of Homeland Security and the presidential campaigns have not been in contact about the handover of power 
coming in four months, the first-ever transition to a new administration for DHS. 

Undersecretary of Homeland Security for Management Elaine C. Duke told the Senate Homeland Security Subcommittee on 
Oversight of Government Management, the Federal Workforce and the District of Columbia that her team is working to 
compile briefing books for the presidential nominees but had not contacted — or been approached — by either campaign. 

Another witness at the hearing, Frank Chellino of the National Academy of Public Administration, said communication 
appeared to be stymied by the issue of who should contact whom first. 

The subcommittee's ranking Republican, George V. Voinovich of Ohio, suggested he and Chairman Daniel K. Akaka, D- 
Hawaii, issue a letter to the campaigns to make them aware of transition preparations at the department. 

Patricia McGinnis, president and CEO of the Council for Excellence in Government, praised that idea and suggested that the 
candidates' reticence might be a result of not wanting to appear to be presuming victory in November. 

Nevertheless, lawmakers said, the three sides need to get together. 

Akaka warned history "suggests that terrorists may target the times shortly before and after governmental transitions" to 
launch attacks. Akaka cited the February 1993 bombing of the World Trade Center and the October 2000 attack on the USS 
Cole, as well as more recent attacks in Madrid, London and Glasgow. 

Terrorism and national security specialist John Rollins of the Congressional Research Service told the panel of speculation 
that Wednesday's attack on the U.S. embassy in Yemen may have been an attempt to seize the embassy in order to create a 
protracted security situation in advance of the election. 

Rollins said the department's internal preparations for the transition were progressing well, but efforts to coordinate with 
outside players could be improved. 
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Akaka and Voinovich also said departmental vacancies could hurt transition planning. 

"Substantial gaps in DHS leadership will make it difficult for DHS to ensure leadership through the transition," said Akaka, 
citing a June 2008 report by the National Academy of Public Administration that found vacancies for nearly one in five 
executive positions at the department and one in four at the Federal Emergency Management Agency. 

"Fligh vacancy rates will compound the burden placed on top career officials when appointees leave," Akaka said. 

Duke said the department is working to fill those vacancies and said the vacancy rate has decreased from 20 percent at the 
time of the report to 13 percent now, adding she expects it to be below 10 percent within a month. Duke said FEMA's rate 
was down to 15 percent. 

Looking ahead to the next team to occupy offices at DF1S, Akaka said the "new administration's national and homeland 
security appointees must be nominated and confirmed more quickly than has happened in the past," noting this was a 
recommendation of the 9/1 1 Commission. 

McGinnis suggested the Senate leadership commit to an expedited confirmation process for appointees and a standardized or 
streamlined questioning system from committees. 

Akaka also noted that presidential candidates are now able to submit requests for security clearances for their prospective 
transition team before the election and the president-elect will be able to submit requests for other nominees immediately after 
the election.

- Morocco: No matter what happens, she will be in Morocco hosting CGI on May 5-7, 2015. Her presence 
was a condition for the Moroccans to proceed so there is no going back on this. Important that you know 
background. 

4. Constituency Groups: 

- Emilys List: Their 30th year gala is March 3rd, 2015. They have been lobbying for her attendance for 
over a year. Need to keep in mind for whatever other March activities we discuss. We have other EL 
issues we should discuss in next call/meeting. 

- Executive Action: We have now heard from 1 friend in community saying specifically "we planning on 
getting more aggressive in our stance with Hillary (showing up at events and in press statements), if 
possible she should support executive order before the President". Need to assume starting 
TOMORROW, our friends will show back up at her open press events. 

- LGBT and faith community: We have friends in both groups that want to start now or at least be part of 
steering committees on behalf of HRC and are in a holding pattern. 

Random: 

- We should be thoughtful about any group that wants to rent Friend of Hillary list now because there is 
interest. This is also probably best discussed off email.

After serving as a Marine officer and rifle 
company commander in Vietnam, he entered the Foreign Service in 1971 and the Civil Service in 1983. From 1988-98, Mr. Beers

Today, U.S. president Barack Obama and Chinese president 
Xi Jinping used the occasion of their high-level bilateral meeting 
to once again send a strong message about the two countries’ 
commitment to address climate change. The two leaders, in a 
joint statement, outlined a series of domestic actions and 
financial contributions to implement last November’s historic 
joint climate announcement. China’s decision to announce its 
ambitious new policies in Washington rather than Beijing is 
likely intended to send a message to both the U.S. Congress 
and climate negotiators around the world that they can no 
longer use China as an excuse for inaction. 

Cl: How does today’s announcement build on the 
bilateral announcement last November? 

A1 : Last year, the leaders unveiled new parallel targets: for 
the United States to cut greenhouse gas emissions 26-28 
percent below 2005 levels by 2025, and for China to peak 
emissions around 2030 and increase the nonfossil fuel share 
of energy to around 20 percent by 2030. These targets served 
to signal a year ahead of key global climate negotiations that 
both countries were serious about reducing emissions and 
committed to the success of global climate talks in Paris at the 
end of this year. Fast forward to today, China used the joint 
statement to announce the launch in 201 7 of a nationwide 
carbon emissions trading system that will cover heavy polluting 
sectors including iron, steel, power generation, paper, 
aluminum, and chemicals. These industries account for roughly 
three-quarters of China’s energy-related carbon emissions. If 
China is successful in launching emission trading, it is likely to 
be the largest emissions trading system in the world. In 
addition, China unveiled plans for a green dispatch system that 
will prioritize low-carbon power generation and help phase out 
the least efficient and most polluting surplus power facilities. 

China’s domestic announcements today stand alongside the 
Obama administration’s Clean Power Plan, issued in August, to 
reduce carbon emissions in the power sector by 32 percent by 
2030. The two countries will also carry forward parallel 
programs to improve fuel efficiency of heavy-duty vehicles. 

Together, these policies provide the building blocks to help 
both countries meet their respective climate targets. 

G2: What is significant about China’s new financial 
pledge? 

A2: Equally noteworthy, China announced a contribution of 20 
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billion yuan ($3.1 billion) to help countries address climate 
change through the China South-South Climate Cooperation 
Fund. This marks a significant shift in the climate finance 
landscape by expanding the pool of major donors beyond just 
industrialized countries. The pledge is likely to flip China from a 
net recipient to a net donor of climate funds. China’s pledge 
stands in parallel to the $3 billion pledge the United States has 
made to the Green Climate Fund, which in turn helped to 
catalyze over $10 billion to assist the most vulnerable 
countries address and cope with climate change. China has 
not specified which projects will qualify and whether the funds 
will be in the form of grants or loans. Its pledge today to 
significantly limit official financing for high-carbon projects is 
viewed by many in the environmental community as a signal 
that China may be willing to set rigorous guidelines to establish 
credibility in the low-carbon financing sphere. Climate finance, 
specifically the ability of countries to deliver on their finance 
pledges, will still be a contentious issue in the upcoming 
negotiations, but China’s finance pledge changes the debate in 
a positive direction. 

Q3: Flow is this announcement intended to influence 
the upcoming negotiations in Paris? 

A3: As part of today’s announcement, the leaders also sought 
to enhance the chances for success in global climate talks this 
December in Paris by identifying potential diplomatic landing 
zones for some of the most contentious issues. The leaders 
offered a common vision for some of these issues heading into 
the Paris negotiations, including responsibilities of developed 
and developing countries, how to frame long-term global 
emission targets, what type of system is needed to measure 
progress, and what qualifies as climate finance. To be sure a 
wide divide remains on these issues, particularly among 
several developing countries reluctant to accept formal 
commitments. That said, the United States and China have put 
forward potential areas of agreement that may help break the 
logjam in much the same way that text from last November’s 
joint announcement bridged the divide between developed and 
developing countries in the Lima negotiations last year. 

Q4: What do the United States and China hope to 
signal with this agreement? 

A4: First, the United States and China have identified an area 
of common objectives in the face of economic turmoil and 
tension in other areas of their bilateral relationship. It by no 
means makes the areas of tension easier to resolve, but it 
does show the durability of both leaders’ commitment to the 
issue of climate change. 

Second, today’s announcement makes it increasingly difficult 
for domestic opponents to use China as an excuse for inaction 
on domestic climate policy or international climate assistance. 

The debate about comparability of effort will of course be an 
ongoing area of interest, but it is now impossible to say either 
country is inactive. There is also strong symbolism in China’s 
decision to announce its cap-and-trade program in 
Washington, where congressional support for similar proposals 
has failed due in part to competitive concerns vis-a-vis China. 

Third, China and the United States are committed to a 
successful global agreement in Paris, and today’s agreement is 
clearly intended to enhance the prospects for diplomatic 
progress heading into December. 

Fourth, China and the United States, through these high-level 
agreements, intend to signal perhaps the most important driver 
for global action on climate change: the two largest energy 
producers and consumers are embarking on a long-term, low- 
carbon transition, which will create opportunities for new 
technologies and challenges for traditional energy markets.

It’s Not in America’s Interest to Rush an Agreement that Will Determine Its 

Long-Term Relationship with Iraq 

The Bush Administration is currently negotiating two agreements with the Iraqi government that could shape the U.S. 
presence in Iraq for years to come. These negotiations are too important to be taking place in haste, with little transparency 
and no input from the U.S. Congress or the Iraqi Parliament. 

It is critical that the Administration act before the end of this year to see that our troops’ legal status in Iraq is maintained. 
This can be done by temporarily extending with modifications the UN Security Council Resolution under which our troops 
currently operate or by negotiating a bilateral Status of Forces Agreement (SOFA) with Iraq. But by trying to do too much, 
the Administration risks putting our troops’ status in doubt, undermining the legitimacy of the Iraqi government and tying the 
hands of the next president. 

SOFAs - in place everywhere U.S. troops are stationed - clarify the legal status of American troops and bases. U.S. troops 
need one in order to be protected from prosecution by Iraqi courts for actions committed while at war. However, it has been 
highly controversial in Iraq because U.S. demands for permanent bases, the right to detain Iraqis, the ability to carry out 
operations without the permission of the Iraqi government, and legal immunity for American troops and contractors are seen 
to be undermining Iraqi sovereignty. 

The Security Framework Agreement (SFA) will outline the long-term economic, political and security relationship between 
the two countries. It has raised serious concerns in the U.S. Congress because of a preliminary agreement signed in 
November 2007, which committed the U.S. to protecting Iraq from outside aggression (implicitly from Iran). This security 
commitment would not only tie the hands of the next president but would also constitute a treaty that would need to be 
ratified by the Senate. 

To address these concerns the Bush Administration should work with the Iraqis on a temporary extension with modifications 
of the UN Security Council Resolution that currently gives our troops legal status. Moreover, the SOFA and SFA should be 
negotiated through a transparent process. The agreement is supposed to be approved by the Iraqi Parliament and if either the 
SOFA or the SFA make security guarantees that commit the United States to protecting Iraq from outside intervention, they 
should be regarded as treaties and ratified by the U.S. Senate. Ultimately, while the Bush Administration can make progress 
both agreements in their expansive form would be left up to the next president to negotiate and should be in line with the 
policies of the administration which will have to live with them. 

SOFA Safeguards U.S. troops now; SFA sets the long-term relationship 

The U.S. is negotiating two agreements with the government of Iraq - the Security Framework 
Agreement (SFA) and the Status of Forces Agreement (SOFA). The SFA is meant to cover the long-term 
ties of the U.S. and Iraq and will describe the type of economic, political and security relationship that the two countries will 
have. The SOFA, in its simplest form would give American troops in Iraq defined legal status — making clear that their 
actions are covered by U.S. military law and not Iraqi law. The administration, however, is asking for a great deal more, 
such as giving the U.S authority to operate independently and detain Iraqis. A basic SOFA is necessary anywhere U.S. 
troops are stationed and the United States has SOFAs with more than 100 countries, but very few have been signed under 
such exceptional circumstances. [Washington Post, 6/14/08 ] 


The SOFA is needed to guarantee that American troops are subject to the U.S. military’s Uniform Code of Military 
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Justice, not as a vehicle for controversial long-term Bush Administration policies. The Administration has tried to use 
a legitimate concern to push through much more ambitious demands, which Iraqi politicians say include 58 permanent bases 
and five mega-bases, the right to detain Iraqis without consent of the Iraqi Government and the control of Iraqi airspace. 
Because these proposals go to the core of Iraq’s status as a sovereign state, they have made the proposed SOFA highly 
controversial inside Iraq. [LA Times, 6/1 1/08 [ 

The SFA negotiations have been shrouded in secrecy and clouded by contradictory statements, 
but they appear to include long-term security guarantees that could commit the U.S. to future 
military action in Iraq. This would tie the hands of a subsequent administration and constitute a 
legally-binding treaty under international law. The U.S. Constitution clearly indicates that treaties must be 
ratified before the Senate. In November, President Bush and Prime Minister Nouri Maliki signed a preliminary Declaration of 
Principles, outlining the broad framework of the SFA. The declaration promised that the United States would give Iraq 
security assurances and commitments to deter any outside aggressor. [Declaration of Principles, 1 1/26/07 i 


The Lack of Transparency Has Raised Concerns in Iraq and the U.S. 


The lack of transparency surrounding negotiations on both the SOFA and the SFA is undermining 
the chances for an agreement in both countries. Senator Bob Casey (D-PA) explained Congressional 
concerns: “Unfortunately, the Administration is handling these negotiations in the same manner that has characterized its 
entire approach to Iraq since 2003: with unnecessary secrecy, a disdain for Congressional input and an arrogant insistence 
that its course of action is the only reasonable option.” In Iraq, Sunni opponents of the agreement denounced the “ring of 
secrecy” surrounding the talks. [Senator Bob Casey, 6/12/08 . AP, 5/30/08 ] 

Administration and Iraqi officials have made a series of contradictory statements about the 
contents and status of SOFA and SFA agreements. The preliminary Declaration of Principles committed the 
United States to protecting Iraq which would constitute a treaty, but recently the Iraqi Foreign Minister stated that the 
language had changed and that the U.S. would “help Iraqi security forces to defend themselves.” “Help,” suggests action. 
Whereas the standard non-committal language is “agreement to consult.” He claimed that the Administration believed that 
this would not constitute a security guarantee. Moreover after an initial uproar over U.S. demands for full ability to detain 
Iraqis and conduct military action, the Administration has supposedly walked back from that position and is agreeing to a 
“joint commission” to address these issues. [Washington Post, 6/18/06 ] 

The Iraqi Parliament is opposed to the draft SOFA. “In a letter to Congress, some 31 Iraqi lawmakers — 
representing parties that constitute a majority in parliament — said they will insist on ratifying the agreement as is required by 
their country's constitution. They also pledged to reject any agreement that ‘is not linked to clear mechanisms’ obligating 
U.S. troops to leave ‘with a declared timetable and without leaving behind any military bases, soldiers or hired fighters.’” 
Even Prime Minister Maliki’s allies have objected. “‘The Americans are making demands that would lead to the colonization 
of Iraq,’ said Sami al-Askari, a senior Shiite politician on parliament's foreign relations committee who is close to Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. ‘If we can't reach a fair agreement, many people think we should say, Goodbye, U.S. troops. We 
don't need you here anymore.’” [AP. 6/05/08 . Washington Post. 6/1 1/08 ] 

Negotiations Have bogged down, weakened Iraqi government and emboldened iran 

Critical parts of the SOFA remain unacceptable to the Iraqi government. Prime Minister Maliki has said 
that ‘The American version of the agreement infringes hugely on the sovereignty of Iraq and this is something that we 
cannot ever accept.” “The overarching question is how much control Iraq will have over the activities of the American 
military on Iraqi soil. The Americans have said they will allow civilian contractors to be held accountable under Iraqi law, 
said Mahmoud Othman, a member of the Political Council for National Security. He said they had also agreed to hand over to 
the Iraqi people captured by American soldiers and accused of crimes. Such detainees are now held in American facilities. 
They will also transfer suspects already held in American detention centers to the Iraqis, Mr. Othman said. But that leaves 
many practical questions unanswered. There are now roughly 21,000 detainees in American custody; if they were 
transferred to Iraqi custody, where would they go? The Iraqis do not have facilities for them, and it would not be easy for 
Americans to hand over their detention centers at Camp Cropper and Camp Bucca to the Iraqis. The Iraqis appear to have 
agreed to allow the Americans to continue to control their airspace because the Iraqis lack the extensive flight control 
expertise and equipment necessary.” [NY Times, 6/13/08 and 6/16/08 ] 


Muqtada A1 Sadr and nationalist politicians are using the SOFA’s unpopularity to their advantage. A1 Sadr has 
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rallied thousands of supporters to protest the agreement and has declared that he will be starting a new militia force to fight 
the occupation. Moreover, a new nationalist coalition with 90 members of parliament that includes the Sadrists and former 
Iraqi Prime Minister Ibrahim al-Jaafri is currently forming. The group is for a centralized Iraqi government and is strongly 
opposed to the agreement. [AFP, 6/13/08 . NY Times, 6/8/08 ] 

The Iranians are putting pressure on the Maliki Government to oppose any agreement. Duringa 
recent visit by Prime Minister Maliki to Tehran, Iranian supreme leader Ayatollah Ali Khamenei made his opposition to an 
agreement known, stating ‘“occupiers who interfere in Iraq's affairs through their military and security might’ are the main 
cause of Iraq's problems and the ‘main obstacle in the way of the Iraqi nation's progress and prosperity.’” [AP, 6/9/08 ] 

Any Agreement Must Protect our Troops now and Leave long-term strategy to 

the Next President 

An SFA which gives the Iraqis security assurances would potentially bind the next administration 
or limit its ability to act. The next president will certainly change our Iraq policy and may choose to redeploy 
American forces. An agreement signed by a lame-duck administration in secret, without the knowledge of the American 
public or the consent of elected representatives, should not bind the hands of a President who will have been elected in part 
on the basis of what he pledges to do in Iraq. To that end, the Bush Administration should make its preparatory work public 
but leave the conclusion and signing of an agreement setting out our long-term partnership with Iraq for the administration 
which will have to implement that policy. 

The Bush Administration needs to ensure that our troops’ legal status is maintained, and that we 
have the time to negotiate a strategic framework the right way. It can do that by making 
preparations for the temporary extension with modifications of the UN Security Council 
Resolution 1790. The Iraqi government is unhappy with the current language of the UNSCR, which classifies Iraq as a 
threat to international peace. That language should be rewritten, and a new resolution must be seen as a temporary measure 
while the U.S. and Iraq work toward a better solution. But the Administration’s artificial deadline is doing Iraqis and 
Americans more harm than good and should be put aside. [NY Times, 6/14/08 ] 

The negotiating process should be brought out of the dark; draft texts should be public and 
shared with Congress. Senate Armed Services Committee Chairman Sen. Carl Levin (D-MI) and former Chairman 
Sen. John Warner (R-VA) recently wrote a letter to Secretary Rice stating that “The situation in Iraq is extremely complex 
and Congress, in exercising its constitutional responsibilities, has legitimate concerns about the authorities, protections and 
understandings that might be made in the SFA and SOFA... It is essential that the Administration be more transparent with 
Congress, with greater consultation, about the progress and content of these deliberations.” Serious consultations and 
access by Congress to draft texts is the only way to overcome the Administration’s serious credibility deficit. [Sens. Levin 
and Warner, 6/9/08 ] 

Any agreement that makes a long-term security commitment should be brought before the U.S. 
Congress for its approval. The U.S. Constitution gives Americans, through our elected representatives, the 
opportunity to pass judgment on international agreements when they entail binding security commitments. If either the 
SOFA or the SFA make security commitments to Iraq, American democracy requires that the American people, through 
Congress, have a say. [ Constitution of the United States of America | 

Iraq’s constitution stipulates and the two governments originally concurred that both agreements 
should be brought before the Iraqi Parliament. This action would spread responsibility for the agreements with 
a broader base. The last time Iraq concluded a SOFA (with the British) the results were highly controversial and became one 
of the causes for the overthrow of the government. [ Iraqi Constitution .

Marion and Herb: 

As planned, I had lunch with Elizabeth today to talk about AMI and related matters. 

In general, I found Elizabeth amenable to help AMI. She said she had attended a presentation by John Podesta 
which she found disappointing, saying she found him uninspiring. I told her that his role has not been to be the 
front man whose job it is to inspire; rather, he has been the behind the scenes person who makes things work. 
She accepted that but suggested that it is important to balance John with a Chair of the Board who has more of 
a charismatic or inspirational quality. She attaches great significance to building a strong board and getting the 
right chair. 

What particularly interested Elizabeth was the idea of AMI plus. She strongly agrees with the need to support an 
array of institutions that broadly counter the influence of the right, particularly of the Christian right. Topmost on 
her list would be an effort focused on college campuses. I told her that we see AMI as the institution that would 
promote support for such an array of organizations. She found that very attractive. 

Though we talked about Jerry Kohlberg, she did not say how she would advise him or what he would do. I rather 
doubt that he will support AMI but, given Elizabeth's role on the boards of the MacArthur and Atlantic 
foundations and her continuing role in the Rockefeller philanthropies, I believe she can be an important ally in an 
AMI plus strategy. When you are next in New York, I would be glad to introduce you to her (You would enjoy 
meeting her.) 

On another matter, I have told John Podesta that I don't like the proposed name change to Center for American 
Progress. It sounds dull. On the other hand, I like a lot his alternate suggestion: Progress America. It has verve. 
Also, it is unusual enough to be memorable.

STATEMENT 


I’m continuing to learn about the details of the new Trans-Pacific Partnership, including looking hard at 
what’s in there to crack down on currency manipulation, which kills American jobs, and to make sure 
we’re not putting the interests of drug companies ahead of patients and consumers. But based on what I 
know so far, I can’t support this agreement. 


As I have said many times, we need to be sure that new trade deals meet clear tests: They have to 
create good American jobs, raise wages, and advance our national security. The bar has to be set very 
high for two reasons. 


First, too often over the years we haven’t gotten the balance right on trade. We’ve seen that even a 
strong deal, like our agreement with South Korea, which President Bush negotiated and President 
Obama improved, can fall short on delivering the promised benefits. So I don’t believe we can afford to 
keep giving new agreements the benefit of the doubt. The risks are too high that, despite our best 
efforts, they will end up doing more harm than good for hard-working American families whose 
paychecks have barely budged in years. 


Second, we can’t look at this in a vacuum. Years of Republican obstruction at home have weakened 
U.S. competitiveness and made it harder for Americans who lose jobs and pay because of trade to get 
back on their feet. Republicans have blocked the investments that we need and that President Obama 
has proposed in infrastructure, education, clean energy, and innovation. They’ve refused to raise the 
minimum wage or defend workers’ rights or adequately fund job training. As a result, America is less 
competitive than we should be, workers have fewer protections, and the negative effects of trade are 
exacerbated. That means even a generally strong trade agreement may put us at a 
disadvantage. We’re going into this with one arm tied behind our backs. 
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I still believe a strong and fair trans-Pacific trade agreement is both possible and necessary, just as I did 
when I was Secretary of State. And I applaud the hard work that President Obama and his team have 
put into this process. But the bar here is very high and so far I don’t believe TPP has met it.

Clinton video production team credit disputed 

NEW YORK - Hillary Clinton filled the online video that launched her run for the White House on Sunday with what her 
team call “everyday Americans”, whom she said she would champion. But her campaign team soon found themselves in 
disagreement with some of the voters who starred in the short film alongside Clinton on an unexpected question: Who 
was holding the camera? 

Three of the people featured in the video — Jared Milrad and Nathan Jones of Chicago, and Sean Bagniewski of Des 
Moines, Iowa — said in interviews that they were contacted, filmed and interviewed by Hardpin Media, a production 
company made up of filmmakers who worked on President Barack Obama’s 2012 re-election campaign. The Clinton 
campaign said it does not agree with this view: it said the film was produced by its in-house team. 

The distinction will prove important as the Clinton campaign makes financial disclosures to the Federal Election 
Commission. If Hardpin did indeed work on the film, they would be obliged to charge market rates under FEC rules, and 
the Clinton campaign would have to report it in its upcoming financial disclosures, according to Paul Ryan of the the 
Campaign Legal Center, a non-profit watchdog group. 

Josh Schwerin, a Clinton campaign spokesman, emailed over a brief statement: “Per the values that Hillary outlined for 
our organization, we are a team and this campaign isn’t about any one of us as individuals,” he wrote. “As such, it is our 
policy to credit our creative team as a whole for anything we produce.” 

Schwerin declined to say whether or not this meant Hardpin were involved in the two-minute film, most of which focused 
on Americans talking hopefully of what the future holds for them, with Clinton nowhere in sight until about the 90-second 
mark. Reached by phone, Noah Meisner, Hardpin’s executive producer, declined comment. 

Campaign-finance experts told Reuters they did not understand Schwerin’s explanation, and that it would not pass muster 
with the Federal Election Commission, which requires that campaigns itemize every payment to an outside vendor in 
regular disclosure reports, including those made in preparing for announcement. "This sounds like there’s this grand 
kumbaya, that we’re all collectively responsible,” Bill Allison, a senior fellow at the transparency group the Sunlight 
Foundation, said, calling it the “opposite of accountability”.

IN TEXAS SPEECH, CLINTON TO CALL FOR EXPANDED EARLY VOTING IN EVERY STATE 


Tomorrow, Hillary Clinton will receive the Barbara Jordan Public-Private Leadership Award and deliver remarks at Texas 
Southern University in Houston. 


In her remarks, Clinton will lay out her vision for how to expand access to the ballot box for all Americans and how to 
defend against assaults on voting rights. 


Clinton will urge Congress to move quickly to pass legislation to repair the damage to the Voting Rights Act done by the 
Supreme Court in 2013 and will back the recommendations of President Obama’s bipartisan commission on election reform. 


She will also call for a new national standard of no fewer than 20 days of early in-person voting in every state, 
including opportunities for weekend and evening voting. 


o She will say this standard would reduce long lines and give more citizens the chance to participate, 
especially those who have work or family obligations that make it difficult to get to the polls on 
Election Day. 

o She will say early voting is more secure, reliable and affordable for states to implement than absentee 
voting. 


A nationwide standard on early voting would boost a popular method for Americans to exercise their right to vote. 
According to the United States Election Project, early voting accounted for more than 20 million cast ballots in the 2014 
elections. 

o Despite this, a third of states still have no early voting at all. 
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In arguing for expanded early voting periods, Clinton will draw a sharp contrast with Republicans who have fought to 
curb early voting. 


In particular, she will denounce efforts in states like North Carolina. Texas. Wisconsin, and Florida: 


o North Carolina : In 2013, the state passed legislation eliminating registration during early voting and 
reducing early voting to ten days. According to published reports, nearly 95,000 people registered to vote 
during early voting in the 2012 general election and cast their ballots the same day 

o Texas : Last year, the state implemented a restrictive voting law that a federal court had previously blocked 
for having “discriminatory purpose.” Among other provisions, the law allows a concealed weapon permit as 
valid ID but not a student photo ID. 

o Wisconsin : In 201 1, the state passed a law reducing early voting and limiting it to just one weekend. The 
state later passed a 2014 law eliminating early voting on weekends altogether. 


In defending Americans’ voting rights, Hillary Clinton is continuing a cause she has championed throughout her career. 


o In 1972 she worked to register Latino voters in Texas. 

o As Senator, she introduced the Count Every Vote Act, which was called the “gold standard” of election 
reform by the New York Times. Among other steps, it would have made Election Day a national holiday; 
required states to work to reduce waiting times at polling places and provide early voting periods; put in place 
fair and uniform standards for voter registration and identification, including same-day registration across the 
country; and, provide a paper record and improved security measures for electronic voting machines.

Please accept my sincere thanks for your support this year. Although 201 0 was a difficult year, we 
accomplished some of our key legislative and electoral goals with your help. As 201 0 comes to a close, I 
want to say “thank you” again for your tremendous support and let you know what we’ll be working on 
next year.

Trading Commission. Fie was sworn in on December 6, 2004, to a term expiring June 19, 2006. On June 16, 2006 
Commissioner Dunn was nominated by President Bush to a second term as Commissioner of the CFTC and confirmed by 
the Senate on August 3, 2006. In a ceremony on August 23, 2006 at the Federal Court House in Des Moines, Iowa, attended 
by U.S. Senator Tom Harkin (D-IA), Commissioner Dunn was sworn in. U.S. District Judge Robert Pratt administered the 
oath of office. 

Commissioner Dunn serves as Chairman and Designated Federal Official of the Commission's Agricultural Advisory 
Committee (AAC). The AAC was created to advise the Commission on agricultural issues surrounding the trading of 
commodity futures and options and to serve as a communications link with the agricultural community. Commissioner Dunn 
is also the Chairman of the Commission's Forex Task Force. The task force objective is to raise the public's awareness of 
fraudulent activity in the retail foreign currency (forex) futures and option markets and to highlight the Commission's 
enforcement activities in this area. 

Prior to joining the CFTC, Mr. Dunn served as Director of the Office of Policy and Analysis at the Farm Credit 
Administration (FCA) where he managed the two FCA divisions responsible for developing regulations and public policy 
positions for applicable statutes as well as promoted the safety and soundness of the Farm Credit System (FCS). Prior to this 
position, Mr. Dunn served briefly as a member of the FCA Board. 

Mr. Dunn has also served as Under Secretary of Agriculture for Marketing and Regulatory Programs, Acting Under 
Secretary for Rural Economic and Community Development, and as Administrator of the Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) at the U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA). 

Mr. Dunn has had a long involvement in agricultural credit dating back to the late 1970s, when he was the Midwest Area 
Director for the FmHA. He has been a loan officer and vice president of the Farm Credit Banks of Omaha and has served as 
a member of the Professional Staff of the Senate Agriculture Committee, specializing in agricultural credit. At the USDA, Mr. 
Dunn also served as a member of the Commodity Credit Corporation and Rural Telephone Bank Board. He is a past member 
of the Iowa Development Commission and has served as the Chainnan of the State of Iowa's City Development Board. 

A native of Keokuk, Iowa and a current resident of Harpers Ferry, West Virginia, Mr. Dunn received his B.A. and M.A. 
degrees from the University of New Mexico

DES MOINES — Hillary Rodham Clinton came to Iowa on Sunday amid outsize hype and modest expectations. She met them in the middle. 


The former secretary of state made just enough references to a second presidential campaign — all obliquely, of course — to satisfy the 1 0,000 
activists who had come to see her. She said just enough politically to meet the demands of her party, whose leaders and rank-and-file members 
are worried that, if Democrats produce only their normal midterm-election turnout in November, they will lose control of the Senate. 


Clinton was in Iowa with her husband on Sunday ostensibly to pay tribute to retiring Sen. Tom Harkin at his 37th and final steak fry. Bill Clinton has 
now been to the event four times, and by protocol was the last speaker of the day. But on this day, the former president was window dressing, 
“the man who accompanied Hillary Clinton back to Iowa,” as Harkin put it. 


Bill Clinton’s speech meandered into some strange territory — including references to Woodstock and marijuana, “black bag jobs” by Republican 
super Fhcs and a comment about his pink-checkered shirt, which his wife had given him for his birthday and which he said looked like “a tablecloth 
at a diner.” 


But he did his assigned job. He did not overshadow the prospective candidate — at least not onstage. Earlier, he held court with reporters long 
after his wife had stepped away from the horde but in those settings he cannot help but entertain. The man loves to talk politics. 


Harkin referred to the atmospherics around this year’s steak fry as “the hubbub.” It follows Hillary Clinton wherever she goes. An estimated 200 
members of the media were at the balloon field outside Indianola on Sunday, including a contingent from the foreign press. They did not come for 
the steaks. 


Members of the political press corps may be obsessed with a Clinton 2016 presidential campaign. They parse every word, looking for signs of this 
or that, and interpret every move as meaning something. Along with Democratic insiders, they speculate about every aspect of a possible 
campaign. 


Clinton has fed this media pack plenty of morsels over the past few months, with stumbles on her book tour about her wealth and a testy 
exchange with National Public Radio’s Terry Gross about her evolution on same-sex marriage. She did recent a backflip after a tart comment in an 
interview with the Atlantic’s Jeffery Goldberg about President Obama’s foreign policy seeming to lack an organizing principle. 


The constant and sometimes microscopic coverage — and cable commentary — drives Clinton’s advisers wild. For months they have attempted to 
claim that she is simply a private citizen, or merely an author on a book tour, as though she, her husband and those around them aren’t weighing 
what a 2016 campaign would look like and how it could and should be different from her unsuccessful effort in 2008. 


The party activists at the Harkin steak fry seemed more than pleased with what they heard and constrained in any demands for something more. 
Brent Paulson, a state employee, surveyed the restless press scrum waiting to watch Clinton and Harkin do the obligatory photo op of taking a turn 
at the grill and holding up steaks for the cameras. 
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“Unlike the media,” he said, “I don’t care if she announces anything. I can wait.” Minutes after Clinton ended, Glenn Camp, a retired middle-school 
principal, had heard enough to say, “I think she indicated that she is going to run.” 


All the apparatuses are ready. Ready for Hillary, which has morphed from a disorganized draft movement into something resembling a grass-roots 
campaign-in-waiting, was out in force here over the weekend. 


There was a big billboard near the exit of the airport with the now-famous photo of Clinton as secretary of state, in dark glasses reading her 
BlackBerry, bought and paid for by Ready for Hillary. Rolling “Ready for Hillary" billboards coursed through the downtown on Sunday morning. The 
organization’s big bus, which has trailed her for months, was at the site of the steak fry. 


Young volunteers and only slightly older grizzled campaign veterans were everywhere. Defenders of the Clinton record, who are pouncing on 
anything that smacks of criticism of her from Republicans or even the media, also were in evidence throughout the weekend. They kept their public 
focus on November, but 2016 was part of the background music. 


On Sunday, Clinton leaned in to all this, with her teasing talk of another run — about how presidential campaigns excite her and how she really is 
thinking about it and about how she’s not going to let another nearly seven years go by before returning to the state with the first presidential 
caucuses, the state that caused her such pain the last time. “I’m baaaack!” she exclaimed at the top of her speech. 


For Clinton, the calibrations are not always easy. If she waits to speak out on something — such as Syria, threats from Islamic State terrorists or 
the racial tensions exposed by the killing of an unarmed black teenager in Ferguson, Mo. — she draws criticism for caution. But if she steps out too 
much, she exposes herself to another kind of criticism — and to even more attention and views that she is in campaign mode. That has left her in a 
kind of political limbo. 


In her speech Sunday, she checked every box — kind words about Harkin’s career, a sound bite framing the election, references to income 
inequality, some personal history, a call to juice turnout to overcome the normal midterm falloff among Democrats. 


But her remarks were neither exceptional in what she said nor particularly passionate in how she delivered them. They were safe and largely 
predictable, a kind of Democratic Message 1 01 heading into the most important stretch of the fall campaign. 


What this tells some Democrats is that for all her attributes, and for all the advantages she would carry into the nominating process, she is still 
getting her sea legs for being a better candidate. 


She is remembered in Iowa for the missteps of her national campaign team and by at least some for her inability to connect with people. But she is 
remembered, too — here and elsewhere — for the times she was an exceptional candidate, one whose intensity drew admiration from Obama 
and his advisers. Most of that came when it was too late to matter. 


The summer and early fall have left open questions. How agile and adroit would she be as a candidate? How fast on her feet is she when thrown 
an unexpected queries or pressed hard in an interview? Does she have a quick partisan trigger when she should hold back? Can she preach the 
need for cooperation across the aisle and be a partisan fighter at the same time? Will too much exposure feed a sense of Clinton fatigue? Most 
important: What really is her vision and message? 


The fact that those questions exist is one reason many Democrats, including her supporters, hope she would face competition in the nominating 
contest. They believe it would sharpen her skills and prepare her for what they expect could be a very competitive general election. 


There is more than ample time for Clinton to answer some of these questions but not indefinite time. Sunday’s appearance in Iowa was not going to 
be the place where she began to reveal the answers. But if she decides to run, there will be great expectations. The party is ready for Hillary. At 
that point, will Hillary be ready?

In the lead-up to Hillary Clinton's return to Iowa over the weekend, the political chattering class was abuzz about just how she would handle going 
back to the state that crushed her presidential hopes. 


Why, some wondered, had she chosen to go back in such a big way - at Sen. Tom Harkin's (D-lowa) famous Steak Fry ... and with the Big Dog 
himself, Bill Clinton, in tow? Shouldn't she do a smaller venue first, to show that she gets Iowa's up-close-and-personal expectations? And what 
about the speech? Would she be overshadowed by Bill - the Serena Williams of American politics and a politician completely at ease no matter 
what kind of voters he's around? And what about Resident Obama? How would she explain her relationship with that guy? One reporter pointed 
to the glut of reporters - irony noted - and mused that, with their shouted questions and need to file and tweet something, the 200 reporters 
would be a "big problem" for Hillary Clinton. 


Well, it turns out all this high-stakes expectation-setting might have turned into one of Clinton's biggest allies. As they (really, we) set up test after 
test for Clinton, what's lost is that all these tests are actually pretty easy for Clinton to ace. Can she give a good speech in Iowa? Sure. She's been 
doing this for a very long time. As she worked the rope line, signing books, posing for photos and patting shoulders, it was almost as if she was 
someone who managed to get almost 1 8 million people to vote for her in 2008. 


Clinton in 2008, in fact, got more votes than a certain Illinois senator in the primary, and still lost. But the political chattering classes (me tool), in 
discounting the real successes of Clinton's 2008 run and suggesting that on policy Clinton might be too far right of Obama, have created something 
of a mythical hurdle for Clinton to overcome. (One storyline even recounted how she dodged an immigration question, as if there is real doubt about 
where Clinton stands on the major immigration issues of the day.) 


In fairness to us/me, she has done a good bit of expectation-adjusting herself - particularly when she repeatedly and inexplicably struggled to talk 
about her family's wealth. And, there is no question that the scrutiny that Clinton will draw from the political press will, at some point, boomerang 
back against her. (It always does.) 


But in trying over and over to locate Clinton's big 2016 Achilles heel - Remember Iowa? What about Sen. Elizabeth Warren? - we may have 
created something else: Clinton, the underdog - or, at the least, Clinton the hurdle-clearer.

INDIANAOLA, Iowa- Some Democrats in Iowa and nationally want a very competitive Democratic primary, notone where Hillary Clinton has the 
overwhelming advantage. For now, that looks unlikely. 


With her weekend trip to this early primary state, the ex-secretary of state is sounding more and more like a candidate. And much of the party’s 
apparatus is already rallying around her while also sending an unsubtle signal to Vice-President Biden and other potential contenders that it’s 
Clinton’s turn. 
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At least 60 congressional Democrats have already said they would back Clinton if she ran, according to a tabulation by The Hill newspaper. Top 
officials in early primary states, like Attorney General Tom Miller of Iowa, who endorsed John Kerry in 2004 then Obama four years later, say they 
are strongly leaning towards supporting Clinton now. 


“There are many more chapters to be written in the amazing life of Hillary Clinton,” Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin said at his annual steak fry on Sunday 
here, all but endorsing Clinton for president. 


Key Democratic operatives are likely to join Clinton as well. Democrats say Jack Sullivan, who was a top Clinton aide in 2008 and at the State 
Department before serving as Vice President Joe Biden’s national security adviser, is expected to work with Clinton, not Biden, in a 2016 
campaign. Jeremy Bird, who was the national field director of Obama’s 201 2 campaign and is one of the party’s smartest strategists in mobilizing 
voters, is already aligned with the group “Ready for Hillary.” 


Biden, Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders and ex-Virginia senator Jim Webb are all taking steps towards running in 
2016. But the key question is whether they can amass the staff, political support and fundraising to wage a true contest against Clinton, as Obama 
did in 2008, or will face insurmountable odds from the start, as Biden did in his own campaign six years ago. 


Tom Hockensmith, a county supervisor in Des Moines who backed Obama in 2008, said in an interview he wasn’t sure who he supported in 2016, 
adding, “I don’t know enough about any of the candidates." But he wasn’t sure he would ultimately have much of a choice. 


“I think she’s going to be the candidate,” he said of Clinton. 


In 2006, Obama received a strong reception from lowans at the annual steak fry, encouraging him to run for president. A few months later, as he 
launched his campaign, he was able to recruit some of the top operatives in the Democratic Fhrty, match Clinton in fundraising and get 
endorsements from key figures like Miller. 


That type of well-funded opposition to Clinton may harder to mobilize now. 


Eight years after Obama starred there, the steak fry was essentially a “Hillary for President” rally on Sunday. People from not only across Iowa, 
but even from nearby Kansas came to cheer her on. Some brought buttons or stickers from Bill Clinton’s 1 992 campaign. 


Longtime Clinton aides, like Greg Hale, who traveled with Hillary Clinton throughout the 2008 campaign, were in Iowa this weekend to advise her, in 
a sign the Clintons themselves took this visit to the Hawkeye State seriously. 


She has another major advantage: the uniqueness of her candidacy. Clinton and Obama were both trying to make history in 2008. Now Clinton is 
running in a Democratic party ready to elect a female president, and the only people who are considering running against her are white males. 


But she was not the only likely candidate in Iowa this weekend. Sanders held three events in the Hawkeye State, with more than 400 people 
crowded into the meeting room of Grace United Methodist Church to hear him on Sunday night. 


“We need to pass a Medicare-for-all program,” he said to the crowd of liberals, one of a number of comments he made suggesting today’s 
Democratic Party is too centrist. 


It’s not yet clear Sanders intends his candidacy to be mainly a forum to push his very liberal views through the television debates during the 
primary, as Herman Cain and other Republicans did in 2012, or if he wants to and can raise the money and build the campaign operation to truly 
compete with Clinton. 


Even Sanders’ own supporters are doubtful he could truly challenge Clinton. Bob Morck, who came to see Sanders speak in Des Moines, said he 
would vote for the Vermont senator in a Democratic primary because he views Clinton as “war-hungry” and “part of the corporate structure.” 
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But when asked if Sanders could win, Morck, a probation officer who backed Obama in the 2008 caucuses, bluntly said “no.” 


“He’s just not well-known enough,” Morck said. 


Biden is coming to Iowa on Wednesday, as the vice-president continues to give hints he will consider a run. But there are real doubts that staffers 
and key donors in the Democratic Party would support him beyond those who aided his 2008 run, when he did not win a single primary. 


O’Malley is taking some strongly liberal stands, mostly notably criticizing President Obama for being too supportive of sending migrant children to 
back their home countries earlier this year during the border crisis. 


He is also actively talking to party donors and key strategists, and some Democrats in Iowa believe he could be a credible candidate. Webb, with 
his populist economic ideas and Vietnam War experience, could criticize Clinton for being too eager to wage war abroad and too allied with Wall 
Street at home. 


But less than four months from the start of 2015, when the presidential contest starts in earnest, the politicians who could more easily challenge 
Clinton seem very unlikely to do so. 


California Gov. Jerry Brown, who has a large fundraising base from his long political career, has said he will not run. The group “Ready for 
Warren” handed out tee-shirts and buttons at the Steak Fry, but Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren, a huge favorite of liberals and a prolific 
fundraiser, has repeatedly ruled out a campaign. Another popular figure among Democratic activists, New York Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, has already 
said he would back Clinton if the former secretary of state runs. 


To be sure, heavy front-runners can be challenged by underdogs. In 2000, Arizona Sen. John McCain won a number of key primaries despite the 
party’s establishment favoring George W. Bush. 


But that same year, former New Jersey Sen. Bill Bradley didn’t win a single race against then Vice-Resident Al Gore, who entered the primary 
with the kind of strong party support Clinton has this time. 


Politico: “Hillary Clinton dodges questions from DREAMers”

Hillary Clinton dodged questions from an immigration reform group on the rope line at the Harkin Steak Fry in Iowa on Sunday when pressed on 
whether she supports President Barack Obama’s delay on immigration-related executive actions. 


The exchange was made public in a video shot by two activists with the DREAMers Action Coalition. The group has been critical of Obama’s 
decision to hold off on executive actions to reform portions of the immigration system until after the midterm elections. 


As Clinton walked slowly by signing autographs after speaking at the gathering in Indianola, which is named after outgoing Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin, 
one of the activists told her that she’s an Iowa DREAMer, one of many young people who were brought to the U.S. illegally when they were 
children. 
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The activist kept talking and asked her view of Obama’s executive action delay. 


“Well, I think we just have to keep working,” Clinton said. “Can’t stop ever working.” 


When another activist said Obama had “broken his promise to the Latino” community, Clinton said, “You know, I think we have to elect more 
Democrats.” She kept moving after that. 


Earlier this year, while on her book tour, Clinton upset some immigration advocates when she was asked about the surge of children from South 
American countries who were crossing the border into the U.S. 


Clinton said unaccompanied minors “should be sent back” to be reunited with their families, adding that the goal is not to encourage more children to 
make the dangerous trek. 


“We have to send a clear message,” she said. “Just because your child gets across the border, that doesn’t mean the child gets to stay.” 


Clinton, who is likely to run for president for a second time in 2016, is going to face increasing pressure to speak out on issues of the day, and 
immigration has been a major issue this election cycle. 


The DREAMers group made headlines last month when they approached staunch anti-immigration Rep. Steve King, a Republican from Iowa, as he 
had an outdoor lunch with Kentucky GOP Sen. Rand Paul. 


Paul, who’s considering running for president, could be seen in the video making a hasty retreat when an aide pulled him away, still chewing on his 
hamburger, as King answered questions.

Clinton, wearing black sunglasses, responded, "Yay." 


"I was wondering what you feel about Obama's delay on immigration," Reyes asked Clinton in an in an exchange caught on video by immigration 
reform activists. 


While Clinton continued down the line of people behind metal barriers, she responded, "I think we have to keep working - can't stop ever working." 


President Barack Obama recently announced that he was postponing his announcement to address broken immigration policy until after the 
elections. The decision infuriated immigration advocates, who were already disappointed in the record number of deportations during Obama's 
tenure. 


Cesar Vargas, a member of the DRM Coalition standing next to Reyes, pointedly followed up. "The President has broken his promise to the Latino 
community, and we wanted to know if you stand by the President's delay on immigration," he said. 


Clinton kept moving but said, "You know, I think we have to elect more Democrats." 


Hillary Clinton's return to Iowa: a fresh start or deja vu? 


This was the first time Clinton had been to Iowa as a politician since she lost the caucuses there in 2008 to then-Sen. Barack Obama. At 
Democratic Sen. Tom Harkin's annual steak fry in Indianola on Monday, her speech, filled with foreshadowing innuendos, added to the speculation 
that Clinton is seriously plotting a second presidential run. 


Vargas and fellow DREAMers also confronted Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders, a self-described socialist who is toying with a presidential run, in 
Iowa over the weekend. On Twitter, Vargas wrote that Sanders hit a "home run" while Clinton struck out. 


But the activists' attendance at the Clinton and Sanders events signals that the immigrant community and immigration advocates are going to put 
political pressure on candidates contemplating a presidential run. 


"The message we want to make clear to them is they should not take our community for granted," Cristina Jimenez, co-founder of United We 
Dream, told CNN. 


Latinos, who are not the only community affected by deportations but recently has been the largest, tend to vote for Democrats. They backed 
Obama overwhelmingly - by more than 70% - in the 2008 and 2012 elections. 


"We ask Republicans the question 'why do they want to deport us,' and we're going to do the same thing with Democrats," Jimenez told CNN. "Both 
parties have really failed our community." 


DREAMers interrupted one of Sen. Marco Rubio's events in South Carolina, also a key presidential nominating state, last month. And earlier in 
August, Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul abruptly left a lunch table in Iowa when Vargas and fellow DREAMers confronted colleague and immigration 
hard-liner Rep. Steve King.

My colleague John Dickerson was in Iowa yesterday for the Second Coming of Hillary Clinton. From my armchair (actually, at that hour, probably 
from a car heading back from a friend's wedding), it seemed like the arrival of Bill and Hillary Clinton at Sen. Tom Harkin's last "steak fry" — a populist 
picnic for thousands of people, at which the steak is actually grilled — would confirm that Hillary wanted to run in 2016 and that the media was 
already in full-on Beatlemania mode about it. 


Peter Hamby's dispatch from Indianola suggests that this was true. "Roughly 200 credentialed media" showed up for the steak fry, according to 
Hamby. (For contrast, there were only a few dozen reporters at this past summer's Republican Leadership Conference in New Orleans, and often 
only 1 0 reporters in the press availabilities with Bobby Jindal and Ted Cruz.) The press stayed in one sector of the picnic, until "after a 90 minute 
wait" they were allowed to capture "a staged shot of Bill and Hillary Clinton, fresh out of their motorcade, ritualistically flipping steaks with Harkin." 


And then, a miracle: Clinton talking to reporters, for a little while: 


‘“Good to see you!’ she told the assembled press, surely a half-truth. ‘My goodness! You guys having a good time? Good. We're having a good time 
today.’ 


“Strutting back and forth, Clinton declared that it was ‘fabulous to be back’ in the state. ‘I love Iowa,’ she said, smiling as if she were in on a joke. 
She entertained and swatted away a bombardment of questions, mostly of the unremarkable ‘will you run?’ variety. 


“‘Does this whet your appetite for another campaign?’ asked one reporter.” 


The reader may be surprised to learn that Clinton did not reveal her 2016 plans to a reporter on a ropeline. Nor to the other reporter who asked. 
Actually, it appeared as though Clinton was following the plan of every other 2016 candidate — pacing herself before the mideterms, making a 
decision after them. It's almost unheard of to announce a presidential run before the previous cycle's midterms are over, and the only guy who's 
broken that recently was Mike Gravel, who did not become the nominee. 


So, how to interpret Joe Scarborough's rant about Hillary and imperial frontrunners? Scarborough wonders (in September 2014) if Clinton is 
blowing it already, because in 2008 "it wasn't against her back was against the wall that she had to stop acting like a robot on the campaign trail 
and start acting like herself that she started winning." (Again, it's September 2014.) 


"I don't want to see you eating steak!" Scarborough moans, to an in absentia frontrunner "I want to see you talking about how we're going to stop 
ISIS, not behind some cute little prepackaged plan that some of your handlers fixed up or somebody helped you write in a book." 


Clinton's book tour and interviews haven't mentioned ISIS? It was just a month ago that the news cycle churned over whether Clinton had attacked 
the Obama administration for letting ISIS happen. Clinton bemoaned the failure to vet and arm Syrian rebels when it mattered. That's not a what-to- 
do-now answer, and yes, we are being denied some fun stories by Clinton's decision not to comment on the administration with the frequency of, 
say, John McCain. But no one running in the invisible primary has an alternate ISIS-handling plan. Rand Paul, who's been getting the most coverage 
for his comments, has focused — like Clinton — largely on the American mistakes that enabled to ISIS's renaissance. 


The steak fry did present an opportunity for less hawkish progressives to light into the Clintons. The thing was started by Tom Harkin, after 
all — just last week, as Jennifer Bendery reported, Harkin was one of very few Democrats who worried that American policymakers were over- 
rating the threat of ISIS. But the only attempt I saw to find the space between Harkin and Clinton came from Jonathan Karl, who asked Harkin sort 
of generally if Hillary was too hawkish. Harkin had "questions," he said, but he had questions for everyone. 


"I must be frank with you," said Harkin. "I thought Barack Obama was a great progressive, and a great populist, and quite frankly some things have 
happened that I have not agreed with." 
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That was the end of the clip, so we don't know what else Harkin enunciated. But it was telling that he evaded a Hillary question by pointing out his 
disappointment with Obama. That remains the central progressive lesson of 2008: Electing a president is not everything. Notice what Harkin said, 
via Ana Marie Cox, when introducing Bill Clinton. 


“Harkin himself did Hillary no favors when his introduction of Bill included an anecdote about an earlier steak fry, when the heavens parted the 
moment Clinton took the stage: The clouds disappeared, the sun came out.’ There’s being in someone’s shadow and then there’s being compared 
with a demigod.” 


It's hard to hear that and not experience an acid flashback to 2008, when before the Rhode Island primary (which she won in a rout), Hillary 
mocked the idea that electing Obama would fix America. "The skies will open, the light will come down, celestial choirs will be singing and 
everyone will know we should do the right thing and the world will be perfect," she snarked. 


The Hillary 201 6 campaign is a minor problem for Democrats. They are generally ready to nominate her. Some of them want a progressive 
challenge that moves her to the left, or at least keeps her honest.* Far far fewer believe that the party needs a savior, because it already tossed 
her aside for one of those. 


Hillary 2016 is a far bigger problem for the media, which simultaneously is ready right now to cover her like a nominee — 200 reporters! — and yet so 
palpably bored with how she talks, and runs. 


"'Keeps a Clinton honest!" I can hear you laughing.

Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) is leading the pack of potential Republican presidential contenders, but the GOP race is wide open according to a new poll. 


In a CNN/ORC poll released on Monday, 1 5 percent of those polled said that they would most likely support Paul from a long list of contenders. 
Former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush and Rep. Paul Ryan (Wis.) follow with 1 0 percent, followed by New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie and Former 
Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee with support falling at 9 percent. 


Among potential Democrats running for the presidential seat, Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton is holding a clear lead, with 60 percent of 
those polled saying that they would most likely support Clinton. Eleven percent support Sen. Elizabeth Warren of neighboring Massachusetts, 
beating Vice President Joe Biden, who had 8 percent of the vote. 


Paul told Fox News on Monday that he would not be announcing whether he will run for president for about another 6 months, and plans to reach 

a decision “by Spring” on his future political plans. 


This poll was taken among 383 registered Republican voters and 334 registered Democrats from Sept. 8 to 1 1 and has a sampling error of plus or 
minus 5 percent among Republicans and 5.5 percent among Democrats. 


The Heritage Foundation’s Daily Signal: “Benghazi Bombshell: Clinton State Department Official Reveals Details of Alleged 
Document Review”

As the House Select Committee on Benghazi prepares for its first hearing this week, a former State Department diplomat is coming forward with a 
startling allegation: Hillary Clinton confidants were part of an operation to “separate” damaging documents before they were turned over to the 
Accountability Review Board investigating security lapses surrounding the Sept. 1 1 , 2012, terrorist attacks on the U.S. mission in Benghazi, Libya. 


According to former Deputy Assistant Secretary Raymond Maxwell, the after-hours session took place over a weekend in a basement operations- 
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type center at State Department headquarters in Washington, D.C. This is the first time Maxwell has publicly come forward with the story. 


At the time, Maxwell was a leader in the State Department’s Bureau of Near Eastern Affairs (NEA), which was charged with collecting emails and 
documents relevant to the Benghazi probe. 


“I was not invited to that after-hours endeavor, but I heard about it and decided to check it out on a Sunday afternoon," says Maxwell. 


He didn’t know it then, but Maxwell would ultimately become one of four State Department officials singled out for discipline — he says 
scapegoated — then later cleared for devastating security lapses leading up to the attacks. Four Americans, including U.S. Ambassador Christopher 
Stevens, were murdered during the Benghazi attacks. 


“Basement Operation” 


Maxwell says the weekend document session was held in the basement of the State Department’s Foggy Bottom headquarters in a room 
underneath the “jogger’s entrance.” He describes it as a large space, outfitted with computers and big screen monitors, intended for emergency 
planning, and with small offices on the periphery. 


When he arrived, Maxwell says he observed boxes and stacks of documents. He says a State Department office director, whom Maxwell 
described as close to Clinton’s top advisers, was there. Though the office director technically worked for him, Maxwell says he wasn’t consulted 
about her weekend assignment. 


“She told me, ‘Ray, we are to go through these stacks and pull out anything that might put anybody in the [Near Eastern Affairs] front office or the 
seventh floor in a bad light,”’ says Maxwell. He says “seventh floor” was State Department shorthand for then-Secretary of State Clinton and her 
principal advisors. 


“I asked her, ‘But isn’t that unethical?’ She responded, ‘Ray, those are our orders.’ ’’ 


A few minutes after he arrived, Maxwell says in walked two high-ranking State Department officials. 


Maxwell says after those two officials arrived, he, the office director and an intern moved into a small office where they looked through some 
papers. Maxwell says his stack included pre-attack telegrams and cables between the U.S. embassy in Tripoli and State Department headquarters. 
After a short time, Maxwell says he decided to leave. 


“I didn’t feel good about it,” he said. 


We reached out to Clinton, who declined an interview request and offered no comment. A State Department spokesman told us it would have been 
impossible for anybody outside the Accountability Review Board (ARB) to control the flow of information because the board cultivated so many 
sources. 


“Unfettered access”? 


When the ARB issued its call for documents in early October 201 2, the executive directorate of the State Department’s Bureau of Near Eastern 
Affairs was put in charge of collecting all emails and relevant material. It was gathered, boxed and — Maxwell says — ended up in the basement 
room prior to being turned over. 


In May 201 3, when critics questioned the ARB’s investigation as not thorough enough, co-chairmen Ambassador Thomas Rckering and Adm. Mike 
Mullen stated, “we had unfettered access to everyone and everything including all the documentation we needed.” 
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Maxwell says when he heard that statement, he couldn’t help but wonder if the ARB — perhaps unknowingly — had received from his bureau a 
scrubbed set of documents with the most damaging material missing. 


Maxwell also criticizes the ARB as “anything but independent,” pointing to Mullen’s admission in congressional testimony that he called Clinton chief 
of staff Cheryl Mills to give her inside advice after the ARB interviewed a potential congressional witness. 


In an interview in September 2013, Pickering told me that he would not have done what Mullen did. But both co-chairmen strongly defend their 
probe as “fiercely independent.” 


Maxwell also criticizes the ARB for failing to interview key people at the White House, State Department and the CIA, including Secretary Clinton; 
Deputy Secretary of State Thomas Nides, who managed department resources in Libya; Assistant Secretary of State for Political Military Affairs 
Andrew Shapiro; and White House National Security Council Director for Libya Ben Fishman. 


“The ARB inquiry was, at best, a shoddily executed attempt at damage control, both in Foggy Bottom and on Capitol Hill,” says Maxwell. He views 
the after-hours operation he witnessed in the State Department basement as “an exercise in misdirection.” 


State Department Response 


A State Department spokesman calls the implication that documents were withheld “totally without merit.” Spokesman Alec Gerlach says “The 
range of sources that the ARB’s investigation drew on would have made it impossible for anyone outside of the ARB to control its access to 
information.” 


Gerlach says the State Department instructed ail employees to cooperate “fully and promptly” with the ARB, which invited anyone with relevant 
information to contact them directly. 


“So individuals with information were reaching out proactively to the board. And, the ARB was also directly engaged with individuals and the 
[State] Department’s bureaus and offices to request information and pull on whichever threads it chose to,” says Gerlach. 


Benghazi Select Committee 


Maxwell says he has been privately interviewed by several members of Congress in recent months, including Rep. Trey Gowdy, R-S.C., chairman 
of the House Select Committee on Benghazi, and Rep. Jason Chaffetz, R-Utah, a member of the House Oversight Committee. 


When reached for comment, Chaffetz told me that Maxwell’s allegations “go to the heart of the integrity of the State Department.” 


“The allegations are as serious as it gets, and it’s something we have obviously followed up and pursued,” Chaffetz says. “I’m 1 00 percent 
confident the Benghazi Select Committee is going to dive deep on that issue.” 


Former Obama Supporter 


Maxwell, 58, strongly supported Barack Obama and personally contributed to his presidential campaign. But post-Benghazi, he has soured on both 
Obama and Clinton, saying he had nothing to do with security and was sacrificed as a scapegoat while higher-up officials directly responsible 
escaped discipline. He spent a year on paid administrative leave with no official charge ever levied. Ultimately, the State Department cleared 
Maxwell of wrongdoing and reinstated him. He retired a short time later in November 2013. 


Maxwell worked in foreign service for 21 years as the well-respected deputy assistant secretary for Maghreb Affairs in the Near East Bureau and 
former chief of staff to the ambassador in Baghdad. Fluent in Portuguese, Maxwell is also an ex-Navy “mustanger,” which means he successfully 
made the leap from enlisted ranks to commissioned officer. 
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He’s also a prolific poet. While on administrative leave, he published poems online: allegories hinting at his post-Benghazi observations and 
experiences. 


A poem entitled “Invitation,” refers to Maxwell’s placement on administrative leave in December 201 2: “The Queen’s Henchmen / request the 
pleasure of your company /at a Lynching - /to be held / at 23rd and C Streets NW [State Dept, building] / on Tuesday, December 18, 2012 / just 
past sunset. / Dress: Formal, Masks and Hoods- / the four being lynched / must never know the identities/ of their executioners, or what/ whose 
sin required their sacrifice./ A blood sacrifice- / to divert the hounds- / to appease the gods- / to cleanse our filth and /satisfy our guilty 
consciences...” 


In another poem called “T rapped in a purgatory of their own deceit,” Maxwell wrote: “The web of lies they weave / gets tighter and tighter / in its 
deceit / until it bottoms out - / at a very low frequency - / and implodes. . .Yet all the while, / the more they talk, / the more they lie, / and the deeper 
down the hole they go. . . Just wait. . ./ just wait and feed them the rope.” 


Several weeks after he was placed on leave with no formal accusations, Maxwell made an appointment to address his status with a State 
Department ombudsman. 


“She told me, ‘You are taking this all too personally, Raymond. It is not about you,”’ Maxwell says. 


“I told her that ‘My name is on TV and I’m on administrative leave, it seems like it’s about me.’ Then she said, ‘You’re not harmed, you’re still getting 
paid. Don’t watch TV. Take your wife on a cruise. It’s not about you; it’s about Hillary and 201 6.” 


Since Maxwell retired from the State Department, he has obtained a master’s degree in library information science.

MSNBC's Joe Scarborough went on a bit of a rant on Monday saying that Hillary Clinton has been too much of a robot as she hints plans to run for 
president in 2016. Scarborough, in a tangent on Morning Joe, said politicians like Clinton need to stop teasing out whether they're going to run for 
president and just say so. 


"What Hillary Clinton has done over the past year or so is why Americans hate politics... It just is... You're secretary of State," Scarborough said. 
"You play it safe. You then write a book. You say absolutely nothing. You go around on a glorified book tour where you say absolutely nothing, 
you want people to ask you to run for president so you can say 'we're not running for president, we don't know yet.' 


"Then you go to these stupid events and then you — I mean you're either running or you're not running," Scarborough said, his voice a few octaves 
higher than before. 


Clinton, Scarborough said, has shown "no creativity or spontaneity" lately. 


"Like — no creativity, no spontaneity, nothing from the heart. This is Hillary Clinton's problem for people that know her and like her, like I know her 
and like her. But she puts on that political hat and then she's a robot," Scarborough said. "And she goes through the motions, she doesn't ever 
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reveal herself, she didn't do it against Barack Obama, that's why she lost in 2008. And it wasn't against her back was against the wail that she 
had to stop acting like a robot on the campaign trail and start acting like herself that she started winning." 


But, Scarborough continued, Clinton has been acting like a robot for the past two years "while people are getting their heads carved off' -likely a 
reference to the recent beheadings by the terrorist group ISIS. 


"This is not a game," Scarborough said. "This is not some little chess match. This is something that actually matters." 


Scarborough then expanded to major political families and former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush (R). 


"You know if you want to run, run," Scarborough said. "If you want to save America then get your ass out there and save America. Stop playing 
your stupid political games. Because more people are out of work and if they do have jobs they have two or three crappy jobs. The rich are getting 
richer, the poor are getting poorer, terrorists are carving heads off of people who are trying to help the middle east and you're sitting around 
playing games rubbing your hands together like you're Hamlet on whether you're going to run or not. 


"Hey Jeb, if you're going to run, run," Scarborough said. "And if you're not going to run just tell us that want people to talk about you so you can 
make more money giving speeches or having people pay attention to you. Hillary if you're going to run, just say you're going to run, and stop playing 
games." 


Scarborough's rant comes a day after Clinton appeared at Sen. Tom Harkin's (D-IA) Iowa Steakfry event. 


"Hey Hillary, lead, follow or get the hell out of the way. I don't want to see you eating steak," Scarborough yelled. "I want to see you talking about 
how we're going to stop ISIS, not behind some cute little prepackaged plan that some of your handlers fixed up or somebody helped you write in a 
book." 


Scarborough then went back to Jeb Bush. 


"If you're the savior of the Republican party, then get out there," Scarborough continued. "Or listen to your mom, or stay at home." 


Cohost Mika Brzezinski then read a quote from Clinton suggesting she had not decided on whether she would run or not yet. 


"Oh shut up!" Scarborough said. Brzezinski then tried to get Scarborough to end his rant. 


"If you're going to run, run!" Scarborough said.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA

in 1996, I signed the Defense of Marriage Act. Although that was only 17 years ago, it was a very different 
time. In no state in the union was same-sex marriage recognized, much less available as a legal right, but 
some were moving in that direction. Washington, as a result, was swirling with all manner of possible 
responses, some quite draconian. As a bipartisan group of former senators stated in their March 1 amicus 
brief to the Supreme Court, many supporters of the bill known as DOMA believed that its passage “would 
defuse a movement to enact a constitutional amendment banning gay marriage, which would have ended 
the debate for a generation or more.” It was under these circumstances that DOMA came to my desk, 
opposed by only 81 of the 535 members of Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come before the Supreme Court , and the justices must decide whether it is 
consistent with the principles of a nation that honors freedom, equality and justice above all, and is therefore 
constitutional. As the president who signed the act into law, I have come to believe that DOMA is contrary to 
those principles and, in fact, incompatible with our Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as being between a man and a woman, same-sex couples 
who are legally married in nine states and the District of Columbia are denied the benefits of more than a 
thousand federal statutes and programs available to other married couples. Among other things, these 
couples cannot file their taxes jointly, take unpaid leave to care for a sick or injured spouse or receive equal 
family health and pension benefits as federal civilian employees. Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their 
communities and, like all couples, aspire to live in committed, loving relationships, recognized and respected 
by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included a statement with the admonition that “enactment of this legislation should 
not, despite the fierce and at times divisive rhetoric surrounding it, be understood to provide an excuse for 
discrimination.” Reading those words today, I know now that, even worse than providing an excuse for 
discrimination, the law is itself discriminatory. It should be overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our landmark civil rights decisions are fresh enough that the 
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voices of their champions still echo, even as the world that preceded them becomes less and less familiar. 
We have yet to celebrate the centennial of the 1 9th Amendment, but a society that denied women the vote 
would seem to us now not unusual or old-fashioned but alien. I believe that in 2013 DOMA and opposition to 
marriage equality are vestiges of just such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a crossroads often enough to recognize the right path. We understand 
that, while our laws may at times lag behind our best natures, in the end they catch up to our core values. 
One hundred fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil War, President Abraham Lincoln concluded a message 
to Congress by posing the very question we face today: “It is not ‘Can any of us imagine better?’ but ‘Can 
we all do better?’” 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that spirit, I join with the Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many other dedicated men and women who have engaged in this 
struggle for decades in urging the Supreme Court to overturn the Defense of Marriage Act.

MSNBC's Morning Joe: Sanders drew a massive crowd in Madison, Wl last night and talked about the turnout 
and how he plans to counter all the money his opponents are raising. HRC reported record-breaking fundraising 
numbers with over $45 million since she announced in April. Sanders is pure in his views, authentic, and he’s 
going to get votes but the polls still show HRC with a strong lead. Noted HRC will be the nominee of the 
Democratic Party and that her fundamental views on the erosion of the middle class, lack of economic mobility, 
and inequality are not far from Sanders’. Said Sanders’ turnout shows that “the Beltway” may be settled on Bush 
and Clinton but the voters are “still shopping.”

Oil May Become GOP's 2008 Issue 

Cost of Gas Touches a Chord With Voters

Four-dollar-a-gallon gas has done something that few Republicans thought possible just a few months ago: 
given them hope. 

United behind a renewed push for offshore oil drilling, Republican members of Congress and the party's 
presumptive presidential nominee, Sen. John McCain , think they have found their best political issue of the 
2008 campaign. 

McCain strategists and GOP leaders on Capitol Hill say the issue, which polls suggest Americans favor by 
healthy margins, lets Republicans demonstrate their plans to address the anger over high gas prices as well as 
the broader economic distress that many voters feel. 

Because most Democrats, including Sen. Barack Obama , are opposed to increased drilling, McCain and the 
GOP have already begun casting their rivals as unconcerned about gas prices and unwilling to wean the country 
from foreign oil. 

"The failure of Senator Obama to understand the need to increase domestic production is just stunning, and 
that's going to be a real hurdle for him to overcome, because everybody gets it," said Nancy Pfotenhauer, a 
senior McCain adviser. 

The risks for Republicans became clear this week, however, when a McCain visit to an offshore oil rig was 
quickly scuttled in the face of Hurricane Dolly and a massive fuel oil spill in the Mississippi River near New 
Orleans. 

McCain's support for offshore drilling also threatens to unite environmentalists against him, after he spent 
months portraying himself as a friend of the environment by endorsing the basic tenets of those who want to 
wage war on global warming. 

"Apparently, hundreds of thousands of gallons of spilled oil, dead fish and oil-covered birds aren't ideal 
conditions for peddling a misguided plan for more offshore drilling," said Cathy Duvall, the national political 
director of the Sierra Club . "Unfortunately, the risk for such spills -- and far worse -- would only increase if 
John McCain and George Bush get their way and allow Big Oil to begin the 'exploitation' of our coasts." 

McCain and his advisers reject such criticism, saying the safety record for deep-sea oil rigs is very good. The oil 
slick in the Mississippi River was caused by a collision between a tanker and a barge, not a leak at an oil rig. 

"I'm sorry we were unable to go to an offshore oil rig, because I think that drilling offshore is a vital step in 
addressing the price of oil and America's energy needs," McCain told reporters Thursday. 

Republicans have also sought to gain traction on the issue by portraying Obama and Democrats as the "do 
nothing" party when it comes to solving the nation's energy needs. 

Obama aides say the Democrat supports legislation that would encourage oil companies to drill in offshore areas 
that are already approved but not used. And aides cite his plan for a $20 billion economic stimulus package that 
would provide rebates that people could use to pay for gasoline as well as efforts to crack down on oil 
speculators who drive up prices on the world market. 
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"There's a real choice in this election between John McCain's promise to continue the Bush approach of trying 
to drill our way out of our energy crisis . . . and Barack Obama's plan to provide meaningful short-term relief for 
our families and to make a historic investment in alternative energy," said Obama spokesman Hari Sevugan. 

Republicans say that is not enough. 

More than 100 House Republicans marched onto the Capitol steps this week to introduce the American Energy 
Act, which includes drilling offshore and in the oil shale of Western mountain regions but also contains increased 
tax benefits for businesses and families that reduce their energy consumption. 

Republicans say their embrace of more domestic drilling and a dramatic increase in funding for the development 
of renewable fuels puts them squarely in line with voters, who polls show support both policy initiatives, 
especially when linked to concern about years of gas at $4 a gallon or more. 

In a recent CNN poll, 73 percent of those surveyed said they favor increased offshore drilling for oil and 
natural gas. A Pew Research poll taken at the end of June found 60 percent saying that "developing new 
sources of energy" should be the priority over the 34 percent who favored "protecting the environment." The 
Pew poll also found voters split between exploring for new energy and expanding conservation. 

House Minority Leader John A. Boehner (R-Ohio) calls it the "all of the above" legislative approach, while 
Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell (R-Ky.) invokes the "drill more, use less" theme. 

If nothing else, the cause for domestic drilling has provided a significant amount of unity among congressional 
Republicans, who had spent most of this year fractured and receiving advice from leaders to look out for 
themselves politically. 

Democrats reject the idea that Republicans and McCain have made any inroads on the energy issue. Saying 
they feel no pressure to give in on drilling legislation, Democratic leaders said their polling data show that the 
public views President Bush as responsible for high gas prices and that none of their candidates for the House 
or Senate have suffered any political damage from the constant GOP attacks. 

Democrats point out that voter support for drilling plummets when surveys note that drilling would not produce 
new, usable gas for years and would not immediately affect gas prices at the pump. 

"We think that the public understands that you can't drill your way out of the problem," Sen. Charles E. 

Schumer (N.Y.), the chairman of the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee , told reporters last week. 
"We think the Republican slogan is 'Big Oil now, Big Oil forever.' " 

Instead, Schumer suggested that other than a few smaller legislative items Democrats are trying to push -- which 
are being blocked by Republicans in search of a comprehensive bill including drilling -- Congress will not move 
on a large energy plan until after the election. 

If Obama is elected and Democrats gain larger majorities in Congress, Schumer said, "You will get, for the first 
time, a real energy policy."

Do it for Hillary — that’s the message that Democratic operatives are hoping will keep donors from giving up on House campaigns in the final weeks 
before the election. 


With even the most optimistic Democrats admitting that Republicans are going to keep the House, the reason to stay engaged now, officials and 
operatives are telling donors and activists, is to make it easier for Hillary Clinton to come in with a majority should she win the White House. 


The Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee and the Democratic-aligned House Majority PAC haven’t been alone in quietly making this 
argument to major donors. The National Republican Congressional Committee has been making a parallel case, urging their own donors not to take 
the GOP hold on the majority for granted and stop donating because they’ll need to win as many seats as they can this year to build a firewall 
against Clinton in 2016. 


The only White House official other than Obama who’s ever appeared at a House Majority PAC event is John Fbdesta, who, in addition to his 
current role as senior White House counselor, is expected to have the top position in Clinton’s presumptive campaign. Podesta met with a small 
group of labor leaders Sept. 9 at Fiola in downtown D.C. to try to keep their checks coming in for the fall. 


The pitch isn’t just about holding on for 2016, when the national mood might be better for Democrats, or when turnout’s likely to favor them in a 
presidential year. And forget the part about Clinton announcing her candidacy or needing to run a campaign or what might happen on election 
night two years from now. Democrats are already preparing for her to take charge of the White House. 


“So many of our donors and our activists are really, really excited about Hillary running for president,” said AM Lapp, who runs the FAC. “The thing 
we have to say to them is, ‘We are too, but let’s think about all the days that follow the inauguration and what she’ll be able to do with a Democratic 
House versus the Republican House we have now.’” 


“It’s safe to say that there’s a lot of enthusiasm among Democrats around the country for the prospect of a Hillary Clinton candidacy, and that 
unquestionably factors into many donors’ decision making,” said DCCC Chairman Rep. Steve Israel of New York. 


Pitching forward to the next cycle is standard fare for a party that’s trying to keep its base from getting depressed. But Clinton’s prospective 
candidacy has made this a much easier sell. 


A senior Democrat said that the party could mount a strong case in 2016 without Clinton but that it wouldn’t be nearly as effective. “It’s clear that 
she’s so potent and demands the respect of the donor community around the country.” 


The argument appears to be working. 


“They’ve raised a ton of money,” said one donor who’s dealt extensively with House Majority PAC, describing the message as “Keep the flame 
alive.” 


’They’re not gonna win a majority; they still need to hold onto what seats they can and be competitive” heading into a presidential year, the donor 
explained. 


Obama’s name was on a DCCC fundraising email that went out T uesday morning, and he’ll chip in with more fundraising events and limited 
campaigning over the remaining few weeks. But six years into Obama’s presidency and with a tough political map, the energy and interest of 
donors is off the president and very much on to Clinton. 
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But they’ve still got their eyes on a handful of this year’s candidates: protecting a scattered few in otherwise strong blue territory in California, 
New York and Illinois, as well as strong pick-up possibilities like Gwen Graham in Florida and Andrew Romanoff in Colorado. Retiring Rep. Frank 
Wolf (R-Va.) has been in his seat for 34 years — getting a Democrat into that spot now, instead of trying to beat an incumbent in 2016, is the kind 
of math that Democrats very much have on their minds. 


“It’s easier to jump over a 5-foot pole vault bar than a 10-foot pole vault bar,” said John Morgan, a major Florida donor who’s hosted a fundraiser 
and helped direct soft money to Graham’s campaign. “If we lower the bar from 10-foot to 5-foot, it just makes it easier to clear 5 foot in 2016.” 


Dennis Mehiel, a New York-based donor who has given heavily to House Majority PAC, was adamant that the scenario for a good night this cycle 
is there. But he also said a foundation is important for the future. 


“We think we are going to surprise people with our results in the House on election night,” Mehiel said. “Of equal importance is the fact that, 
irrespective of the specific numbers this year, we know our efforts are absolutely essential to winning a governing majority in the House in 2016, 
which we believe we can do.” 


Clinton’s been a very active part of Republican conversations about the House, too, with the NRCC sending out emails and appealing to individual 
donors not to move on from House races just because they’re likely to stay in the majority. They’ll need as many seats as they can to hold off a 
Clinton wave, they’re warning people in private, according to a Republican aide. 


Yet publicly, they knock Democrats for the strategy. 


“After promising donors for months they would retake the House, it’s no surprise they are desperately trying to downplay expectations and make 
excuses for 2014. In 2016, Hillary Clinton and her hand-picked candidates are still going to have to defend President Obama’s unpopular policies,” 
said NRCC Chairman Rep. Greg Walden of Oregon. 


But there’s no pretending about what’s ahead for the House. Even relentless booster House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.), at a news 
conference last week about Democratic prospects, gave a measured, “I think we’ll do OK." 


“Their days are numbered. I know that in two years there will be a Democratic Congress and a Democratic president. I’d like it to be in two months,” 
Pelosi said, then swatted away the suggestion that she was conceding defeat for 2014. “This fall it’s important for us to come as close to that as 
possible.” 


That’s exactly the pitch the operatives are making on behalf of Pelosi and her conference. 


“There’s a sense that we’re getting in a starting position for 2016," Lapp said.

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“It’s a serious threat because this is the best-funded, most professional, expansionist jihadist military force that we have ever seen,” Clinton told 
the Economic Club of Chicago.

The potential 2016 Democratic presidential candidate was in her home town for a mix of business and politics. She combined a paid speech to 
medical-device manufacturers with a campaign appearance for Illinois Gov. Pat Quinn (D) and an evening question-and- 

answer session with the Economic Club. 


Democratic worries about Quinn’s tight race with Republican challenger Bruce Rauner have also sent President Obama and first lady Michelle 
Obama to the state over the past week. 


The president was right to launch a political and military offensive against the militants who have seized vast areas of Iraq and Syria and beheaded 
American and British hostages, Clinton said. The group “will attempt to launch attacks against Western targets if it has the ability to do so,” she 
added. 


She predicted “some kind of legislative action” when Congress returns after the November election. Clinton, whose Senate vote in favor of military 
action in Iraq haunted her 2008 presidential campaign, did not call for an up-or-down congressional vote on what Obama has said is likely to be a 
long military campaign against the militants. 


Clinton covered a range of topics from economic development to early-childhood education at the Economic Club event, where she was 
questioned by Chicago billionaire venture capitalist J.B. Pritzker. The Hyatt hotel heir is a longtime Democratic supporter and was national co- 
chairman of Clinton’s losing 2008 campaign. 


Pritzker appeared to be leading up to the presidential question as the evening ended but drew laughs when he instead asked, “Cubs or Sox?” 


For her part, Clinton joked that she had turned down Obama twice before agreeing to his offer to become secretary of state and had also twice 
turned down former president Bill Clinton’s marriage offer. 


“I have a history with charismatic, attractive men,” Clinton said to laughter. “They just wear me out.” 


Earlier Wednesday, she skirted the issue of whether she would oppose efforts to repeal a tax on medical devices under the Affordable Care Act. 


A declared supporter of the law, she said she was “well aware” that the group she was addressing, the Advanced Medical Technologies 
Association, is seeking repeal, but she added that she did “not know what the right answer is." 


“I think you have an argument to make,” Clinton told the medical- device group. “I think it has to be made within the context of the larger set of 
issues that have been raised by the ongoing implementation of the Affordable Care Act.” 


“I think we have to look to see what are the pluses and the minuses that are embodied in a decision about either to remove, or alter, or continue this 
particular piece of the Affordable Care Act,” Clinton said. 


The tax is considered key to funding the signature Obama administration’s health-care initiative. 


Clinton’s overall message on the economy was sunny. 


“We are on the cusp of another great economic era,” she told the medical conference. 
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AdvaMed conference spokeswoman Lauren Belisle declined to comment on what Clinton was paid for the appearance. Clinton’s office did not 
immediately respond to the same question.

CHICAGO - Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton described the serious threat posed by Islamic State in remarks hereWednesday, saying the 
group is far more advanced and well-funded than al Qaeda ever was. 


“This is the best funded, most professional, expansionist Jihadist military force that we have seen ever,” she said. 


Mrs. Clinton backed the strategies of the Obama administration in confronting Islamic State, which is also known as ISIS or ISIL. She described ISIL 
as not just a major risk to the stability of Middle East, but likely to try attacks on Western targets if given the opportunity. 


The remarks came during a friendly interview with Chicago investor and philanthropist J.B. Pritzker who served as national co-chairman of the 
former first lady’s 2008 presidential campaign. While touching on foreign affairs, Mrs. Clinton also weaved in personal stories about her childhood 
in the Chicago suburb of Park Ridge and her assessment of Congress. 


At one point she talked of longing for the 1 990s when GOPopponents went after her and her husband President Bill Clinton, but were still 
interesting in cutting deals. But her remarks steered cleared of the mid-term elections and the challenges Democrats face with Mrs. Clinton only 
painting a broad picture of the problems she sees with Republicans in Congress. 


“We have lost leaders on both sides of the aisle - particularly at this point in our history on the other side of the aisle - who are more interested in 
governing than in posturing,” she said. 


While here, Mrs. Clinton made two others stops before the question-and-answer session with Mr. Pritzker in front of the Economic Club of 
Chicago. She spoke at a medical technology conference hosted by an industry trade group and attended a fundraiser for Illinois Gov. Pat Quinn, a 
Democrat, who’s in a close reelection fight against Republican challenger Bruce Rauner. 


There wasn’t any mention of a 2016 presidential run during the evening event. Mrs. Clinton is seen as being months away from announcing 
whether she will run, but is seen as the Democrat frontrunner if she decides to enter the race. 


The most probing question from Mr. Pritzker came at the end when he asked about baseball. Cubs or White Sox? Mrs. Clinton answered Cubs.

Hillary Rodham Clinton, mulling a 2016 presidential run and back in her native Chicago on Wednesday, said that ISIL represents a greater threat to 
the U.S. than al-Caida. 


"ISIL is a serious threat because this is the best funded, most professional, expansionist Jihadist military force that we have ever seen,” Clinton 
told a packed Fairmont Hotel ballroom, speaking before the Economic Club of Chicago. 


"This is far more advanced and far richer that al-Caida ever was. And it now has established control over areas that straddle the border between 
Iraq and Syria. In many ways this new entity, I refuse to call it the Islamic State. It is neither Islamic nor a state and it should not be referred to as 
such,” she said of the group also known as the Islamic State, an “inheritor," she said, of al-Caida. 


ISIL poses a threat, not only to the stability of Iraq and Syria, but also to areas in Turkey "and it has a potential ripple effect far beyond," said the 
former Secretary of State. "And there is no doubt in my mind that it will attempt to launch attacks against Western targets if it has the ability to do 
so,” she said. 


Clinton, who grew up in north suburban Park Ridge, was in Chicago for multiple events. 


Before appearing at the Economic Club, where she was interviewed by her longtime friend J.B. Pritzker — the brother of Commerce Sec. Penny 
Pritzker — she raised $500,000 for Gov. Pat Guinn at a fundraiser at the law firm of Power, Rogers and Smith at 70 W. Madison. 


After that, Clinton and Guinn stopped for what essentially was a photo op for Guinn at a nearby DePaul University bookstore in the Loop. 


Earlier, Clinton delivered a paid talk at the at AdvaMed 201 4, a medical technology conference at McCormick Place. 


Clinton during the Economic Club conversation was never asked a direct question about her 2016 presidential plans. She did tell a story about two 
influential men in her life - former President Bill Clinton and President Barack Obama. 


Obama offered his former Democratic primary rival the Secretary of State job - in Chicago while he was president-elect and running the transition 
from the city. Clinton recounted how she turned down Obama several times before accepting the cabinet post. As for men she said no to, Clinton 
also recalled to the delighted crowd, “I told my husband no, I wouldn’t get married” but “I just gave in. 


“I have a history of charismatic attractive men who just wear me out." 


Both were good decisions, Clinton added. 


On Tuesday, first lady Michelle Obama headlined a get-out-the-vote rally for Guinn and raised $300,000 for his campaign. And on last Thursday, 
President Barack Obama raised more than $1 million for Guinn at a fundraiser in Chicago.

Millennials appear to be ready for Hillary, a new poll shows. 


According to a Fusion poll released Thursday, 58 percent of Democrats aged 18-34 — sometimes referred to as the millennial generation — 
support former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton for the 2016 presidential nomination. Vice Resident Joe Biden finished in a distant second with 1 3 
percent and Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren received 9 percent. 


Among Republican voters, 16 percent would support House Budget Committee Chairman and 2012 vice-presidential nominee Paul Ryan of 
Wisconsin, making him the top vote-getter. Former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush came in second with 1 1 percent, while Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul came in 
third with nine percent and New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie and Texas Sen. Ted Cruz tied for fourth with eight percent. 


Clinton holds a 1 3-point lead over a generic Republican nominee in a potential 2016 general election race, receiving 50 percent of the vote 
compared with 37 percent for a GOP nominee. In the match-up, she holds anil -point edge among independent voters and a 44-point advantage 
among Hispanic voters. 


The survey also reports that young voters will likely be turning out in far stronger numbers for Democrats in the upcoming midterm elections. Forty- 
seven percent of millennials say they are more likely to vote for the Democratic candidates in the November elections, compared with 32 percent 
who say they are more likely to vote for Republican candidates. 


Democrats have a particularly strong edge among Hispanic voters — 60 percent saying they are likely to support Democratic candidates and 1 7 
percent saying they are likely to support Republicans. Sixty-two percent of Hispanic voters say the Democratic Party best represents their views 
on immigration policy, compared with 1 7 percent who prefer the GOP on immigration policy. 


The survey was conducted September 12-24 with 1,200 likely voters aged 18-34. Interviews were conducted in English and Spanish, and the 
poll’s margin for error is plus-or-minus 2.8 points. 


Fusion: “Half of young voters would back Hillary Clinton in 2016”

If Hillary Clinton decides to run for president in 2016, she could find herself on uncertain ground with young voters, according to a new Fusion poll. 


Just half of voters between the ages of 1 8 and 34 — 10 percent less than those who supported President Obama in 201 2 — say they would cast 
their ballot for Clinton if she tops the next Democratic presidential ticket. Meanwhile, one-third of voters say they would support the Republican 
candidate and 1 7 percent said they don’t know who they would vote for, or declined to answer. 
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The survey shows that just less than half of young voters are satisfied with Obama’s presidency, and that could be rubbing off on Clinton. 


“I think there may be a bit of Democratic fatigue,” said Fernand Amandi, managing partner of Bendixen & Amandi International, which conducted the 
poll for Fusion. The firm consulted for President Obama during the 2012 campaign. “Part of it may be dovetailing with the disappointment and the 
president’s numbers. 


Young voters have played an increasingly important role in presidential elections. Between 2000 and 2008, voters under 30 were the fastest- 
growing demographic of any age group. Participation, however, dipped in 2012. 


Attracting a strong base of youth supporters has been critical to the Democrats’ success in recent elections. In 20 1 2, Obama won six of every 1 0 
voters between the ages of 1 8 and 29, after winning 66 percent in 2008, according to exit polls. By contrast — but perhaps more relevant to 
Clinton’s situation — John Kerry won only 54 percent of young voters in his unsuccessful 2004 campaign against George W. Bush. 


It’s still more than two years from Election Day 201 6, and voters’ opinions are sure to shift as the campaign gets under way. But the Fusion poll 
shows that Clinton has her work cut out for her with a young constituency whose votes are still up for grabs. 


Despite that, Amandi said that Clinton is “within range” to repeat Obama’s performance with young voters in 2016. 


“It’s too far out to read into this that she is in trouble with young voters,” he said. “It’s still a 1 7-point lead and she is still within striking distance to 
get 60, 65-plus percent.” 


Clinton’s support among young voters varies widely along racial and gender lines. Nearly three quarters (72 percent) of black voters and 63 
percent of Flispanic voters back Clinton, while only 41 percent of white voters support her. Among women, Clinton outperforms a unidentified 
Republican opponent 54 to 29 percent, while while men split 45-36 percent in Clinton’s favor. 


Despite her less-than-enthusiastic support, Clinton is still the favorite in the Democratic field. Fifty-eight percent of young Democratic voters say 
they would vote for Clinton if the primary was held today, while Vice President Joe Biden would finish second, with 1 3 percent, according to the 
poll. 


Republicans have no clear frontrunner, with undecideds representing a plurality, with 25 percent. Paul Ryan, the party’s former vice-presidential 
candidate, tops the list with 16 percent support from young Republican voters, while former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush is running second with 1 1 
percent support. Sen. Rand Paul (Ky.), who has attempted to woo young people, has only 9 percent support, the poll found. 


Several other contenders are bunched together lower down the list, including New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie, Texas Sen. Ted Cruz, and Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry, all tied with 8 percent. Florida Sen. Marco Rubio, once considered a possible favorite for the party, trails with a distant 7 percent, 
according to the poll. 


The poll surveyed 1 ,200 likely voters nationwide between the ages of 1 8 and 34 from September 12-22. The margin of error was 2.83 percent. 
Interviews were conducted in English and Spanish. 


CNN: “Clinton waffles on Obamacare tax question”

Hillary Clinton may be creating a problem for herself. 


In over a year on the paid speaking circuit, Clinton has addressed recyclers, bankers, doctors, environmentalists, a fair share of Canadians and a 
number of other diverse groups. Her paid speeches have one thing in common: They are regularly to corporate or trade groups that disagree with 
Clinton - or her former colleagues in the Obama administration - on key issues such as health care, environmental policy or taxes. 


While it would be impossible for Clinton to only speak to groups that agree with her on everything, speaking to organizations that openly disagree 
with Democrats on certain issues has proven problematic for Clinton. The appearances open the former secretary of state up to attacks from 
Republicans and create situations where she appears evasive. 


That was the case again Wednesday when Clinton gave the keynote luncheon talk at AdvaMed 2014, the annual conference run by the medical 
device industry. One of the group's top issues is getting rid of Obamacare's medical device tax, a cause Wanda Moebius, the group's 
spokeswoman, called their "premier issue." 


Clinton, the prohibitive favorite for her Democrats' presidential nomination in 2016, was less than committal about the issue on Wednesday, though. 


She didn't mention the tax by name during her prepared remarks and offered little indication one way or another what she would do about the 
issue when Stephen Ubl, the association's president, asked her about it during a question and answer session. 


"I don't know what the right answer about the tax is," Clinton said, "but I think we could, taking a look at everything and not standing there with out 
arms folding staring at each other across the partisan divide, begin to sort it out." 


Clinton seemed to play both sides of the issue, acknowledging the United States needs to look at "the pluses and the minuses" of the law, but also 
stating that she thinks medical device companies "have an argument to make" against the tax. 


The medical device tax is a 2.3% excise tax created in part to fund Obamacare; it went into effect at the beginning of 2013. The tax, which is a 
large component in funding Obamacare, is unpopular with Democrats and Republicans alike, especially those with ties to the medical devices 
industry. 


Clinton heralded a number of Obamacare accomplishments during her speech - something she regularly does - but acknowledged that the law is 
adversely impacting some groups and needs to be altered. 


"I am well aware there are still a lot of questions that need to be answered and changes that are going to be proposed and evaluated because 
clearly there is more work to be done," Clinton said. "And your industry is bearing some of the burden alongside other stake holders." 


She later added, though, "But you are also, in my view, positioned to reap the benefits of those millions of newly insured consumers using... 
medical devices." 


The response to Clinton's speech was polite, but far from excited. There were no applause lines during the speech and some attendees left the 
room before she was finished. 


Republicans quickly jumped on Clinton for her answer on Wednesday. They blasted the video out to reporters shortly after the event and issued a 
statement earlier in the day that questioned whether Clinton's speaking at the conference puts her at odds with the Obama administration. 


This is not the first time, either, Clinton has put herself in this position. Clinton appeared before a group opposed to Obamacare in 2013 and has 
regularly appeared before Canadian audiences that very much support the Keystone XL pipeline. 
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During a handful of visits to Canada this year, the former secretary of state has refused to definitively answer questions about the 1 , 1 79-mile-long 
project that would move oil from Canada to refineries in the United States. 


"Well, you know, I cant really talk about it because I was in the office that has primary responsibility for making the decision," Clinton said earlier in 
the week during an appearance in Ottawa. "I don't want to inject myself into what is a continuing process." 


This answer is similar to what she said during a June even in Toronto, when Clinton planted herself squarely in the middle of the issue, telling an 
audience that "these are people making arguments in good faith," despite the fact that both sides "may have some facts and not others."

Hillary Clinton signaled she might be open to repealing a key component of Obamacare during a speech Wednesday at a medical device conference 
in Chicago. 


Since the passage of the landmark health care bill, Republicans have wanted to kill a 2.3 percent excise tax on devices such as defibrillators and 
pacemakers, usually paid by the devices' manufacturer or importer. The money it raises - an estimated $29 billion over a decade - is central to the 
financing of Obamacare, and the White House opposes its repeal. 


In a paid appearance before the Advanced Medical Technology Association, or AdvaMed, Clinton told a ballroom filled with more than 2,000 
industry representatives that they "have an argument to make" when it comes to repealing the tax. "We have to look and see what are the pluses 
and minuses," she said. "I don't know what the right answer about the tax is." 


"Let's look at what we need to do to make sure that the medical technology industry in this country remains innovative, profitable, effective, 
strongly partnering to lower costs and improve quality," she said. 


AdvaMed includes some of the biggest names in the industry, including Johnson & Johnson, Medtronic, Abbott Laboratories, Boston Engineering 
and Baxter. 


"AdvaMed has consistently and strongly opposes the $30 billion medical device tax because it harms job creation, deters medical innovation and 
increases the cost of health care," the group says in a position statement on its website. "Congress should repeal it before it can do more damage 
to American Innovation." 


More broadly, Clinton praised Obamacare, saying it's helping families avoid bankruptcy and ensuring that "women are no longer charged more 
solely because of our gender." At the same time, she said "there is more work to be done" to improve the law and American health care delivery. 


"All of this work will be easier if we get beyond politics," she said. "Too often our health care debates are clouded by ideology, rather than 
illuminated by data."

Over time, she said, the law will help the U.S. economy. 


Clinton also praised the many "contributions" the industry has made, citing her husband's "quad bypass" heart surgery in 2004 and stents 
implanted in 2010. 


"We're among the many American families who have stories about why what you do is truly life changing and life-saving," she said. 


Clinton's Chicago visit also included an appearance with Illinois Governor Pat Quinn, one of many political stops she's expected to make before 
the Nov. 4 midterms. At a minimum, she's expected to also campaign for Senate candidates in Colorado, Georgia, Iowa, North Carolina and New 
Hampshire.

Associated Press: “Clinton. Christie lend clout to governor's race”

Potential presidential contenders Hillary Rodham Clinton and New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie will be campaigning in the Philadelphia 
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area Thursday for Pennsylvania's gubernatorial candidates, as they compete in the state's voter-rich southeast corner. 


Christie planned a Thursday afternoon appearance at a rally in Wayne for Republican Gov. Tom Corbett. Christie chairs the Republican Governors 
Association, a fundraising arm that helps the GOP's gubernatorial candidates around the country. The association is Corbett's biggest campaign 
donor at $5.8 million so far in this campaign cycle. 


Clinton will headline an evening "Women for Wolf rally at the Constitution Center in downtown Riiladelphia to help Corbett's Democratic challenger, 
Tom Wolf. 


A high voter turnout in Philadelphia would favor Wolf. Almost 80 percent of the city's 1 million-plus registered voters are Democrats, although just 
40 percent cast a ballot for governor in 2010, when Corbett won his first term by 9 percentage points. Voter turnout in the rest of the state was 48 
percent that year. 


Meanwhile, the candidate who wins Pennsylvania's four heavily populated suburban counties is nearly assured of a victory. Pennsylvania has 
nearly 8.3 million registered voters, and one in three lives in Philadelphia or its suburban counties. 


Independent polls show Wolf with a comfortable lead over Corbett, as the campaign spending threatens to break Pennsylvania's record of $69 
million. 


Corbett is Pennsylvania's former two-term attorney general from the Pittsburgh area. Wolf, a first-time candidate, ran his family's York-based 
building products distribution business for much of the last three decades. 


Christie has been in Pennsylvania three times already since June to raise money or campaign for Corbett. Clinton's visit is her first in support of 
Wolf, one of several gubernatorial campaigns she is giving her stamp of approval to this fail. 


At a women's event held by the Democratic National Committee in September, Clinton promoted Wisconsin Democrat Mary Burke. Clinton has raised 
money for the Democratic Governors Association, and headlined a Florida fundraiser earlier this month for Charlie Crist. 


Clinton was in Chicago on Wednesday to aid embattled Illinois Gov. Pat Quinn, before heading to Philadelphia. 


Clinton's schedule before the Nov. 4 election includes stops for Martha Coakley, who is seeking the Massachusetts governor's post, and for New 
Hampshire Gov. Maggie Hassan. 


Christie also is beating a path across the states holding gubernatorial races. He campaigned last week for Bob Beauprez in Colorado; on Monday 
for Tom Foley in Connecticut; and on Wednesday with Gov. Rick Scott in Florida. Christie is expected in Rhode Island on Friday to campaign for 
gubernatorial candidate Allan Fung and next week in Maine for Gov. Paul LePage. 


The Daily Beast: “Obama’s 2008 Backers: We’re Ready for Warren”

[Subtitle:] The Massachusetts Senator says she’ll sit out 2016. But some Democratic diehards won’t take no for an answer, and are already 
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building a campaign for her. 


She is, she insists, not interested, telling The Boston Globe, “There is no wiggle room. I am not running for president. No means no.” 


But for the organizers behind Ready for Warren, the SuperPAC trying to draft the Massachusetts senator into the 2016 presidential race, the door 
remains open for a potential run. So the group is staffing up in key early primary states and raising money in what they say will be an all-out blitz 
after the midterm elections designed to show Warren that there is a groundswell of support behind her. 


And if many of the organizers and early supporters of the Warren for President seemed unfazed by the notion that Hillary Clinton is an all-but 
inevitable Democratic nominee, perhaps that is because many of them have seen this process play out before — when they backed a previously 
unknown freshman senator from Illinois named Barack Obama who went on to topple the Clinton machine. 


“I was in the Obama world,” said Erica Sagrans, who is helping lead the draft Warren effort and who served as digital director of the Obama re- 
election campaign in 2012 after working for the pro-Obama outfit Organizing for America in 2009. “There are a lot of people in that world who are 
Warren fans, who really like Warren. But this is still a moment when people aren’t entirely comfortable coming forward.” 


A number of veterans of Obama-world, however, are now out and proud Warren-ites. There is Kate Albright-Hanna, most recently a 
spokesperson for Zephyr Teachout’s upstart New York gubernatorial primary against Andrew Cuomo, and who joined the Obama effort way back 
in 2007 as the director of online video. Now she is preparing to take an as of yet undefined role with Ready for Warren. 


“I am interested in building the progressive movement,” she said, citing a campaign continuum that stretched from Howard Dean in 2004, through 
Obama in 2008 and Teachout in 2014. “Getting involved in Elizabeth Warren is just continuing along that same branch. “ 


She said that the excitement around Warren now was similar to that around Obama in 2007. 


“Before ‘change’ became such a cliche and everybody became disillusioned, there was a moment where people got excited and thought that we 
can actually change the way politics is conducted. We don’t have to be beholden to entrenched interests. Ail of that was epitomized in the early 
days of the Obama campaign, and there is the same sense now, that we don’t have to settle for what we have been given.” 


As for Clinton, Albright-Hanna said, “We can’t go back to the 1 990’s.” 


Deborah Sagner raised hundreds of thousands of dollars for Obama’s campaign. Now, she calls herself one of the “first funders” of the Warren 
effort, having donated $20,000 to Ready for Warren already. 


“I have a history of not supporting Hillary Clinton that goes back to 2007,” Sagner said. “I have never been particularly inspired by her. And I was 
very inspired by Barack Obama.” 


Sagner said that she was concerned that Clinton was too hawkish and close to Wall Street, but added a point repeated by many Warren 
supporters: that robust debate, and a spirited primary, is good for the Democratic Party. 


“I think it is good for the Democratic Party to have a progressive wing that challenges business as usual.” 


And if Warren seems like an unlikely upstart now, so did Obama at this time eight years ago. 


“[That campaign] made me think that it’s possible that this could happen. There are some parallels. And these things can just catch on and get 
going.” 
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There are also, of course, several non-parallels. Clinton, for one thing, is in a far stronger position than she was in 2000, back when voters still 
remembered her husband’s administration for its scandals rather than for its economic record, and back when Hillary was still paying for her Iraq 
War vote. Early polling shows her with a commanding — if not outright prohibitive — lead among Democratic voters. Additionally, Ready for Hillary, 
the SuperPAC supporting her effort, has already raised $8 million, and the bulk of the Democratic establishment has signed on, including some of 
the party’s most well-known political operatives. 


Ready for Warren, meanwhile, has raised between $50,-1 00,000 according to organizers, and although it’s still preparing to open offices in New 
Hampshire, Iowa, and South Carolina, it has so far signed up a few hundred volunteers. But there are as of yet no prominent political supporters, 
and perhaps its most well-known advisor is Billy Wimsatt, a longtime progressive political activist and the author of the cult classic Bomb The 
Suburbs. 


“This is an inside/outside effort,” said Sagrans “There are people that have connections and roots in the DC political world, and there are people 
that are grassroots activists around the country.” 


The group, however, recently bombarded the Harkin Steak Fry in Iowa, where Hillary made what many observers saw as her triumphant return to 
the national political stage. They are in discussions with several polling firms, and are planning a nationwide night of phone-banking later this month 
on behalf of Senate candidates that Warren has endorsed. They know that 2016 activity is on hold until November, but are aware that once the 
midterms are over, the presidential primary process begins in earnest. And if Warren is to feel that there is support out there for her, than the 
Ready for Warren team has a very short window to show it. 


This means kicking up their fundraising in a major way. The group has already hired Bulldog Finance Group, a fundraising outfit founded by Scott 
Dworkin, who served on Obama’s inaugural committee in 2009, and which is staffed by another vet of the Obama 2008 campaign. 


“We are helping Ready for Warren with two main goals,” said Jerald Lentini, vice-president of the firm and a former staffer with the AFL-CIO. “The 
first is encouraging Elizabeth Warren to run for president, because she is absolutely the best progressive out there. And the second is to build an 
organization that can help Senator Warren win when she decides to run.” 


But the early Warren supporters are not just pulled from the ranks of people who helped derail Clinton’s ambitions in 2008. Audrey Blondin served 
on Hillary’s campaign in Connecticut in 2008, and as the elected state Democratic committeewoman, also worked on the campaigns of such 
establishment figures as Al Gore and John Kerry. 


“That was then. This is now,” she said. Blondin is a bankruptcy lawyer, like Warren, and has known her for decades. She held a house party for 
Ready for Warren over the summer, and said she was unswayed by the senator’s denials. 


“I understand that she says she is not interested in running. I have been in politics 35 years. I know what happens. You think she is not watching 
what we are doing? Of course she is. And that is going to make a difference. It’s all about timing and she is in the right place at the right time with 
the right message. In a few months it is going to take off. She won’t be willing to buck the tide that is carrying her forward.” 


And if she does buck that tide, it does not necessarily mean that it is end of the Warren for President boomlet. According to Daniel Buk, a political 
consultant who raised $40,000 for Obama in 201 2 but has given $20,000 to Ready for Warren this year, there is already talk of keeping the group 
together through the 2020 election cycle. 


“There is real excitement here,” Buk said. “And there is a real potential, should Senator Warren reveal her plans.”

NSN DAILY UPDATE: America’s Economic Power Wanes Due to Failed Conservative 

Approach 


This weekend’s financial turmoil spotlights how, like America’s diplomatic and military power, American economic power 
has eroded over the last eight years. The U.S. financial system has again been pushed to the brink, as Lehman Brothers 
moved toward bankruptcy and Merrill Lynch was sold late last night to Bank of America. Fears of a worldwide sell-off 
appeared to be realized, as markets in Europe and Asia dropped sharply today. This financial crisis will have powerful 
consequences not just for Americans’ personal circumstances but also for our power and security as a nation. 

The collapses of America’s foreign and economic policies are connected. The approach that characterized the Bush Doctrine 
in foreign policy also aptly characterizes the Bush administration’s approach to the economy - creating or worsening the 
skyrocketing budget deficits and indebtedness, lax corporate oversight, credit and housing market crises that plague us 
today. In foreign policy, the Bush administration pursued a dogmatic and radically determinist view of the world that was 
rooted in the belief that America’s overwhelming military power could be the sole detenninant of international relations. 
Similarly, on the economy, the Bush administration pursued a dogmatic and determinist agenda based on cutting taxes and 
aggressive deregulation. In both arenas, policy over the last eight years has been characterized by incompetent management 
and a total lack of transparency. Moreover, the cost of the Bush administration’s foreign policy misadventures has 
contributed significantly to our indebtedness. Now, evidence is mounting that the Bush administration’s policies in both 
arenas are reckless and unsustainable - yet John McCain is now running for president saying today that the “fundamentals 
of our economy our strong” and pledging to continue more of the same. 

Turmoil on Wall Street highlights continuing U.S. economic woes. “The American financial system was shaken to its 
core on Sunday... the latest consequence of a storm that began last year with the sharp decline in American housing prices 
and losses on loans and other assets tied to home values.” The consequences abroad have been immediate and steep. The 
position of the dollar continues to deteriorate, “posting its worst one-day decline against the euro in six months, as weak 
economic data and uncertainty over the future of troubled investment bank Lehman Brothers prompted investors to lock in 
recent steep gains.” Finally, in a testament to global unease about the current U.S. crisis, NPR reported this morning that 
representatives of the IMF have recommended the first-ever comprehensive assessment of the condition of the U.S. 
economy, a step which the U.S. Treasury Department has accepted. [WSJ. 9/15/08 . Reuters. 9/12/08 .NPR 9/15/08] 

The Bush administration economic policies, coupled with foreign policy overreach, have eroded the U.S. economic 
position worldwide. “The run-up of U.S. debt testifies to the shift of the global economic center of gravity. The $127 billion 
budget surplus Bush took over will melt into what is projected to be a record deficit of $482 billion in the year starting Oct. 
1.” “During the same span, China's holdings of U.S. government securities mushroomed to $504 billion from $62 billion. 
China is now the second-biggest U.S. government creditor behind Japan, with $584 billion.” The Bush administration’s 
foreign policy, specifically the $858 billion which has been spent on combat operations in Iraq and Afghanistan, has 
exacerbated U.S. budgetary problems. According to Thomas Friedman, the policy priorities of the U.S. need serious re- 
evaluation: “there is no sustainable political/military power without economic power, and talking about one without the other 
is nonsense. Unless we make America the country most able to innovate, compete and win in the age of globalization, our 
leverage in the world will continue to slowly erode.” [Bloomberg, 9/15/08 . Reuters, 9/09/08 . NY Times, 9/14/08 ] 

McCain’s policies offer more of the same on the economy. Senator McCain’s economic plan would not only fail to 
reverse U.S. economic decline, it would continue and expand the disastrous policies of the Bush administration. “After all, 
Mr. McCain proposes continuing the policies of a president who’s had a truly dismal economic record — job growth under 
the current administration has been the slowest in 60 years, even slower than job growth under the first President Bush.” 
According to the New York Times, “Mr. McCain still ‘dials up’ Phil Gramm, the former senator who resigned as co- 
chairman of the campaign after calling America a ‘nation of whiners’ and dismissing the country’s economic woes as 
nothing more than a ‘mental recession.’” And, in a strong critique of the Senator’s fiscal policy, former Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan said that without cuts to government spending, the country could not afford McCain’s tax cuts, 
which amount to a $3.5 trillion reduction in government revenues.

Experts Critique Response to Terror Attacks 

Washington, D.C. - As Norwegians struggle to make sense of last Friday's 
tragic terrorist attack, a debate has broken out in the U.S. about speculating 
before the facts are in, about connections among different kinds of extremists, 
and even about what terrorism is. Experts with decades of experience in 
journalism, counterterrorism and trauma management have a common message: 
terrorists' goal is to instill fear. Responses that heighten fear, choose scapegoats 
and re-traumatize the public do more to achieve the terrorists' ends than to keep 
Americans safe. We can choose alternatives - and we can support Norwegian 
leaders as they respond to this tragedy with determination not to let extremist 
violence change who they are. 

The best responses reflect strength, offer positive action, and 
promote community - instead of heightening the fear and isolation that 
terrorists intend to produce. 

Fran Townsend, former White House counterterrorism adviser: 
"You want to have countries that are resilient so they can bounce back. I 
think the [Norwegian] prime minister struck the right note when he said 
whoever did this can't bomb us into silence. What you want is resilient 
society that will bounce back and not become fearful or put in place 
measures that restrict freedom."

Leading thinkers and journalists speak out against rush to judgment, 
tendency to impose ideological frameworks on breaking news. The

who seems too ready to provide a long-distance diagnosis or otherwise rush to 
conclusions...

"what was out of line was that she exploited the incident before we knew more to 
pound legislators for flipping the gravity switch on the Pentagon's budget." As 
Fishman states, "One clear lesson is that speculation about the perpetrators of a 
terrorist attack should be left aside until there is clear evidence of some kind."

Kerry to Visit Israel. West Bank Next Week 

U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry will visit Israel and the Palestinian territories 
next Monday to discuss ways of stopping the violence and the implementation of 
confidence-building measures. He is scheduled to meet with both Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu and Palestinian President Mahmoud Abbas on Tuesday. The 
visit will be Kerry's first in over a year.

Litman, 
40, and Netanel, 18, died at the side of the road waiting for Magen David Adorn 
paramedics to arrive, when the Palestinian ambulance passed by without 
stopping to aid the dying father and son, his wife, Noa, said.

An Israeli border police officer who was filmed beating a Palestinian-American 
teenager on the edges of a riot in East Jerusalem in July 2014 has been 
sentenced to 45 days of community service and to a suspended prison term of 
four months. State prosecutors had requested a 7-month jail term for the beating, 
which prompted international outrage when a video recording of it came to light. 
The Israeli news media said that the court handed down the lighter sentence on 
Wednesday after taking into account the officer’s expression of remorse, his 
service on behalf of state security and the difficult circumstances in which he was 
operating.

Islamic State Understands One Thing: Force 

Europe and the U.S. can follow the Israeli playbook to defeat Islamist terror. Here’s 
how we did it.

On March 27, 2002, a suicide bomber walked into the Park Hotel in the Israeli city 
of Netanya and blew up the explosives belt he had strapped around his waist. 
Thirty people, who moments earlier were sitting down for the Passover Seder, 
were murdered. A celebratory and civilized scene, like those in Paris last week, 
had suddenly become a field of carnage. 

The Park Hotel attack came at the height of the Second Intifada, a conflict that 
would ultimately claim the lives of more than 1,000 Israelis. More than 130 people 
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were killed that March, and by then there had already been thousands of terror 
attacks. 

My country, Israel, seemed paralyzed and the national sentiment was that the 
military would be unable to defeat the terror campaign. The only real way to stop 
the attacks, many supposed experts said, was by political means. 

They were wrong. Two days after the hotel massacre, the Israeli government 
launched a military operation called Defensive Shield to stop the suicide 
bombers and retake control of Palestinian cities in the West Bank. 

It worked. Within weeks of the operation, the number of attacks and Israeli 
casualties dropped by more than 80%, and while it took time, we eventually 
succeeded in bringing suicide attacks down to zero. We proved that terror can be 
defeated. 

Europe, the U.S. and their allies can defeat the terrorists of Islamic State, or ISIS. 
The first step is making the decision to fight back. The next step is understanding 
that drones and standoff missiles will not be enough. Ground troops will be 
needed. 

In 2002 Israel went on the offensive in the West Bank cities of Nablus, Jenin, 
Jericho and Tulkarm, going house-to-house and door-to-door to hunt down 
Palestinian terror suspects. We found and demolished bomb labs, arms caches 
and terrorist command centers. 

I remember the period well. At the time I was in New York running a high-tech 
company. As an officer in an elite Israel Defense Forces (IDF) commando unit, I 
got on a plane, flew back to Israel and joined my fellow soldiers as we fought to 
stop the terror wave that had struck our country. 

We succeeded because we understood that when fighting Islamic terror, there is 
no middle ground. There is no halfway solution. There is one path to victory and 
that is taking the fight to the enemy. 

I know that “boots on the ground” is a scary phrase and that the Western world 
has gotten used to sterile attacks. But we need to be honest— while these attacks 
hurt ISIS, they will not destroy it. 

To win, the world needs to go on the offensive. There is no other way. What Israel 
did in 2002 is a model for how terror can be defeated. Soldiers may be put in 
harm’s way, but the number of civilian lives saved will be much higher. 

Europe must also share intelligence within and outside the continent. Israel can 
help on that front. We maintain powerful counterterrorism intelligence tools 
because we are in the thick of the Middle East turmoil, with borders surrounded 
by Islamic State, Hamas and Hezbollah. 

But you don’t have to live next to terrorist lands to be able to defeat the enemy. 
The West has demonstrated its ability in the past to project power and move 
troops to distant regions. What Israel showed in 2002 was that when you take the 
fight to enemy territory, the enemy will have difficulty taking the fight to you. 

This is not currently the case with ISIS. Yes, the jihadists face occasional 
airstrikes and missile bombardments, but they aren’t on the run. They don’t go to 
sleep worried that soldiers may burst in during the night and seize them. Their 
command centers are not really threatened. Only when that happens will the 
ability of ISIS to direct attacks in Europe or America be hindered. 

Like Israel, Europe and the U.S. also face terrorists who lurk in their own cities. 
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Hundreds of young Westerners have inexplicably been drawn to the ISIS death 
cult; they fight in Syria or Iraq and return home with orders to attack. Europe is 
especially vulnerable to terrorists who may hide among the refugees pouring 
across its borders. 

To detect these threats, European countries and the U.S. must strengthen their 
surveillance techniques. Liberty, freedom of speech and human rights are pillars 
of our democracies, but in Israel we balance them with national-security needs. 
Privacy is occasionally and under certain circumstances invaded, passports are 
confiscated and administrative detention is used to lock up terror suspects. We 
also demolish terrorists’ homes to deter future attacks. 

These steps can be highly effective. Last week a Palestinian terrorist ambushed 
an Israeli car, murdering a father and his son. The terrorist’s family turned him in 
on Sunday to prevent their house from being demolished. 

Europe can adopt some of these models. French President Frangois Hollande on 
Monday called for amending France’s constitution to allow for more effective and 
aggressive measures against terrorists. This is an important step. No time can be 
wasted. 

The historic upheaval currently engulfing the Middle East is not going away. The 
world needs to be determined, to show resolve and not to blink when challenged 
by adversaries like ISIS. These terrorists understand only one language: force.

The Middle East Challenge: A Western-Arab-lsraeli 
Pact

with a new order, a violent, savage disorder ensued.

Of all people, it was the neoconservatives who seemed to get it. When 19 young 
zealots attacked the United States 14 years ago, the weird intellectual sect that 
surrounded President George W. Bush realized that this wasn’t an isolated event. 

The radical right philosophers understood that behind the planes that dived into 
Manhattan and Washington there was more than Osama bin Laden’s small, 
ingenious terror organization. Behind the attacks was the political disease 
afflicting the Middle East that cannot give its young people freedom, prosperity 
and hope. 

But after they diagnosed the disease, the neoconservatives only intensified it. 
Their senseless war in Iraq didn’t heal the region and didn’t spread democracy in 
the east, but the opposite. It created a catastrophic chain reaction that led to the 
rise of the Islamic State, which took over large swaths of Iraq and Syria and struck 
in Paris as well. 

The process that began on September 11, 2001, and continued with war, 
withdrawal and chaos, returned with a vengeance on November 13, 2015, making it 
clear to all what we’re up against - the collapse of the Middle East. For years the 
region was ruled by a corrupt order based on unenlightened despotism. The 
corrupt order produced despair, which erupted in the form of Al-Qaida. 
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But when the response to Al-Qaida was destroying the old order without replacing 
it with a new order, a violent, savage disorder ensued. This disorder is spreading 

- Iraq, Syria, Yemen, Sudan, Libya, the Sinai Peninsula. The disintegration of Arab 
nation-states is causing a dysfunctional region; the Middle East is in an 
uncontrollable spiral. 

The West still refuses to understand what’s going on. First it tried to fix the Arab 
world aggressively. Then it tried to flee the Arab world haphazardly. Then it tried 
to pretend that the Arab world didn’t exist. 

But the Arab world is alive and kicking and hurting, shouting and bleeding. And 
it’s a terror attack away from Europe. This is why the judgment year 2015 arrived. 
First the January terror attacks on Charlie Hebdo and Hyper Cacher, then the 
summer refugee wave, and now the Black Friday of the 11th arrondissement. 

Anyone who still thinks that more vigorous intelligence work, more hermetic 
security and heavier airstrikes will solve the problem doesn’t understand the 
problem. 

The really dangerous thing about the Islamic State isn’t its organizational 
structure but the state of mind it represents. The really threatening thing about the 
Islamic State is that it’s a chilling symptom of the political bacteria devouring an 
entire region. Without a comprehensive look at the Middle East’s collapse, there’s 
no chance to stop the barbarism and bloodshed. 

So now we must return to exactly where we stood the day after the Twin Towers 
fell. On the one hand, we must understand what the neoconservatives understood 

- the basic problem we face is the modern Arab nation’s political failure to set up 
one state combining democracy and welfare. 

On the other hand, we must do the opposite of what the neoconservatives did. We 
must work with the region, not against it. We must listen, not coerce. We must find 
the stabilizing forces, get them to work together and forge a Western-Arab-lsraeli 
pact that fights the Islamic State but also dries the swamps of desperation from 
which ISIS arises. 

It won’t be easy. It won’t happen overnight. But it’s time the international 
community understood the Middle East challenge it’s up against and dealt with it 
seriously, resolutely and creatively.

McCain Pushed Land Swap That Benefits Backer

PRESCOTT, Ariz. - Sen. John McCain < http://proiects.washinatonpost.com/conaress/members/m0003Q3/ > championed legislation that will let 
an Arizona rancher trade remote grassland and ponderosa pine forest here for acres of valuable federally owned property that is ready for 
development, a land swap that now stands to directly benefit one of his top presidential campaign fundraisers. 

Initially reluctant to support the swap, the Arizona Republican became a key figure in pushing the deal through Congress after the rancher and his 
partners hired lobbyists that included McCain's 1 992 Senate campaign manager, two of his former Senate staff members (one of whom has 
returned as his chief of staff), and an Arizona insider who was a major McCain donor and is now bundling campaign checks. 

When McCain's legislation passed in November 2005, the ranch owner gave the job of building as many as 12,000 homes to SunCor Development, 
a firm in Tempe, Ariz., run by Steven A. Betts, a longtime McCain supporter who has raised more than $100,000 for the presumptive Republican 
nominee. Betts said he and McCain never discussed the deal. 

The Audubon Society < http://www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/National+Audubon+Societv?tid=informline > described the exchange as 
the largest in Arizona history. The swap involved more than 55,000 acres of land in all, including rare expanses of desert woodland and pronghorn 
antelope habitat. The deal had support from many local officials and the Arizona Republic newspaper for its expansion of the Prescott National 
Forest. But it brought an outcry from some Arizona environmentalists when it was proposed in 2002, partly because it went through Congress 
rather than a process that allowed more citizen input. 

Although the bill called for the two parcels to be of equal value, a federal forestry official told a congressional committee that he was concerned that 
"the public would not receive fair value" for its land. A formal appraisal has not yet begun. A town official opposed to the swap said other Yavapai 
Ranch land sold nine years ago for about $2,000 per acre, while some of the prime commercial land near a parcel that the developers will get has 
brought as much as $120,000 per acre. 

In an interview, Betts said there is "absolutely no" connection between his contributions to McCain's presidential bids and the deal involving rancher 
Fred Ruskin and the Yavapai Ranch Limited Partnership. While his company's possible involvement was discussed casually before the bill's 
passage, Betts said SunCor did not sign on to the project until afterward. "At no time during the consideration of this legislation was there any 
involvement by officials of SunCor," McCain spokesman Brian Rogers said in a written response to questions. 
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Betts is among a string of donors who have benefited from McCain-engineered land swaps. In 1994, the senator helped a lobbyist for land 
developer Del Webb Corp. pursue an exchange in the Las Vegas area, according to the Center for Public Integrity. McCain sponsored two bills, in 
1 991 and 1 994, sought by donor Donald R. Diamond that yielded the developer thousands of acres in trade for national parkland. 

In the late 1990s, McCain promoted a deal in Arizona's Tonto National Forest involving property part-owned by Great American Life Insurance, a 
company run by billionaire Carl H. Lindner Jr., a prolific contributor to national political parties and presidential candidates. 

With the federal government owning vast stretches of Arizona land, and with pressure to meet increasing housing demands, McCain now views 
land swaps as beneficial, Rogers said. "He certainly recognizes that there have been well-documented abuses of legislative land exchanges, but 
every land exchange bill introduced by Senator McCain has been written with the highest regard for the public interest." 

As McCain positions himself as a champion of environmental causes, observers of the Yavapai Ranch swap say it shows a paradox in the 
senator's positions. At times, he has fought to protect the delicate desert ecosystem. But when wildlife concerns have thwarted development, his 
loyalties have shifted. 

"When the public trust intersects with private interests, basically, he has favored land development ... in every case," said Rob Smith, director of 
the Siena Club < http://www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/Sierra+Club?tid=informline > 's Arizona affiliate. 

McCain also has been critical of government's "revolving door," which allows former government officials to position themselves as influential 
lobbyists. Rogers said that McCain does not recall being lobbied by his former staff members on the land swap and that "no lobbyist influenced 
Senator McCain on this issue." 

The Yavapai exchange idea surfaced a decade ago as area land values soared. Ruskin and his siblings for years have used the inherited property 
as a cattle operation. 

Development was complicated, because the land was intertwined with federally owned forest, creating what land management officials call "the 
checkerboard." Ruskin's ranch and the federal property comprise alternating square-mile plots across swaths of northern Arizona. 

For the U.S. Forest Service < http://www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/USDA+Forest+Service?tid=informline > , the tangle of public and 
private property posed a management headache. For Ruskin and his family, it became an opportunity. 

Ruskin said he spent months researching federal land exchanges, and decided the regular process used by the Forest Service would be too 
complicated to ever get done. The trade he wanted would involve three cities, three national forests, two counties and 1 5 land parcels. He 
persuaded then-Rep. J.D. Hayworth (R-Ariz.) to draft a bill proposing the exchange of 35,000 acres of ranch property for 21,000 acres of federally 
owned Arizona land. 

Ruskin set his sights on prime development property astride a major interstate, land adjacent to the Flagstaff airport and a contiguous stretch of the 
ranch that would allow housing development. He estimated that the ranch land, if subdivided and developed, would easily sell for more than $250 
million - and that had to be calculated into any swap. 

At first, the trade appeared to have broad support, but opposition soon developed. Clarkdale Mayor Doug Von Gausig, whose house overlooks the 
Verde River, said he feared that development would overtax an already fragile water source. 

Other critics included a national taxpayer group that questioned the land values. "It was just a bad deal -- a rip-off to the public," said Janine 
Blaeloch, who heads the Western Lands Project, another opponent of the legislation. 

McCain initially withheld support for Hayworth's bill, which failed in 2002. Ruskin saw McCain's restraint as an obstacle. He said Senate staff 
members warned him that the senator was wary of a swap because "he spent some political capital and got some bricks thrown at him" over the 
Tonto National Forest deal. 

Ruskin, who is a pediatrician by training, said he realized he needed to hire lobbyists "to open communications with McCain's office." 

He turned to some of McCain's closest former advisers. In 2002, he sought out Mark Buse, McCain's former staff director at the Senate commerce 
committee, which the senator chaired. 

"I had gone to him to see if he had any advice as to how to deal with McCain," Ruskin said. "We had a couple of meetings and I paid him a little bit." 
Buse's federal lobbying records do not list the ranch as a client. 

That year, lobbying records show, Ruskin also paid $60,000 to Michael Jimenez, another former McCain aide. Wes Gullett, who had worked in 
McCain's Senate office, managed his 1992 reelection bid, and served as deputy campaign manager for his 2000 presidential run, also lobbied on 
the bill, documents show. The watchdog group Public Citizen < http://www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/Public+Citizen+Foundation? 
tid=informline > lists Gullett and his wife, Deborah, as bundlers who have raised more than $100,000 for McCain's White House < http:// 
www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/The+White+House?tid=informline > bid. Ruskin also hired Gullett's partner, Kurt R. Davis, another 
McCain bundler and member of the senator's Arizona leadership team, to work with local officials and "to help with McCain if we needed help." 

Buse, Jimenez and Gullett did not return calls seeking comment. 
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Davis said that he and Gullett were not hired just to win over McCain. "Each member has issues that are more important to them. You have to be 
able to address their individual concerns. We had familiarity with the issues important to McCain." In this case, Davis said, "Senator McCain was 
very, very engaged and concerned about water issues." 

In April 2003, McCain introduced his version of a land-swap bill. But he remained reluctant about the exchange, speaking to opponents and 
organizing meetings in towns that would be most affected. 

Flagstaff Mayor Joseph C. Donaldson, a supporter of the swap, said McCain's hesitation stemmed from his "insistence that the environment be 
protected." But opponents were baffled by the senator's seemingly contradictory positions. Said Blaeloch: "The bizarre thing to me regarding 
McCain is, we spent a lot of time with his staff, and we all seemed to be on the same page about the problems with this swap. But somehow, John 
McCain kept pushing it forward." 

Ruskin said a "crucial meeting" occurred on Aug. 4, 2004, when McCain added a provision aimed at appeasing many opponents. It created a 
management group that would monitor water reserves and document any danger to the Verde River. 

The legislation also was revised to mandate that the parcels in the exchange be of "equal value." Forest Service officials say they can adjust the 
amount of property given to Ruskin to ensure that each side gets an equal share of land. Blaeloch and some other opponents remained concerned 
that appraisals could still be manipulated. The language helped win Senate passage on July 16, 2005. 

Ruskin said he first engaged in confidential discussions with SunCor in 2003. Betts said the company was not "really interested in spending a lot of 
time on it until we knew if the legislation would pass." 

Ruskin said SunCor officials formally expressed interest in October 2005, a month before President Bush < http://www.washinatonpost.com/ac2/ 
related/topic/Georae+W.+Bush?tid=informline > signed the bill into law. 

In Arizona, SunCor is a subsidiary of Pinnacle West, the state's largest power company. Betts, as Ruskin described him, "politically is a very 
powerful guy in the state." 

Officials from the company and its subsidiaries have accounted for $1 00,000 in contributions to McCain's political campaigns over the years, 
records show. 

SunCor is now working directly with the Forest Service to complete the swap, which has been delayed by administrative glitches. 

As for McCain, some in the Verde Valley say they counted on him to broker a deal that would protect their precious river. Von Gausig now heads 
the water management commission that McCain added to the bill to gain community support. The Congressional Budget Office < http:// 
www. washinatonpost.com/ac2/related/topic/LI. S.+Conaressional+Budaet+Office?tid=informline > estimated it would cost $8 million over five years to 
fund water studies. But to date, none of that money has been budgeted.

Petraeus, McKiernan Rebuff McCain on Afghanistan 

Washington, D.C. - This week General McKiernan, the top commander in Afghanistan, and General David Petraeus made 
an obvious point: "Afghanistan is not Iraq." Both insisted that the challenges in Afghanistan are very different than the ones in 
Iraq and therefore require a very different strategy and approach. McKiernan said "What I don't think is needed - the word I 
don't use in Afghanistan is the word surge" and General Petraeus explained that every situation is "unique." This is in stark 
contrast to the approach advocated by Senator McCain, who has insisted on applying the same "surge" plan that was adopted 
in Iraq to Afghanistan. At last Friday's debate McCain said, "the same strategy that he [Obama] condemned in Iraq. It's 
going to have to be employed in Afghanistan." In July, McCain said "the surge in Iraq shows us the way to succeed in 
Afghanistan." It is not surprising that McCain would mistakenly conflate Iraq and Afghanistan, since he and his fellow 
conservatives have paid little attention to the war in Afghanistan. McCain didn't offer his "surge" plan for Afghanistan until 
late this summer and at the Republican National Convention last month, no major speaker even mentioned the word 
Afghanistan. As the situation continues to deteriorate in Afghanistan, the United States needs to adopt the comprehensive plan 
that progressives have been advocating the past few years. 

U.S. Commanders rebuff McCain's vision for the war in Afghanistan. Speaking in Washington yesterday General 
David McKiernan, head of the NATO-led coalition in Afghanistan and fonner head of ground forces in Iraq, rejected 
McCain's plan for Afghanistan. McKiernan argued that more troops "are urgently required to combat a worsening 
insurgency, but he stated emphatically that no Iraq-style 'surge' of forces will end the conflict there." While McCain has 
often said that he wants to apply the same surge strategy in Afghanistan as in Iraq, the commanding general clearly stated 
"Afghanistan is not Iraq." General David Petraeus, now the head of CENTCOM and former commander in Iraq said, "People 
often ask, 'What did you learn from Iraq that might be transferable to Afghanistan?' The first lesson, the first caution really, 
is that every situation like this is truly and absolutely unique, and has its own context and specifics and its own texture." 
[Washington Post, 10/2/08 . New York Times, 10/1/08 ] 

Afghanistan's strategic puzzle will not be solved by a surge in troops alone. NATO-ISAF commander General David 
McKiernan outlined Afghanistan's many challenges that cannot be addressed purely by an influx of troops: "A country that 
has very harsh geography. It's very difficult to move around, getting back to our reliance on helicopters. It's a country with 
very few natural resources, as opposed to the oil revenues that [Iraq] has. There's very little money to be generated in terms 
of generated in Afghanistan. The literacy rate - you have a literate society in Iraq, you have a society that has a history of 
producing civil administrators, technocrats, middle class that are able to run the country in Iraq. You do not have that in 
Afghanistan. So there are a lot of challenges. What I don't think is needed - the word that I don't use in Afghanistan is the 
word 'surge.' There needs to be a sustained commitment of a variety of military and non-military resources, I believe." 
Today's piece in the New York Times, covering Afghanistan's debilitating opium trade, which funds insurgents and produces 
instability, further demonstrates why a military solution alone will not be sufficient in Afghanistan. [General David 
McKiernan, Washington Independent, 10/1/08 . NY Times, 10/02/08 ] 

McCain has consistently ignored Afghanistan or viewed it through the prism of Iraq. McCain has put Afghanistan 
on the back-burner for 6 years, with disastrous results. Immediately following September 1 1 th , McCain's attention was fixed 
not on the Taliban or al-Qaeda, but Iraq, when he asked "What's next?" In 2003, McCain claimed that "nobody in 
Afghanistan threatens the United States of America and nobody is running terrorist training camps to orchestrate attacks on 
the United States of America." His complacency worsened later that year, when he said before the Council on Foreign 
Relations that "in the long term, we may muddle through in Afghanistan." In the three major foreign policy speeches of his 
presidential campaign, he mentioned Afghanistan only seven times, and before July 15 his website contained no plan for 
Afghanistan. Today, he continues to view Afghanistan through the lens of Iraq, with no plan beyond indiscriminately 
applying Iraq tactics onto the Afghanistan theater.

WASHINGTON - The former Chief of Medical Operations for United States Air Force in Europe (USAFE^ 
Headquarters at Ramstein Air Force Base in Germany today ripped into Senator John McCain's latest ad, 
which attacks Senator Barack Obama for not making a campaign event of a visit to wounded troops. 

Dr. Katherine Scheirman, who was Chief of Medical Operations during Operation Iraqi Freedom, said in a 
statement:

Operations. Senators Hagel and Reed confirmed to Bob Schieffer yesterday that Senator Obama 
visited the Combat Support Hospital in Baghdad as a part of their CODEL, with no media present. 

"In Germany, Senator Obama made the right decision to respect wounded troops, and the doctors and 
nurses doing crucial and time-sensitive work, by not making a visit that was characterized as a 
campaign event by the Pentagon. Senator Obama should be thanked for putting our military above 
politics. And, I would hope that John McCain would think in those same terms, the next time he is put in 
a similar situation. 

"Senator Obama has voted for the troops when John McCain has not, most recently on the new Gl Bill. 
I am happy that Senator Obama puts the welfare of our troops above politics."

1) Clearly establish "fighting for you" as our frame, grounded in the problems that keep families up at night. 

2) Embed that frame in an argument for why HRC is the best candidate to get results and make a difference in people's lives, in contrast to 
Sanders. 

3) Give the crowd in the room plenty to cheer about. 

Also sharing a background memo on previous JJ speeches, which I found a helpful refresher about what's 
worked and what hasn't.

Amanda and Nikki, 

Attached is the current draft of an op-ed on KXL and our overall energy infrastructure package and a detailed fact sheet on 
the latter. Remains to be seen whether the op-ed will be released before or after the President decides on the pipeline so it's 
been drafted both ways. 

A few things to flag from the fact sheet that should help soften the blow to the Building Trades of the KXL decision: 

1. National Infrastructure Bank - HRC mentioned this in her launch speech but it's called out more specifically here 
(positive for all the trades). 

2. Modernizing our Pipeline System - A pledge to repair or replace thousands of miles of outdated pipeline by the end 
of her first term, through a new "Pipeline Partnership" that supports rate relief for states, cities and rural 
communities that accelerate replacement of outdated pipes (good for LiUNA and UA). 

3. Increase Rail Safety - Accelerate the phase-out of outdated tank cars and repair track defects (will create jobs for 
affiliates with exposure on the tank car manufacturing and track repair fronts, though the Teamsters may be 
negative if they see it as slowing oil-by-rail volumes). 

4. Enhance Grid Security - Provide new tools and resources to states, cities and rural communities to make the 
investments necessary to improve grid resilience to both cyber-attack and extreme weather events (positive for 
IBEW). 

5. Expanding Consumer Choice: Offer financing tools for grid investments that support the integration of distributed 
energy resources and for gas pipeline investments that enable households and businesses to switch away from 
heating oil and other petroleum products (the trades won't love the distributed energy piece but the expanded 
natural gas pipeline network to enable replacement of old fuel oil furnaces with natural gas furnaces is positive 
for LiUNA, UA and the Boilermakers) . 


6. Transmission Investment: Ensure the federal government is a partner in getting low-cost wind and other renewable 
energy to market through improved federal coordination and cooperation with local governments and power companies 
(positive for IBEW). 


7. Transportation Funding: Work with Congress to close corporate tax loopholes and increase invest investment in 
transportation solutions that expand transit access and reduce congestion, commute times, oil consumption, and 
pollution (positive for IBEW, ironworkers and other public transit-exposed trades). 

More broadly, we are calling for a North American Climate Compact that would provide a coordinate, continent-wide 
energy and climate framework so we don't have to keep battling it our pipeline-by-pipeline and can provides infrastructure 
investment certainty. That section of the factsheet includes the following line, which the trades should like: 

Infrastructure Standards: Develop common, world-class standards for North American infrastructure that 
create good jobs and ensure energy transportation across the continent is clean, safe, reliable and affordable.

Scott Burris 

Professor of Law, Temple University 

Scott Burris, J.D., is a Professor of Law at Temple Law School, where he directs the Center for Health Law, Policy 
and Practice, and the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation's Public Health Law Research program. He is also Associate 
Director of the Centers for Law and the Public's Health: A Collaborative at Johns Hopkins and Georgetown 
Universities. Burris began his career in public health law during the early days of the HIV/AIDS epidemic. He was the 
editor of the first systematic legal analysis of HIV in the United States, AIDS and the Law: A Guide for the Public (Yale 
University Press, 1987; New Guide for the Public published 1993), and spent several years lobbying and litigating on 
behalf of people with HIV as an attorney at the American Civil Liberties Union. Since joining the Temple faculty in 1991, 
his research has focused on how law influences public health [current research/interests] and health behavior. He has 
served as a consultant on public health law with organizations ranging from the United Nations Development 
Programme and the American Psychological Association to the Institute of Medicine and the producers of the Oscar- 
winning film Philadelphia. He is a member of the Law, Policy and Ethics Core of the Center for Interdiscplinary 
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Research on AIDS at Yale, and serves as an advisor to the Tsinghua University AIDS Institute, the Shanghai Academy 
of Social Sciences Research Center for HIV/AIDS Public Policy and the Program in Bioethics at Monash University. 
Burris is a graduate of Washington University in St. Louis and the Yale Law School.

Rose Marie Martinez, Sc.D. is the Director of the Institute of Medicine's (IOM) Board on Population Health and Public 
Health Practice (1999- ). The Board has a vibrant portfolio of studies that address high profile and cutting edge issues 
that affect the public’s health. The Board addresses the science base for public health interventions and examines the 
capacity of the health system, particularly the public health infrastructure, to support disease prevention and health 
promotion activities, including the education and supply of health professionals necessary for carrying them out. The 
Board has examined such topics as the safety of childhood vaccines and other drugs; the revival of civilian 
immunization against smallpox; systems for evaluating and ensuring drug safety post-marketing; the soundness and 
ethical conduct of clinical trials to reduce maternal to child transmission of HIV/AIDS; the health effect of 
environmental exposures; population health improvement; integration of medical care and public health; health 
disparities; health literacy; chronic disease prevention, among others. Dr. Martinez was awarded the 2010 Institute of 
Medicine Research Cecil Award for significant contributions to IOM reports of exceptional quality and influence. Prior 
to joining the IOM, Dr. Martinez was a Senior Health Researcher at Mathematica Policy Research (1995-1999) where 
she conducted research on the impact of health system change on the public health infrastructure, access to care for 
vulnerable populations, managed care, and the health care workforce. Dr. Martinez received the degree of Doctor of 
Science from the Johns Hopkins School of Hygiene and Public Health.

Good point — looping John here (and Eryn). I just walked out of the meeting with Matt 45 minutes ago so my 
head’s still swimming, but here’s a quick run down and I think it’s good: 

The meeting was just with Matt and after a couple of minutes of chat, he quickly got to the point that they want a 
proposal. We had an excellent 1 .5 hour discussion about how Equitable Growth fills a gap and can be helpful.

We’re talking about the fate of people who 
love this country, work hard, and want nothing more than a chance to contribute to the community 
and build a better life for themselves and their families. That’s what this debate is about and why 
inaction is not an option.

WASHINGTON, June 1 /PRNewswire-USNewswire/ -- Public Campaign Action Fund 
issued a new investigative report today called "Viewers Beware of Anti-Health Care Ads" 
to expose the group behind the political ads, currently running in eight states, opposing 
health care reform. The ads are funded by the Americans for Prosperity Foundation, 
which has a record as a right-wing political operation and is headed by an operative with 
ties to convicted lobbyist Jack Abramoff. 

"It's important understand who is behind this advertising campaign," said David 
Donnelly, national campaigns director of Public Campaign Action Fund. "Americans for 
Prosperity is led by a political operative with ties to convicted lobbyist Jack Abramoff and 
funded by one of the biggest donors on the right in this country." 

The report was released as anti-health care ads from the group are running in Alaska, 

Arkansas, Indiana, Louisiana, Montana, Nebraska, South Dakota, and Virginia. Among 
the report's highlights: 

• In addition to opposing a public health insurance option as part of health care 
reform, Americans for Prosperity opposed expanded coverage for children's health 
through SCHIP, opposed a Texas smoking ban, and suggests that the poor get 
their coverage through Medicaid while arguing that Medicaid costs are 
"bankrupting our country." 

• Through several foundations, the founder of Americans for Prosperity, David Koch, 
has given $132 million to organizations, including a "Who's Who" of conservative 
groups. Koch has also given nearly $800,000 in federal political donations since 
1989. 

• The current president, Tim Phillips, worked with failed political candidate and 
former Christian Coalition leader Ralph Reed at Century Strategies, a public 
relations and lobbying shop they co-founded. Century Strategies was funded to 
further Jack Abramoff's clients' goals, including Indian casinos and maintaining 
sweatshops on the Northern Mariana Islands. 

• The group organized some of the "tea party" protests and has signed up "Joe the 
Plumber" as a speaker at its events.

"The media - particularly the television stations profiting from these ads - have a civic 
responsibility to share with the public who is behind the anti-health care messages," 
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continued Donnelly.

Classified McChrystal Report: 500.000 Troops 
Will Be Required Over Five Years in Afghanistan

Embedded in General Stanley McChrystal’s classified assessment of the war in Afghanistan is his conclusion 
that a successful counterinsurgency strategy will require 500,000 troops over five years. 

This bombshell was dropped by NBC reporter Andrea Mitchell on MSNBC’s Morning Joe on Wednesday: 

“The numbers are really pretty horrifying. What they say, embedded in this report by McChrystal, is they would 
need 500,000 troops - boots on the ground - and five years to do the job. No one expects that the Afghan 
Army could step up to that. Are we gonna put even half that of U.S. troops there, and NATO forces? No way.” 
[Morning Joe , September 23, 2000] 

Mitchell got the figure from an independent source. It was not revealed in the redacted version of the once 
classified report released by the Pentagon earlier this week. McChrystal has warned the administration that 
without an infusion of more troops the eight-year war in Afghanistan “will likely result in failure”. 

There are perhaps only two people in America who think that this level of commitment is sustainable by the 
United States and its allies and they left office last January. 

Thankfully, President Obama is re-thinking his Afghanistan strategy from top to bottom in light of McChrystal’s 
report. In addition to the impossibility of sustaining the level of commitment this doomed-to-fail strategy would 
require are these stubborn facts: 
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2009 is already the deadliest year for U.S. forces since the war began eight years ago. Fifty-one of the 
seven hundred and thirty eight U.S. soldiers who have lost their lives in Afghanistan were killed last month 
alone. 

The national Afghanistan election that Ambassador Karl Eikenberry hoped would lead to a “renewal of 
trust of the Afghan people for their government” was a disaster and has had the opposite effect. The 
European Union election monitor has found that over 1 million votes for President Karzai, one third of his 
total, may be fraudulent. General McChrystal himself describes the Afghanistan government as “riddled 
with corruption”. A government already mired in allegations of widespread fraud and corruption, now facing 
serious charges and compelling evidence that it has attempted to steal the national election, has no hope 
of regaining the support of the people of Afghanistan. 

A February 2009 ABC/BBC/ARD poll found that only 18 percent of Afghans support increasing the 
number of U.S. troops in their country. This should come as no surprise. Historically, Afghans have always 
forcefully resisted the presence of foreign military forces, be they British, Soviet or American. 

The presence of foreign forces strengthens the hand of Taliban recruiters. An independent analysis 
early this year by the Carnegie Institute concluded that the presence of foreign troops is probably the 
single most important factor in the resurgence of the Taliban. 

Andrea Mitchell hit the nail on the head after revealing that 500,000 troops would be required over five years 
on MSNBC: 

“Would YOU like a president who doesn’t shift strategy when you get that kind of report?" 

Right question. And the answer is: NO! 

Congress should immediately convene hearings to discuss alternatives to General McChrystal’s proposal for 
such a massive escalation of the war in Afghanistan. It is time for the administration and Congress to 
demilitarize U.S. policy in Afghanistan and strike out in a new, sustainable, direction.

Joel, 

Thanks for taking time to outline your thoughts. 

I have read them carefully and want to answer your questions and try to address some of your 
concerns. 

The makes for a long email, but I believe we’re at that point. 

I’ve also added the rest of the team in here as our exchange may be helpful for everyone. 

As we outlined on Friday’s team call, Teddy and I met with Pentagram on Friday right before the 
9am call and confirmed 3 streams of work that they have been looking at for the last 24-36 hours. 

They are: 

1 . Hillary. — we need to determine if there is a similar technique that addresses the inevitability 
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that comes with the period. What everyone lights to is the design asset that the period provides and 
can be applied to other words with and without Hillary. However what does not work is the implied 
emphasis of a period itself. There is no debate on what the core mark would be on this route if 
there’s another option for the period. 

2. H Window — while there’s lots of positive reaction for this direction there’s also more to do in 
terms of getting the team and the Secretary comfortable to go on this. In her feedback on our call 
her language of “embracing people, embracing our problems and embracing our future” was really 
helpful along with “reaching outwards to inspire upwards." How do we imbue this approach with an 
even stronger sense of her passion and motivation behind doing the job? She leans away from 
Hillary type or Hillary signature, she’s unwilling for this to be so focused on her. While we will 
maintain this as something to consider, per Mandy and Jim’s input on the Friday call, we are 
seeking other solutions. So the core mark has to work harder to her mission and/or attributes. The 
other thing we need to add to this is the contextual relevance of a tagline and/or words as was 
displayed on the Hillary, approach. That combination of words and design consistency really 
compels everyone. How would we introduce words and/or a tagline within the design route of the H 
Window? 

3. Something else — the ideas that have been surfaced on H+You, &, + sign, Together, Us, the 
President’s # idea and the Secretary’s language outlined above need to be explored outside the 
constraints of the two existing directions. I think the watch out here is to not get too clever or too 
cutesy with symbols. 

You will see options within all three routes on our call tomorrow. 

On the design brief, we’ve been working against the version we all emailed and socialized 3 weeks 
ago and a distillation of the core idea and qualities/attributes was finalized on a call you, Mandy 
and I had. 

I recognize there’s new insight since then, if there are core attributes that the design should 
represent beyond the current brief that would be important to agree on. In the meeting last week 
the Secretary seemed to associate with what we had identified: fresh yet familiar, tenacity, 
resilience, empathy, creativity, action-oriented, future focused. 

As to the Obama parallel, we’ve discussed in the presentations that Obama’s campaign execution 
truly represented a turning point for political branding in presidential campaigns — they in fact used 
what many would say were widely accepted brand techniques that companies outside politics 
historically use — contemporary colors and iconography, dynamic composition in the mark, the 
mark to represent truths of the brand, etc. We all observed in the political campaigns before 
Obama it was largely typesetting with use of flag imagery, stars and photograph identity as the core 
design assets used. 

And this use of branding has a lot to do with why I believe I’m here. 

And why Pentagram and Michael Beirut are here. 

As you point out on Michael’s quote below, the Obama visual identity changed how the design and 
branding community considered political brands. 

This benchmark sets the stage for a much more branded execution for Secretary Clinton, and quite 
frankly a fairly high expectation of a branded execution. 

But at its core, great branding must always reflect the unassailable truths of the brand. 

And the best, most compelling brands in the world are singular and relentless in their quest to do 
just this. 

We have a gift in the Hillary Rodham Clinton brand because of massive recognition/awareness. 
Obama did not start with this. 

At the same time we must create a new, fresh view of that familiar brand in a truly authentic and 
compelling way. 
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To be clear, a logo can communicate and aid attribution of qualities, but it is not a proxy for the 
messaging of the campaign until they are relentlessly connected and delivered, repeatedly and 
consistently. 

That’s when brands take on meaning. 

As Michael has used previously, no one would look at a red Target logo and think: design for all — 
fashionable yet affordable choices for my home and family — expect more, pay less. But their 
relentless, contemporary, fashion-forward products and aligned messaging has imbued that logo 
with meaning just that. 

Similarly, Apple, the world’s most valuable brand, launched with their rainbow apple mark in 1976. It 
simply stood for creativity, thinking differently. Their repeated, consistent use of the mark along with 
some of the world’s most creative advertising has imbued that bitten apple logo with meaning but 
no one would look at that mark standalone and say it means Apple is the leader in human-centered 
designed, electronic devices with a vision for the future. 

And non-corporate examples are similarly rich in learnings. The Human Rights Campaign simply 
uses the equality sign. It’s compelling, simple and speaks to their core — being a relentless 
champion of equal rights for humanity. There are plenty of other attributes that are associated with 
HRC, but equality is their unassailable brand truth. 

So, here’s the point. We want to create a visual representation for Secretary Clinton that is equally 
as compelling, interesting, exciting and inviting as Obama’s mark was eight years ago. And to use 
techniques that some of the best brands have done and continue to do around the world. And 
again, the mark is simply one aspect of a bevy of connection points (messaging, speeches, PR, 
advertising, web, etc.) 

And this leads me to explain, if I’ve failed to so far, why the H window approach is so compelling to 
us. 

This approach will represent in 2015 what the Obama approach represented in 2007. 

It literally resets the benchmark for political branding, if not all branding. 

It is of and for the times leveraging the massive and important shift to customization, personalization 
and co-creation. 

And, more importantly, while meeting this marketplace shift the mark is, at the same time, anchored 
on the unassailable truth of Secretary Clinton’s life and career — being in service of others. It’s not 
about her, it’s about you. It also meets our brief of fresh yet familiar, it shows creativity and 
empathy. 

Now, we have work to do. 

While this direction is immediately compelling and will fuel advocacy from her fans and drive 
conversation and content around and for the campaign, we have yet to effectively land its core 
manifestation. 

And while we’re likely to use it in numerous variations and iterations as it is so flexible to do, we 
have to have an anchoring point. 

And in honesty we’ve struggled to land that core mark to everyone’s confidence and liking. 

We’ll share some more iterations tomorrow. 

One in particular introduces another attribute — future-focus — and a design asset like the period 
from option 1 that is interesting. 

But for this conversation, I don’t want our relentless efforts to make the core mark work construed 
as being obstinate. 

It’s simply that we believe this approach would be level-setting for the candidate and campaign and 
are determined to land the core mark so we can reap the benefits of this approach. 
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Some final assurance, you will also see completely new exploration to get a sense of other 
approaches tomorrow and Michael/Pentagram has added two other senior partners into their effort 
to engage in the work, the limitation until now was set by us for confidentiality purposes. 

If you’ve read this far, I appreciate the chance to frame the opportunity, underscore our continued 
confidence and provide any clarity. 

A revised deck will be coming shortly.

All, 

I have a nagging concern that was reinforced at the meeting on Wednesday and while it's not keeping me up 
at night I just want to share it with the three of you to address however you see fit. 

From the time the broader group was brought into the meeting at Pentagram there has been a concern about 
the static nature of the mark, the lack of action or anything suggesting forward movement etc. Each time we 
were told there would some exploration in a new direction. We have had several calls along the way and 
the meeting this week where we thought we would see something in a new direction and we really haven't. 

To me, a new direction means a new concept something different from the idea of the "window," which is 
one concept but we really haven't been shown anything else. 

I don't think it's fair to compare things repeatedly to the Obama mark but I think the process - or at least 
what's been written and said about its development, might be worth looking at again. The "0" because 
linked to an identify that was not only positive and suggestive, it was also reflective who Obama was and 
what he represented. There was a rising sun, a path or road both of which suggest movement. Apart from 
the design issues have raised, conceptually a window is two dimensional object and the core quality 
Pentagram is affixing to it (transparent, open) only get us to the use cases as Teddy says and not to the core 
qualities about Fi that we are trying drive and communicate. 

I would also like to press Michael to match what he said himself about Obama's mark/brand. 

Designer Michael Bierut called Obama's branding "just as good or better" as the best commercial brand 
designs. "Every time you look, all those signs are perfect," Beirut said. "Graphic designers like me don't 
understand how it's happening. It's unprecedented and inconceivable to us. The people in the know are 
flabbergasted." 

At this point, I tihnk it would be wise to do one or both of the following: 

Review the brief to assess whether we are or not asking them to execute against the right things 
(we now have research getting us closer to our core rationale, attributes etc.) 

Ask Pentagram to develop something, perhaps with a different team, that is truly different from 
the territory we have already seen and possibly get 1 or 2 small firms to take a crack at this so we 
generate some healthy competition. 

This is not a knock on Michael or Pentagram, who are terrific in the world of corporate branding. But I 
think we're looking for something in the mark can present the discipline of a corporate brand while creating 
the truly dynamic potential we want in a political mark.

A Progressive Domestic Policy is Vital for America’s Security 


Washington, D.C. - Today, President Bush is giving a speech outlining his domestic legacy. For 
more than two centuries, much of America's power and influence abroad has come from its domestic 
strength, specifically the vibrancy of its economy and the respect other countries had for its values. 

The Bush administration leaves a legacy at home that has greatly weakened US economic 
competitiveness and moral authority abroad. It helped plunge the United States into its worst financial 
crisis in more than half a century. It failed to address healthcare reform, global warming, energy 
security, or education, funding has done grave damage to America's competitiveness. It oversaw the 
collapse of world respect for American jurisprudence and commitment to the rule of law - what Anne- 
Marie Slaughter calls "one of America's greatest exports." 

A progressive agenda for the economy, healthcare, energy, education and the law will not only 
improve the lives of Americans, but will strengthen America's position in the world. 

C OMPETTITVENESS AND AMERICA'S STRENGTH 

America's economy reinforces its position in the world. "America's economy underpins our 
position as the world's most powerful nation. Our success in two world wars and the Cold War was 
largely due to America's industrial might at home and our ability to mobilize the world's largest 
manufacturing power for wartime production." However, for eight years the Bush administration 
allowed our financial markets to leverage themselves toward disaster. Its profligate military spending 
on a war in Iraq that should never have been waged has left us in a weakened global position. And it 
completely lost track of the connection between strength of industry at home and our strength abroad. 
As former NATO Commander Wesley Clark writes in the New York Times, "aiding the American 
automobile industry is not only an economic imperative, but also a national security imperative. When 
President Dwight Eisenhower observed that America's greatest strength wasn't its military, but its 
economy, he must have had companies like General Motors and Ford in mind."

Lack of health care reform affects the U.S. economy and hurts our global competitiveness. A 

report by James Kvaal at the Center for American Progress assesses that America's "far and away the 
most expensive health care system in the world" has consumed "an increasing share of our nation's 
resources," a share that is expected to grow larger in years to come. The report also finds that "rising 
health care costs put a particular burden on U.S. businesses, which have been the primary source of 
health coverage for nearly 75 years. Today, the majority of Americans-158 million people-receive 
health coverage from their job or a family member's job. Higher health insurance premiums translate 
directly into higher labor costs, forcing employers to cut back their workforces. A 20 percent increase 
in health insurance premiums would cost 3.5 million workers their jobs." Additionally, "[rjising health 
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care costs will drive up taxes and premiums, eating up 95 percent of the growth in per capita gross 
domestic product between 2005 and 2050." These findings have clear and troubling implications for 
the U.S.' global economic position, when our industrial competitors in Europe, Japan and Canada don't 
carry a similar burden, making the need for reform all the more important. [Center for American

National Intelligence Council warns of the dangers from climate change. Due to concerns over 
"climate refugees," unilateral resource wars, and an increase in destructive weather events the National 
Intelligence Council (NIC) warns America and the new President about the impact climate change can 
have on national security. In the "Global Trends 2025" report, it says, "Many scientists worry that 
recent assessments underestimate the impact of climate change and misjudge the likely time when 
effects will be felt. Scientists currently have limited capability to predict the likelihood or magnitude of 
extreme climate shifts but believe-based on historic precedents-that it will not occur gradually or 
smoothly. Drastic cutbacks in allowable C02 emissions probably would disadvantage the rapidly 
emerging economies that are still low on the efficiency curve, but large-scale users in the developed 
world-such as the US-also would be shaken and the global economy could be plunged into a recession 
or worse." Despite these warnings, the Bush administration has done nothing but obstruct efforts to 
address the effects of climate change including staging a walk-out at the Montreal UN Climate Change 
Conference and making the U.S. the only industrialized nation not to sign the Kyoto Protocol. [Global

The president's policies have heightened our energy insecurity and hurt our economy. The day 

after President Bush pledged in his State of the Union Address to "replace more than 75% of oil 
imports from the Middle East by 2025," Secretary of Energy Samuel Bodman quickly backed away 
from the pledge, saying it "was purely an example: and should not be taken literally." Instead, the U.S. 
has become more dependent on foreign oil each of the last eight years. The president's foreign policy 
has also had a direct effect on gas prices. Since the invasion of Iraq, there have been repeated attacks 
on Iraqi oil pipelines, facilities, and personnel, and production has stagnated at prewar levels. The 
invasion of Iraq also increased the threat of terrorism by creating a training, recruiting and fundraising 
magnet for Islamic terrorists in the heart of the world's most vital energy producing region. In addition, 
there have been frequent terrorist attacks on oil installations in the Middle East. These often spur mini- 
spikes in oil prices, increasing fears of vulnerability and driving-up the security premium. [NSN, 5/

deserve." The system is plagued by inequality. Fareed Zakaria writes that "This will, over time, 
translate into a competitiveness problem, because if the United States cannot educate and train a third 
of the working population to compete in a knowledge economy, this will drag down the country." In 
the midst of the current financial crisis, it is crucial that education remain a priority. [Center for 
American Progress, 8/1/08 .

US needs to reclaim leadership in law and justice. Since the end of World War II judges around 
the world have looked to the decisions of the United States Supreme Court for guidance and leadership, 
often citing them. "But now American legal influence is waning... a diminishing number of foreign 
courts seem to pay attention to the writings of American justices." "One of our great exports used to 
be constitutional law," said Anne-Marie Slaughter, the dean of the Woodrow Wilson School of Public 
and International Affairs at Princeton. "We are losing one of the greatest bully pulpits we have 
ever had." This is in large part because the conservative makeup of the current court is out of line with 
the global progressive standards. "The rise of new and sophisticated constitutional courts elsewhere is 
one reason for the Supreme Court's fading influence, legal experts said. The new courts are, moreover, 
generally more liberal than the Rehnquist and Roberts courts and for that reason more inclined to cite 
one another."

The world watches US policies on the death penalty and prisons - and doesn't like what it sees. 

The Death Penalty Information Center reports: "Right now, no other issue is pushing the United States 
further apart from its allies and the growing consensus of international law than the death penalty. The 
costs to the U.S. in terms of international stature and vital cooperation from other countries are 
substantial. By defying international agreements and turning a deaf ear to the entreaties of its friends, 
the U.S. is increasingly positioning itself as a human rights violator on this issue. By executing juvenile 
offenders and the mentally ill; by executing citizens from other countries who were not afforded the 
simple protections U.S. citizens routinely expect abroad; and by ignoring international nonns against 
expanding the death penalty, the U.S. is showing disrespect for international human rights law both at 
home and abroad. The potential costs to the U.S. will be measured in loss of leadership and prestige, 
endangerment of the rights of U.S. citizens abroad, disrespect for international law and the tribunals 
which protect it, and a lost opportunity to be part of a fundamental change in the status of human 
rights at the start of the 21st Century." [DPIC, October 1999 ] 

The American prison system is out of line with global standards. "The United States has less than 
5 percent of the world's population. But it has almost a quarter of the world's prisoners. Indeed, the 
United States leads the world in producing prisoners, a reflection of a relatively recent and now entirely 
distinctive American approach to crime and punishment. Americans are locked up for crimes - from 
writing bad checks to using drugs - that would rarely produce prison sentences in other countries. And 
in particular they are kept incarcerated far longer than prisoners in other nations. Criminologists and 
legal scholars in other industrialized nations say they are mystified and appalled by the number and 
length of American prison sentences. . . China, which is four times more populous than the United 
States, is a distant second, with 1.6 million people in prison." As James Whitman, a specialist in 
comparative law at Yale, writes "Far from serving as a model for the world, contemporary America is 
viewed with horror. Certainly there are no European governments sending delegations to learn from us 
about how to manage prisons." [IHT, 4/23/08 ]

Currently, the Port of Long Beach and its tenant, Long Beach Container Terminal (LBCT - a subsidiary of OOCL), are developing a 
$1.6 billion infrastructure project called "The Middle Harbor Redevelopment Project" (MHRP). At full build out, the MHRP will be 
North America's most technologically advanced terminal facility and will be the first "Zero emission" Port facility in the world. 
The project employs nearly 1,500 construction workers and will create roughly 14,000 new jobs in the region. The project has 
the support of the international shipping community, the ILWU and the Ports. 

Issues to be Covered: The event provides the perfect venue to discuss trade policy, commentary on the TPP Agreement as well as 
the Secretary's environmental and infrastructure plans. 

Logistics: The Port of Long Beach is approximately 30 minutes from LAX and 15 minutes from Long Beach Airport. 

Proposed Itinerary: A brief land-side tour of the Ports of Los Angeles and Long Beach followed by a tour of the MHRP. In addition, 
a suggested roundtable with Mayors Eric Garcetti (Los Angeles) , Robert Garcia (Long Beach) and stakeholders form the 
international trade/shipping community and labor should be included.

Beginning in February 2015, the DNC, through its communications operation (Mo Elleithee and Anita Dunn) began discussing with 
representatives of potential Democratic candidates, the establishment of a "sanctioned" schedule of debates. The DNC is now close to 
rolling that proposal out publicly. 

Background . The RNC early in the cycle announced a formal schedule of debates for their primary candidates. That schedule, as of 
today, consists of 1 2 separate debates beginning in August 201 5. The RNC debates are logistically spread around the country with no more 
than 1 debate in any state. As part of establishing that schedule the RNC has insisted that the candidates and networks who participate in 
those "sanctioned" debates must agree not to participate in “unsanctioned” debates. 

Through internal discussions, we concluded that it was in our interest to: 1 ) limit the number of debates (and the number in each 
state); 2) start the debates as late as possible; 3) keep debates out of the busy window between February 1 and February 27, 2016 (Iowa 
to South Carolina); 4) create a schedule that would allow the later debates to be cancelled if the race is for practical purposes over; 5) 
encourage an emphasis on local issues and local media participants in the debate formats; and 6) ensure a format that provides equal time 
for all candidates and does not give the moderator any discretion to focus on one candidate. 

Through discussion of these goals with the DNC their current plan is to begin a debate schedule that would commence in early 
October, with one debate a month, one each in the early primary and caucus states, and the remaining 2 post South Carolina (we will need 
to push them to post March 1 and then the later 2 debates would be cancelled if the race ends). The DNC’s current plan is to release the 
attached press release (which lacks this specificity but confirms the number and start window for the debates). The other campaigns 
have advocated (not surprisingly) for more debates and for the schedule to start significantly earlier. Mo and Anita believe that this 
announcement prior to the actual entry into the race of other candidates will strengthen their hand as they lock a schedule in with local 
media partners and state parties. 

One remaining issue is the criteria for participation: we believe it is important to the extent possible to keep the debates 
"multicandidate" and to eliminate the possibility of one on one debates; the most likely standard that would achieve this result is to allow any 
announced candidate who is: 1 ) a Democrat and, 2) who meets some threshold of viability (1 percent) in either a national or state specific 
(e.g. Iowa, NH) to participate.

I originally flagged HRC's Maddow remarks as potentially problematic in part because her wording closely 
linked her to two unfavorable policies of the past even as no one in the community was asking her to "own" 
them. Given that, my recommendation would be to make this statement about just her, her evolution, and 
her record -- not bring in WJC. 

Relatedly, if we release a statement tonight, it will very clearly be in response to the Maddow interview. To 
the extent we can, I advocate for owning that so that we can clean this up completely, rightly position her 
as a champion of LGBT issues, and make sure we move on from any discussion of looming amendments or 
her being involved in passing either DADT or DOMA. Without getting into the weeds, can we say that the 
broader point is that the country is in a different place now on LGBT issues -- and thank goodness it is — 
and that she's so happy each policy has been placed in the dustbin of history? 

Last thought: I have raised this a few times to a smaller number of people on this thread but will flag this for 
the larger group as well. At Keene State College, she specifically cited friends playing a part in her 
evolution, which we echo here. That's fine, IMO, and quite believable. But if I were a reporter and wanted 
to keep the evolution story alive, I would start asking which friends she was talking to and ask us to provide 
them. Not a problem per se, but I think it is worth flagging now so we aren't caught by surprise later.

Bill, who signed DOMA nearly twenty years ago after an overwhelming vote in Congress, called the law a 
discriminatory vestige of a less tolerant America and urged the Court to strike it down. I added my voice 
in support of marriage equality “personally and as a matter of policy and law.” As I said then, LGBT 
Americans are full and equal citizens and they deserve the full and equal rights of citizenship. Like so 
many others, my personal views have been shaped overtime by people I have known and loved, by my 
experience representing our nation on the world stage, my devotion to law and human rights, and the 
guiding principles of my faith. That’s why, as a Senator, I pushed for laws that would extend protections 
to the LGBT community in the workplace and that would make violence towards LGBT individuals a hate 
crime. And as Secretary of State, I put LGBT rights on the global agenda and told the world that “gay 
rights are human rights and human rights are gay rights.” In my speech last night in Iowa, I didn’t look 
back to the America of the past, I looked forward to the America we need to build together. I pledged to 
fight for LGBT Americans who, despite all our progress, in many places can still get married on Saturday 
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and fired on Monday just because of who they are and who they love. In this campaign and as 
President, I will keep fighting for equality and opportunity for every American.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA 


The writer is the 42nd president of the United States. 

in 1996, I signed the Defense of Marriage Act. Although that was only 17 years ago, it was a 
very different time. In no state in the union was same-sex marriage recognized, much less 
available as a legal right, but some were moving in that direction. Washington, as a result, was 
swirling with all manner of possible responses, some quite draconian. As a bipartisan group of 
former senators stated in their March 1 amicus brief to the Supreme Court, many supporters of 
the bill known as DOMA believed that its passage “would defuse a movement to enact a 
constitutional amendment banning gay marriage, which would have ended the debate for a 
generation or more.” It was under these circumstances that DOMA came to my desk, opposed 
by only 81 of the 535 members of Congress. 
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On March 27, DOMA will come before the Supreme Court , and the justices must decide 
whether it is consistent with the principles of a nation that honors freedom, equality and justice 
above all, and is therefore constitutional. As the president who signed the act into law, I have 
come to believe that DOMA is contrary to those principles and, in fact, incompatible with our 
Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as being between a man and a woman, same- 
sex couples who are legally married in nine states and the District of Columbia are denied the 
benefits of more than a thousand federal statutes and programs available to other married 
couples. Among other things, these couples cannot file their taxes jointly, take unpaid leave to 
care for a sick or injured spouse or receive equal family health and pension benefits as federal 
civilian employees. Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their communities and, like all couples, 
aspire to live in committed, loving relationships, recognized and respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included a statement with the admonition that “enactment of this 
legislation should not, despite the fierce and at times divisive rhetoric surrounding it, be 
understood to provide an excuse for discrimination.” Reading those words today, I know now 
that, even worse than providing an excuse for discrimination, the law is itself discriminatory. It 
should be overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our landmark civil rights decisions are fresh enough 
that the voices of their champions still echo, even as the world that preceded them becomes 
less and less familiar. We have yet to celebrate the centennial of the 1 9th Amendment, but a 
society that denied women the vote would seem to us now not unusual or old-fashioned but 
alien. I believe that in 2013 DOMA and opposition to marriage equality are vestiges of just 
such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a crossroads often enough to recognize the right path. We 
understand that, while our laws may at times lag behind our best natures, in the end they 
catch up to our core values. One hundred fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil War, 
President Abraham Lincoln concluded a message to Congress by posing the very question we 
face today: “It is not ‘Can any of us imagine better?’ but ‘Can we all do better ?”’ 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that spirit, I join with the Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many other dedicated men and women who have engaged 
in this struggle for decades in urging the Supreme Court to overturn the Defense of Marriage 
Act.

Watch at 1 1 :40 am on Thursday, April 1 1th, kicking off a series of events that Progress Michigan 
jumped on quickly - garnering national attention.

The story goes national at 3:30pm 
when Political Wire picks up on it bringing the story to a national audience. 

After Political Wire and @LOLGOP posted the story, the Washington Post picked it up at 
3:50pm that afternoon. 

On Rachael Maddow's show that evening, she did an entire segment on Agema's comments 
and the RNC resolution he sponsored to re-affirmed the party's support for "traditional marriage." 

Agema said he was done commenting about gay marriage. Agema told MIRS News, "(Social 
conservatives) have won the battle, and I will have nothing more to say on this matter." 

This is a story that was driven from local, to state, to national coverage through social media by 
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Progress Michigan in a matter of hours. Over the last two weeks, we forced Gov. Snyder, Speaker 
Jase Bolger, and Senate Majority Leader Randy Richardville to publicly distance themselves 
from the state's RNC Committeeman.

My plan to defeat ISIS 

By Hillary Clinton 

These past few days, all of us have tried to make sense of yet another senseless terrorist attack. I know that 
Americans are anxious and fearful, and we have reason to be. The threat is real. The need for action is 
urgent. 

Our intelligence and law enforcement agencies will continue learning about what led to the massacre in San 
Bernardino just as French and Belgian authorities are doing so in Paris and Brussels. But this much we do 
know: The threat from radical jihadism has metastasized and become more complex and challenging. We’re 
seeing the results of radicalization not just in far-off lands but right here at home fueled by the internet. It’s 
the nexus of terrorism and technology, and we have a lot of work to do to end it. 

As hard as this is, Americans now have to move from fear to resolve. America has 
beaten bigger threats before, and we will defeat this one as well. 

Resolve means depriving jihadists of virtual territory just as we work to deprive them of actual territory. They 
are using websites, social media, chat rooms, and other platforms to celebrate beheadings, recruit future 
terrorists, and call for attacks. We should work with host companies to shut them down. 

Resolve means supporting also our first responders, like the officer in San Bernardino who said he would 
take a bullet for the civilians he was rescuing. We owe them our support and gratitude and whatever help 
they need. Local law enforcement should get the support, training, and coordination they need in their 
communities from counterterrorism experts in Washington. It also means taking a close look at safeguards in 
visa programs and working more effectively with our European allies on intelligence and information sharing. 
And yes, Congress must act to ensure that no one who is a suspected terrorist can buy guns anywhere in 
America. 

If you’re too dangerous to fly in America, you are too dangerous to buy a gun in America. 

Resolve means going after the threat at its source in Iraq and Syria and beyond. Our goal must not be to 
deter or contain ISIS; our goal must be to defeat ISIS. And I have put forth a three-prong plan to do that. 

First, deny ISIS territory in Iraq and Syria by leading an intensified air campaign and working with local and 
regional forces on the ground. Second, dismantle the global infrastructure of terror, the networks that supply 
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radical jihadists with money, weapons, and fighters, and stop them from recruiting and inspiring. And third, 
toughen our defenses at home and those of our partners against external and homegrown threats. 

An effective fight on the ground against ISIS is essential, but that does not mean deploying tens of 
thousands of American combat troops. 

It does mean stepping up efforts to get more Arabs and Kurdish fighters into the fight against ISIS on both 
sides of the Iraq-Syrian border, supporting the Iraqi Security Forces while pressuring Baghdad to pursue a 
more inclusive and effective approach, and immediately deploying the Special Operations Forces that 
President Obama has already authorized with more to follow as more Syrians get into the fight. We also 
have to demand that our Arab and Turkish partners carry their share of the burden with military, financial, 
and diplomatic contributions. We will do our part, but it’s their fight too, and they need to act like it is. 

Dealing with the conflict in Syria with respect to Assad is central to this whole effort. We need to continue 
Secretary Kerry’s efforts to move toward a diplomatic solution to the civil war in Syria that paves the way for 
new leadership and enables Syrians from every community to take on ISIS. Investing the Russians in this 
outcome and getting them to step up and do their part will be difficult but essential. And we have to pursue a 
transition away from Assad and an intensified fight against ISIS simultaneously. We’re not going to get 
Syrian opposition forces to fight ISIS in earnest without the credible prospect of a transition, and that’s going 
to take more pressure and leverage. It's one of the reasons why I have proposed creating a no-fly zone as 
well as safe havens and more robust support for opposition forces. 

And finally, it’s crucial that we embed our mission to defeat ISIS within a broader struggle against radical 
jihadism. 

Extremist groups like ISIS feed off instability and conflict, and there is no shortage of that in the Middle East 
today. Decades of repression, poverty, corruption, a lack of pluralism and tolerance turn the region into a 
powder keg. That’s why we have to keep working with our friends and partners to support economic and 
political modernization; train effective and accountable local intelligence, law enforcement, and 
counterterrorism services. And once and for all, the Saudis, the Qataris, the Kuwaitis, and others must stop 
their citizens from funding extremist organizations and stop supporting radical schools and mosques around 
the world that have set too many young people on a path toward extremism. 

So across the board, we must act with courage and clarity. And it’s important to remind ourselves that Islam 
itself is not our adversary. This is not and we should not let it become a clash of civilizations. It is a clash 
between hate and hope — and the vast majority of Muslims are on our side of the battle unless we drive 
them away. We can’t buy into the very narrative that radical jihadists use to recruit new followers or alienate 
partners we want and need at home and abroad with reckless rhetoric. 

Declaring war on Islam or demonizing the Muslim American community is not only counter 
to our values; it plays right into the hands of terrorists. 

Muslim Americans are our neighbors, our co-workers, loved ones, friends. Many are working every day all 
over our country to prevent radicalization. We should be supporting them, not scapegoating them. But, at 
the same time, none of us can close our eyes to the fact that we do face enemies who use Islam to justify 
slaughtering innocent people. We have to stop them and we will. Radical jihadists, like so many adversaries 
in our history, underestimate the strength of our national character. Americans will not cower or cave, and 
we will not turn on each other or turn on our principles. We will defeat those who threaten us. We will keep 
our country safe and strong, free and tolerant.

It was good to see you at Linkedln. 

I know this may be a stretch for Hillary, both in terms of timing, and possibly priorities, but I thought I'd ask what 
you think. 

I'm working to develop a new event about technology and the future of the economy, tentatively entitled WTF? (What's the Future? :-) in San 
Francisco November 12-13, which I'm co-hosting with Andy McAfee of MIT, co-author of the book The Second Machine Age. My ideas are also 
deeply influenced by Nick Flanauer, who I think CAP may have worked with on some of the concepts of Middle Out Economics. 

Satya Nadella (CEO of Microsoft), Andy Rubin, Reid Floffman, Evan Williams of Twitter and Medium, Travis Kalanick of Uber, Logan Green of Lyft, 
and many others have agreed to join the program. I'm also in conversations with other business leaders from outside Silicon Valley, including Jeff 
Immelt at GE, Tom Pritzker at Hyatt and Ploward Schultz at Starbucks (with whom I worked on a Markle report about the future of the economy, 
which was one of the triggers for this event.) 

It's shaping up to be a great event. 

Seeing some of the back and forth between Hillary and Elizabeth Warren, and the importance of understanding the future of the economy, 
especially how technology is changing the job market, I had this thought that this might be a really interesting venue for Hillary to make an 
appearance. The event will feature a lot of Silicon Valley heavy hitters (and we might even be able to organize a fundraiser at the same time), and I 
think that it's important that folks out in the Valley hear Hillary's message. (For what it's worth, Elizabeth Warren is speaking at the Re/Code event 
in June, which will be targeted at somewhat the same audience.) 

Let me know if this is worth pursuing. I'm also wondering if there is anyone involved with the Middle Out Economics effort at CAP that I ought to be 
reaching out to.

For reference, I've included a brief summary outlining some of the themes and focus of the program below. 

WTF? 

The first industrial revolution led to profound economic disruption, followed only decades later by a century of enormous progress and prosperity. 
Now, in the second industrial revolution, led by remarkable new progress in digital technology, we are once again facing an immense social 
transformation in the nature of work. New kinds of automation are removing or redefining white collar jobs, and digital technology, culture, as 
business models pervade not only media but every kind of business. At the same time, innovation will create undreamed of new kinds of jobs, as 
technology is harnessed to make humans more productive, and able to tackle the world’s great challenges. 

Technological progress changes the business world, and the world. Steam power gave us factories, railroads, and industrial capitalism. Electricity 
ushered in the assembly line, the elevator, and movie stars. Internal combustion led to cars, jets, suburbs, and beach vacations. 

So far the digital revolution has given us etail, warehouse robots, artificial intelligence, and the peer economy. And it’s only just getting started. 

We all believe that the biggest changes are still ahead, and that every industry and every organization will have to transform itself in the next few 
years, in multiple ways, or fade away. But until now there’s been no event dedicated to these changes - no focused, high-level conversation about 
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the deep ways in which computers and their kin are transforming how we do business, how we work, and how we live. Just about everyone’s 
asking WTF? (“what’s the future?”), but answers have been hard to come by. 

That’s why we’re launching WTF? as an executive level event, similar in style to O’Reilly’s past Web 2.0 Summit, which provided clarity and focus 
to the transformation of Silicon Valley after the dotcom bust.

I took Ron's riff and condensed to 375 words. What do you think? 

• I was very proud of the President this week making a powerful statement about the urgent need to end the epidemic of 
gun violence in America. His new executive actions include steps that I’ve advocated for throughout this campaign. 
We are losing 90 people a day to gun violence, so the President is right: this is a national crisis. And, as he said, voters 
should not support any candidate who does not support common-sense gun reform. 

• Democrats have a real choice here, because standing up to the gun lobby is a big difference between Senator Sanders 
and myself. The Brady Bill has kept 2 million guns out of the hands of people who shouldn’t have them — Senator 
Sanders voted against it five times. But that may not be his worst vote on gun safety. 

• Ten years ago, gun safety advocates wanted to take gun makers and sellers to court for their reckless disregard for 
human life. If an auto company sells an unsafe car, you can sue them. Unsafe food, unsafe tools, unsafe toys - the 
makers can all be sued. So the NRA wrote a bill that said, “No one can sue a gun maker or a gun seller.” 

• The bill came before Congress. The pressure was intense. The head of the NRA called the vote “the most 
significant piece of pro-gun legislation in twenty years.” And when it really mattered, Senator Sanders voted 
with the NRA and I voted against the NRA. 

• I would certainly understand if Senator Sanders would just stand up and say, “I got this one wrong. I made a 
mistake. I’m sorry.” But he hasn’t. He’s defended his vote time and again. He’s said he would “consider” some 
changes to the law - but that was almost 90 days ago - and where are the changes? 

• And so, go back to what President Obama said — this immunity issue is one of his most important concerns. The 
President of the United States will not support any candidate who is wrong on gun safety. Unless Senator Sanders 
changes his position on immunity for gun sellers and gun makers, he’s wrong on gun safety, wrong on the leading 
cause of death for young people in our country, and the wrong candidate for President.

WASHINGTON (CNN) - Dennis Cheng, the Clinton Foundation’s chief development officer, is leaving the philanthropic 
organization this week to join Hillary Clinton’s nascent pre-campaign.

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Why liberal Democrats might regret standing in Summers’s way (WAPO)

Larry Summers might have been the chairman of the Federal Reserve, and now all he can do is offer unsolicited advice on 
interest rates in newspaper columns. The question is whether the people who kept him out of the central bank are having 
second thoughts. 

Under Janet Yellen, who got the job instead, the Fed now thinks that the economy is strong, and it is planning to raise interest 
rates relatively soon. This could be a bad idea, Summers writes in The Washington Post. Yes, low rates could lead to higher 
prices, but the whole economy is in danger if the Fed takes its foot off the pedal and lets rates come up: 

A plane that accelerates too rapidly as it takes off may cause its passengers some discomfort, while a plane that accelerates too 
slowly may crash at the end of the runway. Historical experience is that inflation accelerates only slowly, so the costs of an 
overshoot are small and reversible with standard tightening policies. In contrast, aborting recovery and risking a further slowing 
of inflation is potentially catastrophic — as Japan’s experience over the past quarter-century demonstrates. 

Summers calls on the Fed to wait for “clear evidence” on increasing inflation. Doing so would help ordinary Americans, he 
writes, suggesting that unemployment could fall much further before prices begin to rise again. His column puts workers first, 
and it should please liberals in Congress like Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.). Yet when she and many of her colleagues gave 
Summers the cold shoulder, Obama nominated Yellen instead. 

At the time, Yellen’s supporters believed that she and Summers had similar views about interest rates, but that she would do a 
better job of regulating the financial sector. Perhaps Yellen would agree with everything in Summers column, but isn’t able to get 
the other members of the Fed to go along with her. Maybe Summers wouldn’t be able to do things differently if he were in 
Yellen’s seat right now. Yet there are major differences between the two economists. While Yellen has argued that the United 
States is mostly safe from economic instability overseas, Summers writes that “the United States has never been more 
intertwined with the global economy.”

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The Unbearable Glamour of Hillary Clinton (Daily Beast)

It was the photo that launched a thousand memes: then Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, sitting aboard a military aircraft, 
casually reading her phone from behind dark sunglasses. The picture, taken as Clinton flew to Libya in 2012 just a few short 
months before the horrific Benghazi attacks, undoubtedly exudes cool. I admit that though I’m no fan of Clinton, even I found 
the photo to be glamorous at the time. 

In Virginia Postrel’s phenomenal book The Power of Glamour, she notes that glamour has the power to persuade us to make 
purchases — and cast votes — by tapping into our longings for something better and the hope we can reach there. President 
Obama ran his campaign fueled by the three elements she identifies as the pillars of glamour: a bit of mystery, a sense of ease, 
and the promise of escape to an aspirational future. We weren’t 100 percent sure where he stood, but he made running for 
president look easy and promised us hope and change. 

Not all campaigns try to use glamour to their advantage, of course; Postrel notes that Bill Clinton’s campaigns in the 1990s were 
rooted in charisma rather than glamour, and she defines the concepts quite differently. Charisma is captured by “he feels my 
pain.” Glamour, instead, asks “isn’t he incredible?” 

But to put it mildly, charisma has never been Hillary’s strong suit. Even if her campaign pushes the “Grandmother-in-Chief’ 
narrative full strength, there’s the inevitable reality that Hillary Clinton exists in a point-oh-one percent bubble and has for 
decades. Last year, she said she hadn’t even driven a car since 1996. Being genuinely folksy and relatable will not be easy; being 
glamorous and aspirational may be her best or only path. 

So then: can Hillary pull off glamour for the long haul? Consider Postrel’s three elements: mystery, ease, and the promise of a 
better future. 

First, there’s mystery. You can see her team already struggling with this, openly debating when she should get into the race and if 
she should even bother putting herself out there for debates against D-list contenders for the Democratic nomination. She’s 
tried hard to avoid weighing in on controversies. Clearly, she’d like to use mystery to her advantage. A look at her favorability 
ratings in polls over the decades shows that the more she’s visible in the political fight, the lower her numbers go. 

Once Hillary announces, she won’t have that luxury. The Elizabeth Warren wing of her party will demand that she detail an 
economic agenda they can get behind; the Republicans will have warehouses of opposition research about her past statements at 
their disposal to weaponize in campaign ads. She may try to preserve mystery, but it is unlikely she will succeed. 

Then, there’s the element of ease. It’s never been said that Hillary makes campaigning look easy. I don’t just mean her personal 
style, though the hard-to-watch book tour of last summer is a perfect example of her shortcomings there. 

Unlike “No Drama Obama,” Clintonworld has always been known for infighting, back-biting, and commotion. Of course, 

Hillary has been snapping up talented former Obama staff and consultants, and her camp has been telling reporters this time 
will be different. But has Old Clintonworld truly been quietly, peacefully sidelined? 

As Monday’s David Brock drama illustrated, every prominent Democratic consultant gets a plum seat at the table in a Hillary 
campaign, the odds that they will all agree (and play nice together) must be next to zero. A candidate never wants their campaign 
team to be the story, but too many cooks in the kitchen will likely whip up plenty of fodder for drama-hungry reporters. 

On both mystery and ease, Hillary will have a challenge. But the area where the race will truly be won and lost is the final piece: 
the promise of escape to aspirational future. (This is the element of glamour that makes sleek auto advertisements compel us to 
look up the prices on luxury cars, because we badly want to be zipping down that coastal highway, too.) So what, exactly, is 
Hillary Clinton selling? Can someone who has been at the center of American politics since before “pogs” were popular credibly 
offer to provide an “escape,” a turning of the page to a bright new future? 

Despite economic improvement, middle and working-class voters are still struggling, particularly white working class men who 
have abandoned the Democratic Party in droves in recent years. It’s certain that Republicans will talk directly to these voters, 
aiming to persuade them that we need to move on from an era that saw the middle class hollowed out while nearly eight trillion 
dollars has been added to the national debt. Whether Republicans are successful will depend on if they can credibly propose 
policies that people think will lead them to greener pastures. 

But with a GOP field largely full of fresh faces, almost none of whom have ever run for president before, the race will be on to 
claim the mantle of being the candidate of innovative ideas and the future. Clinton, by virtue of how long she’s been immersed 
in the swamp of politics, will struggle to credibly say she’s what’s “fresh and new.” 

In order for Hillary to win, she’ll need to use glamour to her advantage. She’ll need to tell people just enough about the Clinton 
history without poisoning the story. She’ll need to make it look easy. And she’ll need create in people a sense of longing for the 
kind of America she would lead. 

She has an enormous challenge ahead. 
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David Brock resigns from Hillary Clinton PAC (Politico)

David Brock on Monday abruptly resigned from the board of the super PAC Priorities USA Action, revealing rifts that threaten 
the big-money juggernaut being built to support Hillary Clinton’s expected presidential campaign. 

In a resignation letter obtained by POLITICO, Brock, a close Clinton ally, accused Priorities officials of planting “an 
orchestrated political hit job” against his own pro-Clinton groups, American Bridge and Media Matters. 

Those groups — along with another pro-Clinton group, the super PAC Ready for Hillary — had their fundraising practices 
called into question last week by a New York Times report. It pointed out that veteran Democratic fundraiser Mary Pat Bonner 
got a 12.5 percent commission on funds she raised for Brock’s groups and a smaller percentage commission on cash she raised 
for Ready for Hillary. 

In his letter to the co-chairs of Priorities’ board — former Michigan Gov. Jennifer Granholm and former Obama campaign 
manager Jim Messina — Brock alleged that “current and former Priorities officials were behind this specious and malicious 
attack on the integrity of these critical organizations.” 

The letter — and Brock’s resignation — offer a rare glimpse into a network of groups upon which Democrats are relying to 
keep the White House and stave off increasingly robust big-money efforts on the right. The public airing of dirty laundry comes 
as sources say Priorities is struggling to live up to the hopes of some Clinton allies, who had argued it should aim to raise as 
much as $500 million to eviscerate prospective Clinton rivals in the primary and general elections. 

Brock, who spent his early career in Washington as a self-described “right-wing hit man” before experiencing a political 
awakening and emerging as the leader of an empire of hard-hitting liberal attack groups, contends in his letter that Priorities is 
trying to damage his groups’ fundraising efforts, “while presumably enhancing Priorities’ own. Frankly, this is the kind of dirty 
trick I’ve witnessed in the right-wing and would not tolerate then. Our Democratic Presidential nominee deserves better than 
people who would risk the next election — and our country’s future — for their own personal agendas.” 

Brock did not respond to requests for comment about the letter, his group’s relationship with Bonner or with the other big- 
money groups boosting Clinton. 

Craig Smith, a senior adviser to Ready for Hillary, said his group is still working with Bonner, as well as with Priorities and 
Brock’s groups. “We have worked with them for almost two years. We continue to work with them. We all do very different 
things, so there’s not a lot of overlap.” 

Asked whether he thought rivals on the left were circulating negative information on Bonner, he said, “I would hope not. Not 
that I’m aware of.”

His longstanding support for the U.S. trade embargo against Cuba would 
provide a marked contrast with Democrat Hillary Clinton in 2016, if both decide to run for president. 

Priorities spokesman Peter Kauffmann denied that Priorities had anything to do with the Times story, which also noted that his 
group paid fundraising commissions on at least $2 million worth of checks, including contributions from California tech 
billionaire Irwin Jacobs. Sources say Jacobs was upset by the revelations. 

Kauffmann said Priorities no longer pays fundraising commissions and that it maintains close working relationships with the 
other groups boosting Clinton. 

“Priorities USA Action and allied organizations demonstrated a clear ability to work together effectively in 2012 and we look to 
replicate that success again in 2016,” he said. 

By early evening — hours after POLITICO broke the news of Brock’s resignation — Priorities USA Action issued a 
conciliatory statement from Granholm saying that the group was “working to address” Brock’s concerns, while Brock issued one 
saying he was “open to returning to the board.” 

Brock in his statement said he’d talked “to several leaders of Priorities USA Action” and was “confident they want to address 
the situation.” The parties planned to meet “to work on establishing that path and strengthening our relationship and getting 
back to the important work we need to do in this election cycle,” he said. 

Sources familiar with the events say the statement came after discussions between Brock, Granholm, Priorities board member 
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Charlie Baker and Paul Begala, a Democratic strategist with deep ties to Bill and Hillary Clinton. 

Still, the groups — as well as Ready for Hillary — do to some extent compete with one another for big checks from wealthy 
Clinton backers. At one point, Priorities’ allies tried to force Ready for Hillary to shut down. But the groups — along with 
Brock’s — eventually entered into a sometimes uneasy alliance to lay the groundwork for the former secretary of state to run 
for president in 2016. Together, the groups formed an unprecedented shadow campaign that combined to raise millions in 2014. 
American Bridge’s Correct the Record Project defends Clinton against political attacks, while Ready for Hillary builds files of 
voters and small donors, and Priorities cultivates relationships with major donors. 

The idea was to build an infrastructure that would allow Clinton to hit the ground running if and when she declared her 
candidacy for the Democratic nomination and to project a financial show of force that would overwhelm any prospective rival 
in the primary or general elections. 

The in-fighting is an ominous sign. It calls to mind the squabbles that helped sink Clinton’s 2008 presidential campaign. It, too, 
was regarded as an unrivaled cash juggernaut, but feuding among cliques of supporters stymied efforts to launch a planned big- 
money outside effort in time to neutralize a surprisingly robust insurgent primary challenge from Barack Obama. 

Tins time around, her allies tried to pre-empt the sectarianism by cross-pollinating the various groups to keep everyone on the 
same page and minimize competition. Granholm is on the boards of both Priorities and Ready for Hillary, while Brock joined 
the board of Priorities, and longtime Clintonite James Carville has been paid by American Bridge for assistance with fundraising 
and strategic advice. 

But there also are more groups competing for big checks from rich Clinton backers than there were in 2008.

There’s trouble brewing in Hillaryland. 

David Brock, a political operative who helps marshall fundraising efforts on behalf of Hillary Clinton, resigned from the board 
of the super PAC Priorities USA Action on Monday, Politico reported, in a further sign of a widening rift between the groups 
hoping to steer the former secretary of state to victory in the 2016 presidential election. 

In a resignation letter sent to former Michigan Governor Jennifer Granholm and former Obama campaign manager Jim 
Messina, who are co-chairs of Priorities’ board, Brock said that a “serious breach of trust between organizations that are 
supposed to work together toward common ends has created an untenable situation that leaves me no choice but to resign my 
position.” 

Brock’s resignation comes on the heels of a New York Times report on the competition for donations — and the hefty 
commissions that consulting firms receive for procuring them — among groups like Priorities USA Action and Ready for Hillary. 
Brock, who also helps lead the rapid response groups American Bridge and Correct the Record, accused Priorities USA Action 
of being behind the Times’ story, and accused it of launching “an orchestrated political hit job” on pro-Clinton American Bridge 
and Media Matters. 

Priorities spokesman Peter Kauffmann denied that the super PAC had anything to do with the article in the Times, Politico 
reported. 

Brock is a veteran of the sharp-elbowed world of campaign fundraising and opposition research. In the early 90’s, he helped 
lead the conservative “dirt-digging operation into the Clintons’ past,” as Brock told the Times. A few years later, Brock changed 
his mind about the Clintons, and, in 2002, published a memoir titled, “Blinded by the Right: The Conscience of an Ex- 
Conservative.” 

For Brock, the Times article had an all-too-familiar ring to it. 

“Frankly, this is the kind of dirty trick I’ve witnessed in the right wing and would not tolerate then,” Brock said in the resignation 
letter obtained by Politico. “Our Democratic Presidential nominee deserves better than people who would risk the next 
election — and our country’s future — for their own personal agendas.” 

At a time when Clinton is striving to stay below the radar before she officially jumps into the presidential campaign, the discord 
among those tasked with promoting her brand is, to say the least, unwelcome. 

UPDATE: Late Monday it appeared that Brock and Priorities USA Action were working to patch things up, with each party 
releasing statements. 

“We take the concerns board member David Brock raises seriously and are working to address them,” Granholm, Priorities 
USA Action co-chair, said. “We’ve worked seamlessly with American Bridge and Correct the Record and we will continue that 
strong collaborative relationship — because we all have the same shared goals. David Brock and his team are talented, effective 
and dedicated professionals.” 

For his part, Brock also sounded a conciliatory note. 

“After talking to several leaders of Priorities USA Action, I am confident they want to address the situation. I’m open to 
returning to the board and I share their desire to find a way to move forward. We will be meeting to work on establishing that 
path and strengthening our relationship and getting back to the important work we need to do,” Brock said.

A clash that threatened to fracture a network of independent groups mobilizing to back a Hillary Rodham Clinton presidential 
run was partially defused late Monday when liberal activist David Brock agreed to consider rejoining the board of a pro-Clinton 
super PAC. 

The conciliatory gesture came hours after Brock fired off an e-mail angrily resigning from the board of Priorities USA Action, 
accusing officials with the super PAC of providing material for a damaging New York Times story about his groups’ fundraising 
practices. 

That prompted a flurry of outreach to him by several members of the Priorities board, including former Michigan governor 
Jennifer Granholm, longtime Clinton adviser Harold Ickes, and veteran Democratic strategists Charlie Baker and Paul Begala. 

Late Monday evening, Brock said in a statement that “after talking to several leaders of Priorities USA Action, I am confident 
they want to address the situation.” 

“I’m open to returning to the board and I share their desire to find a way to move forward,” he added. “We will be meeting to 
work on establishing that path and strengthening our relationship and getting back to the important work we need to do in this 
election cycle.” 

Granholm, who co-chairs the super PAC with strategist Jim Messina, said in a statement released jointly with Brock’s that the 
group takes his concerns seriously and is “working to address them.” 

“We all have the same shared goals,” Granholm said. “David Brock and his team are talented, effective and dedicated 
professionals.” 

But even with the hasty rapprochement, the episode raised questions about whether Clinton’s outside support network will be 
plagued by the kind of infighting that undermined her 2008 presidential campaign. 

In his resignation letter, Brock accused current and former Priorities officials of launching a “dirty trick” against his groups by 
providing information for the Times piece, which he called “an orchestrated political hit job,” according to a copy obtained by 
The Washington Post. Brock’s resignation was first reported by Politico. 

Republicans seized on the incident with glee, while exasperated Democrats close to Clinton cringed. 

The fight was the first major public break among the coterie of Democratic strategists jockeying for influence in an alliance of 
super PACs and other independent groups positioning to back a Clinton campaign. 

Brock is a conservative-turned-liberal whose expanding empire includes the group Media Matters for America and the research 
operation American Bridge. His suite of groups is already churning out research to boost Clinton and attack potential GOP 
rivals, digging up material that Priorities USA can use in ad campaigns. 

He was among the dozen Democratic power brokers who joined the Priorities board last year, a carefully curated collection of 
operatives that included union officials, interest-group leaders and seasoned political strategists such as Messina, who was 
President Obama’s 2012 campaign manager. 

At its heart, the conflict centers on access to big donors on the left, whose financial resources are intensely sought by Democrats 
working to build an independent firewall for the 2016 election. That pressure is particularly acute for Priorities, which is aiming 
to collect tens of millions of dollars this year to finance heavy air artillery to boost Clinton. 

“There are a lot of deep relationships here and issues as to how donors are approached,” said one person familiar with the 
dynamics, who spoke on the condition of anonymity to describe private discussions. 

Tensions between the organizations escalated last weekend after the Times published a story describing the lucrative 
commissions earned by Mary Pat Bonner, a donor adviser who works closely with Brock’s organizations, as well as another 
group, Ready for Hillary. 

In 2014, Bonner’s firm earned $3.5 million for the $28 million it brought in for Brock’s groups, according to the Times — 
equivalent to a 12.5 percent commission. 
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In his resignation letter Monday, Brock said he was told by multiple people that Priorities officials fed information to the Times 
for its article. 

“This disheartening conduct and serious breach of trust between organizations that are supposed to work together toward 
common ends has created an untenable situation that leaves me no choice but to resign my position,” Brock wrote. “The 
apparent purpose was damaging our fundraising efforts, while presumably enhancing Priorities’ own.”

Until now, Hillary Clinton’s proto-presidential campaign was allowed to be all things to all people. Anyone with a bit of cash, an 
organizational streak, and a lion’s share of enthusiasm could start his own pro-Clinton group — and, in doing so, make a claim to 
the presumed frontrunner’s coattails. 

That began to change this week, after two of the three main pro-Clinton groups publicly split ways. 

David Brock — a longtime Clinton ally who has launched an archipelago of pro-Clinton organizations, including Correct the 
Record, Media Matters for America, and American Bridge 21st Century — announced his resignation Monday from the main 
Democratic super PAC supporting her, Priorities USA Action, Politico reports. 

The split comes just after Clinton hired a handful of high-profile advisers, including top brass from President Barack Obama’s 
2008 and 2012 campaigns. Joel Benenson, Jim Margolis, John Podesta and Robby Mook are expected to hold senior positions 
in the as-yet-undeclared Clinton campaign. 

Brock’s sudden resignation, combined with those recent hires, has had the effect of drawing some hard lines — who’s “in” and 
who’s “out” — down the center of the Clinton Universe, an enormous and amorphous collection of aides, advisers, confidantes 
and hangers-on that has has, until now, evinced a unified, big-tent, everyone -is-welcome vibe. 

In November, leaders from Brock’s empire, Priorities USA and the quirky, grassroots super PAC, Ready for Hillary, all 
gathered amicably at Ready for Hillary’s financial meeting in New York City. At that event, officials from all three groups, as 
well as long-time Clinton insiders, gave speeches and met with members of the press, where they spoke of cooperation and 
partnership. 

But below the surface — and in quiet conversations — rivalrous factions have simmered. Several Clinton allies told TIME they 
doubted the efficacy of Brock’s organizations and worried that the “amateurish” nature of some of the mailings from Correct 
the Record might end up hurting Clinton down the road. Another dismissed both Brock’s organizations and Ready for Hillary as 
“opportunists” and “outsiders” positioning themselves for plum positions in a future campaign. 

Meanwhile, others in Clintonland doubted whether Priorities USA, which is run by Obama’s 2012 campaign manager Jim 
Messina and former Michigan Gov. Jennifer Granholm, could actually raise as much as $500 million — a vast sum that many say 
is necessary to compete with Republicans in 2016. (The famously conservative Koch brothers reportedly intend to spend almost 
$900 million this election cycle alone.) 

In his resignation from Priorities USA on Monday, Brock accused officials at Priorities USA of orchestrating a “political hit job” 
against his organizations, according to Politico, which obtained a copy of his resignation letter. Brock referenced a recent New 
York Times story that revealed a consultant, who works closely with Brock’s groups, keeps an average of 12.5% of any 
fundraising money she brings in. “Current and former Priorities officials were behind this specious and malicious attack on the 
integrity of these critical organizations,” Brock wrote in the letter. 

Clintonland veterans say all this squabbling should come as no surprise. During the 2008 Democratic primary between Clinton 
and Obama, Clinton’s camp was known for its pitched in-fighting and epic personality clashes. Almost all the same people — plus 
a few of the biggest egos from the Obama world — are now alive and well in the as-yet-undeclared Clinton campaign. 
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The Democrats’ Secret Staffing Advantage in 2016 (National Journal)

The biggest beneficiaries of a noncompetitive 2016 primary for Hillary Clinton are the Democratic Senate candidates looking to 
reclaim their majority. 

Democrats head into 2016 with a deep roster of campaign talent that earned valuable experience on President Obama’s 
successful campaigns. But since there aren’t expected to be many credible candidates running against Clinton — in sharp contrast 
to the GOP’s deep field — skilled Democratic operatives have far fewer options when thinking about campaign employment. 
Many are expected to make their mark on a Senate race rather than fight for a prized job with Clinton’s campaign. 

“Offices of consultants like myself ... are filled with 23-year-old kids who are trying to figure out what the hell they’re going to 
do,” said Jef Pollock, president of the Democratic firm Global Strategy Group, adding that just that day he’d been on four calls 
with political staffers trying to figure out their 2016 job prospects. “What’ll happen is ... the smaller races may very well be able 
to get higher-level talent than they might have [otherwise] been able to get because that person knows that they want to take 
something now.” 

The Senate map favors Democrats this cycle, as Republicans who rode into office on the tea-party wave of 2010 — Sens. Ron 
Johnson of Wisconsin, Kelly Ayotte of New Hampshire, and Pat Toomey of Pennsylvania — are facing reelection in a 
presidential-year electorate. In 2016, Republicans must defend 24 Senate seats — including five states that President Obama won 
twice — compared with just 10 seats for Democrats. 

At the moment, Clinton’s campaign-in-waiting has largely frozen the Democratic hiring market: Anyone who wants to work for 
her is holding on until the campaign is ready to start staffing up. Clinton, who’s expected to announce a campaign this spring, is 
undoubtedly the top 2016 choice of many of the party’s operatives, aides, and staffers — and she can’t possibly hire everyone 
who wants to work for her. One veteran of Democratic presidential campaigns said: “People are going to be crawling all over 
each other at the beginning to get jobs as executive assistants” for Clinton, let alone high-level positions. 

It’s looking less likely Clinton will be facing serious competition for the nomination. Former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, 
Sen. Bernie Sanders of Vermont, and former Sen. Jim Webb of Virginia have said they’re considering the race. Even if other 
candidates announce, they’d likely have far smaller operations than Clinton’s. 

Since many of Democrats’ highest-targeted Senate races are against GOP incumbents, there’s still time before many of those 
campaigns will begin staffing up; Dan McNally, who will serve as campaign manager to Sen. Michael Bennet of Colorado, is one 
of the few 2016 Senate hires who’s already been announced. But as Democratic Senate candidates begin to announce their 
campaigns against GOP incumbents in many of the top-tier states later this year, they’ll begin building teams of their own — and 
for people who’d be mid- to low-level staffers on a Clinton campaign, or perhaps know by then that they won’t get a presidential 
job, a bigger role on a Senate race may be a way to make more of an impact on 2016. 

Senate Republicans have the opposite problem: As the field of GOP presidential candidates is scrambling to snap up top 
campaign talent before it’s gone, that hunt for staff could leave the GOP’s vulnerable Senate incumbents without nearly as 
many options as they’d get in an off year or even a less busy presidential cycle. Some incumbents, like Sen. Rob Portman of 
Ohio, have publicly announced their senior staff, while others are working behind the scenes to bring a team on board early this 
year. 

Aides to Senate Republicans’ campaign arm acknowledge that this is a problem — and say the campaign “boot camps” run 
through the National Republican Senatorial Committee and the Republican National Committee in recent months have been a 
response to concerns about a lack of talented staff. 

“It’s absolutely a concern,” said Kevin McLaughlin, NRSC deputy executive director. “The presidentials take a lot of oxygen out 
of the air on this, and it’s something that has to be addressed early.” 

A total of 100 staffers had gone through the NRSC’s three press and communications training sessions, and 43 people 
participated in the committee’s 10-week “Digital Training Academy” last cycle. The RNC runs its own political workshops to 
give staffers the chops they need to work on statewide and congressional races. 

Caitlin Legacki, who was a 2008 staffer for John Edwards, decided in 2012 that she’d rather take a lead role on a Senate race 
than try for a job with Obama’s reelection campaign. She ended up serving as campaign communications director for Sen. Claire 
McCaskill of Missouri, one of Republicans’ top targets that year — and she took the spotlight even more when GOP candidate 
Todd Akin made his comments about “legitimate rape.” 

“Going out to a Senate race that was going to gamer a significant amount of national attention, being able to have a seat at the 
table and actually have a role, was a lot more appealing to me than figuring out what my role was going to be on the Obama 
campaign,” said Legacki, who now works for the Democratic consulting firm Precision Strategies along with Obama alums 
Stephanie Cutter, Teddy Goff, and Jen O’Malley Dillon. “Those are very real, very serious races where you have an opportunity 
to make a big impact.” 

Justin Barasky, the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee’s communications director — who himself took the Senate-race 
route and opted to work for Sen. Sherrod Brown’s 2012 reelection campaign in Ohio — said the idea of more responsibility and 
the chance to have a higher-profile role will be a big draw for Senate races over the presidential.

“You can distinguish yourself on a presidential in many ways, obviously, but for those that aren’t necessarily senior staff, you can 
sometimes distinguish yourself a little more easily by working on a Senate race,” Barasky said. 

That’s especially true in the key presidential early states: There are U.S. Senate races and a handful of competitive House races 
in Iowa and New Hampshire, and New Hampshire’s governor will also be up for another two-year term. Staffers who want to 
get early-state experience but don’t end up on the presidential campaign could ultimately realize a Senate race will be a good fit 
for them too. 

“With a U.S. Senate race and a gubernatorial campaign in New Hampshire in 2016, I think there will be opportunities for a lot 
of people, even if there are not a lot of Democratic presidential candidates,” said Kathy Sullivan, a Democratic National 
Committeewoman from the state and a former state Democratic Party chairwoman. 

The NRSC’s McLaughlin said Senate races can be just as cutting-edge as presidential campaigns these days, and that they give 
campaign operatives a chance to practice even more political skills. 

“The days of [Senate races] being somewhat less sophisticated or not having as many resources as a presidential campaign per 
capita, if you will, are gone,” McLaughlin said.

Democrats suffering from Clinton fatigue say they’re ready for Warren (WAPO)

AMES, Iowa - Thirteen Iowa Democrats wearily took their seats here this weekend and discussed among themselves the source 
of their angst: Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

“I’m utterly tired, tired of the Clintons and the whole establishment,” said Carol Brannon, 71, a retired nurse. 

Anne Kinzel, 57, a former health-care lawyer, nodded sympathetically. 

“The hacks think Hillary is entitled to be president,” Kinzel said. “I think she is one of those people who has lost the sense of 
why they are in politics.” 

As Clinton prepares to launch her all-but-certain 2016 campaign, the former secretary of state remains a favorite of a vast 
majority of Democrats and the front-runner for the party’s presidential nomination. Still, there is unease among progressives 
about her largely uncontested ascent. 

Seeking an alternative to the juggernaut, this restless Sunday gathering at the Ames public library and others like it are popping 
up around the country - all part of an effort to draft populist Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) into the race, in spite of her 
insistence that she will not be a candidate. 

The grass-roots movement is being coordinated by Run Warren Run, a joint project ofMoveOn.org and Democracy for 
America, two national groups that promote liberal causes and connect activists. In recent months, they have signed up about 
250,000 supporters. 

Over the course of the hour-long meeting, it was clear the frustrations of the attendees here were driven not only by Clinton but 
also by President Obama. 

Eight years after Obama first drew enormous crowds in Iowa on his way to the White House, these Democrats feel 
disappointed by his presidency and what they described as his lackluster attempts to champion economic populism. 

In Warren, they sense they’ve found a fighter and a refreshing departure from the way Obama and Clinton have addressed the 
rising gap between the rich and poor. 

More deeply, they believe Warren channels their anger about the power of Wall Street banks. 

“I remember going to the initial Obama rallies and I was inspired,” Bert Schroeder, 74, a retired social worker, said during a 
breakout session. “That was the first time I felt that way in years. I saw his crowds at the Hilton Coliseum at Iowa State and I 
thought, ‘Wow, this is our moment.’ “ 

Raising his arms in exasperation, Schroeder asked, “What happened?” 

“Should have done single -payer health care, should have done socialized medicine, should have taken on the banks,” replied 
David Brenner, 57, a botanist. 

Directing the meeting was Adam Beaves, 24, a polished former Obama volunteer who was wearing a navy-blue Run Warren 
Run T-shirt. Whenever the conversation drifted away from Warren and toward Clinton, he tried to steer it back. 

It wasn’t easy. The palpable disenchantment with Clinton dominated the comments even as Beaves emphasized that Run 
Warren Run is “focused on the positive.” 

Beaves was repeatedly asked by the mix of white-haired grandparents and spiky-haired college students about whether Warren 
could actually be persuaded to run. 

“If I just wanted to organize, there are many other places I could be,” Kinzel said. 

Carolyn Klaus, a retired educator, asked, “Is our enthusiasm grounded in reality?” 

“If we show her support on the ground, she will consider running for president,” Beaves told them. “If you look back to when 
she was drafted to run for Senate in Massachusetts, her answers were really similar to what she’s saying now. It’s not in her 
personality to get ahead of things.” 
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Later, to give the drab setting a touch of celebrity, Beaves pulled out his laptop and played a video of actor Mark Ruffalo 
talking excitedly about Warren. 

Ruffalo’s encouragement, watched in silence, won no applause. Beaves closed his computer quickly after it ended. In this blue- 
collar community, it’s Warren’s pitch and her working-class Oklahoma roots that connect, rather than her popularity in 
Hollywood. 

“I don’t know what the heck will happen, but I’m going to put a ‘Draft Warren’ sign in my yard,” said Jerry Lamsa, another 
retiree. “Enough of the Clintons, enough of the Bushes. They can go - well, you know where I’d like to see them go.” 

Lamsa and others at the meeting were willing to consider backing former Maryland governor Martin O’Malley (D), former 
senator Jim Webb (D-Va.) or Sen. Bernie Sanders (I-Vt.), all of whom will be in Iowa in coming months. Vice President Biden, 
who will be in Des Moines on Thursday, was not mentioned at all. 

But for the moment, their hearts remain with Warren. 

“The Democratic Party needs energy. It needs so much more energy, especially with my generation,” Allyson Bowers, 23, said. 
Klaus said that if Warren doesn’t run, she may throw her support behind “Patrick O’Malley.” 

When told his first name is Martin, she chuckled. “Martin O’Malley, Deval Patrick,” she said in reference to the former 
Massachusetts governor. “I don’t know.” 
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The Parent Agenda, the Democrats’ New Focus (NYT)

Just a few years ago, one could be forgiven for wondering whether the liberal agenda had run its course. With near-universal 
health care — the unfinished business of the 20th-century Democratic Party — enacted, there was no obvious next step in the 
party’s mission of expanding the safety net. The big Democratic policies yet to be fully addressed, like immigration overhaul and 
restrictions on carbon emissions, pitted the party’s new progressive constituencies against its traditional, white working-class base. 

Yet in the months after last year’s midterm elections, a reinvigorated liberal agenda has started to emerge. Few of the pieces of 
this agenda were discussed in the 2012 presidential elections or last year’s midterms. But they have rapidly moved from various 
liberal intellectual publications into President Obama’s speeches and budget, as well as Hillary Clinton’s speeches. 

The emerging Democratic agenda is meant to appeal to parents. The policies under discussion — paid family leave; universal 
preschool; an expanded earned-income tax credit and child tax credit; free community college and perhaps free four-year college 
in time — are intended both to alleviate the burdens on middle-class families and to expand educational opportunity for children. 
The result is a thematic platform addressing some of the biggest sources of anxiety about the future of the middle class. 

It’s far too early to know how these themes will resonate with voters, or even the extent to which Mrs. Clinton will emphasize 
this agenda, but it does have the potential to give the Democrats a more coherent message for the middle class than the party 
had in 2014 or even 2012. 

It could give them a better chance of reclaiming their support among traditionally Democratic white working-class voters who 
supported Mr. Obama in 2012 but now disapprove of his performance. Yet it would still appeal to many affluent families who 
feel burdened by the costs of college, child care and the challenge of raising children with two parents working outside the home. 

The most obvious places to see the new focus have been in Mr. Obama’s State of the Union address and his budget. The 
central characters in his speech to Congress were Rebekah and Ben Erler, the struggling parents of two young children in 
Minneapolis. “Affordable, high-quality child care,” Mr. Obama said, is “not a nice-to-have — it’s a must-have.” He added, “It’s 
time we stop treating child care as a side issue, or a women’s issue, and treat it like the national economic priority that it is for all 
of us.” 

His budget — more of a wish list than a policy document, given Republican control of Congress — includes $200 billion over the 
next decade for child care and early education, along with $60 billion for free community college. He has already proposed 
expanding the earned-income tax credit and the child tax credit. 

Beyond Washington, dozens of states have pursued expanded preschool in the last few years. Although Republicans have pushed 
some of the expansions, Democrats — like Bill de Blasio, the New York mayor, who made the plan a centerpiece of his 
campaign — have been behind most of them. 

And Mrs. Clinton has signaled that many and perhaps all of these proposals will be part of her likely campaign for the 
Democratic Party’s presidential nomination in 2016. A recent commission on “inclusive prosperity,” containing several Clinton 
allies, emphasized many of these proposals. 

“The United States, unfortunately, is one of a handful of developed countries without paid family leave,” Mrs. Clinton said in 
September. “If we give parents the flexibility on the job and paid family leave, it actually helps productivity, which in turn helps 
all of us.” 

If embraced by Mrs. Clinton, the agenda could pose real challenges for the Republicans in 2016. It would adjust the focus from 
income redistribution — through higher taxes on the rich, although such taxes may be needed to fund the new proposals — 
toward expanded opportunity. It also has the potential to move the Democrats from seeming to focus on the poor, through the 
Affordable Care Act and the minimum wage, and toward the middle class. Yet its ambition would probably be enough to 
appease an increasingly liberal Democratic coalition. 

In Washington and on the campaign trail, Democrats have struggled to formulate a policy agenda focused on the middle class. 
The party has instead focused on several issues that are incidental — or sometimes even inimical — to the perceived economic 
interests of many voters, like immigration overhaul, gun control and restrictions on carbon emissions. 

These policies have helped Democrats mobilize the “new” coalition of young, secular and nonwhite voters that have allowed 
them to win recent presidential elections. But the same policies have hurt them among the traditionally Democratic but 
increasingly Republican Southern and Appalachian white voters who have allowed Republicans to take the House and the 
Senate. 

The parental agenda has the potential to resonate among the large group of voters with children under 1 8 at home, 36 percent 
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of the electorate in 2012. It might also resonate among the already Democratic-leaning young voters of the Obama era, 18 to 
29 years old in 2008, who are now entering prime childbearing years. The birthrate among millennials has dropped to near- 
record or record lows, depending on the age cohort, probably in part because of economic insecurity. Weekly earnings for full- 
time workers aged 25 to 34 are down 3.8 percent since 2000. 

Early polling data suggests there could be strong public support for many elements of Mr. Obama’s agenda — including free 
community college, child care spending and paid leave — although it remains to be seen whether support will endure after 
Republicans respond. 

The policies seem less vulnerable to the critiques that have endangered support for past Democratic initiatives. Far more 
families seem poised to benefit from these initiatives in the short term than from the Affordable Care Act, which offered its 
biggest immediate benefits to the poor. The parental agenda also has far fewer potential losers — like people who might fear 
losing their doctors or coverage as a result of the Affordable Care Act. The proposals are not especially complex, either. 

This emerging Democratic agenda has already co-opted the message of so-called reform conservatives, who argue that the 
G.O.P. needs to come up with policies to help families. Democrats have the ideological flexibility to embrace just about any 
proposal from reform conservatives that might seem politically threatening, as they already have on the earned income and 
college tax credits. In other words, they are willing to use conservative means to accomplish liberal ends. 

Partly as a result, the Republican response has been muddled. Some Republicans have come out against the parent-focused 
proposals as more big government. Others have focused on the costs of Mr. Obama’s program, even though public concern 
about the deficit has waned in recent years, or have said they support the goals but believe states, rather than Washington, 
should lead the way. 

Control of Congress has allowed the Republican Party to defer its public campaign against Mr. Obama’s initiatives, since they 
are dead on arrival. But the G.O.P. will not have that luxury in 2016, when it will need to offer a more cogent and specific 
response than it has so far. 
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Democratic wise man splits loyalties between Obama, Clinton (AP)

WASHINGTON (AP) — John Podesta built his reputation as a Democratic Party wise man by trying to salvage the second 
terms of two presidents. He’s about to duck out of the White House to try to engineer the election of a third. 

Podesta served as Bill Clinton’s final White House chief of staff in the 1990s and is closing out a yearlong stint as counselor to 
President Barack Obama. After departing the White House later this week, his next act will be steering Hillary Rodham Clinton’s 
expected 2016 campaign for president. 

For months, Podesta has balanced his allegiance to both Obama and Clinton, former presidential rivals turned allies. 

While shepherding the president’s climate change agenda and shaping his strategy for dealing with a Republican-led Congress, 
Podesta has also been involved in nearly every key conversation with Clinton on campaign hires and her nascent organization, as 
well as the timing of a formal announcement of her candidacy. 

The unusual arrangement underscores the 66-year-old Podesta’s status as something of a Democratic senior statesman — 
“someone who knows how to navigate the waters in Washington in a way very few do,” said Maria Cardona, who worked for 
Hillary Clinton’s failed 2008 presidential campaign. 

In a statement to The Associated Press, former President Clinton called Podesta “always on the level, straightforward with allies, 
adversaries and fence-sitters alike, and he never forgets the impact policy decisions have on real people.” 

Podesta declined to be interviewed for this story, and spokesman for Hillary Clinton also would not comment on his prospective 
role in her 2016 campaign. But several people close to her operation spoke about Podesta on the condition of anonymity, 
because they were not authorized by Clinton’s team to do so publicly on the record. 

A wiry Chicagoan with a quirky, sometimes dark, sense of humor, Podesta accepted the post in Obama’s White House on the 
condition that he would only stay for one year. White House officials said it wasn’t clear at the time that Podesta intended to 
work for Clinton when he left. 

“What John does on his personal time is not my matter,” said Denis McDonough, the White House chief of staff who 
repeatedly tried to lure Podesta back to the West Wing before finally succeeding in late 2013. 

For Obama and Clinton, affiliating with Podesta — a sharp political tactician and progressive policy wonk — is a way to signal 
to critics and wary supporters they are willing to recalibrate and learn from past mistakes. 

Obama brought on Podesta after the disastrous rollout of his health care law, a deeply challenging stretch that sparked questions 
about his competence and that of his tight-knit inner circle. Several current and former White House officials said Podesta 
quickly injected more depth into strategy discussions and would often play devil’s advocate, pushing the team to consider things 
not on their radar. 

Podesta also ingratiated himself with Obama’s team, particularly younger aides. An avid cook — his specialty is Italian, including 
risotto and biscotti — he would invite staffers to his home in Northwest Washington for celebratory dinners after finishing big 
projects. He and McDonough also developed a friendly rivalry in running races, with the chief of staff finally beating Podesta, 

20 years McDonough’s senior, late last year. 

For Clinton, bringing on Podesta is widely viewed as an effort to avoid the disorganization and backbiting that plagued her 2008 
bid. Though Podesta’s title is expected this time to be something akin to campaign chairman, he is expected to have a hand in 
day-to-day operations and is seen as one of the few staff members who can be candid with both Hillary and Bill Clinton. 

“He’ll be the one who can say, you really did this right, however on this, you’ve got to change — and won’t be afraid to do 
that,” said Vermont Democratic Sen. Patrick Leahy, who was Podesta’s boss on Capitol Hill during the 1980s. 

The exact kind of episode Podesta is being brought on to help avoid erupted Monday, as a clash between pro-Clinton 
fundraising groups became public when Clinton backer David Brock abruptly resigned from the board of Priorities USA Action, 
a super PAC. Hours later, Brock said he was willing to reconsider his resignation, but the incident nonetheless rekindled 
speculation about whether Clinton can keep internal rivalries at bay. 

Podesta, a married father of three, first crossed paths with the Clintons more than 40 years ago, when he and Bill Clinton 
worked on a 1970 Senate campaign in Connecticut. They stayed in touch as Clinton became Arkansas governor, and Podesta 
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worked in Congress and started a lucrative lobbying firm with his brother, Tony. 

Podesta left the firm to join Clinton’s 1992 presidential campaign, then followed him to the White House. It was Podesta who 
was tasked with navigating the Clintons through the numerous investigations, personal embarrassments and Clinton’s 
impeachment hearing — experiences that deepened the couple’s trust in him. 

After Republicans regained control of the White House in 2000, Podesta set to work carving out a home for liberal policy in the 
capital. With the help of donations from wealthy Democrats such as George Soros and Steve Bing, Podesta created the Center 
for American Progress, which grew into an influential think tank with deep ties to the Obama White House — in part because 
so many members of the White House staff have worked at the center at some point during their career. 

After leaving the White House later this month, Podesta plans to continue teaching a class at Georgetown University on 
congressional investigations until Clinton’s campaign offices opens in New York later this spring or summer. 

While Obama is known to be aggressive in seeking to retain staffers contemplating departures, sometimes even making in- 
person appeals to their spouses, White House officials say Podesta has been spared that hard-sell.

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Progressives’ non-Hillary hope: a socialist non-Democrat? (Toronto Star)

WASHINGTON — Angry speech complete, Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders, who is giving “serious thought” to running for 
president, sat down to take questions from the Brookings Institution audience. 

“No one would accuse you of being ‘Morning in America’ with your presentation today,” pundit Mark Shields began, referring 
to the sunny Ronald Reagan campaign ad. 

“My wife often tells me that after I speak we have to pass out the tranquilizers and the anti-suicide kits,” Sanders said. “I’ve 
been trying to be more cheerful!” 

White hair askew, suit jacket creased, Sanders, a 73-year-old whose Brooklyn accent occasionally turns Obama into “Obamer,” 
looks and sounds the part of doomsday prophet. On Monday, he said that America is either on the road to “oligarchy” or 
already there, that the conservative Koch brothers might have successfully purchased the country with campaign donations, and 
that resistance to “the billionaire class” from a grassroots candidate like him might be futile. 

“If you had two million people, a phenomenal response, putting in $100 bucks, that’s $200 million. That is 20 per cent of what 
the Koch brothers themselves are prepared to spend. Can we take that on? I don’t know the answer,” he said. “Maybe the game 
is over. Maybe they have bought the United States government. Maybe there is no turning back. Maybe we’ve gone over the 
edge. I don’t know. I surely hope not.” 

This man could be progressive Democrats’ last great 2016 hope. 

Sanders is not even a registered Democrat: though he caucuses with the party, he has sat as an independent since he was elected 
to Congress in 1990. He self-identities as a democratic socialist. In an Iowa church basement in December, he called for “a 
political revolution in this country.” 

Not the stuff of major-party nominees. But no one else with sterling progressive credentials appears to possess the martyrdom 
instinct to stand in front of the Hillary Clinton express. A small but vocal effort to draft Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren, 
the most formidable left-leaning Democrat, has shown no sign of accomplishing anything. 

Warren would be a long-shot. Sanders may be a no-shot. But his presence in the debate could at least drag Clinton to the left on 
economic policy. And some activists believe his candour on the gap between rich and poor, which he described Monday as 
“grotesque and growing,” would keep him afloat. 

“Any candidate who speaks up as aggressively and as forthrightly as Sen. Sanders has on the growing income inequality in this 
country is a viable candidate. Income inequality will be the defining issue of the 2016 election,” said Neil Sroka, communications 
director for Democracy for America, a political action committee founded by former candidate Howard Dean. 

Democracy for America is trying to convince Warren to enter the race. She keeps saying no. Sroka said the group is supportive 
of a Sanders candidacy even if Warren gets to yes. 

“I think having more candidates in the 2016 Democratic primary talking about income inequality issues ensures that every single 
candidate has to talk about those issues,” he said. 

Much of the recession-era country has come around to Sanders’s anti-elite fury. He said Monday that “the business model of 
Wall Street is fraud and deception,” demonstrating a populist frankness resonant with the segment of the Democratic base 
uneasy with Clinton’s coziness with big donors. 

Sanders offered a 12-point prescription for change. He called for a doubling of the federal minimum wage to “at least” $15 per 
hour, $1 trillion in infrastructure spending, repealing NAFTA, Europe-like free university tuition, and a Canada-like single-payer 
health-care system that insures everyone. Obamacare, he said, has been only a “modest success.” 

He said he has seen “a lot of sentiment that enough is enough, that we need fundamental changes.” Lest anyone get too excited, 
he added a caveat. 

“On the other hand, I also understand political realities,” he said. “And that is: when you take on the billionaire class, it ain’t 
easy.”

Sen. Bernie Sanders (I-Vt.) says he will be running to win in 2016 if he decides to challenge Hillary Clinton in a Democratic 
primary. 

“I am giving thought to running for president of the United States,” Sanders said in a speech at the Brookings Institution in 
Washington on Monday. “But don’t tell my wife... If I run I want to run to win and to run to win we need to have millions of 
people actively involved.” 

Sanders said he’d need the help of a “vibrant grassroots movement all over this country that says to the billionaire class, ‘Sorry 
— government is going to work for all of us and not just for the one percent.’" 

Sanders, who caucuses in with Democrats in the Senate, declined to say whether he would enter into the race if Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren (D-Mass.) decided to run, too. 

Warren has insisted she’s not running for president, but progressive grassroots groups are trying to change her mind. Sanders 
called Warren “brilliant.” 

“I will not be a spoiler,” Sanders said, reiterating previous comments that he’s made about how he would not run as an 
independent but as a Democrat. 

“If I run and if Secretary Clinton runs what I would hope would happen is that we have a debate about how you rebuild the 
middle class,” Sanders said. “I also understand political realities and that is when you take on the billionaire class — it ain’t easy.” 
Clinton maintains a dominant lead in 2016 Democratic polling against Sanders, Warren and Vice President Biden. None of the 
prospective Democratic candidates have officially declared they are running. 

Sanders criticized Wall Street extensively, saying it had become “an island unto itself where its goal is to make as much money as 
it can.” 

“I don’t want to be too dramatic here, but I happen to believe that the business model of Wall Street is fraud and deception,” 
Sanders said.

Sen. Bernie Sanders has a clear view of what he will be up against if he runs for president in 2016; billionaires, Wall Street, 
Hillary Clinton, and a less-than-stellar name ID. But while the Vermont senator once received single digit-support for statewide 
elections in Vermont, he has shown a propensity as a pragmatic campaigner with keen insight into what it takes to spark a 
grassroots movement. 

But whether he can mobilize enough people in 2016 to make the race worth his while is still a question even he has not 
answered. 

“I don’t want to run a futile campaign,” Sanders said during an appearance at the Brookings Institution Monday. 

In recent months, Sanders has traveled around the country, hitting early primary states like New Hampshire and Iowa. He’s 
confident, in talking with voters, that there is an appetite for a straight talking candidate in the Democratic primary who can 
articulate a clear vision to reduce income inequality and isn’t afraid to call out Wall Street as a business model built on “fraud 
and deception.” 

If he does run, Sanders said, he’s not looking to be a “spoiler” in the mode of Ralph Nader. He’s instead considering shedding 
his “independent” label and jumping into the race for the Democratic ticket, where he fully recognizes he’d likely be going head- 
to-head on the debate stage with the Democratic Party’s presumptive candidate Hillary Clinton. 

Sanders sees running against Clinton, however, as an opportunity not to tear her apart politically, but to distinguish himself and 
force the party to have a serious policy discussion on issues as diverse as income inequality and foreign policy. 

“This is a woman I respect, clearly a very intelligent person who I think is impressive on issues by the way,” Sanders said. “I 
think we have a debate about how you rebuild a crumbling middle-class, a debate about how you reverse climate change, a 
debate about the foreign policy.. .a debate about Wall Street, and that would be, I think, good for the American people, to be 
honest with you.” 

On Monday, Sanders began by distinguishing himself on foreign policy. He reasserted his opposition to more troops in Iraq, a 
conflict Clinton initially voted in favor of authorizing military action for during her time in the Senate. Sanders also said he 
feared the U.S. was entangling itself in an “endless war” in the Middle East. Instead of the U.S. spending its resources and 
developing the lead strategy, countries like Saudi Arabia, for example, needed to step up, he said. Sanders also announced he 
would not attend Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu’s planned address to Congress, an issue Clinton has yet to weigh in 
on. 

Sanders emphasized that, despite pointing out contrasts, he won’t run negative ads against Clinton. He didn’t during his mayoral 
races, Senate races or for congressional seats, he said. And he is not going to start now. 

“It is not my style to trash people,” Sanders said. 

While Sanders said he doesn’t expect fellow progressive Sen. Elizabeth Warren, D-Mass., to jump into the presidential fray, he 
didn’t miss an opportunity to highlight her vision and accomplishments before the audience at Brookings. 

“We brought senator, well Elizabeth Warren to the town meetings and she blew me away with her ability to deal with 
complicated economic issues in a language that people could understand,” Sanders said. “I’m a fan of Elizabeth Warren.” 

The main obstacle for Sanders may not just be Clinton, however. Part of running a successful campaign is filling campaign 
coffers. And, in a cycle where the billionaire Koch brothers have already pledged to spend almost $900 million, Sanders will 
have to do better than merely relying on his engaged network to make small donations. That remains a stumbling block Sanders 
is not confident he can overcome. 

“If you had two million people putting in 100 bucks, that’s $200 million, that is 20 percent of what the Koch brothers 
themselves are prepared to spend,” Sanders said. “Can you take that on? I don’t know the answer. Maybe the game is over. 
Maybe they have bought a United States government. Maybe there is no turning back. I don’t know. I surely hope not, but we 
have to look at that reality.” 

If he is going to run, Sanders says he has to be sure he is going to make a serious impact on the race if he does. 

“I want to do it well and it’s important not just for my ego I do it well. It’s important for millions of people who share the same 
set of beliefs that I hold,” Sanders said. “To do it well, we would have to put together the strongest grassroots movement in the 
modern history of this country with millions of people are saying, ‘you know what? Enough is enough. We are going to take on

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Is Bernie Sanders The 2016 Progressive Candidate? He’s Considering A “Not Hillary” Presidential Campaign

She might not have officially announced a run for president in 2016, but progressives are already offering alternatives to a 
Hillary Clinton candidacy. Sen. Elizabeth Warren is often the first name that comes to mind, but Sen. Bernie Sanders, an 
independent from Vermont, is also toying with the idea of launching a campaign as the “Not Hillary” candidate. But does he 
have a chance? 

Since speculation began that Clinton would launch another bid for president, some progressive groups have been actively 
seeking an alternative candidate, one a little more outside the establishment than Clinton, who could take the nomination or at 
least move the former Secretary of State a bit more to the left on key issues. Although populist candidate Warren, who made a 
name for herself as a crusader against moneyed Wall Street interests, has been the favorite, Sanders is also drawing attention for 
his longtime commitment to liberal causes and aversion to playing political games. 

In an interview with MSNBC on Saturday, Sanders promised there would be “real differences” between himself and Clinton. 
But Sanders has no organized campaign infrastructure and lacks the funding that Clinton and Warren are already enjoying from 
PACs established months, and in Clinton’s case, years, ago. In early polls, he trails Clinton by more than 50 points. At 73, he is 
six years older than Clinton, who already had to defend herself against arguments that she is too old to effectively lead the 
nation. 

Not that Sanders seems to be particularly worried. At a conference this weekend held by Keystone Progress, the largest 
progressive organization in Pennsylvania, Sanders went after billionaires, saying they are “addicted to money,” and calling for a 
“political revolution” that would take the country back in time and allow Americans to support their families on a 40-hour work 
week. He is expected to further lay out his agenda at the Brookings Institution on Monday. The executive director of 
Democracy for America Charles Chamberlain told MSNBC in December: 

The results from our first 2016 presidential pulse poll indicates that progressives want to hear from many candidates during the 
nomination process and that the fight for the support of Democrats’ grassroots base is far from over. 

Warren, for her part, has repeatedly said she does not want to run for president and has given no indication that she will change 
her mind. Once it becomes clear she isn’t in the running, Sanders will likely enjoy support from current Warren proponents. Will 
it be enough? If he can reinvigorate the Democratic base, get them mad enough about those “addicted to money” billionaires 
and inspired by his political revolution, he might have a chance.

Hillary Clinton, widely considered as the Democratic nominee for the Presidency race of 2016 has quietly put together a 
massive campaign team-in-waiting. Interestingly, this is before any official announcement has been made on her candidature. In 
terms of the size and talent of Clinton team, reports say that it can outstrip anything that is on the rival Republican side. 

The Washington Post reports that Clinton has already appointed a campaign chairman, campaign manager, chief strategist and 
lead pollster, associate pollster, lead media adviser, communication director, deputy communications director, focus group 
director and communications strategist. The report also added that Clinton is close to finalising her New York City campaign 
headquarters and looking for a suitable date to make these official announcements.

Clinton has already hired many former aides of President 
Obama to assist her in the campaign. 

Key Obama Aide

Political Action Committee devoted to supporting her in 2016. “It’s her turn and her time,” he said on MSNBC and added 
“we’re going to do whatever it takes to make sure she’s the president of the United States.” 

Thus the political machinery that helped in the victory of Mr Obama twice, has thrown its weight behind Clinton candidacy. 
While Podesta is advising Clinton unofficially, he may soon take up the post of campaign chairman and has announced the 
decision to leave the White House within a few weeks. White House communications director Jennifer Palmieri will be donning 
the role of communication head in the Clinton campaign. 

Clinton’s close advisers are also looking at ways to keep her in a fighting mode throughout the slow and uneventful early phase 
of the campaign. There will also be a strategy to distance herself from Mr Obama regime by focusing more on populist and 
base-friendly economic issues despite her association with Mr Obama administration as a former secretary of state. Clinton is 
keen to project her foreign policy to be more self-assured than that of Mr Obama. 

Sander’s Challenge 

Meanwhile, Hill News reports that Senator Bernie Sanders can be a challenger to Clinton in the primarry. He has claimed that 
voters will see stark differences between himself and Hillary Clinton if the two decide to run for the White House in 2016. 
Sanders told on MSNBC’s “Up with Steve Kornacki” that though he likes and respects Hillary Clinton, on issues like massive 
investments in infrastructure, real tax reform and “on the need to deal in a very bold way with the planetary crisis of climate 
change, with the transpacific partnership, I suspect we will have some real differences.” 

Sanders is mulling to enter the 2016 Democratic presidential primary. If Sanders runs, he will be highlighting the goals of the 
progressive wing of the party, which wants bold policies to address the rising income inequality in the United States.

There’s one year to go before the presidential voting starts, and no one’s even inching to the starting gate. No one’s formally 
announced. No one’s close. 

The field of potential candidates for the 2016 Democratic and Republican presidential nominations is mum about officially 
running. They’re raising money, ripping rivals, speaking at Iowa breakfasts, lunches and dinners - but they’re holding back on 
the formal announcement. 

It’s a stark contrast from 2007 - the last time there was no incumbent running - when most of the the big-name candidates 
were all in by mid-February. 

Three days after Christmas 2006, Democrat John Edwards formally kicked off the season with an announcement tour that 
began in New Orleans, at a home being rebuilt after Hurricane Katrina . On Jan. 20, 2007, exactly two years before the next 
inauguration, Hillary Clinton declared “I’m in” on her website and released a one-minute 45-second video from a cozy den. She 
said she was “beginning a conversation with you.” 

That same month, Joe Biden, Bill Richardson and Chris Dodd joined the race. On Feb. 10, 2007, in the shadow of the Old 
State Capitol and the legacy of Abraham Lincoln in Springfield, 111., Barack Obama entered , and three days later, Mitt Romney 
announced in Michigan. 

This year, no one’s in a hurry. 

Party bigwigs say the race has already begun unofficially in early- voting states such as Iowa. The evidence: More than 1 ,000 
Iowa Republican activists spent all day Jan. 24 listening to potential candidates. 

“That event allowed them to begin their campaigns without actually having to begin their campaigns,” explained Iowa Republican 
Chairman Jeff Kaufmann. 

They can continue those campaigns without saying they’re campaigns. Republicans will gather at the Conservative Political 
Action Conference in Maryland later this month. A week later, at least eight potential candidates are to appear at Iowa Ag 
Summit . New Hampshire Republicans are organizing a big get-together in mid- April . 

They have a lot of reasons to stay coy: 

- The Clinton factor. Her likely summer decision “buys people time. They want to see who they may be running against,” said 
Judy Davidson, Scott County, Iowa, Republican chairwoman. If Clinton is out, a lot of Republicans and Democrats see big 
opportunities. 

- The weather factor. The average Des Moines daily high never climbs above freezing during January, and Manchester, N.H., is 
almost as frozen . It’s better to stage the big event when the candidate isn’t risking pneumonia. When Obama announced his 
candidacy eight Februarys ago, the outdoor temperature was about 20. 

- The legal factor. Once someone formally becomes a candidate under federal campaign-finance laws, the candidate has to 
disclose personal finances, register with the Federal Election Commission and file regular statements detailing spending and 
contributions. 

- The scrutiny factor. Once you’re really in, the media won’t let you alone. If you’re not, you can skip big events without looking 
rude and claim a reason to duck reporters. The Republican National Committee has cited 28 instances since last spring when 
Clinton’s camp refused to respond to media requests. 

- The Romney factor. The 2012 Republican nominee said late last month that he was out . 2016 hopefuls pounced, now that 
his donors and supporters were free. That crowd is now wooable, and that means a lot of time on the phone and in small 
meetings, not on the stump making speeches. 

Then there’s the practical way to look at an announcement: Has anyone ever won or lost because they delayed their candidacy 
announcement a couple of months in the year before an election? 
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RNC launching ‘Hillary’s hiding’ campaign (Politico)

Nearly two dozen Republicans are in the early stages of clawing at each other over the 2016 presidential nomination, but that’s 
not stopping national party leaders from lobbing new attacks at Hillary Clinton ahead of the Democrat’s all-but-certain 
presidential campaign roll-out. 

The latest front in Republicans’ anti-Clinton effort will launch on Tuesday morning, with the Republican National Committee’s 
“Hillary’s Hiding” campaign designed to highlight the former secretary of state’s recent lack of straightforward political activity 
despite her presumed pre-candidate status. 

The RNC’s effort will include billboards in early-primary/caucus states such as Iowa, New Hampshire, and South Carolina, op- 
eds, and videos like the two-minute post it plans to unveil Tuesday featuring edited clips of President Barack Obama, Vice 
President Joe Biden, White House Press Secretary Josh Earnest, and Clinton, branding her candidacy as “#Obama’s 3rd term.” 

“What’s the only way not to seem like she’s campaigning?” asks RNC communications director Sean Spicer in the planned 
campaign kick-off memo. “Go into hiding.” 

The memo notes that Clinton has not held a press conference in over 200 days, and has not been to either Iowa or New 
Hampshire since November’s midterms. It also details 28 times Clinton’s camp has declined to comment on the record for 
press stories since May. 

Clinton allies largely maintain that there is no need for her to start campaigning yet given her strong position in preliminary 
polling, and that as a non-candidate there is no reason for her to hold press conferences. 

“If she runs she will take nothing for granted, and she will fight for every vote. Anyone who thinks otherwise should think 
again,” said Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill. 

The former senator and first lady has not yet formally embarked on a 2016 run, but a number of high-profile Democratic 
operatives have already signed onto her effort while other potential contenders for the nomination — including former 
Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, former Virginia Sen. Jim Webb, and Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders — struggle to gain traction. 
Clinton has avoided political appearances since the midterms, and Spicer’s memo alleges that her silence is part of a “strategic 
decision that the only way to ensure she is the Democratic nominee is to make everyone think she’s inevitable.” 

The memo also highlights liberal efforts to draft Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren to run for president, despite her own 
insistence that she is not running. 

Democrats and Republicans alike have publicly worried about the possibility that Clinton could face little Democratic opposition, 
and the RNC offensive is expected to recall low points of Clinton’s failed 2008 bid for the nomination, when her campaign was 
plagued by staff infighting and an overall sense of inevitability that backfired. A research guide attached to Spicer’s memo 
compares the ongoing pre-campaign state of Clinton’s candidacy to that run, and specifically points to the Monday resignation of 
Clinton ally David Brock from the board of the pro-Clinton super PAC Priorities USA as a sign of trouble. 

But the RNC campaign also comes as a wide field of current and former Republican public officials spreads out across the 
country to garner financial and political support before the party’s primary season, when the group is eager to avoid a scramble 
reminiscent of 2012’s drawn-out nominating battle. Clinton’s likely 2016 candidacy has been a target of national Republicans for 
over a year, and her record as secretary of state is regularly mentioned by GOP White House contenders campaigning across 
the country. 

So as Republican aspirants frequent Des Moines ballrooms and Manchester cafes, the “Hillary’s Hiding” campaign is just one in 
a series of the committee’s efforts to paint Clinton in a negative light. It is officially distinct from the “Hiding Hillary” Facebook 
page set up by Republican opposition research group America Rising on Friday, but the similarity indicates Republicans’ 
universal wish to combat Clinton’s candidacy early on. 
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Advice to Hillary: Run like insurgent (USAT)

CHICAGO — She’s the prohibitive Democratic front-runner, David Axelrod says, but if Hillary Rodham Clinton is going to 
win the White House in 2016 she needs to campaign like an insurgent. 

Axelrod has credentials to make the critique: He was the strategist for challenger Barack Obama when he wrested the 
Democratic nomination from her the last time she was the front-runner, in 2008. In his memoir, Believer: My Forty Years in 
Politics, published Tuesday by Penguin Press, Axelrod recalls both how Clinton’s caution and missteps cost her the nomination 
— and how she then countered and threatened to win it back. 

“What she can’t rely on, and I don’t think she will, is the Clinton name, although the Clinton name trades very high in American 
politics,” Axelrod told Capital Download in an interview at his office at the University of Chicago’s Institute of Politics. 
“Americans are always about the future. Bill Clinton was famously the one who said that, and he was right. So she needs a very 
well-conceived message about where she wants to lead the country. If she doesn’t have that, then it does become a problem 

“I think she has to approach this campaign like a challenger, not like a front-runner — like an insurgent.” 

That means not only delivering speeches but also connecting viscerally with voters, making herself vulnerable and approachable 
the way she did in New Hampshire after losing the Iowa caucuses, and not shying from primary debates even against a distant 
field. While she’s one of the most familiar faces in American politics, she has to project a fresh and forward-looking message 
that tells people where she wants to take the country. 

That said, some of the characteristics that hurt Clinton’s campaign last time should help her now, he says. After eight years of 
President Obama — and amid disappointment over what Axelrod calls his “great, unfulfilled promise” to change the capital’s 
politics — voters may well be looking for a Washington insider who knows how to make a gridlocked system operate. 

“Her status as someone who had worked within Washington and who was familiar with Washington was actually a liability” then, 
Axelrod says. Now, “people are going to be looking, as they always do, not for the replica but for the remedy. They’re going to 
want someone who knows how to manage the system, navigate the system, and I think her skill set and her background are 
probably better for this campaign than they were for the last.” 

While Democrats retain advantages in presidential politics, especially among an increasingly diverse electorate, he says former 
Florida governor Jeb Bush would be a formidable Republican opponent, especially if he can resist being pulled to the right 
during the GOP’s primary battles. 

“Jeb Bush, obviously, is someone who’s supported immigration reform, who supported education reform. If he can stick to his 
guns and hold those positions, I don’t think we Democrats can take our tactical advantages for granted. I don’t think having 
demographic advantages and the kind of advantages that we’ve counted on in the past few elections are enough.” 

He dismisses Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker, another GOP hopeful, as “the flavor of the month” who “gave a great speech at a 
little meeting in Iowa” but is untested on the national stage.

Axelrod, who turns 60 this month, is one of the most successful strategists in modern American politics. He has helped elect not 
only a president but also senators, governors and a string of mayors. But he still projects the air of the rumpled political reporter 
he once was for The Chicago Tribune, and his favorite place to eat is still Manny’s, the legendary deli that is a favored hang-out 
of pols and press. 

“I haven’t been to Manny’s in a while,” he says eagerly on the drive over through snowy Chicago streets. “Well, not since last 
week.” 

Fortuitously, it is turkey leg day at Manny’s. The counterman in the cafeteria line doesn’t even wait for Axelrod to order before 
he puts a comically large turkey leg on his plate and covers it with gravy that will eventually make a spotted pattern across the 
front of Axelrod’s blue dress shirt. (Fortuitously, he isn’t wearing a tie.) 

Axelrod’s 509-page memoir already has caused a bit of a stir, especially over his depiction of the concession call Republican Mitt 
Romney made on election night in 2012. “Obama said the appropriate things,” he recalls, but “was unsmiling during the call, and 
slightly irritated when it was over.” Obama then told those around him that Romney had congratulated him on doing “a great 
job in getting the vote out in places like Cleveland and Milwaukee.” 
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“In other words, black people,” Obama said after hanging up. “That’s what he thinks this was all about.” 

That account heatedly was denied by Garrett Jackson, Romney’s body man in 2012, who was in the room with the Republican 
and told Politico’s Playbook that Axelrod “concocted” the exchange. “There was nothing about voter turnout,” he said. Romney 
aides have lined up behind Jackson’s account; Obama aides behind Axelrod’s account. 

“I appreciate his loyalty to his guy,” Axelrod told USA TODAY’S video newsmaker series in his first public response. “And the 
truth is, I don’t think Romney, and I didn’t imply that Romney, was being ungracious. I think Romney was trying to pay a 
compliment. It was a reflection of how two guys viewed things from a different lens.” 

The lens of race, that is. During the 2008 campaign and in the White House, Axelrod and other top Obama aides routinely 
turned aside questions about the role of race in Obama’s political support and his opposition. In his book and the interview, 
however, Axelrod describes it as an unavoidable factor that has helped shape and complicate Obama’s rise and his presidency. 

“I’ve always sort of resisted answering that question in the past because I never wanted to imply that somehow he was being 
treated unfairly or that whatever our political problems were, were a consequence only of race,” he says. “But I do think that 
there are some people who have a hard time accepting that America’s becoming more diverse and we have an African American 
president; I don’t think there’s any question about that. And has it infused some of the debate? I think it has.” 

He recalls the outburst in 2009 from South Carolina Rep. Joe Wilson during Obama’s address to a Joint Session of Congress. 

“I don’t think any other president has had someone stand up in the chambers of Congress during his speech and yell, ‘You lie,’ “ 
Axelrod says. “I don’t think any other president has had people persistently challenge his very citizenship. I think those are 
consequences of his background and his race.” 

Axelrod’s portrait of Obama is overwhelmingly positive and admiring. But he expresses frustration about Obama’s inclination to 
separate campaigning from governing, an attitude that hampered his ability to connect with Americans and get things through 
Congress once in office. For an undeniably successful politician, he often didn’t seem to like politics. 

“I think he likes people, (but) I don’t know that he likes the politics of Washington very much,” Axelrod admits, and his disdain 
can infect his relationships with other powerful figures in town. “He doesn’t always deal well with people who don’t share his 
view that winning elections isn’t the most important tiring, that getting big tilings done is the most important thing.” 

In his re-election bid in 2012, Obama rejected his aides’ appeals for more rehearsals and their critique that he wasn’t ready for 
the first debate against Romney. The night before the debate, when they sat down to review a tape of the final rehearsal, 

Axelrod began by saying there was “some stuff we need to clean up.” That prompted the president to hurl an unprintable 
expletive at him and stalk from the room. 

Obama’s performance at the debate the next night was disastrous, though he would recover and win a second term. 

‘AN UNWORTHY NITWIT’ 

Axelrod’s portrait of other political candidates he has encountered over the past four decades is considerably less glowing that 
his picture of Obama. 

• Andrew Stein, one of his first clients, won election to the New York State Assembly in 1968. “I couldn’t shake this nagging 
feeling that, for a few bucks, we had just helped install an unworthy nitwit in public office.” Stein later served as Manhattan 
Borough president and president of the New York City Council. 

• Rod Blagojevich summoned him to discuss his 2002 bid for governor of Illinois. “Why do you want to be governor?” Axelrod 
asked. Blagojevich replied, “You can help me figure that out.” Axelrod declined to work for the campaign. Blagojevich was 
elected but was later convicted of corruption. 

•John Edwards hired Axelrod for his 2004 presidential campaign, to the consultant’s quick regret. “The most difficult 
personality in this caustic stew was Elizabeth,” he writes. “If her attitude toward John was right out of My Fair Lady” — she saw 
him as a hick whom she had educated - “her approach to the campaign bore a greater resemblance to The Manchurian 
Candidate. 

John Edwards became the Democratic vice presidential nominee in 2004; in 2011 he was indicted but not convicted of charges 
of violating campaign finance laws in his 2008 presidential bid to cover up an affair. Elizabeth Edwards died of cancer in 2010. 

Axelrod portrays himself as figure with flaws as well, particularly in his willingness to sacrifice his family life for his career, 
particularly after his daughter, Lauren, began to struggle with epilepsy. “One of the hard things in writing the book was to 
confront the choices I made,” he says. “As you draw your last breath, you’re not going to say, ‘I wish I had taken this race or 
that race.’ “ 

He attributes some of those choices to an unhealthy need to seek approval and affirmation that may have stemmed from a 
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difficult early family life, growing up in New York City’s Stuyvesant Town. His mother, a groundbreaking journalist, was driven 
and distant. His father was warm but sometimes adrift, and he committed suicide when his son was 1 9 years old and a a student 
at the University of Chicago. The notification of his death, Axelrod says, signaled the end of his childhood. 

“Dad left me seventeen thousand dollars, an old Plymouth Fury, and a broken heart,” he writes. “For years after his death, the 
anniversary announced itself to me through bouts of depression and self-doubt.” 

Nowadays, though, he seems happy as an academic, a commentator on MSNBC and an adviser on some foreign campaigns in 
Great Britain and elsewhere. As he heads out of the grand old house that has been converted to the Institute of Politics offices, 
Don Rose, a legendary leftist Chicago political consultant, is holding forth to students in the living room. 

At Manny’s, David Bonoma, a local lawyer, comes by his table to greet him. “Say hello to your mom,” Axelrod tells him; she 
had been the Mayor Richard M. Daley’s longtime assistant. There’s a plaque on the wall that says, “David Axelrod’s Table,” the 
only designated table in the joint. 

One other table used to have a plaque, dedicating it to the neighborhood’s longtime beat cop, owner Ken Raskin recalls, but 
when he retired from the force, he took it home with him. 
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With Elizabeth Warren saying no to 2016, Bernie Sanders eyes populist mantle (CS Monitor)

No. No. A thousand times no. Elizabeth Warren is still not running for president. But if not the senator from Massachusetts, 
then who might don the liberal mantle in 2016? Sen. Bernie Sanders, perhaps? 

The independent senator from Vermont has been traveling the country testing the waters. 

On Monday, he laid out his agenda at the Brookings Institution think tank. His shock of white hair and often-rumpled 
appearance contrast sharply with the trim and energetic put-togetherness of Senator Warren - but they certainly read from the 
same political page. 

“Today, in my view, the most serious problem we face as a nation is the grotesque and growing level of wealth and income 
inequality,” he said, railing against “a government of the billionaires, by the billionaires, and for the billionaires.” 

Sanders swings as hard left as Warren does: Social Security needs to be expanded, not reduced (he would pay for it by raising 
the payroll tax cap); the big Wall Street financial firms are beyond reform and they must be broken up; health care for all is a 
right, which should be provided by a Medicare-like single-payer plan. A big infrastructure program would create millions of jobs, 
and free college and graduate education would give the workforce competitive chops. 

There’s only one problem with this ersatz Warren theory. Nobody can replace her, because, as Amy Walter of the independent 
Cook Political report puts it: “Elizabeth Warren is the only Elizabeth Warren of the race” (even though she’s not in it). 

Warren’s appeal is not that she’s the anti-Hillary, or that the Democratic base is yearning for a more liberal voice, says Ms. 
Walter. It’s her sparkliness. 

“She’s shiny and she’s new and she’s fresh and she’s engaging and she’s motivating. So I don’t think that’s a slot that you can just 
sort of interchange with any other Democrat.” 

Sanders seems to recognize this. 

“I knew Elizabeth Warren before she was Elizabeth Warren” - back when she was merely a “brilliant” Harvard law professor 
with an ability to explain complicated issues in an understandable way, he said on Monday. “She blew me away.” 

And Hillary Rodham Clinton blows everyone else away, whether it’s Warren or Sanders. 

In the February poll by Bloomberg Politics-St. Anselm College, Mrs. Clinton buries these two like a blizzard - and right in their 
own backyard. The former secretary of state, senator, and first lady is the top choice of 56 percent of likely voters in the New 
Hampshire Democratic primary, according to the poll. Warren comes in a distant second at 15 percent; Sanders and Vice 
President Joe Biden tie for third at 8 percent each. 

Clinton’s name recognition is “about 10 times greater than mine,” admitted Sanders, but then again, he’s faced such odds before. 
In the 1970s, he ran twice for governor of Vermont and twice for the US Senate - once setting a personal best of 6 percent of 
the vote. In 1981, the socialist finally emerged victorious as an independent running for mayor of Burlington, Vermont’s largest 
city, challenging a five-term Democrat. 

“Nobody, but nobody thought that we had a chance to win,” Sanders said at the start of his talk. 

He crossed the finish line - after a recount - by a mere 10 votes. 

Of course, the national stage is hardly the shores of Lake Champlain or the dairy farms that produce the state’s famed cheddar 
cheese. In underdog cases like this, sometimes candidates run to influence the primary debate. Others run as third-party or 
independent candidates and then become “spoilers” in the general election - think Ross Perot or Ralph Nader. 

Sanders says he’s still sorting out whether to run, and if so, whether to run as an independent or a Democrat. Voters sick of 
both parties value the independent label, but it takes gobs of money and organizational prowess to get on all the state ballots. 

Sanders made clear, however, that he has no desire to be a son- of-Nader. 

“I will not be a spoiler,” he stated emphatically. 
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If he wanted to debate Clinton in the primaries, he would have to register as a Democrat. To be sure, he offers a more left- 
leaning message, but not one that would make much of a difference, according to political observers. 

Says Democratic pollster Celinda Lake: “What he speaks to is an agenda. And he brings forth those ideas. But much of that 
agenda Hillary Clinton supports, too.” 

Sen. Bernie Sanders, a Vermont independent, swings as hard left as Sen. Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts does. But can he 
appeal to the liberal base? 
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In Clinton’s absence, competitor plans to call on Iowa (Des Moines Register)

A second Democrat who is considering competing for the White House will headline the Polk County Democrats’ annual spring 
dinner. 

Jim Webb, a former U.S. senator from Virginia, will join former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley as a keynote speaker for the 
April 10 event at the United Auto Worker’s Hall Local #450 at 4589 NW 6th Dr. in Des Moines. The dinner will begin at 5 
p.m., followed by the program at 6 p.m., organizers said Monday. Tickets are $30 each or $225 for a table of eight. 

Webb is largely unknown to likely Democratic caucusgoers, with 68 percent saying they’re unsure of their opinion about him, a 
recent Des Moines Register/Bloomberg Politics Iowa Poll found. 

When asked their first choice for president right now, Clinton leads with 56 percent, followed by U.S. Sen. Elizabeth Warren of 
Massachusetts with 16 percent, Vice President Joe Biden with 9 percent, U.S. Sen. Bernie Sanders of Vermont with 5 percent, 
Webb with 3 percent, and O’Malley with 1 percent, according to the Jan. 26-29 poll. 

The thinking is that the Democratic nomination is Clinton’s if she wants it, but some Iowa Democratic activists have voiced 
frustration that she has again delayed announcing her decision. During her absence from Iowa and the presidential race, other 
Democratic contenders have been sliding into Iowa to see if they can build support for a White House bid. O’Malley has already 
announced two Iowa trips — one to Scott County in March and this one in April. 

Webb is a Vietnam veteran who was secretary of the U.S. Navy under President Ronald Reagan. He was elected to one term in 
the U.S. Senate then stepped down in January 2013. In November 2014, he formed an exploratory committee that allows him 
to raise money for a possible 2016 run. 

He did several events in Iowa last year, the Register’s tracker shows. During a three-day swing in August, he campaigned for 
U.S. Rep. Dave Loebsack; spoke at a fundraiser for the Linn Phoenix Club, a Democratic organization that works to elect 
Iowans in the Cedar Rapids area; spoke at the Iowa Federation of Labor’s 58th Annual Convention; campaigned for U.S. Senate 
hopeful Bruce Braley; appeared on the public TV show “Iowa Press,’ and visited the Iowa Veterans Home at Marshalltown.

Hillary Clinton knows that the children of Flint have waited too long for help. For nearly two years their parents 
spoke out about problems with the city’s water— only to be silenced and ignored. Later, scientists and pediatricians 
added evidence to those parental concerns— and yet they were told that they still did not have proof that there was 
a real problem. 

We now know that the population of Flint has been exposed to dangerously high levels of lead in the water— and 
the children who have been exposed are most likely to suffer long-term consequences. Enough is enough. Hillary 
Clinton is not going to wait to help the people of Flint. After visiting Flint herself and sending her daughter and 
senior campaign officials to learn more from community leaders and experts on what the community most needs, 
today Hillary is announcing that she will: 


• Work with Mayor Weaver to Restart More Frequent Home Water Delivery by Hiring Local 
Residents to Deliver Water. When the Governor recalled part of the National Guard and the state police 
several weeks ago, the State Emergency Operations Center had to significantly scale back their home 
delivery of water and their door-to-door public information campaign. Now residents must go to their local 
fire station to pick up water, which is extremely burdensome for the elderly, the disabled, parents of 
newborns or those who are working multiple jobs just to get by. Hillary Clinton is committed to raising the 
necessary resources and partnering with the Mayor and community partners to ensure that local residents 
can be hired to continue to deliver water so that every resident receives a water delivery every three days. 


• Encourage everyone around the country to support the children of Flint by donating to 
the Flint Child Health and Development Fund , which is working to provide health care and 
educational support to families in Flint affected by this crisis. We know that lead poisoning can affect kids 
for their whole lives, so too percent of donations will help provide ongoing services for the next 20 years to 
the most vulnerable families in Flint. Hillary’s effort is aimed at helping the people of Flint make significant 
progress on reaching their goal of raising $100 million for this critical fund. 

• Ask her Hillary for America volunteers to deliver water instead of canvassing for 
votes. Today, Hillary for America volunteers joined the Red Cross and United Way effort to distribute 
water to the neediest residents of Flint. 

• Provide Connections and Support to Help Health and Education Officials Expand their 
Capacity. Hillary Clinton has been working in the area of child health, development and well-being for 
decades and she is calling on experts from around the country to lend their support and services. For 
example, together with Senator Debbie Stabenow, she encouraged Dr. Irwin Redlener of the Children’s 
Health Fund to bring two mobile health units to Flint - one to be used for comprehensive primary care and 
the other to be used to provide rolling mental health services. 


These immediate actions are in addition to her continued call for greater federal and state support for the people 
of Flint. Hillary Clinton urges: 


• Congress to put their differences aside and act immediately to pass the emergency funding proposal, put 
forward by Senators Stabenow and Peters, and Congressman Kildee, to replace and rebuild the pipes in Flint 
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to ensure that families can safely drink again from their faucets. It is an unbelievable abdication of 
responsibility for Congress to have adjourned for a week’s long vacation without having resolved their 
differences over funding for Flint, while families in Flint have no access to safe water in their homes. 

The Senate should also pass the bipartisan safe drinking water amendments to ensure that the EPA notifies 
consumers when concentrations of lead in drinking water exceed certain levels and when corrosiveness from 
water being transported in lead pipes could leech into public drinking water - so that we never have a 
situation like Flint again where consumers were kept in the dark about the safety of the water they were 
drinking. This legislation was recently passed by the House under the leadership of Representatives Dan 
Kildee and Fred Upton, and has been introduced in the Senate by Senators Peters and Stabenow. 

Finally, Congress should work urgently to pass the Children's Head Start Intervention for Life and 
Development (CHILD) Act, sponsored by Senators Peters and Stabenow and Congressman Kildee in the 
House, which would establish one-time Head Start and Early Head Start grants to areas impacted by water 
polluted with lead and other toxic substances, including Llint. We know that the children of Llint need early 
interventions and support to mitigate the impacts of lead poisoning. 

• The Obama Administration to continue to build on their actions to increase access to nutrition and 
health services by providing a Medicaid waiver to Michigan so that every resident of Llint who is 21 years or 
younger and pregnant women who have been exposed to Llint's lead contaminated water will automatically 
be enrolled in health care. Providing universal Medicaid coverage to all residents under 21 would allow Llint 
to build on their Children’s Healthcare Access Program (CHAP) to ensure that every child in Llint has a 
medical home to coordinate care and needed services. 

• Governor Snyder and the state legislature to quickly pass the $195 million proposed by the Governor 
in his budget to provide the families of Llint access to safe drinking water, physical health, food and 
nutrition, education, and social and developmental services. And the state should work to immediately 
provide the $25 million in emergency funding Governor Snyder has proposed as a down payment in the 
effort to repair and rebuild Llint’s water pipes. 

Together, the Governor and Congress should ensure that Mayor Weaver receives the full $55 million in 
support she needs to implement the Last Start Lead Service Line Replacement Program so that the water 
infrastructure in Llint may be repaired to remove any danger of lead poisoning now or in the future. 


Even with all of the fixes proposed above, Hillary Clinton believes that Llint, like so many cities that have been left 
behind, needs real, immediate investments to spur good job creation, rebuild crumbling infrastructure. 
and connect housing to opportunity. That is why last week, Hillary Clinton released the first part of 
her “Breaking Down Every Barrier Agenda,” committing $125 billion to an Economic Revitalization Initiative

REPORTER: So in August of last year, Hillary Clinton had a meeting with Black Lives Matter activists 
and their discussion became, as you remember, really, well very, very heated and she said, look you're 
interested in changing hearts and that can go on forever, maybe you'll succeed maybe you won't. I'm 
interested in it, as a politician, in changing laws. What was your level of satisfaction with that encounter 
and is she wrong? 

ALICIA GARZA: What I will say is, and this isn't being diplomatic, right. This is just trying to... 

REPORTER: Why would you want to be, why would you want, why be diplomatic? 

ALICIA GARZA: I don't have a reason to be. It's trying to allow multiple perspectives, right. To be fair, 
no change in this country has ever happened merely by changing laws and it was disappointing, quite 
frankly, to hear former Secretary Clinton use that language because certainly an accurate view of history 
shows us that we are always in a dialectical relationship between changing culture, or changing hearts, 
and changing policy and that if we don't do one the other one doesn't happen, right. I also was really 
disappointed that she used, what I thought, was a fantastic opportunity to sit and really build with young 
Black activists who had come specifically to share their concerns with her. That she used that 
opportunity to almost shun them as opposed to.. 

REPORTER: Shun or lecture? 

ALICIA GARZA: Both, to be honest, because they were still pointed questions that were being put 
forward to her and one of those pointed questions was about changing 

REPORTER: Didn't you want her to share her view of things too? 

ALICIA GARZA: Well, let me be clear, one of the pointed questions that she was asked was about her 
changing stance on mass incarceration. 


REPORTER: Right. 
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ALICIA GARZA: Now, you know, I grew up in the era of mass incarceration when Black people, in 
particular, were had being demonized and being seen as a drain on government resources, and, you 
know, former Secretary Clinton and her husband, former President Clinton, really removed this very 
robust agenda around criminalizing Black people and they did that in a couple of different ways. One 
was by passing and championing this landmark three strikes legislation, which actually incarcerated more 
Black people than any other time in history, right. They also did something which was overwhelming, 
which was to dismantle states supports for families to be able to thrive or just at the very least survive, 
right. And they did that under this notion, right, that people were taking advantage of the system and that 
people are not redeemable. And now what we see on the campaign trail is that there's suddenly this new 
stance that says mass incarceration is a horrible thing, right. And the question that those activists pose 
to her of what changed her mind is not an out there question. It's really not, and I thought it was brilliant. 

REPORTER: And you thought she got defensive? 

ALICIA GARZA: Well she did get defensive, and she got dismissive, and she also didn't answer the 
question. 

REPORTER: You going to vote for her? 

ALICIA GARZA: Well, no I'm not, and mostly have been impacted by that experience very much. I do 
believe that, you know, dialogue is necessary. 

REPORTER: We get November, the likelihood that it's going to be Hillary Clinton against, I don't know, 
Ted Cruz, or Marco Rubio, or Donald Trump. You're going to stay home? You're going to pull the lever 
for the Republican? 

ALICIA GARZA: No, no, no, I definitely plan to vote. I'm not going to vote for Hillary Clinton that's where 
my stance is, and I'm not voting for any Republicans. 

REPORTER: So, in other words, a third party. Can I remind you, Ralph Nader was also a third party 
candidate. 

ALICIA GARZA: I remember. I do think it's troubling that we do something in this country where we go, 
if you don't vote for the appointed ones everything is going to go to hell. That's not actually true. What is 
true, certainly, is that there are multiple things that are important for us to make decisions about and 
president is one, and the reason for that being Supreme Court appointees, yea. But I also want to be 
really clear that for Black people in this country to demand allegiance to a candidate that has 
deliberately, deliberately lessened their quality of life, I think, is irresponsible. 

REPORTER: When you see the percentage of African Americans, who have in fact, said that they'll 
vote for Hillary Clinton, does it make you despair in some way? Because it's very, very high as you know. 

ALICIA GARZA: No, it doesn't make me despair in any way. I think, what we know about Black voters is 
that we tend to vote Democratic. 

REPORTER: Yea. 

ALICIA GARZA: And we tend to do that across the board. 

REPORTER: In a sense, you feel you give away the vote too cheap? 

ALICIA GARZA: I absolutely feel that way.

Shield Exercises 

Urban Shield is the premier training exercise to assess and improve regional disaster response capabilities 


DUBLIN, CA - U.S. Representative Eric Swalwell (CA-15) sent a letter inviting Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS) Secretary Jeh Johnson to attend the Urban Shield exercises in Alameda County in September. Urban 
Shield is the preeminent emergency preparedness drill in the nation, during which regional law enforcement 
professionals experience a unique set of scenarios to test and improve their response to a catastrophic event 
like a natural disaster or terrorist attack. 


Urban Shield, which was developed by the Alameda County Sheriffs Office, is supported by DHS Urban Area 
Security Initiative (UASI) grants. Swalwell, a Member of the Homeland Security Committee, had extended a 
verbal invite to Secretary Johnson to attend Urban Shield when he testified before the Committee on March 13. 
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“Immediately following the Boston Marathon bombing one year ago today emergency responders responded 
quickly and swiftly thanks in part to their training at Urban Shield in Alameda County.” said Swalwell. “Thousands 
more emergency personnel from across the country and around the world are better prepared for a disaster 
situation because of their experiences at Urban Shield. I invite Secretary Johnson to join me at Urban Shield in 
September to see first-hand how DHS funds are helping support this vital and important preparedness drill.” 


“Our Urban Shield program has had a long time collaboration with our Office of Homeland Security in our 
continued efforts to battle terrorism, and having Secretary Johnson attend the event will be a great honor,” said 
Alameda County Sheriff Gregory Ahern. 


Ed Davis, Boston Police Department Commissioner at the time of the Boston Marathon Bombing, testified before 
the Committee on Homeland Security regarding how important this training was for Boston to best respond to 
the terrorist attack. Urban Shield 2014 will take place September 5-8. 


The text of the letter is below: 


Dear Secretary Johnson: 


I write to follow-up on a verbal invitation extended when you testified on March 13, 2014, before the Committee 
on Homeland Security to formally ask you to join me at the Urban Shield preparedness exercises in Alameda 
County, California, being held September 5-8, 2014. Urban Shield is supported by Department of Homeland 
Security (DHS) Urban Area Security Initiative (UASI) grants. 


Developed in Alameda County, Urban Shield is the preeminent emergency preparedness drill in the nation. It is 
a multi-day exercise involving a series of unique scenarios to test an entire region’s response to a catastrophic 
event. Participants include personnel from all levels of government in law enforcement, fire and rescue, 
emergency medical services, hazardous materials teams, and so on. 


Other jurisdictions beyond the Bay Area have utilized training through the Urban Shield program. For example, 
officials with the City of Boston attended Urban Shield events before hosting their own in 201 1 and 2012. Ed 
Davis, Boston Police Department Commissioner at the time of the Boston Marathon Bombing, testified before the 
Committee on Homeland Security regarding how important this training was for Boston to best respond to that 
terrorist attack. 


Attending the Bay Area Urban Shield event will give you the opportunity to see first-hand how DHS UASI funds 
are helping support this vital and important preparedness drill. Such personal knowledge of the event also will 
better enable you to explain what it entails to other jurisdictions across the country and suggest they participate, 
thereby improving emergency response nationwide.

Last month, John McCain skipped a vote on the Ledbetter Fair Pay Act, which would have changed the time limit to file a 
lawsuit to 180 days after the last discriminatory paycheck. While campaigning in Kentucky, McCain said that he opposed the 
bill, and that women needed "education and training" instead of equal pay legislation: 

"They need the education and training, particularly since more and more women are heads of their households, as 
much or more than anybody else," McCain said. "And it's hard for them to leave their families when they don't have 
somebody to take care of them. 

"It's a vicious cycle that's affecting women, particularly in a part of the country like this, where mining is the mainstay; 
traditionally, women have not gone into that line of work, to say the least," he said. 

The Fair Pay Act isn't about "education and training" - it's about letting women fight for equal pay as men.

Was Romney’s Ryan Pick Bold or Desperate? 

Since Mitt Romney named Paul Ryan as his running-mate on Saturday, right wing pundits have done 
their best to frame his pick as a “bold” choice. In fact, it appears to have been a choice born of the dawning 
realization at Romney’s high command, that his political situation was becoming increasingly desperate. 

And the notion that Ryan himself is a “bold visionary” is nothing more than sheer fantasy - unless, of 
course, your “vision” of the future is the “Gilded Age”. 

Before the announcement, conventional wisdom held that Romney would make a safe, boring choice for 
Vice President - somebody like Tim Pawlenty or Rob Portman. The thought was that he would be cautious, 
both because he is, by nature, a cautious kind of guy - and because he was doing well enough that he 
didn’t want to make the a rash move that could blow up the way McCain’s decision to enlist Sarah Palin as 
his running mate exploded four years ago. 

But let’s face it, Romney was having a terrible summer. According to Nate Silver’s 538. com - the most 
sophisticated forecasting model around - Romney’s chance of winning this fall had dropped to under 
30%. His Las Vegas odds - and odds on the Intrade political market - weren’t much better. 

Romney’s foreign trip was a disaster. As much as anything it demonstrated that he lacks the most 
important single trait of successful political leaders: empathy. Romney seems constitutionally incapable of 
putting himself in other people’s shoes. He launched his expedition to Europe and Israel to demonstrate that 
he was a capable statesman, and looked instead like a bull in a china closet - insulting everyone in sight. 
Worse yet he looked out of his depth - like a student who was allowed to create his own SAT test and still 
failed to pass. Or, as former White House Press Secretary Robert Gibbs put it - he looked like a guy who 
struck out at T-Ball. 

His refusal to release his tax returns has continued to focus attention on Romney’s wealth - and the fact 
that in the one full year of returns he has opened to public scrutiny, he paid only a 13.9% effective tax rate 
makes it look like he plays by a different set of rules than ordinary mortals. Matters got worse when the a 
non-partisan Brookings Institute Study found that his tax “reform” plan would increase the taxes of 95% of 
Americans, and give him - and millionaires like him - hundreds of thousands of additional tax breaks. 

Romney’s history of outsourcing American jobs, his record at Bain Capital, his Swiss Bank Accounts and 
cash in the Caymans, have all begun to convince persuadable voters that he just isn’t on their side. And it 
has become apparent that the more voters learn about his record as Governor of Massachusetts - 47th out 
of 50 in job creation - his claims to be an effective job creator were just so much hot air. 

And finally there was the indisputable fact that Romney seems incapable of relating to ordinary 
Americans and their lives (e.g. “corporations are people too”, “Ann drives two Cadillacs”, “I love firing 
people”, etc.). 

That’s not to say that Romney doesn’t still have a lot of chips on his side of the table. The long recovery 
from the Great Recession - which was, of course, caused by precisely the same policies that Romney would 
like to revive - presents a headwind for President Obama. And that headwind has been amplified by 
Republicans in Congress who have intentionally sabotaged the American economy for their own political 
advantage — doing everything in their power to prevent passage of the infrastructure and jobs programs that 
independent analysts say would have created at least another million jobs. 

And, of course, there is the advantage bestowed by the unprecedented tsunami of money with which 
multi- millionaires like the Koch brothers and Sheldon Adelson hope to buy the outcome of the election. 

In fact, a good case can be made that Romney still has a pretty good chance of beating the odds in 
November. But the Romney campaign - and its super wealthy right wing supporters — were starting to 
panic. And the forces that wanted to bet the ranch on a real, radical right-wing take over of American 
government used that panic to successfully promote their choice of most right wing Vice Presidential 
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candidate since 1900. They convinced the campaign high command to double down on the view that this 
election is ultimately about mobilizing their base - and, they argued no one could do that better than Paul 
Ryan. 

Ryan’s choice must have been controversial among Romney’s advisors. Medicare is enormously popular 
in America - especially among senior citizens who make up a disproportionate percentage of the vote in 
swing states like Florida, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa and Nevada. Ryan is - after all - 
the leader of the movement that no kidding around, wants to abolish Medicare as we know it. Presumably 
they believe that they can spend enough to confuse older voters into believing something different. Don’t 
bet on it. 

And the leaders of the Republican National Congressional Committee must be furious. The choice of 
Ryan will nationalize the race for Congress and bring new focus on the dominant theme of many critical 
house races: Medicare, Medicare, Medicare. It will also, allow President Obama to run against the physical 
embodiment of the obstructionist Republican Congress that has about a 1 5% approval rating. It will make it 
easy for the Obama team to make the politically toxic Ryan budget a centerpiece of the race. And, finally, 
perhaps most important, it virtually guarantees that the race will ultimately be viewed by many voters as a 
choice not simply a referendum on Obama’s performance or the economy. 

But one thing is clear. By choosing Ryan, Romney proved once and for all, that if he wins, right wing 
strategist Grover Norquist will have what he says wants: a President who has enough digits to sign whatever 
the Tea Party gang in Congress passes - a guy with no core values of his own who is perfectly willing to be 
led around by a ring in his nose to do whatever his right wing backers and the passionate partisans of the 
radical Tea Party in Congress demand of him. 

Romney’s choice of Ryan proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that Mitt Romney will never revert to his 
“moderate” former self if he were elected President. He, Paul Ryan, the Tea Party and his billionaire 
contributors will try to fundamentally transform America into a plutocracy that is of, by and for a tiny number 
of very wealthy families. 

And the notion that Paul Ryan is a “bold visionary” - as his book “Young Guns” would have us believe — 
is simply laughable. 

Is it “bold” to abolish Medicare, convert it into a voucher program, and raise the annual out of pocket 
health care spending of a senior citizen making $14,000 or $15,000 a year by $4,000 - just so you can give 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of additional tax breaks to the wealthiest people in America? Outrageous, 
but not “bold” - unless you think that it’s “bold” for a street thug to steal a senior citizen’s purse - or a juice 
loan operator to prey on low income customers who are desperate for credit. 

Robinhood was bold. “Romneyhood” is not. “Romneyhood” is about the strong victimizing the 
weak. That’s not “bold”; that’s brazen. 

And if you think abolishing Medicare is “visionary”, think again. Republicans have been trying to get rid 
of Medicare since they opposed its passage in 1965. It was former House Speaker Newt Gingrich who said 
he hoped it would “wither on the vine” two decades ago. 

Paul Ryan’s plan does not represent the future. He represents the values and policies of the robber 
barons of the late 19 th century. He wants to go back to the discredited idea that tax cuts for the rich will 
trickle down to the rest of us - to the notion that we should allow the Wall Street Banks to run wild - ideas 
that caused the greatest financial collapse in 60 years and threatened the very existence of the American 
middle class. Ryan and Romney are not “bold visionaries” - they are the “Go Back Team” that wants to 
return us to the warmed over, failed policies of the past. 

And Ryan represents something even worse. Romney is an unprincipled, willing vessel for any policy or 
position that will help him succeed - in business or in politics. Ryan is a true believer. He is a devotee of the 
radical libertarian philosophy that believes the highest value is selfishness - that greed is good - that 
society is better off, if first and foremost, we all look out for ourselves regardless of the consequences for 
everyone else. 

Over the weekend, the American Values Network put out a video and web site that demonstrates 
graphically the philosophy of the “visionary” Paul Ryan. It includes footage of Paul Ryan praising the work of 
philosopher, author and libertarian icon, Ayn Rand, who died several years ago. 
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Ryan says that “Ayn Rand, more than anyone else, did a fantastic job explaining the morality of 

capitalism, the morality of individualism If Ayn Rand were here today, I think she would do a great job in 

showing us just how wrong what government is doing, is.” 

That footage follows excerpts from a famous Mike Wallace interview of Rand. 

In the Wallace interview, he asked Rand: 

“Christ, and every other important moral leader in man’s history, has taught us that we should love one 
another. Why then is this kind of love, in your mind, immoral?” 

Rand responds, “It is immoral if it is placed above one’s own self.” 

Avn Rand savs: 

“What I am fiahtina is the idea that charitv is a moral dutv.” 

“You love only those who deserve it.” 

“Nobody has ever given a reason why man should be his brothers’ keeper.” 

In his interview, Wallace asks Rand: “You are out to destroy almost every edifice in contemporary 
American life - our Judeo-Christian religion, our modified government-regulated capitalism, rule by the 
majority will. Other reviewers say that you scorn churches and the concept of God - are they accurate 
criticisms?” 

Rand responds, “yes.” 

Barack Obama and most Americans believe that we’re all in this together. Paul Ryan and his sponsor 
Mitt Romney believe we’re all in this alone. 

Barack Obama and most Americans believe we are our brother and sister’s keepers. Most Americans 
believe that commitment to others, and devotion to our families, our community, our nation and to all of 
human kind, define what we mean by right and wrong. Most Americans believe that we will succeed or fail 
together as a nation. Most Americans believe in the military ethic that you never leave anyone behind. 

Ryan and Romney believe that one’s highest calling is his own success - no matter what the 
consequence for anyone else. 

Those are exactly the values manifest in the stories of the workers who lost their jobs, their health 
insurance, and their pensions because Romney and his fellow investors at Bain Capital bought their 
companies, loaded them with debt, bled them dry to pay their fees and left them in bankruptcy while they 
walked away with millions. 

They are the same values that lead Romney and Ryan to propose abolishing Medicare in order to fund 
additional tax breaks for themselves and the top 2% of the population. 

Romney’s choice of Ryan is not bold at all, but it makes the choice facing America this fall crystal clear. 

The election this fall is the most important single battle for the heart and soul of America that I have seen 
in the 45 years I have been involved in progressive politics. This election, no one is mincing words. We face 
a clear choice between two alternative visions of the kind of country we want to leave to our children. 

Republican strategist chose Paul Ryan because they bet they could win this election by mobilizing their 
base. They believe that progressives - and many of those who were inspired by Barack Obama in 2008 will 
be dispirited and uninvolved in 2012. In the next 85 days, it’s up to us to prove them wrong.

TPA is about Senate procedure - and in any event it’s just a draft proposal making its way 
through a Senate committee.

I believe that President Obama should have the negotiating 
authority to conclude a transpacific agreement that works for the American middle class and 
advances American leadership.

I hope I’m the next president, and I think I should have to justify fast track to 
the new Congress. And if a Republican is the next president, I certainly don’t want to give fast 
track to them now - heck, that's why I voted against fast track for President Bush.

pass two tests: First, does it raise wages and create more good jobs at home than it displaces?

In advance of the call, two additional thoughts for consideration by the group: 

1. Broaden the 'is not ready to be Commander-in-Chief' message to "is not ready to be President'. Which can be either 
'not ready to tackle all aspects of the job' or is singularly focused on one issue that, while important, is only a 
fraction of the issues upon which a President needs to lead (trade, infrastructure, immigration, taxation, foreign 
relations, terrorism, security, education, job creation, children's issues, women's issues, racial injustice, criminal 
justice, the environment and climate change, health care, mental health, etc. etc. — HRC qualified on all of this, BS 
focusing solely on income inequality.) 

2. Not sure where "getting things done" is included here. Simple point: HRC has realistic, actionable, achievable 
plans on issues that are fully paid for, without raising taxes on the middle class, that contrast starkly with 
Sanders' plans to increase spending, increase taxes, and with questionable ability to pay for his plans. This 
means HRC is much more likely to be able to reach common ground with GOP (her plans are paid for, his are not), 
than he is, which translates in her being much more likely to get things done. 

Possibly the latter is covered under first bullet, "making promises he can't deliver" but would suggest a clearer focus on 
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HRC can get things done that will make a difference/improve your life, while Sanders' plans are a recipe for more 
stalemate, gridlock, and more of the same.

As we come down to the end of this campaign, I thought it would be useful to let people know my final assessments based on 
polling and local political intelligence from around the country where to target your final efforts in terms of last minute 
contributions and national GOTV calling programs that several good groups. 

Plere's my reasoning for the suggestions below: 

I think just about everyone with a political pulse understands that the presidential swing states all along have been NH, PA, VA, 
NC, FL, NV, CO, IA, Wl, Ml, and OFI. All of them are still close, but based on public and private polls I have seen, early vote/ 
registration numbers, and political intelligence on the ground, here's my assessment: 

NC is not impossible, but it is tough, we're definitely underdogs there. 

Ml and NV seem to be trending our way, we have developed a small but steady and statistically significant lead. 

I am a little nervous about PA because the polls have been tightening a little there both in the Senate and Presidential 
races, and the Republicans may make a major last minute push there, but at this point we are still clearly ahead. 

FL remains incredibly close, but I have been skeptical from day one about FL in the end because the voter suppression is 
so strong there, and the entire political apparatus of the state is controlled by Republicans. 

When you add it all up, while the campaign keeps a close eye on all of the above, what it boils down to at the end of the day is 
that NFI, VA, CO, IA, Wl (where we have been leading but is tightening up), and OH are currently the closest and most important 
states. In each case, the polling, demographics, and dynamics on the ground all show that the election there will be decided by 
an incredibly tight margin. 

In each of the 6 tightest Presidential states listed above, there is at least one incredibly high priority House, Senate (or both) race 
that progressives should be prioritizing. 

In Ohio, the great progressive champion Sherrod Brown is Karl Rove's top priority Senate candidate to take out, and Rep. 
Betty Sutton is a top-of-the-top tier House race for progressives. 

In Wl, Tammy Baldwin is one of the top 3 progressive Senate candidates in the country, locked in a very tight race with 
former Gov. Tommy Thompson. 

In NH, both House races are hotly contested. 

In IA, all 4 House races are competitive, and Christie Vilsack's race to defeat quite possibly the most right wing member of 
the entire Congress, Steve King, is dead even in the polls. 

In CO, one of the best progressive House candidates in the country Joe Miklosi is also dead even with another extreme tea 
party right winger, Mike Coffman. 

And in VA, Tim Kaine is in one of the closest Senate races in the country. 

There's one other race not in a swing Presidential state which is a very, very high priority for the entire progressive community: 
Elizabeth Warren's Senate race. She has a razor thin lead, but without the Obama field operation targeting MA, she has to pay for 
the GOTV operation all on her own, and this race will be decided on turnout.

Hillary Clinton has met with potential campaign managers

With weeks to go until she makes an announcement about her future, Hillary Clinton has started meeting with a broad range of political figures — 
including potential campaign managers, POLITICO has learned. 

Clinton, who several people close to her describe as still not firmly decided on a campaign, met Wednesday with outgoing Democratic Senatorial 
Campaign Committee executive director Guy Cecil, one of the two people most often described as a potential campaign manager for her 2016 
campaign, people familiar with the get-together said. 

It was unclear whether the two discussed a future role in a campaign — Cecil did not respond to requests for comment. 

But the meeting is one of several Clinton has begun to hold in the period following the midterm elections, in which she was very active, and as she 
is turning her attention toward what a campaign would look like if she runs again. 

Clinton has also spoken with Robby Mook, another often-mentioned potential campaign manager, about 2016, people familiar with the discussions 
said, but the details were unclear. Mook did not respond to an email. 

Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill, asked about the meetings, said, “As [Clinton] decides, she’s casting a wide net and wants to hear from a variety of 
people on a range of specific topics, from policy ideas to what a successful campaign would look like.” 

Mook, who managed longtime Clinton family friend Terry McAuliffe’s 2013 campaign for governor of Virginia, is said to have informally worked 
with Clinton’s advisers in the lead-up to the 2014 midterms, particularly around her initial trip to Iowa. 

Cecil worked with Clinton’s team on her schedule for a wide number of Senate candidates this cycle. Both Cecil and Mook worked on Clinton’s 
2008 presidential race. 

Another potential campaign manager, EMILY’S List president Stephanie Schriock, recently declined to tell reporters at a daylong Ready for Hillary 
conference whether she had met with Clinton. 

Earlier Wednesday, the White House revealed that Clinton had spent an hour with President Obama at a catch-up meeting. 

The contours of Clinton’s potential campaign have been a fixation of Washington operatives and donors for much of the past two years, in part 
because of what her choices might say about lessons she learned from her failed 2008 effort. 

But it’s also been in part because she is the prohibitive Democratic front-runner, making her the biggest game in town for people who want to work 
on the presidential race. 
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Clinton’s timing about making a final decision and then announcing it has been a source of speculation for months, as her advisers split on whether 
she should get in sooner — which some former Obama advisers counseled as well — to end the appearance of being coy, or take as long as she can. 

She has added three new paid speeches through January and February, indicating that a fonnal announcement may not come until after that 
window. John Podesta, currently counselor to President Barack Obama and a veteran Clinton hand, is expected to serve a senior role in her 
campaign. 

Podesta told reporters Thursday he will stay on until after the president’s State of the Union address.

This weekend built off of a good week of campaign meetings in DC. Below is a update. Please let me know if 
you have any questions. 

1 . AFT-The campaign has scheduled a call tomorrow with AFT Senior Staff to begin mapping out the 
endorsement. The vote is scheduled for July 1 1th at the AFT Executive Board Meeting in Washington, DC. I 
do expect that there will be two scheduling requests corresponding with the endorsement: 1 . Live call in to 
the Executive Board on July 1 1th by HRC, thanking them for endorsement 2. TEACH Conference, Skype-in 
to the conference thanking AFT members for endorsement. 

Issue: AFT had previously committed that our questionnaire would not become public. A sentence within the 
cover page of the questionnaire was picked up by a member which states that questionnaires will become 
public for review. (Please note in 2008 all AFT questionnaires became public.) The AFT is forced to request 
that we disclose our questionnaire online. This member will not got away and there is concern that politically it 
will become a bigger problem if we do not disclose. I am circulating tonight the AFT questionnaire for full 
vetting by policy and research before it is passed back to the AFT. They apologized profusely. 

2. NEA-The campaign was present at the RA in Orlando, FL from Friday, July 3-6th. Highlights from 
attendance: 

• NEA delegates defeated a resolution the would prevent a early endorsement in 2016, paving the way for 
us to make movement toward a early October endorsement at their PAC board/Executive Board meeting. 

• We had 14 volunteers throughout the day on Friday, July 3rd that signed up 278 NEA member 
volunteers from across the country, handed out 200 "Educators for Hillary t-shirts" and passed out 
hundreds of lapel stickers to RA delegates attending the RA. Shout out to Adam Parkhomenko and 
Frank DiMartino for lining up our volunteers. We took down our volunteer efforts on Saturday and 
Sunday because of the tension it created between the NEA and the VT State Affiliate. I thought it was 
the right thing to do to follow their process and make sure the NEA was able to defeat the resolution 
blocking early endorsement. 

. I met with 1 5 NEA State Presidents while at the RA (NC, IL, IA, NH, NM, WV, VA, CO, UT, SD, MN, DE, 
Wl, PA, OR and Ohio Executive Dir.). Moving forward I think I can work with IL, IA, NH, NM, VA and PA as 
allies in the endorsement process. I don't believe that calls from John or Robby are immediately 
needed. The conversations I had at the RA were very instructive on the NEA process and the concerns 
that leadership and delegates are considering: 1 . Disappointment/anger with Arne Duncan and 
Obama's approach to working with them 2. They want to feel heard. Any touches in state we can do to 
include state leadership will go a long way. There was Bernie support in the Hall but the Secretary's 
video was excellent and very well received. Every State President I met with insisted that she attend 
next year's RA. I think it will be a very important event next year. 

• NEA Next Steps: Dates 1. Teletown Hall (July/August) 2. Back to School Event 3. October 2 or 3, 
Endorsement Recommendation. HRC will accept endorsement here 4. 2016 RA commitment (Staff 
follow up: They are requesting a Brooklyn policy meeting with policy team. I think this will help with 
internal organizing toward a endorsement.)

O’Malley’s amnesia on 
marriage 

There he goes again. Former Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley, who once extolled the virtues of centrism, now wants us to believe — in an 
unintentionally hilarious rewriting of history — that he's more liberal than Hillary Clinton and a "profile in courage" when it comes to fighting for 
marriage equality. 

In a not-so-subtle jab at Clinton, O'Malley in a February speech said, "History celebrates profiles in courage, not profiles in convenience. The 
dignity of every person tells us that the right to marry is not a state right, it is a human right." 

A Clinton aide last week, responding to a Blade inquiry, affirmed that the 201 6 hopeful views same-sex marriage as a constitutional right. That 
statement marked a change from her earlier position, articulated in an infamous NPR interview last year, that she viewed marriage as a state 
issue. 

Clinton, like President Obama and Martin O'Malley and many others evolved on the issue. 

The problem with O'Malley is that he's had more positions on marriage than all the 201 6 hopefuls combined. And after pushing for civil unions 
right up until 2011, he now wants voters to believe that he's a pioneer on the issue. What nerve! 

Let's revisit O'Malley's actual record rather than listen to his calculated amnesia. 

In 2004, O'Malley told a Baltimore TV station, "I'm not opposed to civil marriages." Also that year, he emailed a plaintiff in the state marriage 
lawsuit that read, "I'm just supporting something I strongly believe in," referring to marriage equality. But by 2006, O'Malley's position was 
shifting and he said, "I was raised to believe that marriage is between a man and a woman. This is a fundamental issue of the state's public 
policy, and a decision that ultimately should not be made by a single trial court judge." When confronted by gay activists after issuing that 
statement, O'Malley disavowed any previous support of marriage equality. 

After a 2007 Maryland court ruling limiting marriage to opposite-sex couples, O'Malley issued the following statement as heartbroken gay 
residents were busy cancelling their weddings and mourning the court's misguided decision: "I look forward to reading the court's full opinion, 
but as we move forward, those of us with the responsibility of passing and enforcing laws have an obligation to protect the rights of all 
individuals equally, without telling any faith how to define its sacraments. I respect the court's decision." 

Privately, O'Malley had assured gay rights activists and plaintiffs in the case that he supported marriage equality, only to reverse course and 
ultimately invoke his Catholic religious beliefs to justify his support of discrimination. 

From 2008-201 0, O'Malley publicly backed civil unions as bills to legalize marriage equality were defeated in committee. He was even booed off 
the stage at a private LGBT donor gathering after advocating for civil unions over full marriage rights. 

In 201 1 , O'Malley finally said he would sign a marriage bill if passed. "I have concluded that discriminating against individuals based on their 
sexual orientation in the context of civil marital rights is unjust." That bill ultimately failed. 

It wasn’t until New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo embraced the cause of marriage equality as a civil rights issue — and well after Maryland Attorney 
General Doug Gansler did the same — that O'Malley evolved yet again. Whereas Cuomo made it clear even before he was elected that he 
supported full marriage rights and then lobbied for the needed votes to pass it, O'Malley was — until 201 2 —the reluctant advocate, offering 
meek, private assurances of support but refusing to publicly embrace the cause, even after winning a second term in a landslide. 

Though he eventually came around to full support and was instrumental in preserving the law after it went to referendum, O'Malley was late to 
the marriage party and certainly doesn't deserve credit for its success. 

O'Malley has, for years, embodied the poll-driven milquetoast politician who checks the wind before staking out a position. Now he wants us to 
believe otherwise. 

"We have the ability as a party to lead by our principles or are we going to conduct polls every time we try to determine where the middle is on 
any given day," he told NPR this week. 

We should welcome O'Malley's more progressive positions without forgetting his disappointing record of saying one thing in private and the

Subject: 1-395 Construction Notes -- Sidewalks 


As you can see, the sewer installation has ended along 2 nd Street, and BBC contractors are laying a temporary sidewalk. 
When they are done, the fences will be moved to the curb line so we will have unimpeded, albeit with a slight deviation in front of 
McDonough, pedestrian access between E Street and Massachusetts Avenue. It should only take a few days to complete the job. 

We take so much for granted as we walk about our modern cities. Wide boulevards, pocket parks and urban forests, historic 
facades and iconic modern buildings all surround us, but they seldom get a second look as we hurry about our business. Sidewalks 
and streets are practically invisible to our consciousness unless we stumble on some broken paver. Sidewalks especially, are 
undervalued urban forms. It seems that their only obvious purpose is to connect the dots as we move about our busy lives. 

Although we usually take them for granted, sidewalks can reveal wonders to the patient eye. Sidewalks delight and excite. 
They are the haunts of the flaneur — places where classes, genders, and ages mix openly and freely, sometimes together and 
sometimes with complete anonymity. They are places where we fall in love and places where hearts are broken. Sidewalks are places 
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where political opinions are offered, sometimes peacefully but sometimes with violence. They are places of grand parades and 
ceremony, yet they sometimes seem sinister as night falls and lights grow dim. 

Sidewalks can be the stuff of imagination. French Impressionists found Paris sidewalks exquisite, fit subjects for oil and 
canvas. Childe Hassan was equally enamored of the sidewalks of New York. Movies bear titles like “Sidewalks of London,” 
“Sidewalks of New York,” and “Sidewalk Stories.” We sing songs about sidewalks and the lives played out upon them. Novelists 
like Charles Dickens, Theodore Dreiser, Victor Hugo, and many others find urban sidewalks inescapable arenas for revealing life’s 
joys and sorrows, and poets cannot seem to get enough of them. As Marcus Young, St. Paul City Artist in Residence since 2006 
once said, “Sidewalks are the blank pages of our city as a book.” And as I have recently discovered, there are even whole books 
devoted to the art and science of sidewalks. 



Of course, it was not always this way. Sidewalks, that is, paved walkways that are next to but separated from a main road, first 
appeared at the Karum of Kultepe, a merchant quarter in an ancient city in what is now Turkey around 2000 BCE, and at

Corinth in ancient Greece in the 4 th century CE. The Romans had sidewalks in many cities as early as the third century BCE, but their 
roads and sidewalks fell into disuse as the Roman Empire crumbled. 

After the Roman Empire disappeared, medieval European citizens walked in roads without sidewalks. Sidewalks reappeared in 
London only after the Great Fire of 1666, and became more common in the 18 th century in both Paris and London. By the late 19 th 
century, sidewalks began to appear in Vienna and Barcelona and in most other large European cities. Major U.S. cities followed suit 
and by the early half of the 1 9 th century, large American cities had curbs and sidewalks along their most heavily traveled streets. As 
with many urban improvements, Washington was late to the game. Before 1806 only F Street and a few other thoroughfares were 
paved. Sidewalks existed on F Street but they were paid for with individual subscriptions by the residents. Walkways are visible in 
old engravings of D.C. but many of them, especially on secondary streets, were made of wood. By the time of the Civil War, 
however, at least Pennsylvania Avenue was shaping up to be a fashionable boulevard with a wide sidewalk and a curb to separ ate 
it from the street. Urban amenities improved after the Civil War and, as with most public works in 



Pennsylvania Avenue and 7th Street in 1839. Pennsylvania Avenue at 6th Street in 1860. 

Washington, Boss Shepherd led the way. Shepherd was determined to build streets and sidewalks between the Mall and P Street to 
the north and between New Jersey Avenue on the east to New Hampshire Avenue on the west. Constance McLaughlin Green 
quotes a resident as saying that it was “a daily occurrence for citizens to leave their houses as usual in the morning, and when they 
returned at the evening, to find sidewalks and curbs.” Shepherd was building for the future so it did not matter that many of the 
blocks had no buildings. 

The raised curb and sidewalk became more common in Europe with the introduction of macadam paving. Macadam paving, 
named after Scottish engineer John Loudon McAdam, developed around 1820. He used aggregated layers of single-sized small 
stones to produce a road that solidified as traffic passed over its surface and compacted the stones together. The angles of the 
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crushed stone alone created a solid lasting structure. Shepherd preferred asphalt and wood for roads and sidewalks in D.C. even 
though macadam was cheaper. 

The first macadam surface in the United States was laid on the "Boonsborough Turnpike Road" between Hagerstown and 
Boonsboro, Maryland around 1822. The second, in the 1830s, was the National Pike, sometimes called the Cumberland Road and 
now designated as U.S. Route 40. It connected the Potomac and Ohio rivers and became the major road for settlers moving west. 
McAdam’s method was later enhanced when engineers added water and dust to

better bind the stones. Sometime later, engineers sprayed tar over the crushed stone surface to make the binding even better. 
Although newer road-surfacing methods eclipsed the various macadam methods, asphalt roads are still called macadam roads in 
some parts of the country, and we still use the term “tarmac” to describe airport runways. 

BBC Construction will be setting a temporary asphalt sidewalk this week because it makes little sense to use concrete pavers 
until the work on 2 nd Street itself is completed. Asphalt, known in some places as bitumen, is a sticky, black, and highly viscous 
liquid or semi-solid form of petroleum. It was known to the ancients who used it for various purposes, and it is even mentioned in 
the Bible. When a macadam surface was laid, the stone and sand aggregates were placed on the road first and the water or tar 
binding material was sprayed over it. Unlike the various macadam methods, BBC workers will mix the asphalt and the aggregates 
together before they pave the sidewalk. 

Sidewalks, like sewers and other underappreciated aspects of urban living, have their own histories filled with colorful 
inventors and even more colorful stories. There is so much to explore and reveal. Perhaps I will say some more about them when the 
permanent sidewalk is installed. In the meantime, take some time out of your busy day to pause and appreciate the familiar, and to 
findjoy in the everyday surroundings of Pierre L’Enfant’s magnificent city. For today, I leave you with this.

Why Does Hillary Want to Be President, Anyway? 

So far it looks like Mrs. Clinton would have at least as many problems in 2016 as she did in 2008.

There have generally been two reactions to former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 's Dec. 3 statement at Georgetown 
University that America should try to "empathize" with our nation's "enemies." 

One camp holds that Mrs. Clinton simply chose the wrong word to express a banal thought— that the U.S. must understand its 
enemies. The other camp says her State Department record demonstrates she herself lacks the empathy to know how to deal 
with America's adversaries or allies. 

Both responses are true, yet I have another observation about her speech: It is further evidence Mrs. Clinton is at best a 
mediocre presidential candidate. She was lackluster in 2008 and worse today. The stiff, off-putting style is familiar. What's 
more surprising is how sloppy, ill-prepared and tone-deaf she has become. 

If Mrs. Clinton intended to say we must understand our adversaries— their motivations, methods and goals— she should have 
said so. If her speechwriter's draft was unclear, she should have ordered a rewrite. If she can't summon warmth and wit now, 
how will she display a winning personality in her umpteenth hundred event, assuming she becomes a candidate? 

The empathy quote was memorialized on video. It may come back to haunt her: Sounding like President Obama on foreign 

policy isn't going to help her win in 2016, when the world is likely to be more chaotic and American interests even more 

threatened. 

This is not Mrs. Clinton's first political misstep this year. There was her early summer book tour where she explained she and 
her husband were "dead broke" when they left the White House, nearly unable to afford their "houses," and then went off on 

an NPR reporter who was trying to help her explain away her former opposition to gay marriage. 

Campaigning for Democrats in the midterms was no better. On Oct. 24 in Boston, she uttered the inanity, "Don't let anybody 
tell you that, you know, it's corporations and businesses that create jobs." By the way, there are few grateful Democrats whose 
campaigns she helped since almost all of them lost. 

After the election, more mistakes. At a Nov. 21 black-tie gala in New York, Mrs. Clinton endorsed Mr. Obama's executive order 
on immigration by suggesting the events' servers and food preparers were in the country illegally, as were most construction 
workers. 

Reporters have largely overlooked Mrs. Clinton's blunders, but it is not inconceivable that at least some of them may start 
holding her accountable to the standard they apply to gaffes uttered by Republican hopefuls. 

Meanwhile, Hillary's operation promises to be entertaining. There have been news reports of infighting among her proto- 
campaign high command (never a good sign) that included the leak of emails thought to be embarrassing to an aspirant for 
campaign manager (never a good precedent). 

Most telling— and damaging— she still has no core message. This is 22 months following her resignation as secretary of state. 
She suggested to Charlie Rose on July 17 that she might focus on what to do "to tackle growth, which is the handmaiden of 
inequality." That sounds less like a message than a tactic to placate the Democratic Party's populist Occupy Wall Street wing 
with a pale imitation of Sen. Elizabeth Warren. 

Even her husband frets she doesn't have a message. Former President Clinton recently told CNN that "we've reached a point in 
our life when we think you really shouldn't run for office if you don't have a clear idea of what you can do and a unique 
contribution you can make and you can outline that. Now that the book is done, she wants time to think about that and work 
through it. I think so much of politics is background noise, and we don't need the background noise anymore." 

The next presidential election is in 23 months. But no amount of time is likely to be enough for Mrs. Clinton to make herself 
a much better candidate. She is who she is and cannot change. In 2008 she could not articulate a compelling purpose for her 
run and stressed only her inevitability and entitlement. So far, it looks like Hillary 2.0 will have at least as many problems as 
Hillary 1.0. 

It's hard for a political party to win three consecutive terms in the Oval Office. Since 1952, only George H.W. Bush was able to 
do it for his party after Ronald Reagan 's two terms. Unfortunately for Democrats, Mr. Obama is no Reagan— and as they may 
soon find out, Hillary is no Bush 41.

for those of you who are interested in the coin flip saga from last night's Democratic Iowa caucuses, here is 
some important context. 

Hillary Clinton's narrow margin of victory over Bernie Sanders has focused attention on the role of coin flips 
in determining the final results. 

Coin flips, more specifically "games of chance," are used in rare circumstances at precinct caucuses to 
adjudicate ties or resolve issues created by rounding error. At stake at these precinct-level coin flips is the 
one remaining slot in that precinct for a campaign to send a delegate to attend that precinct's county 
convention. Coin flips are not used to decide which candidate wins a state convention delegate or national 
convention delegate. 

How many coin flips were there last night? 

The Iowa Democratic Party does not have comprehensive records on how many coin flips/games of chance 
were held last night. However, they do have partial records. More than half of the 1681 Democratic 
caucuses held last night used the new Microsoft reporting app. Of those, there were exactly 7 county 
delegates determined by coin flip. The remaining precincts did not use the Microsoft app, and instead used 
traditional phone-line reporting to transmit results. In these precincts, there is no records of how many coin 
flips there were. All there is is anecdotal information on these precincts. 

Who won these coin flips? 

Of the 7 coin flips/games of chance that were held in precincts using the Microsoft app, 6 of those were flips 
to determine whether a county delegate slot went to Hillary Clinton or Bernie Sanders. Of those 6 Clinton- 
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vs.-Sanders coin flips, BERNIE SANDERS WON 5 COIN FLIPS; HILLARY CLINTON won 1. The 7th coin flip 
was used to determine whether a county delegate slot went to Sanders or Martin O'Malley. SANDERS WON 
THAT COIN FLIP AS WELL. So, in the 7 coin flips that the Iowa Democratic Party has a record of, BERNIE 
SANDERS WON SIX OF THEM (5 against Clinton, 1 against O'Malley). 

THUS, IT IS INCORRECT TO SAY THAT HILLARY CLINTON WON EVERY COIN FLIP! 

As for the less-than-half of the precincts that didn't use the Microsoft app, we don't know how many coin 
flips took place. Only anecdotal information is available on these flips, such as the web videos that were 
circulating last night. 

Did Hillary Clinton win the Iowa Caucuses thanks to coin flips? 

Hillary Clinton won the Iowa caucuses by the equivalent of about 4 state delegates. If the anecdotal 
evidence of Clinton winning 6 coin flips is correct, she would have won 6 COUNTY delegates through coin 
flips (setting aside the fact that party records show Bernie Sanders also won 6 county delegates as a result 
of coin flips). There is not a one-to-one correlation between county delegates and state delegates, or to 
national convention delegates. Based on the party's delegate selection rules, a single county delegate 
represents a tiny fraction of a state convention delegate (the exact ratio is difficult to calculate because it 
varies from county to county). 

Norm Sterzenbach, the former executive director of the Iowa Democratic Party who oversaw the party's 
2008 and 2012 Iowa Caucuses, told CNN: 

"I can say with almost absolutely certainty this election would not have been changed because of the coin 
flips. It would take a very large number of these to make that kind of impact, and one candidate would have 
to win them all. Our empirical evidence and anecdotal information shows that one candidate didn’t win them 
all, and that coin flips are not that frequent." 

Sterzenbach has worked with with the Iowa caucuses since 2000. He is not aligned with any 2016 
campaign, has not endorsed a candidate, and did not caucus for any 2016 candidate. 

He says that 4 state delegate equivalents may seem like a small amount, but that it would take "a lot" of 
county delegates to amount to 4 state delegates. He said based on his recollection, there seemed to have 
been more instances of coin flips being held in 2008 than in 2016. 

BOTTOM LINE: 

* yes, some precinct caucuses employed coin flips to allocate a single county delegate from that precinct to 
a candidate 

* Hillary Clinton did not win all the coin flips 

* More than half of the state's 1681 precincts reported a combined total of 7 coin flips taking place, of which 
Bernie Sanders won 6, Hillary Clinton 1. Official records are not available for coin flips held in the state's 
remaining precincts 

* a county delegate elected at a precinct caucus represents a small fraction of a state delegate equivalent 

* the former Iowa Democratic Party executive director says with "almost absolute certainty" that coin flips did 
not determine the overall caucus outcome

Just this spring we cut the ribbon for our brand new, state-of-the- 
art, Performing Arts Center. Our Superintendent is an excellent leader, and our board makes a great team. 


We have broad support at all levels for common core. Critical thinking, reasoning, and using evidence to 
support your work. Story about my Gabe wearing flip flops, “Mom, we live in common core now, you have to say 
why.” 


Some things that we’ve done recently that I’ve been very involved in: 


Chromebooks - 3:1 - bringing them into the classroom. Beyond the days of going to the computer lab. 
Integrated, in the classroom and fully aligned with common core. But mindful of the opportunity gap being 
created. Not all students have devices and broadband at home. How will we address that? I am determined 
that we will make progress on this issue. 


Homework & Grading Policy: established guard rails but teachers need discretion because they really are doing 
a good job. This was a contentious topic but I worked hard to get us to a compromise position that I think is the 
right place that we will evaluate in a year to be sure we’re on the right track. We found common ground. This is 
something I love about being on the board - being involved in the conversation and digging in to listen and learn 
the issue, and then leading us towards common ground. Someone once said: “Common ground is not a place 
where you go and wait for folks to show up; it’s a place you go together.” 


Dublin schools are amazing but there is still much work to do. I believe we can get to the next level and be a 
leader in excellent public education that provides equity and opportunity for all our students to succeed.

Steve Wynn , founder of the Wynn Resorts Ltd. (WYNN) casino empire, once called 
President Barack Obama ’s administration “the greatest wet blanket to business and progress and job 
creation in my lifetime. ’’Barry Sternlicht , chief executive officer ofStarwood Property Trust Inc. 
(STWD), said Obamacare was driving down wage growth and “affecting spending and the desire to buy 
houses and everything else.” 

They are among a chorus of corporate executives and lobbying groups that regularly assail Obama for 
policies that they say are stifling investment and hurting companies. 

Corporate and economic statistics almost six years into his administration paint a different picture. 
Companies in the Standard & Poor’s 500 (SPX) Index are the healthiest in decades, with the lowest net 
debt to earnings ratio in at least 24 years, $3.59 trillion in cash and marketable securities, and record 
earnings per share. They are headed this year toward the fastest average monthly job creation since 1999, 
manufacturing is recovering and the U.S. has returned as an engine for global growth. The recovery, which 
stands in contrast to weak growth in Europe and Asia, has underpinned an almost threefold gain in the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 Index since March 2009.

Wynn has been part of that recovery. Since Obama first took the oath on Jan. 21 , 2009, theshares of 
his luxury hotel company have surged fivefold while the S&P 500 Index more than doubled. Starwood 
Property Trust, Sternlicht’s Greenwich, Connecticut-based real estate company, has risen 36 percent 
since its August 2009 initial public offering, while an index of real estate investment trusts declined. 

Accelerating Growth 

“The U.S. is leading the way -- we’re the only major economy with accelerating growth,” saidMark 
Zandi, chief economist in West Chester, Pennsylvania, for Moody’s Analytics Inc. and a registered 
Democrat who has advised both the Obama administration and Senator John McCain , a Republican. 
“Obama deserves some credit for that, but he probably won’t get it.”

“By every economic measure we are better off now than when I took office,” Obama said. 

Parsing Credit 

While Zandi lauds Obama’s $787 billion in stimulus spending and auto bailouts as “textbook” responses to 
the recession, one question for history is whether the Federal Reserve should instead get the credit. The 
Fed’s decision to drive down interest rates to zero allowed companies to refinance debt at lower costs, 
helping spur corporate growth, said Todd Lowenstein, a fund manager with San Francisco-based HighMark 
Capital Management Inc. 

Barring any major disruptions, the economy is setting up for Obama to leave office on a high note, 
said Douglas Brinkley , a presidential historian and professor at Rice University in Houston. 

“History will eventually show that Obama inherited the Great Recession and resuscitated the economy,” 
Brinkley said in an interview. “He’s going to be seen as much more centrist and even friendly to business.” 

Corporate Earnings 

Profits are showing that. In the second quarter, S&P 500 companies reported adjusted earnings 
that exceeded $30 a share for the first time, soaring from a 1 6-year low of $5.55 at the end of 2008 as 
Obama prepared to assume office. Earnings for those companies rose about 5.1 percent in the third 
quarter from a year earlier, according to average estimates compiled by Bloomberg. 

In total, S&P 500 profit as measured by Ebitda - earnings before interest, taxes, depreciation and 
amortization -- increased to $1 .84 trillion for the 12 months through the end of last quarter from $1 .2 trillion 
in 2009. 
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The jump in earnings has meant that companies can service their debt more easily. In the six years since 
Obama became president, corporate debt as measured against earnings has fallen to the lowest point 
since at least 1 990. For companies in the S&P 500, the ratio of net debt to Ebitda is currently 1 .6, down 
from a high of 4.9 in 2003, according to data compiled by Bloomberg. 

General Motors 

That ratio, a marker of corporate health, has also been helped by the cash that companies are piling up. 
Those holdings for S&P 500 companies have jumped to $3.59 trillion from $2.28 trillion four years ago, a 
build-up that lowers their net debt. 

One example is General Motors Co. (GM) , which last week regained its investment-grade debt rating 
from Standard & Poor’s only five years after the government-backed bankruptcy. S&P cited GM’s $28 
billion of cash and “meaningful” cash generation even with the extra cost of recalls this year. Detroit-based 
GM is predicted to post its 16th straight profitable quarter since emerging from bankruptcy in 2009. 

Obama’s $49.5 billion bailout of the automaker in exchange for taxpayers owning 61 percent of the 
company kept it from being liquidated, an outcome that could have crippled parts suppliers and economies 
throughout most of 50 states, not just the Midwest. 

To be sure, not all companies have been able to improve their balance sheets. The riskiest firms are adding 
debt, according to a Sept. 24 report by Goldman Sachs Group Inc. Net debt for speculative-grade 
companies, which are rated below BBB-at S&P, climbed to 2.77 times operating income before 
depreciation last quarter, up from 2.65 times a year earlier. 

Economic Conditions 

In the broader economy, consumers are buying again and homebuilding is increasing. The unemployment 
rate has declined to 6.1 percent, the lowest since 2008. The economy expanded at a 4.6 percent 
annualized rate in April through June, after a 2.1 percent contraction in the first quarter marred by poor 
winter weather conditions. The last time the economy was growing so fast was in the first quarter of 2006. 

Meanwhile, the economies of Europe and Japan are sluggish. The recovery for the euro area -- including 
the countries France and Italy -- stalled, with gross domestic product unchanged from the first quarter 
to the second, according to Eurostat, the European Union’s statistics office in Luxembourg. Japan 
contracted by the most in more than five years, with GDP shrinking an annualized 7.1 percent, data from 
the government Cabinet Office in Tokyo show. 

Obama Comments 

In the recovery, the U.S. has put more people back to work than Europe, Japan and every other advanced 
economy combined, Obama said during his speech today. An energy boom, manufacturing revival and 
economic growth have convinced business leaders around the world that the U.S. is the most attractive 
country for investment, he said. 

“America is better poised to lead and succeed in the 21st century than any other nation on earth,” Obama 
said today. “We’ve got the best cards.” 

Obama may leave his eight-year presidency with the resurgence of the U.S. as an oil producer and the 
reversal of a decade-long manufacturing decline, helping buff his legacy, according to historian Brinkley. 

The U.S. Energy Information Administration projects oil production will jump to 9.53 million barrels of oil per 
day next year, a 45-year high and a 28 percent increase over 2013, as a combination of horizontal drilling 
and hydraulic fracturing has unlocked resources trapped in shale formations from the Bakken in North 
Dakota to the Eagle Ford in Texas. 


Energy Impetus 
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Critics say it’s unfair to credit Obama with the oil boom. The private sector drove the expansion over 
hurdles erected by his administration, such as delaying the Keystone XL oil pipeline from Canadian crude 
to the U.S. Gulf Coast, retaining limits on crude exports and imposing stiffer regulations on offshore drilling, 
said Joseph LaVorgna , chief U.S. economist at Deutsche Bank Securities Inc. in New York. 

Still, the drilling is translating into cheap and abundant energy in the U.S. that will spur manufacturing, said 
Keith Nosbusch, CEO of Rockwell Automation (ROK) Inc., a Milwaukee-based company that sells 
factory software to companies including Nestle SA and Ford Motor Co. 

Manufacturing Growth 

Manufacturing jobs rose to 12.16 million in August from a low of 1 1.45 million in 2010. 

“The U.S. is in the middle of an accelerated growth in manufacturing,” said Nosbusch, whose 
company’s cash and marketable securities have more than doubled to $1 .75 billion in about three 
years and are now larger than its total debt. 

The rebounding economy and record profits haven’t been enough to win over some business leaders still 
upset by overhauls of the health-care and financial systems -- the source of much vitriol toward Obama 
over the years. John Mackey, the co-chief executive officer of Whole Foods Markets Inc. (WFM) who 
has described himself as a free-market libertarian, referred to Obamacare as socialism in 2009 -- and in 
2013 likened it to “more like fascism.” 

Mackey promptly wrote a blog post in which he said he regretted using the word fascism, said Kate 
Lowery, a spokeswoman for Austin, Texas-based Whole Foods. 

Rising corporate profits are due mainly to cost cutting that came amid added expenses from new health- 
care, environmental and banking regulations, said Martin Regalia, the U.S. Chamber of Commerce’s chief 
economist and senior vice president for economic and tax policy. 

Medicare Costs 

After doubling in the past two decades, medical expenses rose 2 percent last year, the least in 65 years, 
helped by Medicare reimbursement cuts, according to data compiled by the U.S. Labor Department. 
Obama’s 2010 health-care program will hold down consumer prices for years to come as millions of 
Americans obtain coverage, BNP Paribas SA and Credit Suisse Group AG said. 

The “Medicare cost miracle” resulted at least in part from Obama’s Patient Protection and Affordable Care 
Act, Nobel-Prize winning economist Paul Krugman wrote in a Sept. 1 New York times article. 

While large cash holdings often are viewed as a sign of financial health, they reflect companies’ lack of 
confidence to invest, said Michael Englund , chief economist at Action Economics LLC in Boulder, 
Colorado. 

“We’re not making the risky investments needed to achieve a higher level of growth,” he said. “So to a 
certain degree the rebuilding of corporate balance sheets has come at the expense of growth.” 

Fed Policies 

Companies have also refinanced debt at lower cost thanks to the Fed, not Obama, said HighMark Capital’s 
Lowenstein. Corporate bond issues in the U.S. this year have exceeded $1 .2 trillion, topping 201 3’s record 
pace, according to data compiled by Bloomberg. 

The central bank has kept its target for the overnight interbank interest rate at zero to 0.25 percent since 
December 2008. 

“That’s been a huge benefit to their margin structure in terms of lowering the cost of debt,” Lowenstein 
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said. “It’s been one of the pillars of peak profits.” 

Ending his tenure with a strengthened economy would put Obama more in line with Republican Ronald 
Reagan and Democrat Bill Clinton than other recent predecessors.Jimmy Carter was shackled 
with stagflation while a slump marred George H.W. Bush’s bid for a second term. George W. Bush ’s 
presidency, scarred by the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, ended with the deepest recession in six decades 
and a global financial crisis. 

Presidential Legacy 

John Carey , a Boston-based fund manager with Pioneer Investment Management Inc. and a 
Republican, gives Obama a B+ grade on the economy and business environment. Growth is steady, 
financial markets are robust and deficit spending has come down, he said. 

“I don’t think they’ve done a terrible job,” said Carey, whose firm oversees $230 billion. “My main issue with 
President Obama is that he just doesn’t seem to be enough of a booster -- an enthusiastic advocate of 
America and our economy.” 

Such comments reflect how some business executives are likely to see the gains as being in spite of 
Obama instead of spurred by the president, Moody’s Zandi said. 

“The perceptions have been solidified in that regard,” Zandi said. “It’s going to be pretty hard for him to 
shake that.”

Rhetoric doesn’t square with reality in Alaska 
drilling debate

Some places in Alaska are simply too special to open up for oil 
drilling.

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IN January, President Obama announced he will recommend that Congress 
permanently protect the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge in Alaska as a 
wilderness area. 

His decision, which preserves the status quo by keeping oil rigs out of the 
refuge’s coastal plain, triggered howls of protests from the oil industry and its 
allies. The president, according to one Alaska politician, is putting “Alaska 
and America’s energy security in serious jeopardy.” U.S. lands in the state are 
being “locked up,” said another. 


But this rhetoric doesn’t square with reality. The federal government has sold 
enough drilling rights on Alaska lands to cover the state of Delaware, but 99 
percent of those lands are sitting idle, waiting for oil and gas companies to 
decide to develop them. 

Offshore, the Obama administration’s latest drilling proposal puts more than 
92 percent of the Arctic waters off the coast of Alaska on the table for 
potential oil and gas development. The proposal also would sensibly set aside 
nearshore areas relied upon by Alaska Natives for subsistence hunting and a 
wildlife “hot spot” in the Chukchi Sea called the Hanna Shoal.

With ample drilling opportunities already afforded to the oil and gas 
industry, we need not, and should not, spoil the pristine expanses of the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge or the most sensitive waters in the Arctic 
Ocean. Some places are simply too special to drill. 

To be sure, Alaska is facing its biggest energy challenge in a decade. With oil 
prices falling, production from the Prudhoe Bay area sagging, and the state 
government’s revenues from oil and gas potentially collapsing, Alaska’s 
elected officials are under intense pressure to reverse their state’s economic 
fortunes. 

Instead of scapegoating the federal government, however, now is the time to 
assess the reality of current energy markets and to build an energy plan for 
Alaska’s future. 

That plan can and should involve responsible oil development, but Alaska 
has the opportunity to diversify both its energy portfolio and a state budget 
that is more than 90 percent reliant on oil revenue. In particular, state and 
federal leaders should place a top priority on bringing Alaska’s now-stranded 
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natural-gas resources to an eager world market. With 35 trillion cubic feet of 
gas readily available in already-industrialized areas on the North Slope, 
Alaska could meet its own stateside need for energy and generate large 
profits. What is needed is a gas pipeline that would allow deliveries to energy- 
needy Alaskan cities and to a shipping terminal for export. Plans for such a 
pipeline are in the works, and the federal government should be an eager and 
willing partner to help make it happen. 

Second, renewable energy can play a growing role in Alaska’s energy future. 
With its strong wind resources in coastal villages, round-the-clock solar 
energy availability during summer months, and ample biomass energy 
production opportunities in Southeast Alaska, Alaska’s renewable resources 
can offer affordable, reliable energy supplies in even the most remote parts 
of the state. Here, too, a federal and state partnership is developing small- 
scale, affordable renewable-energy systems that are replicable and scalable, 
potentially providing breakthrough energy opportunities for small villages 
throughout the Arctic, and the world. 

Finally, when it comes to oil, state and federal leaders should take a realistic 
approach that incentivizes the industry to draw additional oil from existing 
industrialized fields, such as those in the Prudhoe Bay region. Advanced 
technologies that have unlocked oil deposits in the Lower 48, for example, 
can be applied to Alaska’s shale fields, which are concentrated on the prolific 
oil-rich state lands on the North Slope and do not extend into the Arctic 
Refuge. 

On federal lands, the Obama administration has continued to offer ample 
opportunities for new drilling and has worked to improve coordination 
among federal agencies on Alaskan energy projects. The U.S. Interior 
Department, for example, recently greenlighted a major Conoco-Phillips 
project in an area west of Prudhoe Bay, known as the National Petroleum 
Reserve-Alaska, or NPR-A. And in each of the past five years, the Obama 
administration has offered a Connecticut-sized area within the NPR-A to the 
oil and gas industry for new leasing and development. 


Alaska energy challenges cannot be solved overnight. Shell’s troubled 
2012 drilling season was a stark reminder of the risks, dangers and expenses 
of drilling in frontier areas with limited infrastructure. What is needed now is 
not rhetoric or hubris, but realism and thoughtful leadership.

As we speak the people in westpoint have been cut off from the rest of 
Monrovia! People are crying for help, no food and water in the area as 
their economic sources have been cut off. The entire City is 
frightened right now., al stores and business centers are closed., no 
electricity as LEC who is responsible for electricity is closed down 
currently bcuz it is also located in the westpoint area., the president 
yesterday declared curfew from 9pm to 6am! Fear is every where as 
people will soon start dying from starvation ... am really worry! No way 
to go to work and secure some money to buy food and other essentials; 
just hope and pray that God comes to our rescue soon! 

I also had a call with Raj's group last week (Last Mile Health). They are working to ensure that the 
people in the most rural counties are as prepared as possible. Hard to do with so much attention (not 
inappropriately) on the disaster in Monrovia. I am afraid we are going to see cases in Cote d'Ivoire 
imminently. Hard to believe that they are not already. 

Have you guys been receiving the CDC updates? If not, I will remind the keeper of the list to add you.

Today I had a phone discussion With 2 Staff of the CDC- Chris Braden, the Deputy Incident Manager for the 
CDC Ebola Response and Steven F. Boedigheimer MBA Lead - State Coordination Task Force (2014 Ebola Response) 
regarding Liberia. They are concerned this crisis could destabilize the government. They are aware of how hospitals 
like JFK may actually transmit the disease because they do not have the equipment and training to contain it. Docs 
without Borders is going to have 1000 beds but don't think that will be enough. They are training sending DART 
(Disaster Assistance Response Team) with equipment etc. I advised them of the cultural issues-eg how cremation 
would probably not be accepted and how mysticism plays into their fears etc. 

i suggested they consider rotating health care workers like the HEARTT group does so as to give people a time limited 
experience (e.g. a monthjwhich would allow more people to volunteer. It appears as if CDC will start taking somewhat 
of a lead but there will probably be a variety of groups doing their own thing. What is concerning is how long NGOs 
will stay. It does appear that the US gov will be taking a stronger lead as evidenced by Tom Freiden-head of CDC being 
in Liberia today.

Hi John, 

I learned DOE's new America's Climate Communities of Excellence (an application process to choose ~10 - 15 cities for 
targeted tech assistance and preference of future funding for micro grid projects) will be announced soon. This is terrific but 
when I look at this type pf approach, I worry that we are not doing enough to reach scale. I believe we have an opportunity to 
work with a much larger number of mayors on climate to achieve significant GHG reductions over the next two years. I have 
been working with White House IGA on a Presidential Challenge on public outdoor lighting conversion ("ReLight USA" - see 
attached for more detail). But frankly, it needs a blessing from a higher level to move forward. 

Based on known installed stock, the potential savings from public outdoor lighting conversion equates to ~40 million 
metric tons of C02 per year. As you know, Mayor Ralph Becker (Salt Lake) is the incoming President of the National 
League of Cities. He is a climate champion and is currently developing his NLC agenda right now— I know he would be thrilled 
to partner with the administration on this and utilizing NLC would leverage federal resources and accelerate conversions. 

The Challenge would serve as an easily identifiable, high-profile umbrella initiative which leverages the ongoing outdoor 
lighting efficiency work at DOE, EPA, and other agencies by pairing strategic outreach with targeted technical assistance and 
education around financing mechanisms which will: 

demonstrate strong domestic leadership to the international community 

support U.S. manufacturing 

o drive an historic increase in market penetration of high efficiency lighting, which in turn will reduce pricing 
spur local economies 
provide measurable energy savings 
save taxpayer's dollars 
decrease energy base-load needs 
achieve significant GHG reductions 
improve public safety 
reduce light pollution 

attract private sector participation (e.g. sports complexes) 

A Presidential Challenge that could result in a reduction of ~40 million metric tons of C02 per year could be announced at the 
UN meeting. 

OPTIONAL National Ad Campaign to invite private sector participation 

To further support a Presidential Challenge, a national ad campaign about lighting conversion should be considered. A 
broader lighting conversion ad campaign (such as ReLight USA or some other aptly named effort) would provide support to 
mayors across the country. It would be a positive call to action for all Americans that fosters national pride, a feeling of 
being a part of something bigger than oneself, and offers value and roles to multiple sectors (governors, mayors, 
manufacturers, retailers, national and local businesses, finance/investment and communities). It could drive both public 
and private sector participation and the resultant increase in the volume of sales of high efficiency lighting can be 
leveraged to encourage real-time reductions in pricing by both manufactures and retailers. 

History has demonstrated that PSAs do influence behavior/perceptions (Keep America beautiful; Give a hoot don't 
pollute; Only you can prevent forest fires). With a robust national ad campaign, we can define energy efficiency as a 
uniting issue that will result in rapid energy savings and motivate a shift in the nation's overall perception of climate 
change mitigation efforts.

• Remain alert for further instructions and update from HOYAIert and Campus Alerts through 
the classroom phones. 

• Remain with your class and don't dismiss anyone until the "All Clear" is given. 

• Close all doors and windows to outside if possible. 

This fall, we have introduced the LiveSafe app to our students in order to report suspicious activity 
and safety concerns. Through the app, you can send DPS text, photos, and videos 24/7 as well as text 
them in real-time. If you have not already done so, please download LiveSafe to your smartphone 
following the instructions here .

MCCAIN REPEATEDLY VOTED AGAINST AIDING THE UNEMPLOYED 


1991: McCain Voted Against Extending Unemployment Compensation. In 1991, McCain voted against an estimated 
$6.4 billion for up to 20 additional weeks of unemployment benefits based on a state’s unemployment rate. McCain voted 
against the adoption of a conference report on a bill that established a temporary emergency unemployment compensation 
program, fully funded from the Unemployment Trust Fund, to provide unemployment benefits to long-term unemployed 
workers who have exhausted their regular unemployment benefits during the effective period of the program. The bill made 
unemployed workers in States with unemployment rates of six percent or higher, who exhausted their normal unemployment 
benefits on or after March 1, 1991, eligible for benefits. In addition, the bill established an Advisory Council on 
Unemployment Insurance to evaluate the unemployment compensation program and make recommendations for 
improvement. The report passed 65-35. [S. 1722. Vote #213 ,10/01/91] 

1991: McCain Voted Against Extending Unemployment Benefits. McCain voted against Passage of the bill which 
establishes, effective for the period October 6, 1991, to July 4, 1992, a temporary emergency unemployment 
compensation program, fully funded from the Unemployment Trust Fund, to provide unemployment benefits to long- 
term unemployed workers who have exhausted their regular unemployment benefits during the effective period of the 
program; makes unemployed workers in States with unemployment rates of six percent or higher, who exhausted their 
normal unemployment benefits after March 1, 1991, eligible for benefits; designates these expenditures as emergency 
under the Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985, as amended, and therefore, exempt from the 
pay-as-you-go requirements of the Budget Act; specifies that the program would be triggered only if the President 
submits to Congress, on the date of enactment, a written designation that this spending is emergency within the meaning 
of the Budget Act; and establishes an Advisory Council on Unemployment Insurance to evaluate the unemployment 
compensation program and make recommendations for improvement. [S 1722, Vote #205 , 9/24/91] 

1993: McCain Voted Against Extending Emergency Unemployment Benefits. McCain voted against Passage of the bill 
providing $5.7 billion in funds to extend for six months unemployment benefits for workers whose benefits had previously 
expired. The extension would run from March 6, 1993 through October 2, 1993. The bill extends the program of temporary 
extended unemployment insurance benefits for railroad workers through the same period; directs the Secretary of Labor to 
establish a program to encourage all States to adopt and implement a system to profile new claimants for regular 
unemployment compensation to determine which claimants may be likely to exhaust regular benefits and need reemployment 
assistance services to make a successful transition to new employment; designates all direct spending in this Act as 
emergency requirements within the meaning of the Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985; and 
eliminates the COLA for Members of Congress for calendar year 1994. [HR 920, Vote #24 , 3/3/93] 
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2003: McCain Voted Against Increasing Spending On Unemployment Insurance By Reducing The Bush Tax Cuts. 

In 2003, McCain voted against an amendment that would increase spending on unemployment insurance by $16.3 billion in 
2003 and 2004, offset by a reduction in tax cuts. The amendment would double the program’s length to 26 weeks and 
expand it to include part-time and low-wage workers. The amendment failed 48-51. [SCR23. Vote #85 ,3/25/03] 

2003: McCain Opposed Extending Federal Unemployment Insurance Benefits for Jobless Workers. McCain voted 
against extending the expiring Temporary Emergency Unemployment Compensation program for another six months, with 
an additional 13 weeks of benefits for workers who exhaust their federal benefits while looking for a new job. The 
amendment also called for unemployment benefits for low-wage workers and workers seeking part-time employment. At the 
time the program was due to expire, more than 1 million long-term jobless workers were nearing the end of their state 
benefits. [S. 1054. Vote #152 , 5/15/03: AFL-CIO. “ John McCain’s Failing Record on Good Jobs ”] 


MCCAIN OPPOSED EXPANDING UNEMPLOYMENT IN EMERGENCY SITUATIONS 


2005: McCain Voted Against Expanding Unemployment Benefits in Wake of Katrina. In 2005, just two weeks after 
Hurricane Katrina devastated the Gulf Coast, McCain voted against allowing up to 52 weeks of unemployment benefits to an 
individual as a result of a major disaster under the Disaster Unemployment Assistance Program. Both Senators Obama and 
Clinton voted in favor of extending the benefits. The motion failed 43-52. [H.R. 2862, Vote #234 , 9/15/2005] 

2001: McCain Failed to Vote on Immediate Help for Those Who Lost Their Jobs After 9-11. In 2001, McCain failed 
to vote twice against legislation to provide immediate help to those who have lost their jobs after 9-11. The first vote (#337) 
would have designated spending contained in the Economic Stimulus bill, H.R. 3090, as “emergency spending.” By 
designating the money as “emergency spending,” the Senate could help provide immediate health care and unemployment 
benefits to those who had lost their jobs. The second vote (#338) was a Democratic substitute bill offered by Senator 
Baucus (D-MT) to provide immediate benefits. The Baucus plan went down on a Republican point of order (to waive the 
Budget Act) that required 60 votes to defeat. The final vote was 51-47. All Democrats voted to move ahead with the 
Baucus substitute. Both votes needed 60 Senators to pass. [S.Amdt. 2125 to H.R. 3090, Vote #337 , Vote #338 , 1 1/14/ 
01 ] 

2001: McCain Voted Against Amendment to Benefit Laid-Off Airline Workers. In 2001, McCain was one of 44 

Republicans to kill an amendment to the Aviation Security bill that would have provided 20 weeks of unemployment and 12 
months of health care benefits to laid-off airline workers after 9-11 terrorist attacks. Sen. Jean Carnahan (D-MO), the 
sponsor of the measure, withdrew her proposal after Democrats fell four votes shy of the 60 votes needed to defeat this 
GOP filibuster. The motion failed 56-44. [ St, Louis Post-Dispatch . 10/12/01; S.Amdt. 1855 to S. 1447, Vote #293 , 10/ 
11/01]

JOHN PODESTA 

REMARKS: WILDERNESS SOCIETY AWARDS 
June 18. 2015 


(Approximately 7 minutes at 150 wpm) 

Thank you, President Clinton, for that truly generous introduction. It is a great privilege to be here with 
you, who made so much of my work for the environment possible. Thank you to the Wilderness Society 
for having me and for this great honor. It’s wonderful to see so many old friends here tonight and to 
share the stage with President Clinton, Senator Heinrich, Secretary Jewell and tonight’s other 
distinguished honoree Sarah James. 


I grew up in an urban neighborhood of Chicago, so I might seem an unlikely champion for our national 
parks and wildernesses. But at some point 100 years ago, someone had the good sense to conserve acres 
of parks and trees and to preserve the forests along the Chicago River and the shores of Lake Michigan. 


So I was given the chance to escape the concrete and appreciate the outdoors. And not only did this 
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enrich my childhood and give me an experience that all children deserve to have, it prepared me well for 
when I had the good fortune to find myself working for the only President to grow up in a national 
park — or, at least, very close to one. Because President Clinton, the “man from Hope,” spent much of 
his childhood in Hot Springs, Arkansas. 


So we may have been an unlikely pair of wilderness champions: a president who grew up in a national 
park that welcomed gamblers and bootleggers; and a chief of staff who knew more about foundries than 
fly fishing. But with some guidance from Bruce Babbitt and George Frampton, we got a lot done. 


From water regulations, to land protections, to air controls, we left our mark on what we could. Bills 
were signed, treaties were negotiated, and memos were ordered to express our gratitude for our earth 
and our commitment to protecting it. 


And it’s important to remember what Washington can do in this fight of ours. Our laws are far from 
complete and we need to keep the pressure up, but the environmental victories won in the Oval Office 
and in the halls of Congress are promising and inspiring. 


We’ve increased access to the outdoors for hunters, fishers, and sportsmen — America’s first 
conservationists, and among our most dedicated. We’ve protected iconic places central to our identity 
and to our history — our national parks, nature trails, battlefields, and baseball diamonds. 


The laws that protect our natural spaces — among them The Wilderness Act and The Land and Water 
Conservation Fund — took years of hard work and hard-fought battles to pass, even in President 
Johnson’s Great Society. But the history of this effort is still deeper. 


That history goes back to 1864, when in the midst of the Civil War, a young senator thought of the 
future, and introduced a radical piece of legislation — the first of its kind - to protect and preserve the 
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Yosemite Valley. 

Even as technological advances made the American continent smaller — as railroads and steamships and 
cars and airplanes made a vast country manageable, and the telegraph and the telephone and the Internet 
erased distances altogether — even in the face of unrelenting change, America’s devotion to the outdoors 
has held true. 


As the century turned, the founder of the Boone and Crockett hunting club — a man with the initials 
T.R. — went on to become a crusading conservationist in the White House, and both signed the 
Antiquities Act into law and immediately used it to create new national monuments — including the 
Grand Canyon. 


From the beginning, the national parks, national forests, and monuments were understood by 
communities as drivers of economic activity. The numbers today bear that out. In 2012, 35 million visits 
to our national wildlife refuges helped push $25 billion in spending and supported over 316,000 jobs. 


But everyone in this room knows that conserving America’s great outdoors, our natural spaces, is about 
more than the numbers. “Everybody needs beauty as well as bread,” John Muir said. “Places to play in 
and pray in where nature may heal and cheer and give strength to the body and soul alike.” 


My old boss, President Obama, is following through on the pledge he made in the State of the Union 
Address to use his executive authority to protect more corners of our country — and he’s doing it in the 
right way. Secretary Jewell, Secretary Vilsack and other federal leaders have been tireless in seeking 
public input and support for potential national monuments. 


And through their leadership this administration has seen significant and historic success. President 

Obama has signed 16 monument designations during his presidency, protecting in perpetuity Organ 
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Mountains-Desert Peaks and Point Arena-Stometta, and the Pullman National Monument in my 
hometown of Chicago. 


This President has protected more than 260 million acres of public lands and waters - more than any 
other president in history. He’s worked to defend them from the threat of wildfires and to protect their 
endangered species. And with the Every Kid in the Park initiative, he’s opened them up to our 
children — to give them the gift of the American wilderness that we’ve all enjoyed and that we all have 
the right to enjoy. 


President Obama’s Climate Action Plan was an historic step in the fight against climate change, which 
threatens all of our wild spaces, as well as the plants, animals and people who call them home. What’s 
more, this President has taken the fight abroad. I’m proud to have played a part in the historic joint 
announcement with China last November, when together we reaffirmed the importance of protecting our 
planet and pledged to cut our greenhouse gas emissions. 

Next year we look forward to celebrating the centennial of the national park service. America's best idea 
100 years ago is still our best idea today. 


And it will be our best idea in 100 years. 


For this generation and for all future generations we need to fight for America’s great outdoors. We 
need to fight for full and permanent funding of the Land and Water Conservation Fund — for protections 
of our oceans and lakes, for wildlife funding, for a strategy to rebuild endangered populations — for 
better stewardship of our natural resources. 


We need to fight because we cannot lose. As Wallace Stegner said: 
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“Something will have gone out of us as a people if we ever let the remaining wilderness be destroyed 
...We need wilderness preserved — as much of it as is still left, and as many kinds — ...we simply need 
that wild country available to us... for it can be a means of reassuring ourselves of our sanity as 
creatures, a part of the geography of hope.” 


Thank you, again, for having me here — for your passion, your dedication, your advocacy — and thank you 
for keeping our greatest heritage alive for us and for our children.

Just wanted to debrief you on my meeting with Amanda. We had an excellent conversation last Friday in 
Brooklyn, and she was very appreciative of my broad experience and achievements-however she is not yet 
clear on how best to use those skills at the moment. She said that her team is developing as of now: 

--She just hired a staffer for Hispanic media; 

--She has someone doing Hispanic digital; 

-- one person will be doing policy (mainly immigration); 

--she is looking for a Millennial Latino; 

The latter is — in my opinion — quite important since the Latino community is undergoing a massive 
transformation. With a new generation organizing beyond and besides the traditional Hispanic organizations and 
with much broader political interests such as environmental and climate issues that are not part of the classic 
Latino policy portfolio. There are also the new entrepreneurs that are featured in HRC's launch video as well as 
the Dreamers pushing the boundaries of established Hispanic politics. These people don’t want to get stuck in 
an ethnic niche but are conscious of their heritage. This is an arena where the mix of my experiences might be 
very helpful. 

Given this dynamic and after my conversation with Amanda I think I could help with the following: 

--Identifying and building the relations with new organizations attracting the younger generation, like the Latino 
Victory Foundation, reach out to Latino entrepreneurs and their organizations, work with Aspen's newly 
launched Latino and Society's program (Monica Lozano) as well as the traditional organizations like NCLR and 
NALEO. 

-- Targeted messaging towards these groups. Taking advantage of my experience working on small business 
finance and promotion, the environment, climate change and sustainable growth, as well as projects in Latin 
America that can serve as inspiration to an emerging generation of Hispanics in the U.S. Lastly, connecting 
international affairs — specifically experiences of middle class economic growth and sustainability in Latin 
America with existing community interests in the U.S. 

--Spanish language media surrogate on all those issues. This seems to be a field that could be built out in the 
campaign. 

Amanda suggested I meet with Jose Villarreal, so I have contacted him to meet in person or speak on the phone 
as soon as possible. He knows me from my time at Boell when I cooperated with NCLR discussing immigration 
policies in the U.S. and Europe and with efforts promoting discussions on international affairs among the Latino 
community. Will keep you posted on how that conversation goes. 

After my visit in Brooklyn I am more convinced (and excited) than ever and ready to do anything needed to join 
the campaign.

Why the Coming Battle to Increase the Minimum Wage is High Political Ground for Democrats 

Here is the bottom line: if the minimum wage in 1968 had been adjusted for inflation, right now instead 
of $7.25 per hour, it would be $10.55 per hour - 45% higher. Instead of making $15,080 per year for 52 
weeks of full-time work, a minimum wage worker would make almost $22,000. 

The Federal minimum wage has been increased 22 times since it was passed in 1938, but it has never 
been indexed to inflation. As a result, the incomes of a larger and larger number of working Americans 
have eroded over the last three decades to the point where many Americans work hard, for 40 hours a 
week, and still live in poverty. 

To put it another way, the growing profits of some of the nation’s largest corporations and wealthiest 
people in America result from the labor of people whose work is rewarded with poverty level wages. 

That makes no economic sense. And it it’s just plan wrong. 

Senator Tom Harkin and Congressman George Miller have introduced legislation in Congress to 
increase the minimum wage to $1 0. 1 0 per hour and index it to inflation. The passage of these measures 
would be a major step in stopping the continued growth of the widening chasm between the incomes of 
ordinary Americans and the top 2% of the population. 

And the President, Democrats in Congress and major progressive organizations --like the National 
Employment Law Project and the nation’s labor movement - are preparing a major national campaign to 
pass minimum wage legislation. 

There are six reasons why the coming battle to increase the minimum wage is very high political ground 
for Democrats: 

1 ). The polling is clear. Overwhelming majorities of Americans believe that it is simply wrong for people 
to work 40 hours a week and earn poverty level wages. And there is not much anyone can say to 
persuade them otherwise. 

For years, many Republicans, corporate lobbyists and - especially -- advocates for the restaurant 
industry, which is the worst offender when it comes to exploiting low wage workers - have promoted the 
conventional wisdom that raising the minimum wage somehow has political costs. 

They try to make it appear that raising the “minimum wage” is a “low income” issue - that is unpopular 
with the middle class. 

But the fact is that increasing the minimum wage can’t be exploited politically the way the right wing 
exploits increases in so-called “entitlements” of “takers” that are paid out of taxpayer dollars. 

First, the minimum wage, by definition, is paid to people who work for a living. And, when you think 
about it, it is often paid to people who work harder than anyone else in America - doing some of the dirtiest 
jobs in America. 

The guys who are chauffeured to work in black SUV’s aren’t the ones on the road at 4:30 AM. It’s the 
maids and janitors and cooks and dishwashers who do hard, repetitive physical work - maybe at two or 
three jobs, and still barely make ends meet ~ that make the minimum wage. 
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Politically, it’s hard for a CEO who makes $1 0 million dollars a year to argue that wages should not be 
increased for one of their workers when he makes as much before lunch on the first day of the work year 
as his minimum wage worker makes all year long. 

Right now a CEO who makes $10 million a year makes $4,807 an hour. That’s 633 times the rate of a 
minimum wage worker. 

2) . Increasing the minimum wage - and tying it to inflation - helps stimulate the economy without relying 
on more public sector spending. 

Most economists agree that the Federal Government should be spending more money on public sector 
activities like building infrastructure, investing in education and providing economic support to those who 
have been devastated by the economic crisis that began at the end of the Bush Administration. They 
believe more spending is necessary to get the slowly recovering economy to really take off. 

Unfortunately, Republicans in Congress continue to do everything in their power to obstruct economic 
policies that most economists agree would turbocharge growth. Instead, Republicans insist on the kinds of 
cuts that serve as a massive albatross around the neck of the economic recovery. 

Increasing the minimum wage would put more money in consumers’ pockets without tapping the Federal 
Treasury. And it would put that money into the pockets of people who will actually go out and spend it, 
rather than sinking it into yet another vacation home or a Cayman Islands account. 

Virtually every dollar of increase in the minimum wage will be used to purchase goods and services. 
That is the kind of virtuous economic cycle that increases overall economic production and generates new 
jobs - and ultimately more Federal tax dollars that actually shrink the deficit. 

3) . Increasing the minimum wage would directly address the gravest problem facing our society and 
economy - growing income inequality. 

Long-term economic growth is simply not sustainable so long as productivity goes up faster than 
wages. The reason is simple: if workers produce more and more per hour (increased productivity), but 
their incomes don’t increase proportionately, then there are no consumers to buy the increasing volume of 
goods and services they produce. 

Henry Ford was dead-on when he said he needed to pay his workers enough that they could afford to 
buy the cars they produce. 

One big reason why the share of our Gross Domestic Product going to profits is the highest in half a 
century - and the share going to wage is at an all-time low — is erosion of the minimum wage. The other is 
the systematic campaign by big corporations and the American Right to prevent workers from organizing to 
collectively bargain for higher wages. 

4) . Increasing the minimum wage is the best anti-poverty program there is. 

You often hear people say that the most important anti-poverty program is investment in education. 

And there is no doubt that increasing the education and skills of children who grow up poor does wonders 
for their future economic prospects, and the economic success of our entire society. 

But as long as we have an economy where someone has to clean hotel rooms, mop floors, empty 
bedpans, or flip burgers - education isn’t the only answer. As long as these jobs exist, the people who do 
them have to be paid a living wage. 

If they aren’t, they will continue to live in poverty - it’s that simple. 

5) . The business/GOP argument that if the minimum wage were increased it will mean fewer jobs is 
demonstrably wrong. We have empirical evidence, after all. The minimum wage has been increased 22 
times since 1 938 and there is absolutely no evidence whatsoever that those increases cost jobs. If 
anything, just the opposite, since increasing the minimum wage put money in the pockets of consumers 
who turn around and buy products that have to be produced by more workers - not fewer. 

The restaurant industry has been especially vocal arguing that increasing the minimum wage would 
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make them “uncompetitive” and “cost jobs.” Of course, they ignore that all restaurants would be subject to 
the same increase in the minimum wage, so no restaurant would be at a relative competitive disadvantage 
when compared with any other. 

And they also ignore that all of the increase in the minimum wage would not be borne by consumers in 
the form of higher prices. Some of it will come out of their bottom line - which is a good thing in an 
economy with record amounts of GDP going to profits. It is also the real reason why corporations oppose a 
minimum wage increase. Their problem is not that it will “cost the economy jobs.” Their problem is that 
they will have to stop stuffing their bank accounts with money earned from the labor of workers paid poverty 
wages. 

Note, by the way, that profits not only constitute a higher percentage of the GDP. Companies’ profit 
margins are also at record highs as a percentage of revenue. In other words, a higher proportion of each 
dollar of sales now goes to profits than at any other time in our economic history. 

I remember hearing an interview with a restaurant owner during the short period in the Clinton 
Administration when employment was skyrocketing and wages were going up. The restaurant owner was 
asked if it was a problem that he had to raise his wages to get good workers. He said that he would far 
rather have a full restaurant of people with money in their pockets, even if he had to pay his workers more. 
He was right. When inequality declines and we have a higher wage economy, everyone ultimately does 
better. 

6). Finally, some in the American corporate elite and leaders in the GOP argue that raising our wages in 
America will make the U.S. uncompetitive in the world. 

In fact there is no evidence whatsoever that low wage economies - or countries with higher levels of 
income inequality -- are more competitive than high wage economies with less income inequality. In fact, 
very much to the contrary. 

Seventeen of the 20 countries that the World Economic Forum lists as most competitive have median 
wages higher than the average for the countries in the Organization for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), which includes the most developed, highest wage economies in the world. 

Ten of the most competitive countries find themselves among the 25 countries with the lowest levels of 
income inequality as listed by the CIA fact book. 

In fact, Sweden, with the least income inequality of any country in the world, is fourth most competitive 
according to the World Economic Forum. On the other hand, the United States, which is at seventh place 
in competitiveness, is less competitive than Sweden, and has a higher level of income inequality than 95 
other countries - including countries like Uganda, Yemen and Egypt. 

That is shameful since the United States produces more goods and services per capita than any other 
country - which should give the U.S. a head start both on competitiveness and the ability to pay better 
wages to all of its people. 

Of course the low minimum wage directly contributes to America’s high levels of income inequality and 
brings down median income that measures the point where half of the population makes more and half 
makes less. And far from making America more competitive, low wages actually appear to have the 
opposite effect because they depress the level of education and workforce skill, overall health of the 
population and, of course, the buying power of its consumers. 

The drive to increase the minimum wage is a huge winner economically and politically for Democrats. 
And once they realize its potent power, it would not be surprising to see many Republicans decide that 
obstructing higher wages for working people in order to defend the profits of big corporations is not exactly 
the rebranding they had in mind.

After the glitz and glitter of Barack Obama and Hillary Clinton's 
fundraising trips to L.A. this week, a cadre of industry super-liberals 
turned out Saturday to support Sanders. 

With the dust still settling after Barack Obama’s and Hillary Clinton’s glitzy fundraising trips to Hollywood this 
week, Clinton’s only declared Democratic rival — Vermont Senator Bernie Sanders — slipped quietly into town 
Saturday for a pair of low-key events that didn’t raise seven-figure sums, but did warm the hearts of two 
overflowing crowds of Hollywood progressives. 

Sanders’ supporters might be called the entertainment industry’s irreconcilables — the left flank of the Hollywood 
Dems’ most progressive faction, with activists deeply disappointed in Obama, who they supported, and unwilling 
to sign on to a Clinton presidential campaign. In the former Secretary of State, they see another moderate 
waiting to happen. 

Early Saturday morning, they filled the already blazing frontyard of actress Mimi Kennedy’s Van Nuys home 
and — at midday — the living room of long-time activists Betty and Stanley Sheinbaum’s sprawling 
Brentwood Park mansion to hear the program of a candidate they see as everything Hillary is not.

“I’m here with my wife and my friends because we believe Bernie is providing us with the opportunity to have a 
voice and a role in the Democratic process at a time when progressives are on the rise,” said former California 
state Senator Tom Hayden, who introduced Sanders at the Van Nuys event. 

“Bernie has launched a very critical campaign in several states,” Haden said. “He’s actually doing well in the 
early polls. He has an opportunity to change the conversation in the country. He has an opportunity to be an 
effective debater (against Clinton) in the primaries. He has an opportunity to attract Libertarians and 
Republicans, as well as Democrats and Socialists. It always was a motley crew — the progressive coalition.” 

With Massachusetts Senator Elizabeth Warren definitely out of the race, Sanders — a self-described 
Democratic socialist — is the candidate who checks all the progressive boxes, earning him a devoted Los 
Angeles following. About 300 people turned out for Sanders’ two events on Saturday. Attendees included Days 
of Our Lives actress De id re Hall, Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas producer Richard Foos, Sister Act 
producer Cindy Gilmore Asner, filmmaker James H. Stern and actress/producer Sheila Emery. 

In Van Nuys, Sanders told that crowd that the best part of running for president is being able to talk about the 
issues the other candidates are avoiding. 

“Our campaign is catching fire,” he said. “It’s for one simple reason: We are telling the truth. And I think that’s 
what the American people want to hear. The truth may not be necessarily pleasant, but we can’t go forward 
unless we have the courage to take a hard look at where we are today. And where we are today is not in a good 
place.”

Income inequality and working conditions are one of his major concerns, and he recently put his views to one 
interviewer like this: “What we have seen is that while the average person is working longer hours for lower 
wages, we have seen a huge increase in income and wealth inequality, which is now reaching obscene levels. 
This is a rigged economy, which works for the rich and the powerful, and is not working for ordinary Americans. 
You know, this country just does not belong to a handful of billionaires.” 

Since declaring his candidacy last month, Sanders has pointedly rejected the usual stump speech ambiguities. 
His style seems to declare that when you’re clearly on the attack, you don’t need room to maneuver. He has 
declared himself against free-trade agreements and the Keystone XL pipeline. He wants higher taxes on 
corporations and investors’ capital gains to finance universal healthcare and free college educations for all 
qualifying students. He has introduced legislation to require paid leave and vacation time for every American 
worker. 

He wants more regulation of Wall Street and the big banks and a rollback of the Citizens United decision that 
ushered in the era of Super PAC’s. “I don’t believe that the men and women who defended American democracy 
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fought to create a situation where billionaires own the political process,” he said. Sanders, in fact refuses to 
accept Super PAC contributions and several millions his campaign has taken in so far came from donors whose 
average check was $43. 

“Look, we knew from day one that we don’t have any Super PACs, and I don’t have too many billionaires putting 
a lot of money into the campaign,” Sanders told supporters gathered in the Sheinbaums' living room. Promoting 
laughter, he added: “In fact, we have no billionaires.”

The Employment Situation in August 

Our economy has now added 8.0 million jobs over the past three years, a pace that has not been exceeded since 2000. And while the economy 
added jobs at a somewhat slower pace in August than in recent months, the unemployment rate fell to 5. 1 percent — its lowest level since April 
2008 — and the labor force participation rate remained stable. Our businesses have now added 13.1 million jobs over 66 straight months, 
extending the longest streak on record. In addition, hourly earnings for American workers continued to rise. But there's more work to do to 
ensure that America’s domestic momentum can continue to offset some of the headwinds from the global economy. That starts with avoiding 
self-inflicted wounds: Congress needs to pass a budget that reverses the sequester and avoids shutting down the government. But it’s also why 
the President is committed to pushing Congress to increase investments in infrastructure as part of a long-term transportation 
reauthorization, open new markets with expanded trade, and raise the minimum wage. 


FIVE KEY POINTS ON THE LABOR MARKET IN AUGUST 2015 


1. The private sector has added 13.1 million jobs over 66 straight months of job growth, extending the longest streak on 
record. Today we learned that private-sector employment rose by 140,000 in August, below the recent pace. Despite the monthly volatility in 
employment growth, long-term trends remain strong. The unemployment rate declined to 5.1 percent, its lowest level since early 2008, while the 
labor force participation rate remained stable. Wages continued to rise, with average hourly earnings for all private-sector workers up 2.2 percent 
over the past year.

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2. Over the past twelve months, rising real hourly earnings accounted for close to 40 percent of the increase in real aggregate 
weekly earnings. Aggregate weekly earnings are the total wages and salaries paid to all private employees on nonfarm payrolls. Changes in 
aggregate earnings can be driven by contributions from employment, from the length of the average workweek, and from average hourly earnings. 
The large contribution of rising hourly earnings is a recent trend. Aggregate earnings reached a cyclical trough in December 2009, and over the 
following year-and-a-half, real hourly wages declined. The aggregate earnings increase during that early period was more than accounted for by 
a combination of rising employment and a longer workweek. Over the next three years, both hourly earnings and the workweek were largely 
stable, with rising employment accounting for more than 80 percent of the growth in aggregate earnings. Real wage growth over the past year 
has been a major contributor to the speed-up in aggregate earnings, due to both rising nominal wages and slowing consumer price growth as oil 
prices have declined.

3. Across most industries, real weekly earnings for production and nonsupervisory workers have grown at a faster pace during 
this business cycle than the previous cycle. Real weekly earnings have grown faster since 2008 — including both recession and 
recovery — than during the previous recession and recovery. Wage gains relative to the previous business cycle have been especially pronounced 
in the transportation, wholesale trade, retail trade, financial activities, and other services sectors, while mining & logging, education & health 
services, and leisure & hospitality are the only sectors to have underperformed. Relative employment trends are more diffuse, with some industries 
growing at a slower pace during this cycle (such as financial activities and construction, which grew quickly during the 2000s). Notably, 
manufacturing contracted during the 2000s but has since reversed that trend and outpaced the previous business cycle.

4. Summer seasonal fluctuations in auto manufacturing employment have moderated during this recovery as demand for autos 
continues to grow. Historically, large auto manufacturers tended to shed jobs in July and recoup many of them in August, as manufacturing 
plants typically shut down temporarily in July. But over this recovery, auto manufacturers have reduced these seasonal fluctuations. During the 
previous business cycle, July losses tended to exceed August gains, with auto manufacturing losing jobs on balance over the summer. But since 
the financial crisis, July losses and August gains have tended to balance one another. The summer turnover has decreased against a backdrop of 
continued strong growth in auto sales. Indeed, 201 5 is on pace to be the strongest year for car and truck sales since 2001 . Overall, the auto 
industry has added over 600,000 new jobs since Chrysler and General Motors emerged from bankruptcy in mid-2009 — including solid growth in 
both the manufacturing and retail sectors.

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5. The distribution of job growth across industries in August generally followed recent trends, with this month’s slower growth 
affecting a number of industries. Despite the overall slower pace of job growth, above-average gains relative to the past year were seen in 
State and local government (+31,000), financial activities (+19,000), utilities (+2,000), Federal government (+2,000), and health care and social 
assistance (+56,000). August was an especially weak month in manufacturing (-17,000), information services (-7,000), professional and business 
services (+22,000, excluding temporary help), and other services (-4,000). Across the 17 industries shown below, the correlation between the 
most recent one-month percent change and the average percent change over the last twelve months rose to 0.92 from 0.68 last month, well above 
the average correlation over the past two years.

As the fight to remove the Confederate flag from the state House grounds in South Carolina heats up, politicians 
are weighing in on the debate. 

Republican Sen. Lindsey Graham defended displaying the flag, while former presidential candidate Mitt Romney 
called for its removal. Carly Fiorina called it a “symbol of racial hatred,” but stopped short of saying it should be 
removed. Sen. Ted Cruz said South Carolinians should decide what their state does. President Barack Obama’s 
spokesman said the flag belongs in a museum. 

But while former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton has weighed in on the gun control aspect of the national 
discussion, the leading candidate for the Democratic presidential nomination has remained silent on the flag 
controversy. 

In 1 987, when her husband was governor of Arkansas, Bill Clinton signed Act 1 1 6 that stated “The blue star 
above the word “ARKANSAS” is to commemorate the Confederate States of America.” 

Act 116 of the 1987 Regular Session 

Act 116 SB377 

“AN ACT TO ADOPT THE DESIGN OF THE STATE FLAG AS DESCRIBED IN 
SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 11 OF 1913, AS AMENDED BY HOUSE 
CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 4 OF 1923, AND HOUSE CONCURRENT 
RESOLUTION 11 OF THE SECOND EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF 1924." 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS: 

SECTION 1. (a) The official state flag shall be a rectangle of red on 

which is placed a large white diamond bordered by a wide band of blue on which 
are twenty-five (25) white stars. Across the diamond shall be the word 
"ARKANSAS” and four (4) blue stars, one (1) above and three (3) below the word 
"ARKANSAS". The star above the word "ARKANSAS" shall be below the upper 
corner of the diamond. The three (3) stars below the word "ARKANSAS" shall be 
placed so that one (1) star shall be above the lower corner of the diamond, 
and two (2) stars shall be placed symmetrically, parallel above and to the 
right and left of the star in the lower corner of the diamond. 

(b) The three (3) stars so placed are designed to represent the three 
(3) nations, France, Spain and the United States, which have successively 
exercised dominion over Arkansas. They also indicate that it was the third 
state carved out of the Louisiana Purchase. Of these three (3) stars, the 
twin stars parallel with each other typify that Arkansas and Michigan are twin 
states, having been admitted to the Union together on June 15, 1836. The 
twenty-five (25) white stars on the band adw— the 

twenty-fifth state admitted to the Union. | The blue star above the word|

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When the Confederate flag issue arose in the 2000 election, Matt Drudge reported that then-President Bill 
Clinton’s spokesman Joe Lockhart was asked about the issue. Lockhart told reporters, “I’ve just never heard any 
discussion or any objections that the president has raised. 

In 2000, Drudge reported Vice President and Democratic nominee Al Gore as accusing then-Texas Gov. 
George W. Bush of refusing to take a stand on the Confederate flag issue, which then was flying over the capital 
dome in South Carolina.

The Gore campaign over the weekend repeatedly refused to comment on the vice president’s silence when it 
comes to the flag flying over the Arkansas State House! 

“The vice president will not be commenting on the Arkansas flag,” a campaign rep told the DRUDGE REPORT.

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REMARKS ON COLLEGE AFFORDABILITY AND STUDENT DEBT 
EXETER. NEW HAMPSHIRE 
MONDAY. AUGUST 10, 2015 

It's wonderful to be back in Exeter. Thank you, Danny, for that introduction. And thank you all for coming out today. I've 
been traveling all over New Hampshire, and everywhere I go - from Dover to Nashua to Glen to Windham - people ask 
great questions. It must come from being the first primary state. So today, I want to talk for just a little bit, and then I 
want to hear what's on your mind. 

This election is about the choices we have to make as a country, and how they'll shape our children's and 
grandchildren's futures. I believe that, in America, if you work hard and do your part, you should be able to get ahead 
and stay ahead. That's the basic bargain that's always set our nation apart. And I want to make sure we keep that 
bargain and strengthen it, so it holds true for this generation and the next. 

Thanks to your hard work - and the hard work of people across the country - America has come back from the worst 
recession of our lifetimes. We're standing again. But we're not yet running the way we should. Corporate profits are 
near record highs - but most paychecks have barely budged. Costs for everything from childcare to prescription drugs are 
rising faster than wages. It's no wonder so many Americans feel like the deck is stacked in favor of those at the top. 

We've got to do better. We've got to get incomes rising again, so more hard-working families can afford a middle-class 
life. We need strong growth... fair growth... and long-term growth. That's how we'll achieve lasting prosperity - by 
building an economy that we aJl have a stake in, and that works for everyone . 

Today, I want to talk about one way we do that: bv making college affordable and available to every American. 

For millions of Americans, a college degree has been the ticket to a better life. My grandfather worked his entire life in a 
lace mill - but my dad made it to college and was able to start his own small business, and that made a huge difference 
in our lives. Then my parents scrimped and saved for years, so they could send me to a school across the country. They 
knew that they were setting me on the path to a better future. College still holds that promise today. A lot has changed 
in this country - but that hasn't. 

Across America, parents are starting college funds the day their kids are born. High-schoolers - even middle-schoolers - 
are taking college prep courses and studying for the SAT. Full-time workers are going to night school, even if that means 
heading straight from an eight-hour shift to a pile of homework. If that's what it takes to get a better job - to give their 
kids better than they had - then they'll do it. 

But here's the problem. States are slashing education budgets. Colleges keep raising prices. In-state tuition and fees 
for public colleges increased by 55 percent between 2003 and 2012. But your incomes didn't rise by that much, did they? 
So families are left facing a painful choice. Either you say, "We just can't afford it," and pass up on all the opportunities 
that a degree can offer - or you do whatever it takes to pay for it, even if that means going deeply into debt. 

And more and more, that debt is holding people back. Forty million Americans have student loans. Together, they owe 
more than a trillion dollars. New Hampshire's students are carrying the highest debt in the country. And millions of 
Americans are delinquent or in default. Even if they're doing everything they can to pay their loans, they just can't keep 
up. 

The cost of this debt is real - not just on balance sheets, but in people's lives and futures. I've talked to people who 
have so much student debt, they've put off buying a house, changing jobs, starting a business - even getting married. I've 
met parents and grandparents who've co-signed loans and end up draining their savings or ruining their credit - all 
because they did what parents and grandparents are supposed to do - help out the next generation. 

There are students who take out loans to pay for an expensive degree from a for-profit institution - then graduate and 
discover that, when it comes to finding a job, their degree isn't worth what they thought it would. 

And the 40 percent of students who never finish college are left with debt and no degree to show for it - the worst 
of both worlds. And that non-completion rate should trouble to all of us. It’s the highest in the developed world. 

College is supposed to help people achieve their dreams. But more and more, it's pushing people's dreams further out 
of reach. And that's just wrong. It's a betrayal of everything college is supposed to represent - and everything families 
have worked so hard to achieve. 

This is also about our national competitiveness. The rest of the world is working as hard as they can to out-do us. China 
plans to double the number of students enrolled in college by 2030, which means they'll have nearly 200 million college 
graduates. That's more than our entire workforce! American workers can out-work and out-innovate anyone in the world 
- as long as they get the training and education they need to compete. 

So we need to make some big changes. We need to transform how much higher education costs - and how those costs 
get paid. For too long, families have had to bear the burden of soaring prices, underinvestment, and too little 
accountability. 
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It's time for a new college compact, where everyone does their part. We need to make a quality education affordable and available 
to everyone willing to work for it. 

I've been traveling the country for months, talking to students and families, educators, legislators, and experts of every 
stripe - including young progressive activists who've put the issue of debt-free college and college affordability at the 
top of the national agenda. 

And today, I'm announcing my plan to put college within reach for everyone. We're calling it the New College Compact. 
And we're posting it on our website, Facebook, Medium, Snapchat - just about everywhere we can think of. I hope you'll 
check it out. But for now, here are the basics. 

Under the New College Compact, schools will have to control their costs and show more accountability to their students. 
States will have to meet their obligation to invest in higher education. 

The federal government will never profit off student loans. 

No family - and no student - should have to borrow to pay tuition at a public college. 

And everyone who has student debt will be able to refinance it at lower rates. 

That's my plan. It's ambitious - and we should be ambitious. But it's also achievable. And it would make a big 
difference in people's lives. 

My College Compact comes down to two main goals. 

First, we'll make sure that cost won't be a barrier. 

Under my plan, you'll never have to take out a loan to pay for tuition at an in-state public university. We're going to make 
community college free - that's President Obama's plan and we're making it ours too. We're reforming Pell Grants, so 
students can use them for living costs as well as tuition. We're offering special help to college students who are 
parents, because when you help a parent get an education, you're helping their kids, too. 

We're going to work with historically black colleges and universities, because they serve some of America's brightest 
students, who need the most support and too often have gotten the least of it. And we're going to help pay for college 
for students who agree to national service. If you're willing to tutor America's kids or clean up our parks, the least we 
can do is support your education. 

And second, we'll make sure that debt won't hold anyone back. 

Under my plan, every borrower in America who already has student debt will get the chance to refinance at lower interest 
rates. If you can refinance your mortgage or your car loan, you should be able to refinance your student loan. 

If you do still end up taking out a loan - for example, to go to a private college - we'll cut your interest rates, so the 
government never makes a profit off your loan. 

We’ll make it easier to enroll in income-based repayment programs, so you’ll never have to pay more than 10 
percent of what you make. 

We’re going to help borrowers who are in default get back on their feet. And we’ll crack down on predatory 
schools and lenders and bill collectors. If you defraud students, overcharge veterans, or mislead borrowers, we’re 
going to do everything we can to stop you. 

There's a lot more in my College Compact - from encouraging innovations like online learning and apprenticeships, so 
students can earn their degree in less time and move straight into a job... to strengthening the G.l. Bill, so more of our 
veterans can get their degree... to making sure colleges spending federal dollars on things that benefit students, like 
teaching and research - not marketing campaigns or big salaries for administrators. 

I plan to make college affordability a major issue in this campaign - because it's a major issue for millions of American 
families. Flere's the bottom line. An education shouldn't be something just for those at the top. And it shouldn't be a 
burden. An education should be affordable - and available - to everyone. 

I remember how proud my parents were when I graduated college. I remember how proud Bill and I were to see Chelsea 
graduate - I'll never forget how grown-up she looked that day. And even though my new granddaughter is already 
growing up faster than I'd like, I can't wait to see her walk across a stage someday and receive her diploma. And I know 
that mothers and fathers and grandparents across the country feel the exact same way. 

I want every young person in America to have their shot at that moment. I want every hard-working parent out there to get 
the chance to see his or her child cross a stage - or to cross it themselves. America should be a place where those 
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achievements are possible for anyone who's willing to work hard to do their part. That's the country I want to help build 
- for this generation and all the generations to come.

This session of the Colloquium will explore the intersection of race, inequality and health outcomes. Panelists will explore 
how racial inequalities are directly affecting health outcomes for poor and marginalized communities across the U.S., how 
these inequalities are specifically affecting young people and what some cities are doing to try and combat these inequalities 
through community empowerment among other topics. 

Panelists will include: 

Georges C. Benjamin, MD, is well-known as a health leader, practitioner and administrator. Benjamin has served as the 
executive director of the American Public Health Association, the nation's oldest and largest organization of public health 
professionals, since December 2002. He came to that post from his position as secretary of the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene. Benjamin became secretary of health in Maryland in April 1999, following four years as its 
deputy secretary for public health services. As secretary, Benjamin oversaw the expansion and improvement in the state’s 
Medicaid program as well as a range of state health regulatory and public health programs. 

Dr. Benjamin is a graduate of the Illinois Institute of Technology and the University Of Illinois College Of Medicine. He is 
board-certified in internal medicine, a Master of the American College of Physicians, a fellow of the National Academy of 
Public Administration and a fellow emeritus of the American College of Emergency Physicians, He holds honorary 
fellowships in two distinguished British public health societies: the Royal Society of Public Health and the Faculty of 
Public Health both in Britain. 

At APHA, Benjamin also serves as publisher of the nonprofit's monthly publication, The Nation 's Health, the association's 
official newspaper, and the American Journal of Public Health, the profession’ s premier scientific publication. He is the 
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author of more than 100 scientific articles and book chapters. Benjamin also serves on several boards such as 
Research! America, the University of Maryland Medical System and, the Reagan-Udall Foundation. He is a member of the 
National Academy of Medicine. 

Dr. Alfiee M. Breland-Noble is Director of The AAKOMA (African American Knowledge Optimized for Mindfully- 
Healthy Adolescents) Project and Associate Professor of Psychiatry at the Georgetown University Medical Center. She is 
an adolescent and child psychologist and researcher in academic medicine with a strong 10+ year track record of external and 
federal research funding. She is a recognized expert in adolescent depression and racial disparities in mental health as 
evidenced by her appointments to the American Psychological Association Treatment Guideline Development Panel for 
Depression Across the Lifespan and the Patient Centered Outcomes Research Institute (PCORI), Addressing Disparities 
National Advisory Panel (to which she was elected from over 1000 applicants nationwide). In October 2014, she was 
recognized as the first psychologist to receive the Jeanne Spurlock Lecture and Award for Culture and Diversity from the 
American Academy of Child and Adolescent Psychiatry (AACAP) which recognizes stellar achievements by senior scholars 
invested in the mental health of racially diverse youth and families and persons with a commitment to recruiting racially 
diverse persons into the field of child and adolescent psychiatry.

History Shows That Democrats Representing the Most Republican Districts Have the Most To Lose If Congress 

Fails To Pass Obama Health Care Plan 


In the current health care debate. Democratic Members of Congress representing swing districts have often (though not 
always) been among the most cautious when it comes to supporting President Obama’s proposals for health care reform. 

In many ways that is understandable. They often come from districts that are more conservative than those of their 
colleagues. They have the least margin for error if they cast a vote that causes swing voters to shift their electoral 
allegiance. They are the targets of ad campaigns from groups trying to influence their votes. They hear the most from 
conservative advocacy organizations and interest groups. 

But in fact, history shows that these swing district Democrats have the most to lose if Congress fails to pass 
President Obama’s sweeping health care proposal - and for that matter the other major components of his 
economic agenda. 

The reason is simple: Obama’s success in passing his agenda will have an enormous impact on his approval rating with 
the American people - and the approval rating of Congressional Democrats as well. When Swing District Democrats face 
the voters next year, those two factors will have a massive effect on whether they return to Congress. 

History demonstrates that just as a rising tide lifts all boats, the boats left grounded when the tide goes out are 
the ones in the shallowest electoral water. 

In elections, people do indeed vote for the personal qualities of the candidate. But every election campaign begins where 
people are — with a particular mix of predispositions toward one party or another that is impacted by how they think the 
respective parties are doing standing up for the things they care about. 

In America today, Barack Obama is the symbolic embodiment of the Democratic Party for most Americans. His success 
at passing health care reform, energy legislation, bank re-regulation and achieving an economic recovery will have a big 
impact on how they think Democrats are doing - whether they start out with an inclination to vote Democratic, or to take 
another bet on the Republicans. 

In the first four years of his Presidency, Bill Clinton never had job approval ratings comparable to Barack Obama’s. But 
in early 1994 he had a positive rating of 48% and a negative of only 39% — a net positive of 9% in the CBS-New York Times 
poll. By the time Senate Majority leader George Mitchell declared Clinton’s health care reform proposal dead in September 
1994, he had slipped to 42 positive and 49 negative - minus 7% net negative. He had suffered a 16% swing in the polls. By 
mid-term Election Day in 1994 he still had a net negative of -5% (43% positive, 48% negative). 

Congressional approval ratings followed the same negative path, falling almost 10% during 1994 to just above 20% right 
before the cataclysmic 1994 election when Newt Gingrich’s Republican majority took power for the first time in 40 years. 

The Republican -special-interest attack on the Clinton health care reform plan certainly had an effect on these numbers. 
But just as important was the failure of the President and Congress to pass his program. People support winners. Obama’s 
campaign exploded when he won Iowa - had he come in second that wouldn’t have happened. 

Everything we know about psychology tells us that we like people when they win, we don’t like them as much when 
they lose. We are more likely to follow them when they win. We’re more likely to think they know what they’re doing 
when they win. 

What’s more, if they lose a legislative battle, we are more likely to believe that the proposal they were promoting was a 
loser too - a bad idea, a dog. 
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That goes for the voters in swing districts like anywhere else. A President - a Congress - a Democratic party that wins, 
that successfully makes change to improve people’s lives, is simply more likely to get voter support than one that fails to 
make change, fails to deliver the goods, or looks disorganized and powerless — and promotes policies that “lose.” 

In addition, losing demoralizes the hard core. They are less likely to work hard, and to turn out to vote. 

That is exactly what happened in the 1994 elections. Democrats lost 54 seats. Of those, 36 were incumbents. It wasn’t 
the members from strong Democratic districts, who had fought hard for health care reform, who lost. It was mainly 
members from swing districts, rural districts and southern districts. 

The Clinton health care bill never came to a vote in the House, but only 1 1 of the 36 incumbents who lost had co- 
sponsored the bill. Many of the 23 others had opposed the Clinton health care plan. Didn’t matter; they were the biggest 
political victims of the failure of health care reform. 

Democratic Congressman Jim Cooper (D-TN) was one of the leaders of the opposition. He left the House to run for the 
Senate in 1994 and lost. 

And it wasn’t just that swing voters lost faith in Democrats. Base Democratic voters failed to turn out. Republican base 
voters - smelling Democratic blood - turned out in record numbers. 

Of course none of this should come as a surprise. Look at our recent political history. The principal political victims of 
the disastrous Bush legacy were not mainly hard right Republicans from strong Republican districts. They were often 
Republican “moderates” like Connecticut’s Christopher Shays. That’s why New England no longer has any Republican 
Members of the House. That’s why the Republican Caucus in the House is now mainly composed of members from highly 
Republican districts and the South. 

So the next time a Member of Congress tells you that he’d love to vote for the President’s health care reform package, 
but he represents a tough swing district, remind him about all the ex-members of Congress who said the same thing in 1994 
and were retired by the voters to resume their careers selling insurance or practicing law. 

They are much better off taking the political risk of helping a Democratic President be successful in passing 
health care reform than they are taking the political risk of opposing a Democratic President who then fails to pass 
health care reform. 

The odds are very good that if they choose the latter course, it will be their political bodies on the gurneys being 
rolled into the political emergency room.

Good idea and good time. But it is a very tricky issue, if you want to do anything more than have Hillary weigh-in 
against BDS. The real question is whether to acknowledge for many of the leaders no change in Israeli policy will 
satisfy them. But their ability to get supporters on US campuses and in European public opinion and EU foreign 
ministers (e.g. labeling West Bank products) comes not from anti-Israel or anti-Semitic views, but because of 
sincere concerns with Israeli settlement policy (this is also why the Pew poll shows less than 50 percent of self- 
identified Democrats support Israeli policies, compared to 80 percent of Republicans). 

Although I know Hillary is close to Haim Saban, his partnership with Sheldon Adelson, who has a Likud agenda, 
may not be the best offensive against BDS. 

Obviously, she should not in any way criticize this initiative, quite the contrary. But she should stress the critical 
importance of AVOIDING MAKING ISRAEL A PARTISAN ISSUE. 

The JPPI which Dennis Ross and I co-chair has just done a massive study of BDS for the Israeli Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, so I am steeped in the issue. 

I think it is important for Hillary not to alienate or criticize liberal Democrats and liberal Jews, but to make the 
point that joining the BDS campaign is NOT the appropriate way to respond to concerns about Israeli settlement 
policy, and it also creates a DOUBLE-STANDARD, since it fails to recognize Palestinian obduracy to the Kerry 
initiative and to make the tough compromises on their "right of return" necessary for a deal. 

I will share some talking points I will present Tuesday in Israel to the General Assembly of UJA. I am in Princeton 
now for a wedding and leave on a late flight for Israel. I am copying my assistants and asking them to send you 
my Leo Baeck Institute speech (2014) and my May 2015 speech in Vienna for the late Hans Suchapira, because 
both contain polling data and personal anecdotes about the very real increase in anti-Semitism and anti-Israel 
feeling in Europe, quite apart from the Moslem youth dimension. 

If you want to talk, I am available until 4:30 pm today and you can reach me in Israel Monday night.

We start with an article by Henry Siegman who was once the powerful director of the American Jewish Congress. In those days he refused to write for Tikkun or 
join our board--our insistence that Israel should negotiate with the Palestinians was considered far too radical, and Siegman, who told me he personally agreed 
with Tikkun's position, lacked the courage to challenge the major American Jewish mainstream of which he was a part. As has happened to so many people after 
they lose their positions of power, he became more forthright in his articulation of what needed to change. I imagine the same thing will happen with Obama after 
he leaves office. It's a terrible shame that these people didn't have the courage to do so when they had the power to make a difference. On the other hand, I 
understand the risks-Tikkun was at first welcomed as the liberal voice of the Jewish world when we began in 1986, but once we criticized Israel's response to the 
First Intifada in 1988 (do you remember the Defense Minister at the time, Yitzhak Rabin's famous order to his army about the Palestinian protesters: "Break their 
bones" or do you remember the way that SHimon Peres, when he became Prime Minister, refused to negotiate an end of the occupation with the Palestinians?), 
we lost our funding from the Jewish world and have been treated as traitors though we continue to defend Israel from those who believe it has no right to exist!! In 
any event, now we celebrate that Henry Siegman is speaking the truths that the mainstream instituitons of the Jewish world, e.g. the Union of Reform Judaism and 
the American Jewish Committee and the ADL and the Jewish Federations in cities around the world that control huge amounts of money in the local Jewish 
communities, refuse to talk about or allow to be debated. And yet these institutions claim to be "open" and reflective and ethically sensitive!!! And their members

W ashington And The World 

Israel Provoked This War It’s up to President Obama to stop it.

There seems to be near-universal agreement in the United States with President Barack Obama's observation that Israel, like 
every other country, has the right and obligation to defend its citizens from threats directed at them from beyond its borders. 

But this anodyne statement does not begin to address the political and moral issues raised by Israel’s bombings and land invasion 
of Gaza: w ho violated the cease-fire agreement that was in place since November 2012 and w hether Israel’s civilian population 
could have been protected by nonviolent means that w ould not have placed Gaza’s civilian population at risk. As of this w riting, 
the number killed by the Israel Defense Forces has surpassed 600, the overw helming majority of w horn are noncombatants. 

Israel’s assault on Gaza, as pointed out by analyst Nathan Thrall in theA/ew York Times, was not triggered by Hamas’ rockets 
directed at Israel but by Israel's determination to bring dow n the Palestinian unity government that w as formed in early June, even 
though that government w as committed to honoring all of the conditions imposed by the international community for recognition of 
its legitimacy. 

The notion that it w as Israel, not Hamas, that violated a cease-fire agreement w ill undoubtedly offend a w ide sw ath of Israel 
supporters. To point out that it is not the first time Israel has done so w ill offend them even more deeply. But it w as Shmuel 
Zakai . a retired brigadier general and former commander of the IDF’s Gaza Division, and not “leftist” critics, w ho said about the 
Israel Gaza w ar of 2009 that during the six-month period of a truce then in place, Israel made a central error “by failing to take 
advantage of the calm to improve, rather than markedly w orsen, the economic plight of the Palestinians in the [Gaza] Strip. . . . You 
cannot just land blow s, leave the Palestinians in Gaza in the economic distress they are in and expect Hamas just to sit around 
and do nothing.” 

This is true of the latest cease-fire as w ell. According to Thrall, Hamas is now seeking through violence w hat it should have 
obtained through a peaceful handover of responsibilities. “Israel is pursuing a return to the status quo ante, w hen Gaza had 
electricity for barely eight hours a day, w ater w as undrinkable, sew age w as dumped in the sea, fuel shortages caused 
sanitation plants to shut dow n and w aste sometimes floated in the streets.” It is not only Hamas supporters, but many Gazans, 
perhaps a majority, w ho believe it is w orth paying a heavy price to change a disastrous status quo. 

The answ er to the second question — w hether a less lethal course w as not available to protect Israel’s civilian population — is 
(unintentionally?) implicit in the formulation of President Barack Obama’s defense of Israel’s actions: namely, the right and 
obligation of all governments to protect their civilian populations from assaults from across their borders. 

But w here, exactly, are Israel’s borders? 

It is precisely Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu’s refusal to identify those borders that placed Israel’s population at risk. And the 
reason he has refused to do that is because he did not want the world to know that he had no intention of honoring the pledge 
he made in 2009 to reach a tw o-state agreement w ith the Palestinians. The Road Map for Middle East peace that w as signed 
by Israel, the PLO and the United States explicitly ruled out any unilateral alterations in the pre-1967 armistice lines that served as 
a border betw een the parties. This provision w as consistently and blatantly violated by successive Israeli governments w ith their 
illegal settlement project. And Netanyahu refused to recognize that border as the starting point for territorial negotiations in the 
terms of reference proposed by Secretary of State John Kerry. 

But on July 1 2, as noted in The Times of Israel by its editor, David Horovitz , Netanyahu made clear that he has no interest in a 
genuine two-state solution. As Horovitz puts it, “the uncertainties were swept aside ... And nobody w ill ever be able to claim in 
the future that [Netanyahu] didn’t tell us w hat he really thinks. He made it explicitly clear that he could never, ever, countenance a 
fully sovereign Palestinian state in the West Bank.” The IDF, Netanyahu said, would remain permanently in the West Bank. During 
the Kerry-sponsored negotiations, he rejected out of hand the American proposal that U.S. and international forces be stationed 
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on the Israeli-Palestinian border, w hich he insisted w ould remain permanently under the IDF’s control. Various enclaves w ill 
comprise a new Palestinian entity, w hich Palestinians w ill be free to call a state. But sovereignty, the one element that defines 
self-determination and statehood, will never be allowed by Israel, he said. 

Why w ill he not allow it? Why did he undermine Kerry’s round of peace talks? Why is he inciting against the Palestinian unity 
government? Why does he continue to expand illegal settlements in the West Bank, and w hy did he use the tragic kidnapping and 
killing of three Israelis as a pretext to destroy w hat institutional political (as opposed to military) presence of Hamas remained in 
the West Bank? 

He’s doing all of these things because, as suggested by Yitzhak Laor in Haaretz, he and his government are engaged in a 
frenzied effort to eliminate Palestinians as a political entity. Israel’s government is "intent on inheriting it all” by turning the 
Palestinian people into “a fragmented, marginalized people,” Laor w rites. It is w hat the Israeli scholar Baruch Kimmerling 
described as “politicide” in a book by that name he w rote in 2006. 

So exactly w ho is putting Israel’s population at risk? And w hat is Obama prepared to do about it? 

I’m sure the president’s political advisers are telling him that a congressional election year is not the time to take on the Israel 
lobby. They are w rang, not only because it is alw ays election time in the United States, but because successive polls have 
established that American Jew s vote constantly and overw helmingly Democratic for a w ide variety of domestic and international 
reasons, but support for Netanyahu’s policies is not one of them. 

And if the president w ishes to convince Israelis and Palestinians that Israeli-Palestinian peace is a cause w orth taking risks for, 
should he not be w illing to take some domestic political risks as w ell?

to the White House, while Sen. John McCain has all but put off such work until after the election. 

The Democratic nominee has enlisted the assistance of dozens of individuals — divided into working groups for particular 
federal agencies — to produce policy agendas and lists of recommended appointees. As evidence of their advanced 
preparations, officials provided a copy of the strict ethics guidelines that individuals working on the transition effort are 
required to sign. 

John McCain, by contrast, has done little. Campaign spokespersons did not respond to requests for elaboration. But one 
official with direct knowledge, who spoke on the condition of anonymity, expressed concern with McCain's approach. The 
Arizona Senator has instructed his team to not spend time on the transition effort, according to the source, both out of a 
desire to have complete focus on winning the election as well as a superstitious belief that the campaign shouldn't put the 
cart before the horse. 

Virtually every modern non-incumbent presidential candidate has organized, during the course of the campaign, a transition 
effort to prepare for the early months of a potential administration. These teams help build lists and vet individuals who could 
serve in key government posts. They hammer out proposals to facilitate policy making from day one. And they work closely 
with outgoing administration officials to better understand the true lay of the political land. 

Governance scholars consider the process invaluable, particularly as the nation struggles with a major economic crisis, two 
active wars, and a range of domestic security threats. "Our enemies understand how potentially vulnerable we are in the 
transition from one administration to the next," Clay Johnson III, former Executive Director of the Bush-Cheney Presidential 
Transition, said recently at a forum on transition planning. "This is something we need to be very, very seriously prepared 
for." 

With 1 00 or so days before the next president takes office, Obama's transition effort has been organized into roughly a dozen 
teams of six to eight people to plot out the approach for each agency, according to a Democratic official. The ethics code 
governing the process prohibits staff from working on subjects that could be deemed a financial conflict of interests, either 
to that member or that member's family. 

Under the code - a copy of which can be viewed here - lobbyists will be able to serve on the Obama transition team 
provided it has been more than a year since he or she lobbied on the subject to which they have been assigned. Current 
federally registered lobbyists will not be "permitted to serve in a titled role for the Obama Transition Project," nor for that 
matter will they be allowed to "contribute to or collect contributions for the Obama Transition Project." 

There is less known about what the McCain campaign has been doing, partially because there are fewer details to unearth. 
The GOP nominee has tasked his transition to William Timmons, a well-known Washington hand and long-time lobbyist. 
According to a source close to the effort, Timmons has held conference calls with campaign officials and is plotting out 
various aspects to the impending transition. There is not, at this time, an ethics policy in place, the source says. 

A call to Timmons went unretumed. "Bill does not talk to the press but I'll tell him you called," said his secretary. "Thank 
you." 

The disparate approach that each campaign has taken to the transition process is in some ways a reflection of the personality 
of the candidates themselves. Obama's efforts have been criticized as presumptuous by the McCain campaign. But veterans 
of the process argue that the well-organized plan that Obama is pursuing will help ensure smooth continuity between 
administrations, not to mention avoid embarrassing political hiccups. 

"Government is becoming more complex and the time it is taking to put a leadership team in key departments is taking 
longer," said P.J. Crowley, who heads the Homeland Security Presidential Transition Initiative at the Center for American 
Progress. "I think that if a campaign is waiting until November 5 to start the transition process, they are going to be behind. 

It is not being presumptuous — it is being prudent to be prepared before the election so that you can at least make the 
transition process effective as possible and be ready to govern on January 20." 

The president and CEO of the Center for American Progress, former White House chief of staff John Podesta, is reportedly 
heading up Obama's transition team. 

McCain, in contrast, appears willing to tackle important aspects of his potential transition in real time. It is a stance that fits 
the Senator's sometimes ad hoc approach to politics, and one that allows him to focus staff and resources on the pending 
election. McCain's transition would also be less drastic than Obama's since, in all likelihood, there will not be as vast an 
ideological and staff shift. 

But this approach could create significant obstacles down the road. For example, as Crowley notes. Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld had only a fraction of his leadership team in place on 9/1 1 - roughly eight months after his President Bush 
took office. 

"It is irresponsible not to have a well organized, thoughtful vigorous transition, right now," said Mickey Kantor, a Clinton 
administration official who was there for the 1992 transition and who has consulted with the Obama campaign about its 
efforts. "I am surprised that John McCain would take that position. This government is very complicated. And I don't care 
how many years you have spent on it you don't truly understand it until you get to the middle of it."

Charles Barkley is a lightning rod for controversy. 

The Leeds native and former Auburn basketball star has drawn attention - and controversy - for his comments 
on race, politics, law enforcement and education. But it's his recent comments on slavery that prompted Alabama 
Sen. Hank Sanders, D-Selma, to write an open letter to the NBA Hall of Famer. 

The letter was posted to Sander's Facebook page. Here is the letter: 

Dear Mr. Barkley: 

I write you out of love. I write you out of profound pain. I write you out of deep concern. I hope you accept this 
letter in the spirit that I write. 

Mr. Barkley, I understand that you said, in so many words, that slavery was not so bad and that you were tired of 
people bringing up slavery. I was shocked by both statements. Then I was mad. Then I was terribly disappointed. 
Finally, I was just in deep hurt and great pain. Now, I am trying to help you and all those who may think like you. 

Mr. Barkley, allow me to tell you why slavery was "not so bad," but very, very bad. First, African people were 
snatched from their families, their villages, their communities, their tribes, their continent, their freedom. African 
people were made to walk hundreds of miles in chains. They were often beaten, poorly fed and abused in many 
ways. Women and girls were routinely raped. The whole continent was ravaged and still suffers to this day. Mr. 
Barkley, this is very, very bad. 

Second, African people were placed in "slave dungeons" for weeks and sometimes months until the slave ships 
came. They were often underfed, terribly beaten, raped and stuffed together so tightly they could hardly move. 
African people were packed in the holds of ships with little space to even move. They performed bodily functions 
where they lay and then lived in it. They were oftentimes beaten, raped and abused mentally, physically and 
emotionally. Many died from disease and broken spirits. Some were so terribly impacted that they jumped 
overboard and drowned when brought to the deck of the ships. Millions died during the Middle Passage from 
Africa to the Americas. Mr. Barkley, this is very, very bad. 

Third, African people were broken like wild animals. They were stripped of every element of their identity. Their 
names were taken. Their languages were taken. Their religions were taken. Their histories were taken. They 
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were forbidden to have family. They had no rights to own anything. They were considered property. Their 
personalities were permanently altered. Their freedom was taken. They became chattel sold from "slave blocks." 
This crushing of identity impacts us to this day. I call it the psychology of the oppressed. Mr. Barkley, this is 
very, very bad. 

Fourth, African Americans were worked from "kin to can't;" that is from "can see" in the morning to "can't see" at 
night. There was no pay for their long, hard labor. Many were poorly fed. Most felt the lash of the whip. All felt 
the lash of the tongue. Many were repeatedly raped. Their children and other loved ones were sold at will. Some 
mothers killed their baby girls so they would not have to endure the ravages of slavery. Mr. Barkley, this is very, 
very bad. 

Fifth, African Americans had no right to defend themselves no matter what was done and how wrong it was. By 
law, they could not even testify against their abusers. As U.S. Supreme Court Chief Justice Roger B. Toney said 
in the 1857 Dred Scott case, "A Black man has no rights a White man is bound to respect." This became the law 
of the land and its legacy bedevils us to this day. Mr. Barkley, this is very, very bad. 

Sixth, African Americans were perceived and treated as sub human. The only way enslavers could square this 
terrible treatment with their Christian beliefs was see us as less than human. Therefore, they could proudly place 
such beautiful words in the Declaration of Independence and the U. S. Constitution with impunity: i.e. - "We hold 
these truths to be self-evident that all men are created equal; that they are endowed by their creator with certain 
inalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness." To them, African Americans 
were not human so these beautiful words did not apply. Even the U.S. Constitution designated us as 3/5 of a 
person. That's why White terrorists, in and out of uniforms, can kill us without punishment. The legacy of being 
less human lingers with us today. Black lives are worth much less than White lives. Mr. Barkley, this is very, very 
bad. 

Seventh, it required great violence to implement and maintain the worse form of human slavery known to 
humankind. It required unbridled violence by enslavers, slave catchers, local, state, federal governments and the 
entire society. Maintaining the institution of slavery created a very violent society that infests us to this day. 

That's why the United States has far more violence than any country in the world. Mr. Barkley, this is very, very 
bad. 

Eighth, even after slavery formerly ended, we still had Jim Crow. These same imbedded attitudes generated 
state-sanctioned terrorism for nearly another 100 years. The Ku Klux Klan and other terrorist groups hanged, 
mutilated, maimed and murdered without any punishment. It was state sanctioned terrorism because the "state" 
did not do anything to prevent it. That's why even during the Civil Rights Movement murders took many years 
before even a modicum of justice was forged. Just look at the deaths of Medgar Evers, James Chaney, the three 
little girls murdered by the bombing of a Birmingham Church and so many others. That is why today Trayvon 
Martin could not walk the streets of his neighborhood and Jordan Davis could not play loud music in his car and 
Eric Garner was choked to death and Michael Brown was gunned down. Mr. Barkley this is very, very bad. 

Mr. Barkley, if you knew your history, you would not say slavery is not so bad and you are tired of people 
bringing up slavery. The legacy of slavery is everywhere. However, you are not totally to blame because you 
were deliberately denied the opportunity to learn your history. That is one more legacy of slavery. I hope you will 
seek the full history for yourself so that you will not ever say such things again.

In the wake of last weekend's 
disclosure that McCain's convention CEO and one of his regional campaign managers lobbied for the 
Myanmar lunta in 2003, McCain promised to reporters that he would better vet his campaign staff. But 
sympathetic critics -- including some within the campaign -- worry that the damage to McCain's brand 
has already set in, and have, for months, urged senior campaign officials to screen their staff. That 
the campaign waited until now to ask these questions of staff suggests that no one at a senior enough 
level saw the presence of many former lobbyists as a problem.

Eryn mentioned that Sec. Pritzker asked for a call and that a read-out of the dinner might therefore be useful. Copying Rudy 
and Vikram. 

As you know, Pritzker and Moniz are heading over shortly for the clean energy trade mission. She brought in 5 China experts 
Thursday night and posed some general questions regarding the economic/political environment and what they should be 
aiming to accomplish over there. Moniz was still negotiating with the Iranians so Kevin Knobloch and Jonathan Elkind joined 
from DOE. 

Attached is a 2-pager with the key points I shared from the CAP trip. We are working on a more detailed trip report which will 
follow later this week. 

Two other interesting points that folks raised at the dinner: 

• U.S. energy companies should look for more clean energy business opportunities on the consumer side in China. Due to 
cost concerns, Chinese energy companies tend to prefer domestic technologies, but consumers will pay top dollar in 
some product categories. Swiss air purifiers and iPhones are popular -- maybe the Nest Thermostat would be as well. 

• US-China cooperation on building codes can be a powerful avenue for improving energy efficiency. Hank Paulson's team 
is working on this in China and their Chinese partners are very receptive.

Subject: Following up on discussion on the Equitable Growth Steering Committee call 


Hi Bob and Alan: On our steering committee call last week, John Podesta raised the issue of changing trends 
in the nature of work, which Bob referred to as the “casualization” of work and is sometimes called the “on- 
demand” economy, 1099 economy, Uberization, etc... We have been following these trends and are 
interested in the potential implications (e.g. on issues like the safety net, bargaining power over wages/ 
benefits, distribution of wealth, consumer protections, etc...). The issue seems to be getting more popular 
media attention, but the policy landscape seems stuck in a different era. 


Herb and I spoke briefly with John yesterday about what else might be done. 


On the policy side, John is encouraging CAP to be more engaged, which Neera wants to do. We think 
CAP plans to start by doing one or more policy-oriented convenings, and then decide what else to do. I have 
spoken with CBPP to encourage them to reflect further on how these developments may impact the safety net 
policies they work on, both federally and in the states. For example, some of their key policy issues, such as 
the EITC, are often dependent on traditional “employment” to receive the benefits. 


We’re not sure how much serious academic work is being done in this area. From the steering committee 
call, Alan noted that Alan Krueger is doing a paper on Uber and we know Heather hopes the RFP may yield 
some relevant research projects. I also plan to reach out to Rob Johnson to see if INET or its network are 
thinking about these topics. 


We’d be interested in: 

o Your thoughts on whether it would make sense to try and convene some 
academics on the topic, including to understand where there might be 
disagreement among them 

o Whether such a convening might be done through WCEG, or might be better 
done separately 

o Any other thoughts you may have for how to pursue this topic further in the 
academy, and whether it is a worthwhile pursuit 


It probably makes sense to try and have a brief call by phone, rather than do this by email. 

Herb and I are pretty flexible the rest of this week, and also the week of Nov 16-20. Would any 
times work for you in those windows? John would try and join the call, schedule permitting. 


As background, if interested, here are a couple items that provide a pretty good overview of some of the 
issues: 
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Sen. Mark Warner, who is interested in the topic, wrote an op ed in the Washington Post. 


The Economist had a survey piece on this topic of freelance workers that covered a broad range of 
issues

* House To Vote On “Secret Science” Bills This Month* 

The House will vote later this month on a pair of bills aimed at increasing transparency in the 
scientific process behind President Obama’s environmental rules. One bill would prohibit the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) from issuing any regulations whose scientific backing is 
not publicly available. The other would reform the EPA’s Scientific Advisory Board to allow public 
participation in their proceedings and introduce additional peer review. Republicans have long 
said that the EPA relies on “secret science” to justify its regulations and the agency does not 
allow public scrutiny of its research. EPA chief Gina McCarthy started to fight back against the 
allegations this year, saying in a speech that her agency relies “on real scientists to conduct 
research, and independent scientists to peer review it, and scientists who’ve spent a lifetime 
studying the science to reproduce it.” [ The Hill ]

I mentioned yesterday we are getting a meeting with Sen Loni Hancock.. I learned this morning that she/her staff 
will decidedly not take a meeting with us. I asked my Superintendent if he wanted my help and he said not yet 
he's still working on it. But wanted to mention it fyi as it's fairly disappointing. 

To summarize the problem: New school construction is funded in partnership: about 50% from the State, about 
40% from developers, and about 10% from local districts. Our state is out of money (i.e. not paying for projects 
anymore, for the last few years) and although our legislature passed a bill to put a school facilities bond on the 
Nov ballot, Brown wouldn't sign it and it died. It had everyone's support (CTA, developers, school districts, 
builders trades, everyone..). Fees are regulated by the state- we cannot charge higher fees without state's 
permission - and the state will not let us increase the fees. There is a very small balance in the facilities account 
which the state is using to say they are not out of money (even though they are not paying for projects). We are 
stuck. We borrowed $25m to build our newest elementary school, to cover the state's portion. And now we 
need to build another school. We grew by 900+ kids in the last year -- a whopping 10%. This year will be 
similar. I am disappointed in Brown.

McCain Ad a Rare Opportunity to Attack an Obama Stumble (CNN 07/28/08 7:06am) 

JOHN ROBERTS: John McCain is again questioning Barack Obama's support for US troops with a new 
campaign ad . . . take a look at it. 

[McCain ad plays] 

ROBERTS: . . . why has the McCain campaign decided to put out, what is for all intents and purposes, a very 
aggressive ad? 

BASH: A very aggressive ad indeed John. This is not exactly a secret that the McCain campaign had trouble, big 
time trouble competing with . . . Obama's overseas trip last week. So, they were waiting for something like this. 
And that is, a stumble. And that stumble is, as was described in that ad, the idea that Obama was scheduled to 
go see wounded troops in Germany . . . and he essentially canceled that because he said he didn't feel it was 
right to take a campaign trip there . . . this is the kind of thing that the McCain campaign was really, really hoping 
for . . . especially with regard to troops and the military. Because what the McCain campaign is trying to do in 
the long term ... is to build an idea that his judgment is poor . . . McCain advisors insist that this story is 
spreading like wildfire in the military community and they also have really been trying hard to seize on 
opportunities they don't get them that often . . . 

Highlight #2 

Bounds Attacks Obama on Willingness to Withdraw (CNN 07/28/08 7:27am) 
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JOHN ROBERTS: 26 minutes after the hour. The Iraq War is the big topic of conversation. Lots of talk about 
timetables for withdrawal and whether the troop presence there should be dependent on the conditions on the 
ground and also big criticism from the for Obama on the McCain campaign for not meeting with the troops on his 
trip to Germany . . . Senator McCain appears to, in some of the things he said, be giving consideration to 
Senator Obama's 16-month timetable for withdrawal. Our Wolf Blitzer asked him about Nuri al-Maliki's support 
for the Obama timetable . . . let's listen. 

WOLF BLITZER: Why do you think he said that 16 months is basically a pretty good timetable? 

JOHN MCCAIN: He said it's a pretty good timetable based on conditions on the ground. I think it's a pretty good 
timetable as we should, uh, horizons for withdrawal, they have to be based on condition tons ground. 

ROBERTS: He said, Tucker, seems like a pretty good timetable. Is there a coming together here? Senator 
Obama is now talking about condition tons ground dictating residual force in Iraq, and now Senator McCain is 
saying, maybe a timetable? 

TUCKER BOUNDS: Well, he said, and if you go back and look closely, I think the key point that John McCain 
made is that it's based on the conditions on the ground. The difference between the two candidates going into 
November is that Barack Obama wants a rigid time line for withdrawal. John McCain wants to start reducing our 
troops, keeping the gains in security that we've earned in Iraq, but by doing so, avoiding a third war. I think that's 
the most important point here, John ... if we look at it there is one candidate who wants to reduce troops based 
on the conditions on the ground, securing the earned security that our troops have earned. So I think bringing 
them home with victory is the most important contrast between the two candidates. 

ROBERTS: When senator Obama talks in detail about this 16-month timetable for withdrawal he does say it's 
dependent on the conditions on the ground but he thinks based on current conditions he should be able to 
withdraw one to two brigades a month. He's suggesting that the horizon could go out beyond 16 months, though 
he won't say how much. 

BOUNDS: I'm glad you brought that up. Because the truth is that Barack Obama is an inexperienced candidate 
along these issues. If you look at how his evolution on these issues has progressed, just last week when he met 
with General Petraeus the first thing he did was to admit that General Petraeus would like further flexibility based 
on the conditions on the ground that may not support his time line of 16 months. It's the conditions that's the 
difference and it's the conditions that will secure victory for our troops as we bring them home and help us avoid 
a third war . . . 

ROBERTS: Do you really believe that senator Obama would jeopardize the progress in Iraq if General Petraeus 
or his successor came to him and said we need to take a pause here because we're afraid we might lose it, do 
you really think he would say I'm not going to listen to you, I'm going ahead with the withdrawal plan? 

BOUNDS: You know, John, I'd like to not believe it . . . every indication with everything that he's talked about is 
that he is for a 16-month timetable for withdrawal . . . Barack Obama is saying that he's saying he's going to 
bring them home regardless of the conditions. That's the difference. We want to avoid a third war. The 
experience and judgment and a tested hand at the till is important. 

ROBERTS: ... he has not said regardless of conditions ... He said he would like to bring them home in 16 
months but that may depend on conditions on the ground. 

BOUNDS: That may depend on which day you are talking to Barack Obama . . . 

ROBERTS: . . . the McCain campaign put out a very aggressive ad criticizing senator Obama for not visiting 
wounded troops in Germany. Let's take a quick listen to that. 

[ad excerpt plays] 

ROBERTS: ... if he doesn't visit at this time droops you're going to ding him but if he did visit the troops you 
would have said it was a photo opportunity using our troops for political purposes. 
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BOUNDS: He said one thing, John, but you're avoiding the eight other things his campaign said as excuses as 
to why they didn't visit the troops. The one fundamentally true thing about this situation is, Barack Obama 
canceled visiting injured combat troops from Afghanistan and Iraq. 

ROBERTS: If he had have gone, would you not put out an ad that said that he used political troops for political 
purposes? 

BOUNDS: I think that's ridiculous. I think that you know and I know both that any campaign run by John McCain 
-- 1 work for John McCain. John McCain is not going to allow anyone in this campaign or anyone affiliate with this 
campaign to attack his opponent for visiting injured combat troops. That's a false argument, it's ridiculous. 

ROBERTS: That was just a suggestion by Senator Chuck Hagel . . . 

BOUNDS: Interesting suggestion.

Hazelbaker Pushes Drilling and Gas Tax Holiday (FNC 07/28/08 8:26am) 

STEVE DOOCY: AN, Brian, and I were talking about this Robert Novak column out today about how Barack 
Obama has gotten a bounce from his trip, but he's still not able to get above 50%. Not able to close the deal with 
a number of white working class Americans . . . why do you feel he can't close the deal? 

JILL HAZELBAKER: . . . I'll leave the parsing of the polls to the experts like you guys. Listen, I think the American 
people make their determination on the big issues, on the economy, on how they're going to afford health care, 
on national security. John McCain is the candidate with the experience and the judgment to lead. He is ready to 
be commander in chief. He's tested. Voters have concerns whether the soaring rhetoric of Barack Obama is 
ready to lead . . . 

ALISYN CAMEROTA: ... I will have you respond to one thing. Novak takes a bit of a swipe at you guys. He says 
John McCain's campaign appears to be in shambles. 

HAZELBAKER: Well, our campaign is very confident in our message, we're confident in our candidate. We'll be 
making our case to the American people over the next hundred days talking to them about how we're going to 
keep their taxes low and why John McCain is the candidate to keep Americans working and safe. 

DOOCY: Earlier we were talking a little bit about how John McCain is for drilling in the outer continental shelf, 
and we've talked on this program about how very shortly China is going to be drilling ... off the shore of Florida, 
so it makes sense if they can do it, we ought to be doing it too. What about ANWR? I know John McCain is not 
for drilling in ANWR, but times when so many Americans are feeling such a pinch, why not the kitchen sink 
approach . . . ? 

HAZELBAKER: Well, John McCain believes we need to protect the pristine wilderness of ANWR, but states do 
need the opportunity to open up their coastlines. 

DOOCY: ... he did change his mind on drilling in the outer continental shelf. He said we're having trouble, so I'm 
now for lifting the moratorium. So why would he not be for, perhaps, drilling in ANWR? 

HAZELBAKER: Well, Steve, we need a comprehensive plan. We need something that has short term and long- 
term relief. Drilling is only one piece of the pie. We need to focus on wind and solar as a way to reduce the cost 
of energy in this country. We need to obviously look at a gas tax holiday. Something that Barack Obama was 
opposed to . . .

Hazelbaker Hits Obama for Not Visiting Wounded Soldiers (FNC 07/28/08 8:21am) 

STEVE DOOCY: Last week Barack Obama had a really good week. He's now ahead by nine in the Gallup daily 
tracking poll . . . last week your campaign had planned to chopper your senator, McCain, out to an oil rig to talk 
about drilling in the outer continental shelf, which Barack Obama is not for.

Some people say that because in that ad it says he 
took time to play basketball but not go see the troops when it wasn't really a time issue, that it's out of bounds. 
Your reaction? 

HAZELBAKER: Well, senator Obama's campaign has had about a dozen reasons as to why they were unable to 
visit the troops. My understanding from the pentagon is that the Obama campaign was more than welcome to 
have senator Obama go in his official capacity as a United States Senator. What the pentagon objected to of 
course is bringing the campaign apparatus the photographers and the zoo that accompanies these candidates 
sometimes. Maybe that's the point at which Barack Obama's campaign decided that it was not important if they 
couldn't bring the photographers. I don't know. What I do know is that John McCain never misses an opportunity 
to thank or troops for the work that they're doing in the field.

DANA BASH: Well the McCain campaign says absolutely not, but you know you just heard Senator McCain 
himself use the word timetable. John, you know very well that has been a buzz word Republicans and Senator 
McCain have tried to stay away from as much as a possible especially what you just heard Senator McCain do 
use that word in the same sentence as pretty good, a pretty good timetable.

BASH: Now what this speaks to is only the difficulty that Senator McCain is having in trying to deal with reality in 
terms of the debate right now. You do see him in some ways as the odd man out. Obviously Barack 
Obama is supporting a 16-month time table for withdrawal and he got some big time support from the Iraqi 
government last week which said they also supported it. You also have the Bush White House now 
talking about the idea of time horizons so what Senator McCain is trying to do is soften his tone 
just a little bit with regard to talking about a time table as not to seem like he's completely out of 
touch.

ALEX WITT: [In his] latest interview with Newsweek magazine [...] Sen. Obama was asked about his plan for a 
16-month withdrawal of U.S. troops from Iraq Sen. Obama responded 'I do think that's entirely conditions-based. 
[...]' The McCain campaign says it's a shift in position from the 16 month timetable that Obama has been 
advocating. But here's what John McCain said Friday [...]: 'I think it's a pretty good timetable [...] But they have 
to be based on conditions on the ground.' [...] 

WITT: Who is more vulnerable to the criticism of shifting on the issues here? 

JONATHAN ALLEN: I think if they end up with the same position here, that's probably bad news for 
Sen. McCain. Because in order for him to really get a lead here, he's playing on national 
security. If Sen Obama has the same position as Sen. McCain, it leaves less of a reason for voters to look to 
Sen. McCain given the huge advantages that Sen Obama has on domestic issues. 

WITT: [...] Can they both be right? Can anyone argue, how about common sense here? 

JULIE MASON: [...] McCain has been so staunchly against any sort of timetable for withdrawal. But in the last 
week or so, we've seen President Bush and Iraqi president nuri al Maliki come out at sort of talking opaquely 
talking about timetables.

ALLEN: Military experts seem to agree that if you are going to withdraw, the way to do it safely would take 1 6 
months from the time at which you decided started to start. [...] The disagreement has been on when do you 
start that and do you have a solid end date? The other question is about the residual force [...] What would the 
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size of that force be? That is what seems to be dependent on conditions on the ground, under anyone's plan, 
whether it's McCain's or Obama's.

ARLINGTON, VA -- U.S. Senator John McCain will deliver the following remarks as prepared for delivery to the 
87th Annual Convention of the Disabled American Veterans in Las Vegas, NV, today at 1:15 p.m. PDT (4:15 
p.m. EDT): 

Thank you all very much. Commander Rob Reynolds, thank you for the kind introduction. National Adjutant Art 
Wilson, Senior Vice Commander Ray Dempsey, Auxiliary National Commander Kathryn Wiley, Auxiliary National 
Adjutant Judy Hezlep, Past National Commander Brad Barton, and Senior Vice Commander Sandra Dobmeier: I 
thank you all for the warm welcome. I am honored to be in the company of all my fellow members of the DAV, 
including all my friends in the Arizona delegation. 

Better than most, the men and women in this room know the hardships and costs of war. You were there when 
your country needed you. You shouldered heavy burdens and accepted great risks. I'm sure many of you 
will also recall from your experiences in war, as I do from mine, that when you're somewhere on 
the other side of the world in the service of America you pay attention to the news from back 
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home. It affects morale. And even during this election season, with sharp differences on the 
wisdom and success of the surge in Iraq, Americans need to speak as one in praise of the men 
and women who fight our battles. They are the best among us, as you were before them, and I know you 
will join me in applauding the courage and skill that will see America through to victory. 

Though victory in Iraq is finally in sight, a great deal still depends on the decisions and good 
judgment of the next president. The hard-won gains of our troops hang in the balance. The lasting 
advantage of a peaceful and democratic ally in the heart of the Middle East could still be squandered by hasty 
withdrawal and arbitrary timelines. And this is one of many problems in the shifting positions of my 
opponent, Senator Obama. 

With just three months to go before the election, a lot of folks are still trying to square Senator 
Obama's varying positions on the surge in Iraq. First, he opposed the surge. Then he confidently 
predicted that it would fail. Then he tried to prevent funding for the troops who carried out the 
surge. Not content to merely predict failure in Iraq, my opponent tried to legislate failure. This was 
back when supporting America's efforts in Iraq entailed serious political risk. It was a clarifying moment. It was a 
moment when political self-interest and the national interest parted ways. For my part, with so much in the 
balance, it was an easy call. As I said at the time, I would rather lose an election than lose a war. 

Thanks to the courage and sacrifice of our soldiers, sailors, airmen, and Marines and to brave Iraqi fighters the 
surge has succeeded. And yet Senator Obama still can't quite bring himself to admit his own failure in judgment. 
Instead, he commits the greater error of insisting that even in hindsight, he would oppose the surge. Even in 
retrospect, he would choose the path of retreat and failure for America over the path of success and victory. 
Behind all of these claims and positions by Senator Obama lies the ambition to be president. 
What's missing is the judgment to be commander in chief. 

In short, both candidates in this election pledge to end this war and bring our troops home. The 
great difference is that I intend to win it first. 

It will also fall to the next commander in chief to make good on the obligation our government accepts every time 
any man or woman enters the proud ranks of the United States military, and again when they receive their DD 
214. Those we depend on as troops should know, when they become veterans, that they can depend on us. 

The DAV has defined some of these obligations in your Stand Up for Veterans pledge. And though it's not my 
practice to sign pledges as a candidate, I will give you my word that as president I will see that these obligations 
are kept, [ad lib: And I make that commitment to you today and tomorrow and yesterday and everyday that I'm 
POTUS] The sacrifices made by veterans deserve to be memorialized in something more lasting than marble or 
bronze, or in the fleeting effect of a politician's speeches. Your valor and devotion to duty have earned your 
country's abiding concern for your welfare. And when our government forgets to honor our debts to you, it is a 
stain upon America's honor. The Walter Reed scandal was a disgrace unworthy of this nation. As Washington, 
Lincoln, and other great leaders reminded us, Americans who fought to defend this nation should always rank 
among the highest of national priorities. 

In practice, veterans must be treated fairly and expeditiously as they seek compensation for disability or illness. 
We owe them compassion and hands-on care in their transition to civilian life. We owe them training, 
rehabilitation, and education. We owe their families, parents and caregivers our concern and support. Veterans 
should never be deprived of quality medical care and mental health care coverage for illness or injury incurred 
as a result of their service to our [nation]. 

As president, I will do all that is in my power to ensure that those who serve today, and those who have served 
in the past, have access to the highest quality health, mental health and rehabilitative care in the world. And I will 
not accept a situation in which veterans are denied access to care on account of travel distances, backlogs of 
appointments, and years of pending disability evaluation and claims. We should no longer tolerate requiring 
veterans to make an appointment to stand in one line for a ticket to stand in another. And it's even worse if the 
line winds eventually to substandard care for America's veterans. 

I'm not here to tell you that there is a cost that is too high to be paid in the care of our nation's veterans. I will 
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make sure that Congress funds the VA health care budget in a sufficient, timely, and predictable manner. But I 
will say that every increase in funding must be matched by increases in accountability, both at the VA and in 
Congress. And this requires[, this absolutely requires] an end to certain practices and abuses that serve neither 
our veterans, our country, nor the reputation of Congress itself. 

Exactly because funding VA programs command bipartisan support, some in the Congress like to attach 
unrelated [pork-barrel] appropriations and earmarks to VA bills. The result is to mix vital national priorities with 
wasteful and often worthless political pork. Earmarks show up in bills of every kind, and not just VA bills. That's 
how we end up budgeting hundreds of millions of dollars for bridges to nowhere, or lesser sums for Woodstock 
museums and the like. When that earmark for a million bucks to fund a Woodstock museum didn't 
come through, I don't imagine that many veterans had to change their vacation plans. And the 
principle here is simple: Public money should serve the public good. If it's me sitting in the Oval Office, at the 
Resolute desk, those wasteful spending bills are going the way of all earmarks straight back to the Congress 
with a veto [and you will know their names and I'll make them famous]. 

When we make it clear to Congress that no earmark bill will be signed into law, that will save many billions of 
dollars that can be applied to essential priorities, and above all the care of our veterans. But reform doesn't end 
there. We must also modernize our disability system to make sure that eligible service members receive benefits 
quickly, based on clear, predictable, and fair standards. And we must address the problems of capacity and 
access within our VA health care system. While this will involve a wide range of initiatives, I believe there is a 
simple and direct reform we should make right away. 

My administration will create a Veterans' Care Access Card to be used by veterans with illness or injury incurred 
during their military service, and by those with lower incomes. This card will provide those without timely access 
to VA facilities the option of using high-quality health-care providers near their homes. Many of these providers 
are already familiar with the most common needs of veterans. And often what's missing is a system for sharing 
medical records among VA, DOD, and civilian hospitals and doctors. This reform will improve care, reduce risks, 
and broaden access all at the same time. 

[Now let me make it very clear:] This card is not intended to either replace the VA or privatize 
veterans' health care, as some have wrongly charged. I believe the VA should always be there to 
provide top-quality care for our veterans. And I believe that the VA should continue to provide broad- 
spectrum health care to eligible veterans, in addition to specialized care in areas such as spinal 
injuries, prosthetics, and blindness -- services in which the VA sets the standard in medical care. 

Even so, there are veterans eligible for care who are not currently able to receive it, on account of distance, wait 
times, or the absence of certain specialties. And for this group, the new card I propose will [better] offer better 
alternatives, to provide the benefits they have earned. [I don't want another veteran to have to stand in line to 
stand in line to get an appointment to get an appointment. That's my commitment to you, veterans]. 

Reform must also recognize that greater care is needed for certain types of injuries. In the Senate, I co-authored 
the Wounded Warrior Act, which was the first major legislative initiative to address post-traumatic stress disorder 
and traumatic brain injury. As president, I will build on this legislation to improve screening and treatment for 
these severe injuries suffered by many who have served in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The VA must also broaden its care for the women who are entering the armed forces in greater numbers than 
ever. The growing ranks of women in uniform have left the VA lagging behind in the services it 
provides. And here the Veterans Care Access Card will prove especially valuable, affording 
women medical options while the VA improves capacity and expands services. 

All reforms bring change, and even the best changes can be a little unsettling. What you should 
know about this reform is that it is an extension of the current system, [--an extension and 
expansion--] not a replacement. As a matter of duty and of honor, whatever our commitments to 
veterans cost, those commitments will be kept. 

Many veterans of war will tell you that best among us[, the best among us] never came home. Those of you in 
this room remember the names and faces of many such heroes you were privileged to call comrades and 
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friends. I recall more than a few myself. And that is only one reason that America must care for the families of the 
fallen. During the last two major military conflicts, I worked to increase death gratuity payments. I sponsored 
legislation during the first Gulf War to increase the death gratuity payment and to double the soldier and 
veterans' group life insurance. I cosponsored legislation to double the death gratuity payment in 2003 for service 
men and women killed in the line of duty, and also increase the survivor benefit plan for widows or widowers of 
retired veterans. There is more[, much more] to be done on behalf of the families that our fallen troops leave 
behind, and as commander in chief I will never break faith with the ones who never came home. 

The next president will have many responsibilities to the American people, and I take them all seriously. But I 
have one responsibility that outweighs all the others and that is to use whatever talents I possess, and every 
resource God has granted me to protect the security of this great and good nation from all enemies foreign and 
domestic. 

It is every veteran's hope that should their children be called upon to answer a call to arms, the 
battle will be necessary and the field well chosen. But that is not their responsibility. It belongs to 
the government that called them. As it once was for us, their honor will be in their answer not their 
summons. Whatever we think about how and why we went to war in Iraq, we are all humbled by 
and grateful for their example. They now deserve the distinction of the best Americans, and we owe them a 
debt we can never fully repay. We can only offer the small tribute of our humility and our commitment to do all 
that we can do, in less trying and costly circumstances, to help keep this nation worthy of their sacrifice. 

Many of them have served multiple tours in Iraq and Afghanistan. Many had their tours extended. Many returned 
to combat sooner than they had been led to expect. It was a sad and hard thing to ask so much more of 
Americans who have already given more than their fair share to the defense of our country. Few 
of them and their families will have received the news about additional and longer deployments 
without aiming a few appropriate complaints in the general direction of people like me, who 
helped make the decision to send them there. And then they shouldered a [weapon] or climbed in a 
cockpit and risked everything - everything -- to accomplish their mission, to protect another people's freedom 
and our own country from harm. 

It is a privilege beyond measure to live in a country served by them. I have had the good fortune to know 
personally a great many brave and selfless patriots who sacrificed and shed blood to defend America. But I have 
known none braver or better than those who do so today. They are our inspiration, as I suspect all of you were 
once theirs. And I pray to a loving God that He bless and protect them.

Broadly - the phrase "communities of color" feel over used - we can say "people" or " too many Americans" given that its 
clear this piece is about minority communities; Shouldn't it end with more of a personal appeal to the heart? 

Also it feels strange to say that only communities of color marched - it was a mult-racial, multi-generational, multi-regional 
movement; we can just use the line about Rosa Parks and MLK, John Lewis. 

When people talk about the enduring impacts of racism, are they thinking of early childhood education - which feels more 
like part of the "new commitment"; or disparities in access to capital for small businesses and lending practices? the policy 
ideas in the last graph also feel like they belong with the new commitment language.

MSNBC: There was a an 8 minute segment on the GOP cattle call in Iowa this weekend as well as HRC's PFD 
and campaign strategy.

Stephanopoulos should not have apologized and should just get back to work; Trump said he would announce 
his presidential intentions in the month of June.

Major Topics Discussed : broadening participation of group, functioning structure, next meeting(s) 

There was discussion of possibly adding others to the group, per Andy's email. That list was reviewed. Adding people was 
tabled until the steering structure is finalized. 

*lt seemed as though there were two other "structure" conversations, in addition to the Dacey/Eli call today. Bill (Roberts) 
and Bill Vandeberg mapped out recommendations and Carl had circulated an email with a draft structure.

*Eli and Amy laid out the proposed structure. Smaller steering committee that meets weekly, larger ICT table and maybe a 
fully inclusive crowd that involves groups that meets more often. 

*Bill is going to lead on drafting a structure recommendation with input from our group. There seemed to be consensus that 
there should be a steering committee with 6-7 people (including funders) meets weekly, an ICT type table (15-20), daily 
communications coordinating call, and a larger more infrequent organizing meeting.

This day began with the printing of a story that turned out to be false. Entities from the highest levels of two 
branches of government have now made that clear. 


We have had a chance to review the statement released by the Inspectors General of the State Department 
and Intelligence Community outlining their concerns with regard to the State Department’s review and release 
of Hillary Clinton’s work emails. We want to ensure that all due precautions are taken to protect sensitive 
information in relation to the release of her emails. That said, we do not want their release to be unduly 
delayed or hampered by bureaucratic infighting among different parts of the Intelligence Community. More 
emails are slated to be released by the State Department next week, and we hope that release is as inclusive 
as possible. 


There have been recent examples, such as the Senate Intelligence Committee’s report on torture, where 
release of information was delayed because of disagreements among agencies, and we don’t want to see that 
happen here.

Obama: Don't fund independent groups

Senator Barack Obama's campaign is steering the candidate's wealthy supporters away from independent Democratic groups, calling into question 
what had been expected to be the groups' central role in this year's Democratic offensive against Senator John McCain. 

Obama's national finance chairwoman, Chicago hotel mogul Penny Pritzker, told supporters at a national finance committee meeting in Indianapolis 
May 2, and in other conversations, not to give money to the groups, people familiar with her comments said. 

"From the beginning of this race Obama has told supporters that if they want to help his effort, they should do so through his campaign," said 
Obama spokesman Bill Burton, who confirmed that Pritzker has told donors not to give to the groups. "And he means exactly what he says." 

Most presidential candidates say they don't encourage the outside groups, and donors are accustomed to taking those words with a grain of salt. 
The candidates' words are typically seen as mere legal defenses against allegations that the campaigns are illicitly coordinating with outside 
groups. 

The donors have been considering entreaties from Progressive Media USA, run by conservative-journalist turned liberal media critic David Brock; 
from former Clinton aide John Podesta's Fund for America; and from America Votes, a group backed by billionaire George Soros that focuses on 
voter mobilization, among other efforts. 

But in recent days, major donors have begun to conclude that Obama is serious in trying to cut off funds to the outside groups. 

"It's given donors pause," said one prominent Democratic donor of Pritzker's words. 

Donors and Democratic activists have been quietly debating Obama's motives: Is he simply interested in keeping his Democratic efforts within his 
campaign, which is so well funded he doesn't need outside help? Or is he, as some believe, cutting off funds to groups whose leaders — Brock and 
Podesta — some Obama aides view as too tightly linked to Clinton? 

In either case, Pritzker's words are the latest in Obama's remarkably swift and complete consolidation of Democratic Party power. It's an 
unprecedented seizure of control that has built him, over the course of a year, the most powerful field organization and the largest financial network 
in American politics, leaving many existing structures — traditional party organizations in many states, the Clintons' long-nurtured national network 
— in the dust. 

Just last summer, Matt Bai's widely accepted analysis < http://www.amazon.com/Araument-Billionaires-Bloaaers-Democratic-Politics/dp/ 
1594201331 > identified the "billionaires" and the "bloggers" as the key, emergent players in the Democratic Party's infrastructure. But Obama has 
marginalized both groups. Pritzker's words are part of a move to keep Obama's grip on the sole important funnel of Democratic money this year. 
And his campaign has largely ignored the existing network of liberal bloggers, and actively opposes their embrace of fierce partisanship. 

"Obama has created a number of significant infrastructure pieces through his campaign, displacing traditional groups the way he promised he would 
by signaling the end of the old politics of division and partisanship," the blogger Matt Stoller wrote recently < http://openleft.com/showDiarv.do? 
diarvld=5637 > of Obama's "consolidation of the party," which he called "stunning." 

Many of the figures Obama has shut out have, sometimes grudgingly, embraced the sheer effectiveness of his organization, and his potential to 
create a lasting new Democratic majority. The open question is whether Obama's movement is about something more than the candidate, and 
whether it will cohere after he wins or loses in November. 

"Will the Obama movement be a real movement that pushes its leader to keep his promises?" Micah Sifry wrote recently on the blog TechPresident 
< http://techpresident.personaldemocracv.com/bloa/entrv/25112/what is obama s movement > . "Or will it be more of a personalized movement of 
followers attracted to a charismatic star?" 

Obama's campaign has been remarkably effective so far this year at maintaining a coherent message, built around Obama's biography and his 
appeal for a new kind of politics. Part of his success has been tight message discipline: The campaign has been virtually leak-free, and the line of 
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control from Obama to his chief strategist David Axelrod to campaign manager (and Axelrod business partner) David Plouffe is unchallenged. 

Many involved in the independent efforts find it hard to quibble with that success, and may have second thoughts about continuing that work over 
Obama's explicit objection. 

"If he were to make a definitive statement, we'd have to think hard about it," said one. 

The campaign's opposition to the outside groups is, donors and activists said, being felt more sharply by the groups established to attack McCain 
through television advertising, as the lavishly funded Media Fund attacked Bush in 2004. 

Brock, the chairman of Progressive Media USA, declined to comment on Obama's stance. 

Martin Frost, the president of America Votes, also suggested that the Obama campaign stance had had more impact on media groups than on ones 
focused on turnout. 

"We're continguing with our fundraising and things have been going well for us," he said. "You really need to ask someone who's dealing with the 
media aspect." 

But Democrats who support the work of the media 527s say Obama's making a mistake. Progressive Media USA has aired anti-McCain television 
ads and developed a website intended < http://mccainsource.com/ > to be a hub for negative information about McCain. 

"Obama needs a baseline to the melody of his positive message," said a Democratic strategist who backs the group's aims.

This person with an African or island accent called my 
home, identified himself as an agent of the IRS and wanted to discuss an audit notice that had been ignored. After a minute or two I sensed it was 
a fraud, but continued to engage the caller to detect his angle. I think he knew I was on to him but he did reveal the next step would be to come to 
my home address (which he had) to make a settlement. I told him to come, but he didn't. I then notified the IRS on its phone fraud email hotline. 

Be advised that this person had obviously Googled me and was trying to use publicly available information — like my address and the name of my 
daughter who he confused with my wife — to establish his authenticity. I doubt he would fool anyone at the Law Center, but I can see how 
someone might be taken in. I am mainly telling this story so you won't have the momentary shock of an unanswered audit warning from the IRS, as 
I initially did. Maybe you can play along more convincingly than I did.

The river is quite low 
due to the drought. It could also be interesting to pull over at one of the viewing points (again, on the way to or 
from the venue), to see the river.

Sen. Clinton's Campaign: 

CLINTON PLEDGES TO TAKE FLORIDA, MICHIGAN DISPUTE TO CONVENTION. Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama both visited Florida yesterday, with the former pressing the case for seating delegates from that 
state and Michigan at the convention and the latter courting an important general election state. Clinton's 
insistence that she was prepared to carry the fight to the Democratic convention in August, however, was seen 
as undercutting Obama's effort to pivot and focus on their Republican adversary, John McCain. The New York 
Times (5/22, Seelye, Zeleny, 1 .18M) reports a day after Obama "gathered a majority of pledged delegates in the 
Democratic presidential nominating contest," Clinton "defiantly sent out new signals Wednesday that she might 
take her fight for the nomination all the way to the party's convention in August." On the "trail and in interviews, 
she raised a new battle cry of determination, likening her struggle for these delegates to the nation's historic 
struggles to free the slaves and grant women the right to vote." But "behind the scenes, the campaigns were 
working with the Democratic National Committee to resolve the dispute over the delegates before May 31 , when 
the party's rules committee is to decide the matter." 

ABC World News (5/21, story 2, 3:05, Wright, 8.78M) reported, "Obama barely mentioned the ongoing dispute 
on whether Florida's primary votes should count. But Hillary Clinton was determined to put that issue front and 
center. Obama was clearly hoping his first, big swing through the Sunshine State would focus mainly on the 
future. And the upcoming battle with John McCain." But Clinton "made her strongest case yet for counting the 
results of Florida's January primary, even though, the contests here and in Michigan broke Democratic Party 
rules." Clinton: "You didn't break a single rule. And you should not be punished for matters beyond your control." 

The Politico (5/22, Vogel) reports Clinton's move is "part of a last-gasp strategy aimed at prolonging her 
campaign by convincing the party to alter the nomination math. By seating the penalized Florida and Michigan 
delegations, she would not only gain a significant number of delegates but also bolster her popular vote 
argument with the superdelegates." Fox News "The Big Storv" (5/21 , Kelly) reported, "Today's delegate count 
gives Barack Obama 1 ,962 compared to Hillary Clinton's 1 ,779." But Clinton is still fighting back, moments ago, 
saying she is willing to take this battle all the way to the convention, in particular citing the need to get the votes 
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down in Florida and Michigan counted." 

POLLS SHOW OBAMA MAKING INROADS WITH CLINTON SUPPORTERS. The Christian Science 
Monitor (5/21 , Sabar, 56K) reports the "recent focus on lopsided individual races in places like West Virginia 
(Clinton) and North Carolina (Obama) has obscured what polls now show is a much more fluid national 
electorate." Clinton's support "among key parts of her base - women, whites, Easterners, Hispanics, adults with 
no college education - dropped below 50 percent in mid-May, according to a Gallup study released this week. 
Senator Obama, meanwhile, has so expanded his support that he logged a record 16-point lead over Clinton in 
polling last weekend among Democratic and left-leaning voters, according to Gallup." If that lead "holds, it would 
suggest that a growing number of Clinton supporters no longer see her as a viable candidate and are 
coalescing around Obama as the likely Democratic nominee. The findings indicate that Democrats may have an 
easier time uniting behind Obama than some exit polls suggest." 

NBC Nightly News (5/21 , story 5, 2:25, Mitchell, 9.87M) reported Clinton "now blames her campaign's 
shortcomings on sexism, not bad strategy." White women "still support her. In fact helped her win Kentucky last 
night by a whopping 35 points and in our exit polls, two-thirds of Clinton's female supporters there and last week 
in West Virginia said they would not vote for Obama if he's the nominee." Can Obama "close the gender gap? 
Last night and again today he tried by lavishing praise on Clinton." Obama: "She has broken through barriers 
and will open up opportunity for a lot of people, including my two young daughters." Mitchell: "Some argue the 
only fix is the dream ticket." Doris Kearnis Goodwin, historian: "It would clearly suit her supporters to see her in 
this top position, she would be breaking history once again by being the first female vice president." 

OBAMA NETS TWO MORE SUPERDELEGATES; CLINTON ADDS ONE. The AP (5/22, Ohlemacher) 
reports that Sen. Barack Obama "added two superdelegates Wednesday, Rep. Joe Courtney of Connecticut 
and Mississippi Democratic Party Chairman Wayne Dowdy." Sen. Hillary Clinton, meanwhile, "picked up one, 
Ohio superdelegate Craig Bashein. Obama also took a delegate from Clinton in Colorado, where party officials 
finished counting votes from the Democratic state convention during the weekend. Obama won 36 delegates in 
Colorado and Clinton won 19. It is common for delegates to shift in caucus states where campaigns battle for 
delegates throughout the multistep selection process." 

Clinton's Kentucky Landslide Fails To Sway State's Three Remaining Superdelegates. The 
Lexington Herald-Leader (5/22, Alessi, 1 1 3K) reports that not even "Clinton's landslide 35-point victory" in the 
Kentucky primary is inducing the state's three remaining undecided superdelegates-Gov. Steve Beshear, 
Democratic Party chair Jennifer Moore and vice chair Nathan Smith-to choose a candidate. "Beshear 
acknowledged that while Clinton's win in the Bluegrass State was big, the New York Senator faces a 'difficult' 
road to lock up the Democratic nomination." They "have been firmly uncommitted throughout the primary and all 
said Wednesday they would remain so." The Herald-Leader explains that three of Kentucky's other 
superdelegates are backing Clinton, Two are backing Sen. Barack Obama, and one has not yet been chosen. 
WLKY-TV Louisville (5/21 , 11:13 p.m.) also covered this story on the air. 

IN PUERTO RICO, CLINTON, OBAMA CAMPS ADOPT TO NATIVE STYLE OF STUMPING. The AP 
(5/22) reports, "Forget placards, stoic bodyguards and formal rallies. To win Puerto Rico's presidential primary, 
both the Clinton and Obama camps are campaigning in the boisterous, face-to-face 'boricua style' favored on 
this Caribbean island. ... 'There's a cultural clash in how campaigning is done' in Puerto Rico versus the 
mainland, said Roberto Prats, the island's Democratic Party chairman and a Clinton campaign spokesman. 'We 
suggested they build a campaign 'boricua style." 'Boricua,' derived from the Taino Indian word for the island's 
people, is the term Puerto Ricans use to refer to themselves. Large, billowing flags are replacing modest 
placards, staffers for both candidates have summoned their rusty Spanish, and Bill Clinton's bodyguards were 
asked to relax during his visit to a sprawling public housing complex. ... So far, both campaigns have relied 
mainly on high-profile surrogates." Clinton "has been represented by her husband, the former president, and 
daughter, Chelsea. Obama has sent his wife, Michelle, and New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson." 

AFSCME CHIEF RAISES DOUBTS ABOUT OBAMA'S CHANCES AGAINST MCCAIN. The Washington 
Post (5/21, Balz, 723K) reported on its "The Trail" blog that American Federation of State County and Municipal 
Employees president Gerald McEntee, speaking in a telephone interview Wednesday, "said there is no question 
in his mind that over the past few months, Clinton has been the superior candidate and that Obama's losses in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia and Kentucky could haunt the party in November. 'Are we going to pick a 
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candidate that will literally walk almost lame into the Democratic National Convention?' he asked. McEntee said 
Republican John McCain will be a formidable opponent, one who is 'distancing himself from [President] Bush 
every day' and whose status as a war hero and patriot will make him attractive to many of the voters Democrats 
need to win in November. Obama, on the other hand, cannot seem to get over his problem with working-class 
voters. 'I think he has a problem with the blue-collar worker and relating to that worker.'" 

CLINTON CAMPAIGN OWES NEW YORK VENDORS, CONSULTANTS. The New York Post (5/22, 
Retter, Haberman, 648K) reports that among the debts owed by Sen. Hillary Clinton's campaign are "$1 1 million 
that Clinton herself lent the campaign, phone-banking contractor the Spoken Hub, which is due some $100,000, 
and consulting firm Bill Lynch Associates, which is owed over $42,000. "Lynch insisted he's not worried. 'I'm not 
concerned for a minute,' he told The Post. 'She seems to have the ability to [raise enough money for her debt]."' 
The campaign also owes debts to ad firm A-Political and consultancy firms Primary Advantage and Brand 
Sphere. 

Clinton Camp Has More Than $200K In Pennsylvania Debt. The Pittsburgh Tribune-Review <5/22. 
Wereschagin) reports, "Despite Barack Obama's seemingly insurmountable lead in delegates, Hillary Clinton has 
been quick to list reasons why she should stay in the race for the Democratic presidential nomination. Some 
Pennsylvania business owners would add one more: So she can raise enough money to pay them back. Clinton 
ended April about $19.5 million in debt -- nearly 10 times more than Obama, whose debt is $2 million. Clinton 
owes $206,524.51 to businesses and individuals in Pennsylvania, according to reports filed late Tuesday with 
the" FEC. Obama, meanwhile, has $154,000 in Pennsylvania debt. 

CLINTON'S STRENGTHS SAID TO MAKE CASE FOR NUMBER TWO SLOT. In his column for The 
Politico (5/22), Roger Simon says Hillary Clinton's "victories in states such as Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia and her strength with women and white working-class voters have fueled the argument that Barack 
Obama must put her on the ticket if he wins the nomination and wants those states and those votes in the fall. 
And, as a senior Obama adviser told me Wednesday, some Clinton supporters are 'pushing real, real hard to get 
her on the ticket.'" But it "won't be easy." The adviser said, "You don't want your vice president taking away 
anything from the ticket, and she does." The adviser "cited two things against Clinton: the number of voters who 
consider Clinton 'dishonest' and the 'baggage' Clinton brings with her." 

FLORIDA POLL SHOWS MCCAIN LEADING BOTH DEMOCRATIC HOPEFULS. The Palm Beach Post 
(5/21, Bennett) reported on its politics blog, "A new Rasmussen poll shows" Sen. John McCain leading Sen. 
Barack Obama 50% to 40% in Florida. The survey shows McCain leading Sen. Hillary Clinton 47% to 41%. The 
Post added, "Only 57 percent of Florida Dems say they plan to vote for Obama in November, with 27 percent 
saying they'll cross over and support McCain." 

DEMOCRATS LEAD MCCAIN BY DOUBLE-DIGITS IN CALIFORNIA. The Stockton Record (5/22. Hank 
Shaw) reports a Public Policy Institute of California poll of 2,003 Californians conducted May 12-18 (+1-2%) 
shows, "Either Democratic candidate, Obama or New York Sen. Hillary Clinton, would beat Sen. John McCain, 
R-Ariz., in a hypothetical matchup. Obama beats McCain 54 percent to 37 percent, while Clinton beats him 51 
percent to 39 percent. Only Obama enjoys a favorable approval rating: 59 percent think favorably of him, 
compared with 36 percent who have an unfavorable view. A little more than half of voters view Clinton 
unfavorably, and 53 percent take a dim view of McCain. McCain, who will be in Stockton today, hopes to 
compete in California. To do so, he will need to convince independent voters that he is the best candidate."

Dear John - I write to seek your counsel on how to bring a greater sense of urgency in the White House to Puerto Rico 
affairs. As you know, last week DOT announced the Tiger Grant awards for the 72 projects in 46 states that were selected. 
No project in Puerto Rico was selected. We invested substantial effort in Tiger grant applications for Science City and an 
urban renewal and transportation project in the heart of San Juan. Science City in particular, a project by the Puerto Rico 
Science Trust and our state university, is essential for the island's long term growth prospects. We even committed 
$11,200,000 (40% of the total cost) to that project at a time when we're strapped for cash. I had conveyed the importance 
of the application in various letters to, and meetings with, the Task Force. Puerto Rico's allies in Congress also weighed in. 

Now with the resignations of Tony West and David Agnew, who've been strong advocates of Puerto Rico, my concern is that 
no one in the White House is leading Puerto Rico issues. In early August I requested a meeting with the Task Force to 
discuss projects that will promote Puerto Rico's economic development. I'm optimistic that the meeting will be convened; 
however, I believe that if a senior Administration official was in charge of the Task Force we would've already met and, 
hopefully, some projects would be underway. 

We're facing very challenging times and any recovery effort in respect of Puerto Rico needs robust support from the White 
House. I think that if a senior Administration official is not tasked with moving Puerto Rico matters forward our outlook 
won't be promising. 

Any counsel you may provide is much appreciated.

Woman Who Had Abortion after Learning Baby Would Not Live 
Hopes Her Story Will Defeat Latest Anti-Abortion Bill

COLUMBUS - A bill to outlaw abortion after 20 weeks is dangerous to women and will cause more pain to those 
who need late-term abortions for medical reasons, a Cincinnati woman told a news conference on Tuesday. 

“It is heartbreaking enough to be a woman who has lost a child, and forcing her to jump through the hoops I had 
to jump through is just adding salt to an open wound,” said Batsheva Guy, who terminated her pregnancy in 
September after doctors said her baby had a fatal spinal anomaly. “I wanted my baby but I had no other choice 
because I knew she would pass anyway.” 

Sheva, as she’s known to family and friends, was happily pregnant. At about 22 weeks, she headed to the 
doctor for an ultrasound where she learned that she and her husband were having a girl. Concerned by the 
ultrasound, her doctor sent her to Good Samaritan Hospital to see a specialist where she learned her daughter 
would not live. 

“We were just devastated,” she said. 

Doctors at Good Samaritan said they understood her decision to have an abortion but offered no advice on 
where she could obtain one, Sheva said. A call to Planned Parenthood revealed that none of their Ohio clinics 
do abortions after 17 weeks. They referred her to a Dayton doctor who does later-term procedures, but the 
clinic there had no immediate openings. Dayton suggested a clinic in Illinois. 

“We had no time to grieve,” Sheva said. “My husband and I and his parents had to book a hotel in Chicago and 
rush to get there. The people at the clinic were amazing. There were protestors there but there were advocates 
there to help.” 

When she got in the car for the ride home, Sheva said she started to sob. 

“I had to leave my home to get a medical procedure I needed to have, and then I was going home but I had to 
leave her alone in a strange city,” she said. 

Jaimie Miracle, Deputy Director of NARAL Pro-Choice Ohio, said Ohio’s increasingly restrictive abortion laws are 
putting women in jeopardy. 

“Over the past five years, Ohio has closed half if its abortion clinics and enacted new restrictions that have made 
access to abortion in similar situations even more difficult,” she said. “The 20-week ban is taking it all to the next 
level. It won’t just impact women like Sheva. It would impact the entire practice of medicine and obstetrics in Ohio 
by pushing doctors to do tests earlier when they might be less accurate and put unnecessary controls on how 
doctors are allowed to treat and care for their patients.” 

The bill is opposed by the American College of Obstetricians and Gynecologists and NARAL Pro-Choice Ohio. 

Sheva said she hopes to testify against the bill and wants legislators to know that her story is not uncommon. 

“There is a private Facebook page that helps women in similar situations who are struggling to find answers and 
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comfort. There are over 200 women on this page who terminated their pregnancies for legitimate, medical 
reasons, and many more who have not found our group,” she said. “There are real women who terminate their 
wanted pregnancies for medical reasons and I am here to be their voice. ” 

Ohio has enacted 16 new abortion restrictions in five years, and late-term abortion bans are pending in the Ohio 
House and Ohio Senate. Senate Bill 127 cleared the Upper Chamber and awaits action in the House. It is 
sponsored by Sen. Peggy Lehner, a Dayton-area Republican.

Statement from the Inspectors General of the Intelligence Community and the 
Department of State Regarding the Review of Former Secretary Clinton's Emails 

Yesterday the Office of the Inspector General of the Intelligence Community (1C IG) sent a 
congressional notification to intelligence oversight committees updating them of the 1C IG 
support to the State Department IG (attached). 

The 1C IG found four emails containing classified iC-derived information in a limited sample of 
40 emails of the 30,000 emails provided by former Secretary Clinton. The four emails, which 
have not been released through the State FOIA process, did not contain classification markings 
and/or dissemination controls. These emails were not retroactively classified by the State 
Department; rather these emails contained classified information when they were generated 
and, according to 1C classification officials, that information remains classified today. This 
classified information should never have been transmitted via an unclassified personal system 

IC IG made a referral detailing the potential compromise of classified information to security 
officials within the Executive Branch. The main purpose of the referral was to notify security 
officials that classified information may exist on at least one private server and thumb drive 
that are not in the government's possession. An important distinction is that the IC IG did not 
make a criminal referral - it was a security referral made for counterintelligence purposes. The 
IC IG is statutorily required to refer potential compromises of national security information to 
the appropriate IC security officials.

Just go off a long call with Jason and Austan. They felt strongly about two changes: 

1 . Delete the parenthetical at the end of the first paragraph on the second page. They felt strongly that the memo not 
predetermine the ultimate responsibility within the administration for resolving the economic crisis or have a “shadow 
Treasury” (my words, not theirs) run the transition. I told them that I was simply trying to talk about the transition, 
that I had led with the NEC Director Designate and that the transition should mirror the NEC process, but that I also 
thought that clarity was very important and that we couldn’t have multiple people talking to the Treasury. The 
parenthetical was only meant to emphasize that this was not intended as a Treasury land grab so I’m happy to have it 
come out. 

2. They thought it was ill advised to have the list of goals in the statement exclude executive compensation because the 
press would note its absence. I have therefore simply excluded the goals comments from the last paragraph of the 
statement. They made clear that they felt strongly about executive compensation and would revisit the issue at the 
appropriate time. 

I have attached a revised version to this email, but more usefully Juliana has put us in contact with the campaign staff 
member who is picking you up who will hand you a new hard copy. Juliana reassured me that the person meeting you is 
trustworthy to handle this kind of memo.

Of course, the stronger attacks against Romney are probably things we didn’t test. Also, since it is looking like New Hampshire is going to come 
down to Romney and McCain, I want to echo the worry that going after Romney could only end up boosting McCain, who would be even worse. 

I also wanted to point out that though we saw smaller attribute shifts on Romney, our attacks on him actually tested quite well. Remember, our 
best attacks on Rudy scored at 30/58 (Will continue Bush policies) and 29/63 (Unethical). We have three attacks on Romney that score better. So 
while we should definitely work to sharpen these attacks to produce more movement, we at least have a sense that these avenues are a good 
starting point, I think.

One of the few issues of agreement between President Obama and the 
new Republican Senate leadership is congressional approval of "fast 
track" authority, which would give the president the ability to approve two 
massive "trade" deals with little public discussion or oversight. Yet over 
500 “official advisors” - 90 percent of whom explicitly 
represent corporate interests - have been involved in 
negotiating the trade deals under discussion (only 10 public 
interest representatives were allowed to provide input). Fast track is 
fundamentally anti-democratic and unaccountable to the public. 

Urge Congress to stand up for our democracy and sav NO 
to fast-tracking any trade deals. 

While the global corporations pushing these trade deals are clear they will benefit, there’s little evidence American workers will. 
Wages for U.S. workers have stagnated since 1 973, the year Congress fast-tracked a trade deal for the 
first time. In 1973, the median hourly wage in America, in today’s dollars, was $17.26; today, it is $16.87. Our trade negotiators 
promised that the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) would create hundreds of thousands of jobs. Instead, it has 
destroyed at least 1 million American jobs according to Public Citizen's Global Trade Watch . 

Tell Congress to stop fast-tracking the destruction of American jobs. 

The Trans-Pacific Partnership (TPP) and the Transatlantic Trade and Investment Partnership (TTIP) contain provisions even 
worse than NAFTA's. They would require us to “harmonize” our health, safety, and environmental protections with those of other 
countries - and allow corporations to bring lawsuits to a private tribunal when state or local governments try 
to protect us! Walmart, America’s largest retailer, already imports 85 percent of the products on its shelves from overseas. Do 
we really need to give foreign imports more access to U.S. markets? 

Let Congress know that the American people expect the people they elect to represent them to debate 
health and safety standards and trade agreements in public - on the record - not give away decision 
making authority to unaccountable corporate-sponsored “advisors” who work behind closed doors. 

The debate over fast track authority will begin in the Flouse of Representatives in the next few weeks. Let's join together and tell 
Congress to carefully scrutinize all trade deals and ensure that they are in best interests of the American people.

On the 10th Anniversary of the 

U.S. Supreme Court Decision Olmstead v. L.C. 


HHS joins President Obama in commemorating a significant anniversary in the 
civil rights movement for persons with disabilities. Ten years ago today, 
the United States Supreme Court issued its landmark decision in Olmstead v. 
L.C. recognizing that "unjustified institutional isolation of persons with 
disabilities is a form of discrimination" under the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

To underscore the importance of the Olmstead decision and continue to affirm 
our commitment to addressing isolation and discrimination against people 
with disabilities that still exists today, President Obama has designated 
this as a "Year of Community Living." I recognize that to put an end to 
injustice and carry the directive of the Olmstead decision into all programs 
of the Department of Health and Human Services (HHS), we must create new 
partnerships. And so, today, we invite all of our public and private 
partners -- other federal agencies, states, consumers, advocates, providers 
and others to join us in embracing the Supreme Court's vision of equal 
opportunity and an end to unjustified institutionalization for people with 
disabilities and chronic illnesses and older Americans. 

To begin this "Year of Community Living," agencies within my department will 
undertake the task of aggressively addressing barriers that prevent some 
Americans with disabilities from enjoying a meaningful life as part of their 
community. I have asked the Administration on Aging (AoA), the Centers for 
Medicare & Medicaid Services (CMS), the Office for Civil Rights, the Office 
of the Assistant Secretary for Planning and Evaluation, and the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration to form a HHS Coordinating 
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Council, which will be led by the Office on Disability. These agencies, with 
the support of the department, will work together to put in place solutions 
that address barriers to community living for individuals with disabilities 
and to give people more control over their lives and the supports they 
need. 

As a first step, CMS will engage the public in making meaningful regulatory 
reforms to the home and community-based waiver program. An "Advanced Notice 
of Proposed Rulemaking" was published in the Federal Register today i nviting 
public input on proposed changes to current regulations giving states 
greater flexibility to serve people based on their individual needs rather 
than on diagnosis. 

In addition, CMS and AoA are making grant funds available to states to 
strengthen and expand HHS' Aging and Disability Resource Center Programs 
(ADRCs). Under this Initiative, I am encouraging collaboration by requiring 
that ADRCs partner with all state agencies involved in serving populations 
with disabilities, as well as the Centers for Independent Living. The 
Centers for Independent Living have an important role to play at the 
community level in promoting independent living skills throughout ADRCs. 


HHS' Community Living Initiative will include partnerships with other 
federal agencies and the public. As the President announced earlier today, 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) will make 1 ,000 
housing vouchers available for individuals with disabilities transitioning 
from institutions to the community targeting States operating Money Follows 
the Person Demonstration programs. HUD will award an additional 3,000 
housing vouchers to serve non-elderly people with disabilities and encourage 
Public Housing Authorities to form working relationships with state Medicaid 
agencies interested in addressing community living needs of beneficiaries. 

While this is a good start, this announcement is only the beginning of the 
collaboration between the HHS and HUD during the "Year of Com munity Living." 


The HHS Office for Civil Rights is enhancing its partnership with the 
Department of Justice's Civil Rights Division to ensure vigorous enforcement 
of the Americans with Disabilities Act and the Olmstead decision. This 
partnership will maximize the effectiveness of federal leadership in 
promoting the civil right of community living and setting forth the 
Administration's position in federal courts. 

To carry out the President's commitment to open government, we are committed 
to giving Americans opportunities to participate in policymaking to provide 
the benefit of collective expertise and information. In keeping with this 
mandate, we will reach out to the public as partners in our Community Living 
Initiative. Throughout this "Year of Community Living," HHS will hold 
listening sessions giving stakeholders an opportunity to come together for a 
common purpose: overcoming barriers to community-based living for people 
with disabilities and the elderly. These forums will help us craft the 
agenda to improve federal programs and better support the efforts of state 
and local government. 

We look forward to this new era of partnership, innovation and commitment to 
the Olmstead decision. We are deeply committed to taking bold new steps -- 
during this "Year of Community Living" and into the future.

So I thought this was something that might be useful for you to 
know.

Happy end of quarter! 

Attached is the latest snapshot of our budget. 

The first graph shows cash on hand and revenue by month through Super Tuesday. The pie chart shows what 
money is being spent on. 

The big picture: This scenario leaves us with over $40 million to spend on Super Tuesday, if needed. It 
assumes we spend $30 million on TV for early states beginning in July, which I consider a worst case scenario. 
This largely freezes staff growth at HQ (with the exception of analytics, digital, and tech) and increases our 
organizers in the early states to what I would consider a moderately high level. 

Assuming we hit $45 million in donations (which seems almost certain), we will close the quarter with and FEC 
COH of $26 million primary and $750,000 general. Actual accrual accounting will show $20-21 million cash on 
hand. I hope we can cut spending even further from what we have in the budget this summer (especially by not 
going on TV next month!). I spoke with Plouffe last week to get his gut thinking on what our cash on hand 
should be at the end of this year and he agreed $20-25 would be good, although not essential. This has us 
ending with close to $30 million, assuming our assumptions work out.

Personally think option 2 will put it to rest, but have less 
experience with this stuff. I suggest to get this done today, so we can get into the India news cycles for tomorrow and the let the 
surrogates (who are fully prepared to do) take over from there.

As a First-Term Senator, McCain Railed Against His Own Pork

On the campaign trail, Sen. John McCain frequently decries earmarks 
and pork-barrel legislation, proudly bragging that he has never 
requested a single earmark for his home state of Arizona. However, a 
news article and a scathing editorial from The Arizona Republic during 
his first-term as the state’s junior senator reveal that McCain did, 
in fact, go outside the normal legislative process to secure funding 
for at least one pet project for Arizona. He also supported 
appropriations for at least two more — three projects that, much to 
his embarrassment, he later railed against as “pork.” 

In 1991, McCain was embroiled in the The Keating Five Scandal, in 
which he and four other senators were implicated in a corruption 
investigation connected to the Savings & Loan crisis. Though McCain 
was cleared of wrongdoing in August, he was reprimanded by the Senate 
Ethics Committee for exercising poor judgment for meeting with federal 
regulators on behalf of one of his major fund-raisers, Charles Keating 
Jr., the chairman of Lincoln Savings and Loan Association. Keating 
would spend four and a half years in prison for fraud and racketeering 
following the bank’s failure. 

Facing re-election the following year, McCain sought to salvage his 
damaged reputation by re-branding himself as a champion of government 
reform and a foe of wasteful spending. According to the article from 
The Arizona Republic dated June 14, 1991, McCain joined with two other 
senators and nine House members June 13 to introduce legislation to 
rescind more than $1 billion in funding for 325 federal pork-barrel 
projects in the 1991 budget, but had not yet been spent. 

“Listen, my friends, the system is broke, and this is the way to 
start fixing it,” McCain announced at a news conference. “There may be 
legitimate projects on this list, but I assure you, they are the 
exception and not the rule.” 

According to the article, within hours of the news conference, 

McCain’s press secretary, Scott Celley, announced three Arizona 
projects on the list “could be ‘justified’ and ‘would pass muster’ if 
they went through the traditional process of hearings.” 

In an interview, McCain said, “I’m not criticizing the projects, I’m 
criticizing the process. You can make a big-deal story about John 
McCain opposing three Arizona projects. I’m sure it will make good 
copy.” 

There was just one problem. McCain had circumvented the “traditional 
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process of hearings” to secure the funding for one of the Arizona pork 
projects he was now criticizing, and supported the other two. 

Among the projects that made McCain’s “pork list” were the 
construction of a forestry-science center at Northern Arizona 
University, the expansion of a border-crossing station at Mariposa, 10 
miles west of Nogales, and the paving of a road in the Black Mesa area 
of the Hopi Indian Reservation, which for generations has been at the 
center of a land dispute between the Hopis and Navajos. 

The projects were called pork because they were not subject to 
hearings, were awarded without competitive bidding, or were of purely 
local interest and not of national importance, among other reasons. 

“The funds for the dubious local projects were ‘snuck through’ 
the normal budget process,” a McCain news release said. 

However, McCain, along with Sen. Daniel Inouye, D-Hawaii, 
chairman of the Senate Select Committee on Indian Affairs, wrote a 
letter in July 1990 to Sen. Frank Lautenberg, D-N.J., chairman of an 
Appropriations subcommittee that oversees transportation funds, 
specifically asking for $5.5 million for the Black Mesa Road... 

The project was given $4.7 million, apparently through actions by 
Lautenberg outside the normal legislative process. 

“It seems pretty weird ,” said Bob Maynes, press secretary for 
Sen. Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz., who is increasingly at odds with 
McCain. “I just don’t understand it. He (McCain) appears to have done 
exactly what he is criticizing.” 

The article also notes that Celley, McCain’s press secretary, said 
McCain had supported the NAU forestry center, but pointed to $4.5 
million appropriated for its construction from the Federal Buildings 
Fund, as pork. Celley said McCain also supported the $10.6 million 
expansion of the Mariposa border-crossing station. 

McCain said he didn’t know what the Arizona projects were and 
said he would not comment on their merits. 

“I have no comment, because I do not know if they are good or bad 
or indifferent,” McCain said. “They might be the most good and 
valuable project that all civilization rests on, I don’t know, but if 
they did not go through the correct process, then I think they are 
wrong.” 

According to the article, this was apparently not the first time 
McCain had gone around the normal legislative process to fund pet 
projects. 

Celley admitted that McCain has worked in the past to push 
appropriations through in whatever manner was necessary. 

“We have worked for them (appropriations),” he said. “Letters 
were written about these projects, and the senator may have talked 
with people to work their way through.” 
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A June 15, 1991 editorial from The Republic recounted the episode, 
lambasting McCain’s hypocrisy. 

While Mr. McCain spoke [at the news conference], a news release 
from his office thundered that “the funds for the dubious local 
projects were ‘snuck through’ the normal budget process.” In other 
words, these boondoggles had bypassed public hearings, the preferred 
practice for all 535 members when it comes to funding home-district 
projects that cannot stand on their own merits. 

Much to his discomfort, Mr. McCain subsequently learned from a 
reporter that three Arizona projects were to be found on the 
diabolical list. In fact, Mr. McCain himself had sought funding for 
one of them, $4.7 million for the Turquoise Trail road, which would 
link Navajo and Hopi Indian communities. 

“Oh, my God, is there three?” a chagrined Mr. McCain sputtered. 

“Oh. ..really? Is there really three in there?. ..I’m just shocked.” 

Later on, the senator averred that what was really at issue was 
the “process,” not the projects themselves, although in the earlier 
news release he described the projects as “dubious.” Finally, Mr. 

McCain even back-pedaled on whether they actually had “snuck through” 
the process. 

Had Mr. McCain attacked the process and even singled out those 
three Arizona projects as examples of extravagant spending, he could 
have made an important point. Instead, he was left defending his pet 
projects while criticizing everyone else’s pork-barreling. And that is 
precisely why Congress cannot get spending under control. 

Even on McCain’s signature issue — his supposed career-long opposition 
to pork — he is not telling the truth.

Hi everyone - 

In advance of today's call with HRC, following several discussions we had today with Marc, we wanted to send a quick update on 
where our recommendations stand: 

The decision before us is whether to (1) pursue coordinated issue advocacy ads with Priorities (where we'd be breaking new 
ground) or (2) send public smoke signals in a more traditional way to the Priorities IE. We're recommending option 2, as it gets 
us many of the benefits without some of the risks. Assuming the Priorities IE picks up the signals and airs the ads, it would save 
the campaign anywhere from $2-4M (depending on how long they're on air for). 

To execute the strategy, we recommend the following: 

> We work with the hard side of Emily's List, as they have both a coordinated and IE side 

> Emily's List coordinated side would need to shoot its own footage with its own consultants, but our consultants can be 

involved. Under this plan, EL would do a shoot with HRC asap - done by EL consultants, but with ours there too. (We may 
also invite EL crew to a town hall.) 

> EL would then -post portions of the video to a designated page on its public website - and would include on that page 

suggested themes/media market targets to its website. Ultimately, these determinations are up to EL, but there is no 
restriction on HFA's ability to make suggestions or recommendations. This page would serve as a signal to Priorities, 
other IE's and other allied organizations. 

> The key to making this plan work is getting a shoot on the schedule asap. We would also get HFA footage from the shoot, 

which we also very much need.

At a time when more women than ever are pursuing higher education, 
making college affordable, helping people refinance their student debt, 
and making it easier for students with kids of their own to find childcare. . . 
are all women’s issues. 

And so is confronting the epidemic of sexual assault on college 
campuses across the country. 


One in five women report that they were sexually assaulted during 
college. That’s one in five women enduring a horrific experience and 
managing the aftermath at a time when they should be free to learn and 
pursue their dreams. Think of the costs: emotional, physical, financial. 
Some survivors miss class. Others drop out. Some never finish their 
education. 


For too long, this issue has been ignored, trivialized, and even 
tolerated. The stories break your heart. One after another. But they 
need to do more than that. They need to stir us to action. 
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It’s not enough to condemn campus sexual assault. We have to stop 
campus sexual assault. 


Thanks to the courage and determination of survivors and advocates, 
America is waking up to this challenge. On campuses across the country, 
they have come together to bring attention to this issue, to support each 
other, and to change laws and policies. 

That advocacy has sparked the beginnings of good work around the 
country. Leaders on campus - including many with us today - are striving 
to take the right steps for their students.

First: Every campus needs to make sure that every survivor - no matter 
their gender, sexual orientation, ethnicity, or race - has access to the 
support they need.

Why Health Insurance Reform Will Pass This Fall - It’s the High Political Ground 

Forget about the talking heads’ narrative about the “sagging prospects” of President Obama’s health insurance reform 
proposal. Much of the same gang was completely convinced that Obama could never win the nomination - and once 
nominated would have a hard time winning the election. 

You have to wonder sometimes if there shouldn’t be a penalty for pundits who make self-assured predictions that are 
regularly wrong, and yet continue to be treated as if they know what they’re talking about. 

The fact is that the odds are very good that President Obama will succeed in passing landmark health insurance reform 
legislation this fall - with a robust public health insurance option. The reason is simple: it’s the high political ground. 

Health insurance reform represents the high political ground for four major reasons: 

1) . Most Americans - including swing voters - can’t stand the health insurance industry. As Congress reconvenes, 
the Administration and its allies will unleash a major drive to correctly define the battle as a contest between the interests of 
private health insurance companies and ordinary Americans. Health Care for America Now (HCAN), the big coalition of 
progressive organizations and Labor, will put it this way: If the insurance companies win, you lose. 

They will systematically define just how the big private insurers impact ordinary people and how the Obama health insurance 
reform proposal will solve the problem. 

It’s a pretty compelling narrative. For decades, the health insurance companies have made a fortune (over $60 billion in 
profits over the last eight years) by denying claims, denying insurance because of pre-existing conditions, making health care 
decisions instead of doctors and raising premiums almost four time faster than wages. 

And all the while the CEO’s of the ten largest insurers made an average of $8.5 million in pay last year - about $4,100 per 
hour. 

Think about the campaign commercial that paints the picture of the incumbent Member of Congress who votes for health 
insurance CEO’s like Cigna’s Edward Hanway — who will retire with a $73 million golden parachute this fall - and votes 
against patients who are denied coverage for their cancer treatments. It is not a pretty political picture and it will become 
more and more vivid in the minds of Members of Congress as November 2010 comes into view over the political horizon. 

2) . The Obama Administration will use every ounce of its political capital to win this battle. The President and his 
top advisors understand that -- when it comes to health care — failure is simply not an option. They know that defeat on 
health care would be a huge blow to the President’s ability to pass his entire agenda and his own standing with the voters. 
People follow successful leaders - not those who fail. 

As a result, the President will use every bit of his charm, his persuasive ability and the formidable powers of the Presidency 
to secure the votes to win. 

And make no mistake. While Barack Obama would prefer a bi-partisan bill passed through the regular order with broad 
consensus, he has an iron will and will pass a bill by one vote using special budget procedures if that is necessary to win. He 
is a huge fan of Lincoln’s Team of Rivals, but in matters of legislation his model is Lyndon Johnson. 

Anyone who doubts the strength of his resolve - or his resourcefulness — doesn’t yet understand Barack Obama. 

3) . As the vote grows closer, many moderate Democrats will begin to realize the price they will pay personally if 
health insurance reform fails. After the defeat of the Clinton health care proposal in 1994, it was not the most 
progressive members of the Democratic Caucus who lost when the Republicans took back control of the House - it was the 
moderates and conservatives. 
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The fact is that just as a rising tide raises all boats, when the tide recedes, it is those in the shallowest political 
water who are left aground. 

If the President’s positives -and those of the Democratic Party— plummet because they fail to pass health insurance reform 
(which is exactly what the Republicans believe will happen), moderate Democrats - even those who opposed the bill - will 
pay the price at the polls. In the final analysis after all, even in more conservative districts, if swing voters decide they like 
Democrats less, they are likely to vote for a real Republican not a Democrat who acts like one. 

This principle works for both parties. Last year, when the political tide receeded for Republicans across the country, the 
losers were not Members from bright red districts. They were people like Norm Coleman and Gordon Smith who turned 
themselves into pretzels to look “moderate”. 

4). Finally, the pundits have ignored a critically important new development : the Obama base has been energized. 

Early in August, Progressives were surprised at the ferocity of the right wing assault on Congressional town meetings. But it 
didn’t take long for them to respond. Led by Obama’s own organization , Organize for America (OFA), as well as HCAN, 
the Service Employees International Union, and the American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees - 
hundreds of thousands of Progressives have been mobilized to counter the Right. They swamped the Right at town meetings 
at the end of August and are now conducting a week of 2000 “Let’s Get It Done” events in the lead-up to Congress’ return. 

There is no longer any lack of progressive intensity. The right wing assault awakened progressive passion that has spread 
like the Los Angeles wildfires. 

My wife, Congresswoman Jan Schakowsky, hosted a town meeting in Skokie, Illinois on Monday night that attracted 2,300 
people. Eighty-percent supported reform - and they were pumped. 

The response of voters asked to call Congress about health insurance reform has exploded. 

Some of the millions of Americans who were engaged and mobilized by last year’s Presidential campaign may have taken a 
respite from politics in the early months of 2009 — but they’re back - and they are a massive political army that cannot be 
taken lightly. 

In other words, as Members of Congress reconvene on the battleground for this fall’s decisive engagement over health 
insurance reform, they will look up the political ridge and see that the cavalry has arrived. 

I believe we will win.

Election year voters facing weakest protections against voting discrimination in half a century 

WASHINGTON — Wade Henderson, president and CEO of The Leadership Conference on Civil and 
Human Rights, issued the following statement in advance of the 51st anniversary of Bloody Sunday: 

"It has now been 51 years since Bloody Sunday marchers were brutalized by police for taking a stand 
against rampant voting discrimination across Alabama. Their bravery led to the passage of the Voting 
Rights Act, which became one of the most successful civil rights laws in American history. 

But since the Supreme Court gutted the VRA nearly three years ago in Shelby County v. Holder, 
insidious forms of modern day voting discrimination have desecrated the legacy of those marchers. While 
Congress has taken symbolic steps to honor Selma's foot soldiers — by visiting Alabama on Bloody 
Sunday's anniversary, and by awarding those foot soldiers with a Congressional Gold Medal -- many 
lawmakers have done nothing to restore the law for which those marchers risked their lives. We can no 
longer thank members of Congress for these commendable, but ultimately empty gestures. 

Today, the campaign to restore the VRA is releasing a video highlighting the story of how, before the 
Supreme Court gutted it, the VRA protected the rights of minority voters when the city of Calera in Shelby 
County, Alabama, manipulated voting districts in a discriminatory manner to prevent Ernest Montgomery, 
the sole African American city councilmember, from being re-elected. As Montgomery says in the 
video, without the VRA's ability to block discriminatory practices -- as is the case now -- 
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it's 'very doubtful that an African American or maybe some other minority in our community 
could possibly ... be elected here in Calera.' 

The video can be viewed online here. 

The commemorations this week in Selma are a solemn remembrance of the blood, sweat, tears, and 
lives involved in securing voting rights for racial minorities in this country. The only appropriate way to 
celebrate that achievement is by working thoughtfully, and expeditiously, to pass one of the bipartisan 
proposals currently before Congress that would help breathe life back into the law. And this is 
particularly important ahead of the first presidential election in 50 years without the full protections of the 
VRA. 

We cannot allow obstructionists in Congress to hijack our country's progress, taking us back to a place 
where discrimination is the rule for many of our most vulnerable voters."

The race in Iowa is relatively stable. While Hillary Clinton's popularity and vote share are slightly lower than they were at the 
beginning of the year, they're nearly identical to where they were in March. And while Bernie Sanders has added popularity 
and vote share, there isn't a big difference between what he's getting now, and Elizabeth Warren's vote share in our previous 
poll; while it looks like Sanders absorbed the Warren vote very quickly, Clinton still leads by over 30 points. 

While there's been some erosion in measures of HRC's honesty, as many of these caucus-goers are following news about her 
emails and the CGI, most of her traits are still strong and stable. What's really remarkable about this poll is the narrow range 
in which her vote moves when we offer more positive and negative information on the candidate field. HRC's vote stays within 
a 55-58% range from the beginning of the poll to the end, though voters hear positive about Sanders and O'Malley, positive 
about Clinton, negative about Clinton, and negative about Sanders. Sanders only ranges from 25-28% throughout the 
simulated communication, and O'Malley only ranges from 5-7%. It's possible we'll see a relatively stable race for the 
foreseeable future.

Hillary Clinton leads Bernie Sanders by more than 30 points (57% Clinton / 25% Sanders / 5% O'Malley / 1% Chafee / 13% 
undecided). Right now Sanders is dominating the non-Clinton vote, and his high name identification (72%) may make it hard 
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Sanders seems to have picked up the Warren vote fairly quickly, but it doesn't appear that there's been much growth in the 
non-Clinton vote since March. Sanders' current vote share (25%) is very similar to the sum of Sanders + Warren from March 
(26%), another sign of the relative stability in the race.

The real story here is gender, with Clinton holding a 44-point lead over Sanders among women, and a 16-point lead over 
Sanders among men. Gender appears to be a bigger factor than ideology at this point, with Clinton over 60% among liberal 
and non-liberal women, and under 50% among liberal and non-liberal men. 



Clinton leads by 28 points among "core" caucus-goers (those with multiple caucuses in their voting history), and by 37 points 
among the expansion universe who voted in 2008 only, or are new to the process. We've consistently seen a bigger lead for 
Clinton among the expansion universe than among the core caucus-goers. But in this poll, we're up a little with the core 
caucus-goers, and down a little with the expansion universe, so the difference between HRC's vote share among core (55%) 
and expansion (59%) caucus-goers is slightly smaller than it was last time (52% core / 61% expansion). 

Candidate Support Measures: HRC 



Clinton currently receives an 85% favorable / 12% unfavorable rating, very similar to her 87% favorable / 11% unfavorable 
rating in March. Her very favorable rating (50%) is almost unchanged since March (51%), as is her very unfavorable rating (5% 
June / 6% March). The stability in her popularity is very good news, as is the stability in her job rating as Secretary of State 
(unchanged since March at 90% approve / 9% disapprove). 



Clinton continues to show strong popularity with both core and expansion voters. She's at 88% favorable / 10% unfavorable 
with core caucus-goers, and 84% favorable / 14% unfavorable with the expansion universe. Her vote has consistently been 
higher with the expansion universe, while her favorable rating has consistently been higher with the core universe.

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While our numbers are good on most traits tested, there has been erosion on honesty (-14 since March) and holding Wall 
Street accountable (-8 since March). And a majority (51%) think HRC is "too political and calculated." In the context of the 
negative media barrage we've faced, and the entrance of Sanders into the race, it's not surprising to see erosion on honesty 
and fighting Wall Street. 

When we ask voters whether the news they're hearing about HRC is positive, negative, or mixed, 60% say it's been mixed. 

And when we ask what they've been hearing about, 27% volunteer something related to the emails, 17% volunteer something 
related to the CGI, and another 9% volunteer something Benghazi-related. Only 12% volunteer something related to her 
campaigning in Iowa, and just 7% volunteer something related to our core message on fighting for everyday Americans / 
middle class / small business / women. 

But while these news stories are registering with people, general impressions of HRC are still strong. When we ask for the first 
words that come to mind when they think of Clinton, caucus-goers' reactions are overwhelmingly positive. Most offer 
something related to intelligence, strength, or experience, and only 16% volunteer something negative. 

Candidate Support Measures: Bernie Sanders 

Bernie Sanders' popularity (64% favorable) and name ID (72%) have grown considerably since June, when fewer than 50% 
could rate him (43% favorable / 5% unfavorable). But his popularity and name identification aren't much better than Elizabeth 
Warren's were in March (63% favorable / 66% name ID) so we've got a recent comparison with a very liberal candidate of 
similar popularity, and it shouldn't come as a surprise that Sanders and Warren draw similar vote share in our two most recent 
polls. 

Despite his high name identification, Sanders is less defined than HRC. In open-ended questions, only 8% can't come up with a 
specific association with Hillary Clinton, while 36% can't tell you what comes to mind when they think of Sanders. 

Candidate Support Measures: Martin O'Malley 

Martin O'Malley has more than doubled his name identification (from 20% to 42%) but it hasn't translated into vote for him. 
Most of his growth has come with the core universe (he's up to 43% favorable with them) but Sanders is still 31 points higher in 
total favorable with the core universe, and 31 points higher in very favorable, which is making it hard for O'Malley to get 
traction. 

Vote Stability 

The biggest storv in this poll is the stability of the vote in informed re-tests . After positives on Sanders and O'Malley, positive 
on Clinton, negative on Clinton, and negative on Sanders, the candidates' vote shares stay highly stable. This is an important 
caution against over-reacting to incoming attacks, and against attacking Sanders. 



Despite positive graphs on Sanders and O'Malley, there's very little change in the first informed vote. This is particularly rough 
for O'Malley, who starts with much lower name identification than Sanders, and who would expect to get more movement 
out of a positive informed graph. But O'Malley only goes from 5% to 6% in the informed vote. 

There's very little movement in HRC's vote after we read a positive graph about her, which is to be expected given her high 
level of definition. The good news is that there's also very little movement after a battery of negatives against her (each 
respondent heard 5 items), and her vote share remains at 57%. Even after the HRC negatives, Sanders is only at 28%, 
suggesting a period of relative stability in the race. 

Candidate Negatives 

There's not a lot of intensity to the HRC negatives, which is part of the reason they don't move the vote against her. They're 
bunched up in intensity, with the strongest (TPP) at just 15% much less likely, and most in the 10-12% range in intensity. This is 
a far cry from the 40% threshold we expect to see in a strong negative that would get traction and affect vote. We shouldn't 
over-react to attacks in Iowa. 
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Bernie Sanders' negatives also test with low intensity, though the two strongest test better than the Clinton negatives. Guns 
(25% much less likely) and ethanol (23% much less likely) both get moderate traction, but again fall well short of the 40% 
threshold we usually use to judge a strong negative. Given that the Sanders negatives don't really move the vote against him, 
and that his vote doesn't move much when we test attacks against HRC, there seems to be little margin in going after him 
right now.

As I explained to you on the phone, there is very clear 
and compelling USDA and USGS data demonstrating a strong likelihood of serious health and environmental threats due to the skyrocketing 
increases in herbicides associated with GMO usage. The most prolific of these compounds has now been found by the WHO to be "probably 
carcinogenic", and the USGS reports that 60-100% of Iowa rainwater contains them. Leading agronomists and public health scientists are 
extremely concerned that these trends are rapidly increasing. To me, this is the key reason why citizens need the right to know and therefore 
choose, but in the interest of brevity, I have spared you a summary of those data. As you will read, we believe that the Right to Know is a 
compelling and rational position even without the Secretary having to become conversant about the herbicide "treadmill", but I am happy to supply 
you with a brief on that problem if you wish. 

I am looking forward to briefly discussing this matter with the Secretary when she visits our home on July 3rd. Until then, please let me know if and 
how I can be useful. 


On a separate and related note, I have heard both you and Robby speak about Secretary Clinton's strong interest in promoting sustainable and 
clean industry and job growth. Needless to say, this is where my last 30 years have been focussed and I sit on many boards and invest in a great 
many sustainable food businesses. If I can be helpful in developing policy and talking points in the clean food and energy space, I am at your and 
her service.

LCV and our two political committees - LCV Action Fund and LCV Victory Fund - are running major 
grassroots campaign operations against climate deniers in seven major battleground Senate states 
including: Nevada, Washington, New Hampshire, Wisconsin, Missouri, Pennsylvania, and Colorado. 

Updates from two of those Senate races are below: 

Pennsylvania: Rep. Joe Sestak is running in a very tight race against ex-Rep. Pat Toomey, the former 
President of the radical right-wing group Club for Growth. Recent polls have shown both Sestak and 
Toomey trading the lead in the race by a point or two every few days. A Muhlenberg poll released on 
October 22 nd showed a tie with both Sestak and Toomey at 43 percent.

CNN's New Day: No 2016 coverage. 

MSNBC's Morning Joe: Bernie Sanders drew a crowd of 2,500 people Friday night, the largest crowd in Iowa for 
a candidate of either party this election cycle, and days after he drew a 10,000 person crowd in Madison, Wl. At 
a Fourth of July parade, HRC staff held up a rope keeping reporters at a distance as she greeted voters. 

Between press and protesters, it was reportedly hard for NH residents to get close to HRC, so the campaign, to 
draw some of that crowd back away so she could access the voters, brought out the rope as a barrier. Several 
members of the press tweeted out pictures of the rope stretching across the street and blocking their access to 
HRC. Nicole Wallace said the press has an outsized impression of how important they are to the outcome of a 
presidential campaign and HRC’s staff does a good job of paying attention to them (Palmieri in particular is 
mentioned) but Wallace said she thinks we pay a little bit too much attention to the press’ access to HRC. Noted 
that voters aren’t going to say they’re voting for Sanders because of the rope. Wallace also said it might make 
an impact in contrast to how Bush and others are running but not on its own. It fuels the Clinton narrative that 
HRC is walled off and plays by her own rules or is hiding something so that is potentially damaging. Furthers the 
image of an elite politician but still doesn’t think it was a bad press day. Opened conversation about GOP 
candidates with Politico article “Mourn the Fourth of July” that they had a somber tone while they campaigned 
this weekend. Mike Allen said the candidates talked about ISIS, bailouts, EPA, economy, and Greece and 
reminded NH voters how bad life was. Mentioned that Marco Rubio, Rick Perry, Jeb Bush, Bobby Jindal, and 
Chris Christie all used this type of messaging. Joe Scarborough ranted about the Republican Party’s gloomy 
message and said they should be optimistic and positive. Noted the “gloom & doom” campaign rhetoric is not 
successful. Talked about coming up with an alternative to ACA. Interview with Jennifer Palmieri. Palmieri said 
HRC is doing smaller events which is really important for her, it’s the foundation she wants to get in the beginning 
of the campaign and talk to the voters. So they try to allow as much access as possible as long as it doesn’t get 
in the way of campaigning. While HRC was Sec of State, she wasn’t out talking to voters and campaigning so 
that’s what she’s doing now. She wanted to talk one-on-one with voters before talking to the national media and 
doing big groups. Said HRC feels great about the way the last two months have gone. Noted press is not as 
important as voters but still an important part of the process. HRC is ready to do national interviews and when 
she does smaller events the press don’t have as much access but she learned a lot of lessons. About Sanders, 
Palmieri said we’re worried about him and he’s a serious force for the campaign but we don’t need to attack each 
other. He’ll run his campaign and we’ll run ours. Confirmed that we are worried about Sanders and he’s doing 
well so we’ll have to make our case. Palmieri said despite truthworthy numbers and email server scandals, etc., 
HRC is durable and we’ll have to work very hard. HRC is the right person to get the job done and fight for people 
every day. 

Fox News' Fox and Friends: Segment about an illegal immigrant who murdered a woman in San Francisco; 
Hasselbeck noted that all 4 Democratic presidential candidates support the San Francisco sanctuary laws, which 
prevented the murderer from being arrested; Doocy said Trump has been making this point about illegal 
immigrants all along; shortly after the segment, Fox and Friends played a clip of an upcoming story about HRC 
keeping the press behind rope lines at her event this past weekend. Segment about HRC roping off press at her 
event in NH this weekend; hosts criticized HRC, saying her roping off the press is indicative of her larger 
transparency problems; Kilmeade said Democratic candidates should criticize HRC for not taking questions from 
the press; Doocy read a statement from HRC’s campaign spokesperson; Doocy said one cameraman got close 
to HRC and asked her a question about Trump’s stance on immigration, to which she replied “I’m going to have 
my pie.” Segment about De Blasio wanting to revoke Donald Trump’s contracts because of Trump’s comments 
on immigration; Kilmeade talked with Constitutional law professor and former DOJ official Thomas Dupree Jr., 
who said De Blasio has a very weak case, because the Constitution protects freedom of political speech; Dupree 
said if Trump’s contract has an ethics cause, this might be a different situation, but would still be legally 
attenuated.

Subject: Update on unionization efforts at American Progress 


Dear Members of the Board: 

I hope you all had a wonderful Thanksgiving. 

I am writing to let you know that some junior staff members at American Progress have informed us that they have voted to 
unionize with the International Federation of Professional and Technical Engineers Local 70. This union focuses on representing 
workers at nonprofit organizations and has organized at other progressive think tanks including the Economic Policy Institute and 
Center for Economic and Policy Research. 

As we did with ThinkProgress, we will review the proposed bargaining unit to ensure that it is legally appropriate, and we may 
negotiate with the union over who is and is not included in the bargaining unit, given the diversity in the positions at CAP. We 
want this process to be amicable, but also to respect the rights of our employees - both those who support the union and those 
who have reservations - in keeping with CAP'S stated policy positions on workers' organizational rights. Our approach will seek 
to avoid any public suggestion of a CAP double standard, while also ensuring that broad organizational interests in effective 
management are protected. 

The organizing employees have stated that they like working at CAP, and recognize that their working conditions are good. For 
this reason, we hope that bargaining with the union will not be particularly contentious. Flowever, as I said before, in these 
negotiations, we will aim to retain the management flexibility needed to continue to be a nimble and dynamic institution. 

Please let me know if you have any questions or concerns. I welcome your reactions. And as always, thank you for all you do for 
CAP.

I hope this email finds you well. I wanted to alert you about a new poll that VoteVets has conducted of 
veterans - but has not released, yet. We used both Dem and GOP pollsters on this one, on the VA 
issues, how they view it, and what they want and don’t want to see happen. 

Because of the hits Secretary Clinton is taking in the media, we thought we should bring this poll to you, 
quickly, and before it is public. In short, most of what the Secretary has said is right. Our poll found that 
veterans very much like the care they get at the VA, way more than the care they get from the private 
health care system. And, while they do think wait times need to be reduced, they want to see it done by 
adding more doctors and nurses. Most importantly, overwhelmingly, they say they’d vote against any 
candidate who supports privatizing the VA.

Killing Ragheads for Jesus

January 26, 2015 " ICH " - “American Sniper” lionizes the 
most despicable aspects of U.S. society — the gun culture, the blind 
adoration of the military, the belief that we have an innate right as a 
“Christian” nation to exterminate the “lesser breeds” of the earth, a 
grotesque hypermasculinity that banishes compassion and pity, a 
denial of inconvenient facts and historical truth, and a belittling of 
critical thinking and artistic expression. Many Americans, 
especially white Americans trapped in a stagnant economy and a 
dysfunctional political system, yearn for the supposed moral 
renewal and rigid, militarized control the movie venerates. These 
passions, if realized, will extinguish what is left of our now-anemic 
open society. 

The movie opens with a father and his young son hunting a deer. 
The boy shoots the animal, drops his rifle and runs to see his kill. 

“Get back here,” his father yells. “You don’t ever leave your rifle in 
the dirt.” 
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“Yes, sir,” the boy answers. 

“That was a helluva shot, son,” the father says. “You got a gift. 

You gonna make a fine hunter some day.” 

The camera cuts to a church interior where a congregation of white 
Christians — blacks appear in this film as often as in a Woody Allen 
movie — are listening to a sermon about God’s plan for American 
Christians. The film’s title character, based on Chris Kyle, who 
would become the most lethal sniper in U.S. military history, will, 
it appears from the sermon, be called upon by God to use his “gift” 
to kill evildoers. The scene shifts to the Kyle family dining room 
table as the father intones in a Texas twang: “There are three types 
of people in this world: sheep, wolves and sheepdogs. Some people 
prefer to believe evil doesn’t exist in the world. And if it ever 
darkened their doorstep they wouldn’t know how to protect 
themselves. Those are the sheep. And then you got predators.” 

The camera cuts to a schoolyard bully beating a smaller boy. 

“They use violence to prey on people,” the father goes on. “They’re 
the wolves. Then there are those blessed with the gift of aggression 
and an overpowering need to protect the flock. They are a rare 
breed who live to confront the wolf. They are the sheepdog. We’re 
not raising any sheep in this family.” 

The father lashes his belt against the dining room table. 

“I will whup your ass if you turn into a wolf,” he says to his two 
sons. “We protect our own. If someone tries to fight you, tries to 
bully your little brother, you have my permission to finish it.” 

There is no shortage of simpletons whose minds are warped by this 
belief system. We elected one of them, George W. Bush, as 
president. They populate the armed forces and the Christian right. 
They watch Fox News and believe it. They have little understanding 
or curiosity about the world outside their insular communities. 
They are proud of their ignorance and anti-intellectualism. They 
prefer drinking beer and watching football to reading a book. And 
when they get into power — they already control the Congress, the 
corporate world, most of the media and the war machine — their 
binary vision of good and evil and their myopic self-adulation 
cause severe trouble for their country. “American Sniper,” like the 
big-budget feature films pumped out in Germany during the Nazi 
era to exalt deformed values of militarism, racial self-glorification 
and state violence, is a piece of propaganda, a tawdry commercial 
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for the crimes of empire. That it made a record-breaking $105.3 
million over the Martin Luther King Jr. holiday long weekend is a 
symptom of the United States’ dark malaise. 

“The movie never asks the seminal question as to why the people of 
Iraq are fighting back against us in the very first place,” said Mikey 
Weinstein, whom I reached by phone in New Mexico. Weinstein, 
who worked in the Reagan White House and is a former Air Force 
officer, is the head of the Military Religious Freedom Foundation, 
which challenges the growing Christian fundamentalism within the 
U.S. military. “It made me physically ill with its twisted, totally 
one-sided distortions of wartime combat ethics and justice woven 
into the fabric of Chris Kyle’s personal and primal justification 
mantra of ‘God-Country-Family.’ It is nothing less than an odious 
homage, indeed a literal horrific hagiography to wholesale 
slaughter.” 

Weinstein noted that the embrace of extreme right-wing Christian 
chauvinism, or Dominionism, which calls for the creation of a 
theocratic “Christian” America, is especially acute among elite 
units such as the SEALs and the Army Special Forces. 

The evildoers don’t take long to make an appearance in the film. 
This happens when television — the only way the movie’s characters 
get news — announces the 1998 truck bombings of the American 
embassies in Dar es Salaam and Nairobi in which hundreds of 
people were killed. Chris, now grown, and his brother, aspiring 
rodeo riders, watch the news reports with outrage. Ted Koppel 
talks on the screen about a “war” against the United States. 

“Look what they did to us,” Chris whispers. 

He heads down to the recruiter to sign up to be a Navy SEAL. We 
get the usual boot camp scenes of green recruits subjected to 
punishing ordeals to make them become real men. In a bar scene, an 
aspiring SEAL has painted a target on his back and comrades throw 
darts into his skin. What little individuality these recruits 
have — and they don’t appear to have much — is sucked out of them 
until they are part of the military mass. They are unquestioningly 
obedient to authority, which means, of course, they are sheep. 

We get a love story too. Chris meets Taya in a bar. They do shots. 
The movie slips, as it often does, into cliched dialogue. 

She tells him Navy SEALs are “arrogant, self-centered pricks who 
think you can lie and cheat and do whatever the fuck you want. I’d 
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“Why would you say Em self-centered?” Kyle asks. “I’d lay down 
my life for my country.” 

“Why?” 

“Because it’s the greatest country on earth and I’d do everything I 
can to protect it,” he says. 

She drinks too much. She vomits. He is gallant. He helps her home. 
They fall in love. Taya is later shown watching television. She yells 
to Chris in the next room. 

“Oh, my God, Chris,” she says. 

“What’s wrong?” he asks. 

“No!” she yells. 

Then we hear the television announcer: “You see the first plane 
coming in at what looks like the east side. . . . 

Chris and Taya watch in horror. Ominous music fills the movie’s 
soundtrack. The evildoers have asked for it. Kyle will go to Iraq to 
extract vengeance. He will go to fight in a country that had nothing 
to do with 9/1 1, a country that columnist Thomas Friedman once 
said we attacked “because we could.” The historical record and the 
reality of the Middle East don’t matter. Muslims are Muslims. And 
Muslims are evildoers or, as Kyle calls them, “savages.” Evildoers 
have to be eradicated. 

Chris and Taya marry. He wears his gold Navy SEAL trident on the 
white shirt under his tuxedo at the wedding. His SEAL comrades 
are at the ceremony. 

“Just got the call, boys — it’s on,” an officer says at the wedding 
reception. 

The Navy SEALs cheer. They drink. And then we switch to 
Fallujah. It is Tour One. Kyle, now a sniper, is told Fallujah is “the 
new Wild West.” This may be the only accurate analogy in the film, 
given the genocide we carried out against Native Americans. He 
hears about an enemy sniper who can do “head shots from 500 
yards out. They call him Mustafa. He was in the Olympics.” 

Kyle’s first kill is a boy who is handed an anti-tank grenade by a 
young woman in a black chador. The woman, who expresses no 
emotion over the boy’s death, picks up the grenade after the boy is 
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shot and moves toward U.S. Marines on patrol. Kyle kills her too. 
And here we have the template for the film and Kyle’s best-selling 
autobiography, “American Sniper.” Mothers and sisters in Iraq 
don’t love their sons or their brothers. Iraqi women breed to make 
little suicide bombers. Children are miniature Osama bin Ladens. 
Not one of the Muslim evildoers can be trusted — man, woman or 
child. They are beasts. They are shown in the film identifying U.S. 
positions to insurgents on their cellphones, hiding weapons under 
trapdoors in their floors, planting improvised explosive devices in 
roads or strapping explosives onto themselves in order to be 
suicide bombers. They are devoid of human qualities. 


“There was a kid who barely had any hair on his balls,” Kyle says 
nonchalantly after shooting the child and the woman. He is resting 
on his cot with a big Texas flag behind him on the wall. “Mother 
gives him a grenade, sends him out there to kill Marines.” 

Enter The Butcher — a fictional Iraqi character created for the film. 
Here we get the most evil of the evildoers. He is dressed in a long 
black leather jacket and dispatches his victims with an electric drill. 
He mutilates children — we see an arm he cut from a child. A local 
sheik offers to betray The Butcher for $100,000. The Butcher kills 
the sheik. He murders the sheik’s small son in front of his mother 
with his electric drill. The Butcher shouts: “You talk to them, you 
die with them.” 

Kyle moves on to Tour Two after time at home with Taya, whose 
chief role in the film is to complain through tears and expletives 
about her husband being away. Kyle says before he leaves: “They’re 
savages. Babe, they’re fuckin’ savages.” 

He and his fellow platoon members spray-paint the white skull of 
the Punisher from Marvel Comics on their vehicles, body armor, 
weapons and helmets. The motto they paint in a circle around the 
skull reads: “Despite what your momma told you . . . violence does 
solve problems.” 

“And we spray -painted it on every building and walls we could,” 
Kyle wrote in his memoir, “American Sniper.” “We wanted people 
to know, we ’re here and we want to fuck with you. ... You see us? 
We’re the people kicking your ass. Fear us because we will kill 
you, motherfucker .” 

The book is even more disturbing than the film. In the film Kyle is 
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a reluctant warrior, one forced to do his duty. In the book he 
relishes killing and war. He is consumed by hatred of all Iraqis. He 
is intoxicated by violence. He is credited with 160 confirmed kills, 
but he notes that to be confirmed a kill had to be witnessed, “so if I 
shot someone in the stomach and he managed to crawl around 
where we couldn’t see him before he bled out he didn’t count.” 

Kyle insisted that every person he shot deserved to die. His inability 
to be self-reflective allowed him to deny the fact that during the 
U.S. occupation many, many innocent Iraqis were killed, including 
some shot by snipers. Snipers are used primarily to sow terror and 
fear among enemy combatants. And in his denial of reality, 
something former slaveholders and former Nazis perfected to an art 
after overseeing their own atrocities, Kyle was able to cling to 
childish myth rather than examine the darkness of his own soul and 
his contribution to the war crimes we carried out in Iraq. He 
justified his killing with a cloying sentimentality about his family, 
his Christian faith, his fellow SEALs and his nation. But 
sentimentality is not love. It is not empathy. It is, at its core, about 
self-pity and self-adulation. That the film, like the book, swings 
between cruelty and sentimentality is not accidental. 

“Sentimentality, the ostentatious parading of excessive and 
spurious emotion, is the mark of dishonesty, the inability to 
feel,” James Baldwin reminded us. “The wet eyes of the 
sentimentalist betray his aversion to experience, his fear of life, his 
arid heart; and it is always, therefore, the signal of secret and 
violent inhumanity, the mask of cruelty.” 

“Savage, despicable evil,” Kyle wrote of those he was killing from 
rooftops and windows. “That’s what we were fighting in Iraq. 
That’s why a lot of people, myself included, called the enemy 
‘savages.’ . . . I only wish I had killed more.” At another point he 
writes: “I loved killing bad guys. ... I loved what I did. I still do . . . 
it was fun. I had the time of my life being a SEAL.” He labels Iraqis 
“fanatics” and writes “they hated us because we weren’t Muslims.” 
He claims “the fanatics we fought valued nothing but their twisted 
interpretation of religion.” 

“I never once fought for the Iraqis,” he wrote of our Iraqi allies. “I 
could give a flying fuck about them.” 

He killed an Iraqi teenager he claimed was an insurgent. He 
watched as the boy’s mother found his body, tore her clothes and 
wept. He was unmoved. 
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He wrote: “If you loved them [the sons], you should have kept 
them away from the war. You should have kept them from joining 
the insurgency. You let them try and kill us — what did you think 
would happen to them ?” 

“People back home [in the U.S.], people who haven’t been in war, 
at least not that war, sometimes don’t seem to understand how the 
troops in Iraq acted,” he went on. “They’re surprised — shocked — to 
discover we often joked about death, about things we saw.” 


He was investigated by the Army for killing an unarmed civilian. 
According to his memoir, Kyle, who viewed all Iraqis as the enemy, 
told an Army colonel: “I don’t shoot people with Korans. I’d like 
to, but I don’t.” The investigation went nowhere. 

Kyle was given the nickname “Legend.” He got a tattoo of a 
Crusader cross on his arm. “I wanted everyone to know I was a 
Christian. I had it put in red, for blood. I hated the damn savages I’d 
been fighting,” he wrote. “I always will.” Following a day of 
sniping, after killing perhaps as many as six people, he would go 
back to his barracks to spent his time smoking Cuban Romeo y 
Julieta No. 3 cigars and “playing video games, watching pom and 
working out.” On leave, something omitted in the movie, he was 
frequently arrested for drunken bar fights. He dismissed politicians, 
hated the press and disdained superior officers, exalting only the 
comradeship of warriors. His memoir glorifies white, “Christian” 
supremacy and war. It is an angry tirade directed against anyone 
who questions the military’s elite, professional killers. 

“For some reason, a lot of people back home — not all 
people — didn’t accept that we were at war,” he wrote. “They didn’t 
accept that war means death, violent death, most times. A lot of 
people, not just politicians, wanted to impose ridiculous fantasies 
on us, hold us to some standard of behavior that no human being 
could maintain.” 

The enemy sniper Mustafa, portrayed in the film as if he was a 
serial killer, fatally wounds Kyle’s comrade Ryan “Biggies” Job. 

In the movie Kyle returns to Iraq — his fourth tour — to extract 
revenge for Biggies’ death. This final tour, at least in the film, 
centered on the killing of The Butcher and the enemy sniper, also a 
fictional character. As it focuses on the dramatic duel between hero 
Kyle and villain Mustafa the movie becomes ridiculously 
cartoonish. 
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Kyle gets Mustafa in his sights and pulls the trigger. The bullet is 
shown leaving the rifle in slow motion. “Do it for Biggies,” 
someone says. The enemy sniper’s head turns into a puff of blood. 

“Biggies would be proud of you,” a soldier says. “You did it, 
man.” 

His final tour over, Kyle leaves the Navy. As a civilian he struggles 
with the demons of war and becomes, at least in the film, a model 
father and husband and works with veterans who were maimed in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. He trades his combat boots for cowboy 
boots. 

The real-life Kyle, as the film was in production, was shot dead at a 
shooting range near Dallas on Feb. 2, 2013, along with a friend, 
Chad Littlefield. A former Marine, Eddie Ray Routh, who had been 
suffering from PTSD and severe psychological episodes, allegedly 
killed the two men and then stole Kyle’s pickup truck. Routh 
will go on trial next month . The film ends with scenes of Kyle’s 
funeral procession — thousands lined the roads waving flags — and 
the memorial service at the Dallas Cowboys’ home stadium. It 
shows fellow SEALs pounding their tridents into the top of his 
coffin, a custom for fallen comrades. Kyle was shot in the back and 
the back of his head. Like so many people he dispatched, he never 
saw his killer when the fatal shots were fired. 

The culture of war banishes the capacity for pity. It glorifies self- 

sacrifice and death. It sees pain, ritual humiliation and violence as 

part of an initiation into manhood. Brutal hazing, as Kyle noted in 

his book, was an integral part of becoming a Navy SEAL. New 

SEALs would be held down and choked by senior members of the 

platoon until they passed out. The culture of war idealizes only the 

warrior. It belittles those who do not exhibit the warrior’s “manly” 

virtues. It places a premium on obedience and loyalty. It punishes 

those who engage in independent thought and demands total 

conformity. It elevates cruelty and killing to a virtue. This culture, 

once it infects wider society, destroys all that makes the heights of 

human civilization and democracy possible. The capacity for 

empathy, the cultivation of wisdom and understanding, the 

tolerance and respect for difference and even love are ruthlessly 

crushed. The innate barbarity that war and violence breed is 

justified by a saccharine sentimentality about the nation, the flag 

and a perverted Christianity that blesses its armed crusaders. This 

sentimentality, as Baldwin wrote, masks a terrifying numbness. It 

fosters an unchecked narcissism. Facts and historical truths, when 
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they do not fit into the mythic vision of the nation and the tribe, are 
discarded. Dissent becomes treason. All opponents are godless and 
subhuman. “American Sniper” caters to a deep sickness rippling 
through our society. It holds up the dangerous belief that we can 
recover our equilibrium and our lost glory by embracing an 
American fascism.

Subject: code of conduct revisions 

Per our discussion on the last Board call, we have two options to share with you regarding the treatment of 
lobbyists during the transition process. 

The first option involves a 12-month substantive look back period that would prohibit someone who has been a 
federally-registered lobbyist over the past 12 months from working in the subject-matter area on which they have 
lobbied. The subject-matter area is broadly defined as any particular matter, field of policy, or agency. In 
addition, this option would require deregistration before joining the Transition. 

The second option involves a similar 12-month substantive look back period, but would prohibit federally- 
registered lobbyist from engaging in any lobbying activity during the period of their involvement in the Transition 
rather than requiring deregistration. 

While both options create substantial restrictions on lobbyist involvement in the Transition that would be 
consistent with President-elect Obama's stated commitment during the campaign, several concerns have been 
raised by our lawyers regarding the deregistration requirement. In short, they have argued that a two-month 
deregistration requirement, following which any number will promptly re-register, seems dodgy, hard to defend in 
the press and doesn't address the conflict of interest concern. In addition, the deregistration process is 
cumbersome to the point that any deregistration would not be immediately accessible to the public. As such, any 
enterprising reporter seeking to confirm registration status would not be able to confirm a deregistration. 

Based on the above, I recommend that the Board approve the second option. The attached document includes a 
draft of the code of conduct with the second option outlined in paragraph 3. Please review and share your 
feedback. We would like to finalize this document by the end of the day in order to begin the process of fully 
vetting staff and volunteers to the Transition.
